Section 1. That immediately after the passage and approval of this act 
the County Commission of Jefferson County shall elect a judge of Inferior 
Court of Ensley who shall serve at the pleasure of said County Commission 
and who shall receive a salary of $3600.00 per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the General Fund of Jefferson County. 

Section 2. That immediately after the passage and approval of this Act 
the County Commission of Jefferson County shall appoint a suitable person 
as Clerk of said Court, who shall serve at the pleasure of said County Com- 
mission and whose compensation shall be fixed by said County Commission 
and paid out of the General Fund of said County. That before entering upon 
the duties of his office he shall enter into bond in a sum to be fixed by the 
County Commission and conditioned as the bonds of Circuit Clerks in this 
State. are now conditioned and there shall be the same liabilities and remedies 
thereon as on other official bonds. 

Section 3. That the clerk of said Court shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the County Commission, as many clerks or other assistants as may 
be necessary for the orderly transaction of the business of said Court. That 
the number thereof shall be fixed by the County Commission and the com- 
pensation of all such clerks shall be fixed by said County Commission. 

Section 4. That the County Commission of Jefferson County shall 
determine whether or not the services of the deputy solicitor now provided by 
law are needful or necessary in said Court and may appoint any person as 
such deputy solicitor who shall be a practicing attorney in said County and a 
qualified voter therein. 

Section 5. That the clerk of said Court or his assistants shall perform the 
duties of bailiff in said Court.

- The Governor of Alabama appeared in person and delivered to 
the Joint Session the following Message: 


TO Toe Eat AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF ALA- 

BAMA: 

The great problems facing you today, are: Ist. Debts and taxation; 
2nd. construction and maintenance of public highways; and, 3rd. adequate 
appropriations for schools, colleges, health, eleemosynary institutions, agricul- 
ture, and other departments of the State. These appropriations should not 
exceed the annual available revenue. 

Hereto attached is a report in writing from Hon. L. G. Smith, Director 
of the State Highway Department, giving facts and figures, requested by the 
Senate in regard to receipts and disbursements during certain times, and the 
prospective amounts to be received from the Federal Aid Funds for road 
construction during this Administration. 

It appears from this report that Alabama is entitled, now from the Federal 
Flood Relief Fund of the United States for roads, to $1,132,283.11. .This 
must be matched with an equal sum by the State before the lst day of July, 
1932, or it will be lost. Then during this administration, ending in January, 
1935, including the above amount, the prospective Federal Aid Funds of the 
United States for roads will total $13,932,675.47 for Alabama, if matched dollar 
for dollar by the State. If we fail to match it, then this will be lost to 
Alabama. ‘To secure that $13,932,675.47 for roads from the United States 
in this State, Alabama must raise and place on the roads $13,932,675.47. 

The State Examiner of Accounts, Hon. W. K. Smith, makes written 
report, hereto attached, showing amount of current indebtedness of the State 
on April 30, 1931; estimated receipts to September 30, 1931; estimated dfs- 
bursements to September 30, 1931; and the liabilities on account of present 
appropriations made that will be due and payable for schools, etc., on Ist. day 
of October, 1931. These liabilities are summarized as follows:

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This $13,932,675.47 of Federal Aid for roads must not be lost to. Alabama. 
It must be matched and placed on the highways of Alabama. We have good 
roads—we must have better roads and those who use and destroy the roads 
must construct and maintain them. This was one of the slogans that met 
success at the polls in the Democratic Primary and in General Election in 
1930. Motor vehicles are destructive to roads and the gas used by them 
should be taxed to aid in constructing and maintaining the highways. Road 
construction and road maintenance must not end in Alabama; but it should 
continue by convict labor and by contracts. Highway maintenance and road 
contracts will end unless you make funds available within sixty days. 

This current liability—$19,053,336.80—of the State of Alabama must be 
paid—the warrants of Alabama must be cashed. Alabama warrants should 
never be permitted to be carried from bank to bank and payment refused. 
Every warrant of the State should be, when issued, worth in cash its face 
value. Practically all of this $19,053,336.80 liability of the State is due its 
citizens. ‘They are entitled to the money and it should be paid to them. 

We should economize in our financial affairs of government to meet 
these obligations. The government should be run economically and effi- 
ciently —But with even the most rigid economy we could not hope to pay 
this Nineteen Million Dollar liability. In the Democratic Primary and 
General Election campaigns it was stated that taxation had reached the | 
maximum in Alabama and should not be increased. This met with favor 
at the polls. How then can this current debt of the State be met and 
campaign pledges kept with the Democratic voters? 

The amount of the current liability of the State is much larger than was 
expected. Taxation should be equalized. The real and personal property 
of the State has borne and is bearing the burden of taxation. The homes, 
the farms, business property and personal property in this State have always 
been taxed. Income is property and has never been taxed for state purposes 
in this State. It cannot, under the Constitution, be taxed more than six and 
one-half mills on the dollar. This, if imposed, would raise only a trifling 
sum. 

Income property has escaped taxation in Alabama. No promise in 
campaigns was made to allow it to continue to escape. A tax on income 
property would not increase taxes; it would increase the revenue of the State 
by a tax on property that is escaping taxation in Alabama. No fairer tax 
could be imposed. If you have no income over and above the exemptions and 
credits you will pay no income tax. It is a just tax. 

The ad valorem tax on real and personal property should be lowered 
gradually every year when a tax is adopted and imposed on income. 

Alabama should live within her income. ‘The annual appropriations for 
all purposes should never exceed the yearly income to the State from all 
squrces. When the appropriations exceed the income there is danger ahead. 

The Senate and House appointed a Recess Committee of thirty-three to 
look into the present problems of the State and to consult, with the Executive 
and others.relative to them. ‘They met once in the Executive office, where 
they were in session fer hours. Many matters were elaborately discussed. 
The following suggestions, which were made, appear to have been wise, con- 
servative, progressive and appropriate to our problems: 

FIRST, Submit a constitutional amendment to the voters for their rejec- 
tion or ratification allowing a bond issue for roads not exceeding in amount 
Twenty-five Million Dollars; and at least Two Hundred Thousand Dollars 
thereof to be used in road building in each County; to permit each County to 
issue bonds for roads not exceeding in amount Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars, if approved by vote of majority of the people voting at an election 
in the County held for that purpose, the same to be secured by the present 
two cent per gallon gas tax of the County; to increase the permanent borrow- 
ing capacity of the State from Three Hundred Thousand Dollars to Three

Million Dollars; to issue warrants, or notes or bonds in amounts not exceeding 
Twenty Million Dollars to pay the deficit of the State as of October Ist, 
1931; to permit a graduated income tax, modelled after the Federal Income Tax; 
to permit an inheritance tax not to exceed eighty per cent of the amount 
collected by the United States Inheritance Tax Statute; to reduce gradually 
the ad valorem tax on real and personal property annually; and to make pro- 
vision to prevent a recurrence of the present financial condition of Alabama. 

SECOND. A bill to be enacted levying a two cent tax on each gallon. 
of gas sold to take effect at once; to. remain in force until the Twenty-Five 
Million Dollar bond issue is approved. The tax then is to be reduced to one 
cent per gallon and same to be used to pay interest and to create a sinking 
fund to pay the road bonds. A bill of this character should be enacted 
immediately by you in order to keep the highway department functioning. 

THIRD. ‘To pass an enabling income tax bill to be effective when the 
income tax amendment is approved by the Electorate; a part of the tax to be 
used to pay annually a part of the bonded debt and the interest thereon, and 
a part of the tax to be used annually for the elementary schools of the State. 

FOURTH. To pass an inheritance tax statute, effective, if the inherit- 
ance amendment is approved by the Electorate. 

FIFTH. To pass a bill to permit the appropriations, except as to fixed 
salaries, and the elementary schools, ta be reduced prorata any year they 
exceed in amount the income; so that the State will live within and not exceed 
its income, 

My information is there is now pending before you a constitutional 
amendment drawn by some of the Recess Committee in line with the above 
suggestions; also enabling acts and bills are. pending before you in accordance 
with the suggestions as above stated. 

Income property is untaxed. It has escaped taxation. It should escape 
no longer. It has already escaped too long in Alabama. Will you submit 
the question to the voters for their decision or will you deny them the right 
to pass on it and thereby permit income property to continue to escape tax- 
ation? The real responsibility rests on you. Let the people be trusted to 
decide it. 

In my opinion you will meet the issue courageously and decide it correctly. 

If we all work together, study the interest of the State, co-operate for 
the good of all citizens, equalize taxation, see that there are no tax slackers, 
tax dodgers, or tax escapers in Alabama, then the tax burden will be light 
on all, we will have better roads, better schools, better colleges, better health, 
better agriculture, better eleemosynary institutions, a happier and more con- 
tented citizenship, a greater State resting on a sound financial base, with plans 
for debts to be paid and with a progressive forward movement along all lines; 
and each of us will then know that we have performed our duty faithfully 
and well.

In accordance with your instructions I am pleased to transmit herewith 
statements showing information relative to the operations of this Department 
substantially as requested in the resolution adopted by the Senate of Alabama 
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on May 22nd 1931. This information is submitted in the form of exhibits 
which are more fully explained in the following paragraphs of this letter. 

EXHIBIT—A. This exhibit shows in columnar form the receipts and 
disbursements for the fiscal year ended September 30, 1930, for the seven (7) 
months period beginning October 1, 1930 and ending April 30, 1931, an 
estimate for the period beginning May 1, 1931 and ending September 30, 1931, 
and the total for the year ending September 30, 1931. 

It will be observed that a total estimated expenditure of $8,990,220.77 is 
shown for highway construction in the year ending September 30, 1931, which 
is made up of the following:

There is attached as a supplement to Exhibit A, a summary of the High- 
way Fund account, marked Exhibit A-1, which indicates an estimated deficit 
of $1,227,074.91 in Highway Funds on September 30, 1931. The actual deficit 
on May Ist, was $879,117.33. This is determined by taking into consideration 
unpaid cement bills, contractor’s estimates due and unpaid and sundry 
accounts for material and supplies furnished. 

EXHIBIT—B. This exhibit shows the amount of Federal Aid Funds 

now available, and which will become available during the present adminis- 
tration. 
_ EXHIBIT C-1 to 7, INC. This exhibit contains information concerning 
cost of road construction by convicts as compared with the low bids of pri- 
vate contractors on seven specific projects. These are the only projects on 
which this information at present is available. These projects were adver- 
tised to be let to the lowest bidder, and the lowest bid received is here con- 
sidered as the measure of what the work would have cost had it been done 
by free labor. Against this we have taken for comparison the expense of 
doing the work at the price of convicts to the Highway Department now in 
effect, together with the cost of superintendence, guarding, materials, etc., 
with due allowance having been made for moving the camp on and off the 
project. 

These projects are the only ones we have completed cost figures on at 
present but they are fairly representative, as it will be noticed that some are 
in North Alabama and some in South Alabama. 

It appears from the above that convict work during the period since the 
Highway Department took them over in February and March, and up to 
May ist, 1931, is being accomplished at a slightly lower cost than would have 
been the case had contracts been let to the lowest bidders at lettings held in 
October and November, 1930. 

Taking the aggregate of the expenditures on these projects, as shown on 
the attached exhibits, the total estimated cost based on the low bid would

This Department is not in position to furnish you information concerning 
the profit, if any, realized by the Board of Administration on this contract. 
However, it is not the purpose of the contract between the Highway Depart- 
ment and the Board of Administration that any profit be made on the working 
agreement now existing between these two Departments. The above figures 
are based on the allowance of $40.00 per convict per month, and this basis of 
figuring is subject to change at any time as conditions warrant.

The foregoing statement shows only the indebtedness due to 
creditors of the State, and to various Educational Institutions and 
County governmental agencies on account of educational appropria- 
tions, absolutely exclusive of trust fund balances and inter-depart- 
mental accounts. 

In the estimate of the current indebtedness of $16,164,795.36 as 
of September 30, 1931, it has been assumed that all cash on hand on 
April 30th and all cash received subsequent thereto will have been 
paid out as of September 30, 1931, leaving nothing in the treasury at 
the close of business on that date. At that time the General Fund 
will owe the various Trust Funds $455,403.46, none of which has 
been included in the foregoing statement, and on October Ist, a 
liability on account of appropriations due on that date for educa- 
tional, correctional and eleemosynary institutions, and for pensions, 
will become due and payable. The approximate amount of this 
liability will be $2,433,137.98. Therefore, in order to pay the cur- 
rent indebtedness of the State, to replace the Trust Funds and to 
pay the appropriations due on October ist, the State Government 
would require a total sum of $19,053,336.80. 

The information now available has enabled this department to 
completely check and revise previous estimates, and to determine 
more accurately the outstanding liabilities. The final result shown 
herein is greater than the amount of indebtedness shown in a report 
submitted by this Department on April 14,1931. This difference is 
largely due to decreases in estimated income from taxes and licenses 
which, with the exception of ad valorem taxes are running consid- 
erably below the averages of preceding years. The decrease in 
income is greater than the reduction in operating expenses, conse- 
quently the estimated current liability as of the end of this fiscal 
year is increased.

The Speaker of the House having signed the following House 
Bills, your signature thereto is requested: 

H.17. To amend Section 2151 of the Code of Alabama. 

Also: ; 

H. 427. To provide for the assessment and payment of the 
clerk and Sheriff’s costs in all Judicial Circuits in the State having 
more than two and less than five Circuit Judges, arising from 
municipal cases in which the defendant is not convicted and the 
costs are not imposed on the prosecutor, or in which defendants 
have been convicted, and have been proved insolvent by the return 
of execution “no property found”, or in cases in which the munic- 
ipality enters a nolle prosequi, or where the complaint has been 
withdrawn and filed, or the prosecution abated by the death of the 
defendant. 

Also: 

H. 429. To amend Section 402 of the Code of Alabama of 1923 
as amended by the Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved 
August 20, 1927, and set out on page 274 of the General Acts of 
Alabama for the Regular Session of 1927. 


Also: 

H. 512. To provide that in each City of Alabama, having a 
population of one hundred thousand, or more, according to the last, 
or any succeeding Federal census, the City Board of Education in

To provide for a Board of Education for Winston 
County, Alabama; to provide for dividing the county into two dis- 
tricts, defining the boundaries thereof; to provide for the manner 
in which said Board is to be selected; to provide for the terms of 
office of the members thereof and for their compensation; and to 
provide for the duties and responsibilities of the members of said 
Board.

BILLS ON THIRD READING. 

The bill: 

S. 319. For the preservation, conservation, development and 
improvement of the oyster reefs and beds in the waters of Ala- 
bama; for the preservation, conservation, development and improve- 
ment of the Oyster Industry in the State of Alabama and the terri- 
torial waters thereof; to provide for the establishment of a Board of 
Commissioners to be known as “The Alabama Oyster Commission” ; 
to fix its personriel; to prescribe its powers and duties; to provide 
for the compensation of said Commissioners; to establish, locate and 
provide for the furnishing of its office; to regulate the manner and 
time of taking and catching oysters from the public waters of the 
State; to prescribe and regulate the measure of oysters bought and 
sold in the shell; to prescribe license fees for boats engaged in 
taking and catching oysters; to prescribe a tax upon oysters taken 
from the waters of Alabama for sale or for commercial purposes; to 
require the re-planting of oyster shells; to regulate the removal of 
oysters from the State; to provide for the officers, employees and 
agents of the Commission; to prescribe their duties and powers and 
fix their compensation; to provide for the protection and patroling 
of the oyster grounds and public waters of the State; to provide for 
the leasing of water bottoms owned by the State; to fix the penal- 
ties for violation of this Act; to create a fund for money arising 
under the provisions of this Act for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of the Commission; and, generally, to regulate and control 
the Oyster Industry in the State and all matters connected there- 
with. 

Was taken up. 

Mr. Millsap offered the following amendment to said bill, to- 
wit: 

Amend Senate Bill 319 as follows: ; 

First: Lines 16 and 17 and line 23, page 2, by striking there- 
from the words, “Commissioner of Game and Fisheries”, and sub- 
stituting therefor the word “Governor”. 

Second: By striking from lines 7 and 8, page 3, Section 3, the 
words “Bayou La Batre” and substituting therefor the word 
4“ fe) ile’, 
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Third: By adding at the end of Section 3, page 3, line 15 the 
following: ‘The Secretary shall perform such other duties as the 
Commission shall require.’ 

Fourth: By adding at the end of Section 4, line 19, page 3, the 
following : “The Commission shall hold six regular meetings a year 
at times fixed by resolution of the Commission entered on its min- 
utes, and may hold special meetings whenever the chairman or 
a majority of the Commission shall think proper. Each Commis- 
sioner shall receive ten dollars ($10.00) for each meeting. 

Fifth: By striking from Section 5 lines 7 and 8, page 4, the 
following, “And to provide proper penalty for the failure or refusal 
to make such reports as may be required by the Commission”, and 
substitute therefor the following, “Any person, firm or Corporation 
violating any rule or regulation order or decree of the Commission 
or failing to make any report required by them shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction may be punished by fine of not 
more than fifty dollars ($50.00) and may be sentenced to hard labor 
for the County for not more than thirty days. 

Sixth: By adding at the end of Section 7 the following: The 
licenses provided in this Section shall expire August 31st next after 
the date of issuance. 

Seventh: By striking from Section 8 wherever the same ap- 
pears the word “Borrow” and substituting therefor the word 
“Barter”. 

Eighth: By striking from Section 18, lines 21 and 22, page 7, 
the following words, “And such leases shall be in effect as long as 
the rental is paid and the bottoms properly utilized for the cultiva- 
tion of oysters.” 

Ninth: By inserting in Section 11, page 7, line 5, between the 
word “Canner” and the word “purchasing” the following, “catcher, 


Tenth: By inserting in said Section and page at line 9 between 
the word “so” and the word “purchased” the word “caught”. 

Eleventh: By adding at the end of Section eleven the follow- 
ing: ‘Provided that if either the catcher, purchaser or receiver 
shall comply with the provisions of this section, the others shall not 
be required to comply with the same. It being the intent that the 
tax shall not be paid but once and that the return of twenty five 
eas (25%) shall not be required but once on each lot of oysters 
taken. 

Twelfth: By striking the word “must” in Section 23, line 1, 
page 11, and adding in lieu thereof the word “may”. 

Thirteenth: By striking the word “fourteen” in 17%, page 8 and 
substituting therefor the word “Sixteen”. 

Fourteenth: By adding Section 2614 as follows: 

Section 2614: That if any person, firm or corporation ‘shall 
violate any provision of this Act or shall violate or disregard any 
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rule, regulation, order or decree of the Commission or fail to make 
any report required, the Commission may summons such person, 
firm or corporation before it to show cause why all licenses and 
permits issued to him, them or it should not be revoked and at a day 
set by the Commission all evidence touching the matter involved 
shall be heard by the Commission, and if upon such hearing a 
‘majority of the Commission shall find that such person, firm or 
corporation has violated any provision of this Act or any rule, 
regulation, decree or order of the-Commission or has failed to make 
any required report, the Commission may by order entered in its 
minutes revoke or suspend all licenses issued to such guilty person, 
firm or corporation for a period of not longer than thirty days for 
the first offence nor longer than ninety days for the second offense. 

The exercise of the rights given in this Section shall not be con- 
strued to bar action under other penal provisions of this Act. 

Mr. Garrett moved that said amendment be laid on the table, 
which motion prevailed, and the amendment was tabled.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Darden, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation, reported that said Committee, in Session, had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the Senate with a 
favorable report, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
calendar, to-wit: 

By Mr. Sanderson (with substitute) : 

H. 524. To create and establish a Board of Jury Supervisors 
in every county in this State which now have or which may here- 
after have a population of as much as seventy-five thousand and not 
more than one hundred thousand people, according to the last 
federal decennial census, or any such census which may hereafter 
be taken; to provide that the circuit judges, the judge of probate, 
the sheriff and the clerk of the circuit court of all such counties shall 
constitute the Board of Jury Supervisors and to confer upon them 
all the jurisdiction and all the power and authority which is now or 
which may hereafter be by law vested in jury commissions in this 
State; to provide that they shall perform and discharge all the 
duties of jury commissioners without compensation except as pro- 
vided by this act; to authorize them to elect one of their number 
President of such Board of Jury Supervisors, and to provide that 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court of all such counties shall be ex-officio 
clerk of such board of Jury Supervisors; to fix his salary as such 
clerk, the manner of its payment, and to abolish the jury commis- 
sion and the clerk thereof in all such counties.

REPORT OF JOINT CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON HOUSE 


BILL No. 53, 


Montgomery, Alabama. 
May 27th, 1931. 


TO THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


We the undersigned members of the Joint Conference Com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate and House on the disagreement 
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between the House and Senate over the amendments to said House 
Bill Number 53, beg to report as follows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate adopt the following amend- 
ments to the bill as passed by it, namely; 

(a) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
therefrom the words and figures “twenty (20%) per cent” as they 
appear in Section Five on line Twenty Two on page Eight of the 
printed bill, and add in lieu thereof the words “fifty (50%) per cent. 

(b) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
out the words and figures “ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars” 
where they occur in Section Five and insert in lieu thereof the 
words and figures “fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars”. 

(c) Amend Senate Substitute for House Bill No. 53 by adding 
the following words at the end of Section 49-A, namely ; “No motor 
transportation company subject to the provisions of this‘Act shall 
issue or give any free tickets, free passes or free transportation for 
passengers or property except to employees devoting their entire 
time to such motor transportation company’s services and the de- 
pendent members of their families and to attorneys and surgeons 
regularly employed by such motor transportation company and to 
members of the Commission and such of their employees as may 
he designated hy them to assist the Commission in the performance 
of their duties under this Act. 

(d) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
from Section Twenty Five the following paragraph, namely; “It is 
the declared policy of Alabama that motor transportation companies 
shall not be prevented by law, or by rules and regulations of the 
Commission, from competing with railroad companies as common 
carriers, nor from charging less rates for carrying passengers or 
freight or both; and that if, upon such investigation and hearing the 
Commission shall find that any rate charged by any motor trans- 
portation company is lower than the rate charged by any railroad 
company for similar or like services, such lower rate charge or rate 
chargés shall not be deemed unfair, unreasonable, unjust, or inade- 
quate, or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or to con- 
stitute unfair competition with said railroad company or com- 
panies”, and insert in lieu thereof the following, namely; “It is the 
declared policy of Alabama that motor transportation companies 
shall not be prevented by law, or-by rules or regulations of the 
Commission, from competing with railroad companies operating as 
common carriers nor shall such motor transportation companies be 
prevented by law, or by rules and regulations of the Commission 
from charging lesser rates than railroad transportation companies 
operating as common carriers for the carriage of passengers or 
property unless any such lesser rate, on consideration of all the 
facts and circumstances, is ascertained by the Commisison to con-

stitute an unreasonable or unfair discrimination against such com- 
peting railroad transportation company. 

2. That the Senate adopt and pass the Senate substitute for 
said House Bill No. 53 as amended by the adoption of the amend- 
ments herein above recommended. 

8. That the House concur in the Senate substitute for for said 
House Bill No. 53 when and as amended as herein above rec- 
ommended.

for the compensation of said Commissioners ; to establish, locate and 
provide for the furnishing of its office; to regulate the manner and 
time of taking and catching oysters from the public waters of the 
State; to prescribe and regulate the measure of oysters bought and 
sold in the shell; to prescribe license fees for boats engaged in 
taking and catching oysters; to prescribe a tax upon oysters taken 
from the waters of Alabama for sale or for commercial purposes; to 
require the re-planting of oyster shells; to regulate the removal 
of oysters from the State; to provide for the officers, employees and 
agents of the Commission; to prescribe their duties and powers and 
fix their compensation; to provide for the protection and patroling 
of the oyster grounds and public waters of the State; to provide 
for the leasing of water bottoms owned by the State; to fix the 
penalties for violation of this Act; to create a fund for money 
arising under the provisions of this Act for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of the Commission; and, generally, to regulate and 
control the Oyster Industry in the State and all matters connected 
therewith.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and veto of the bill: 

H. 594. To establish a Court of Record in Randolph County, 
Alabama, to be known as “The Inferior Court of Randolph 
County”; to provide for its criminal jurisdiction to include all mis- 
demeanors and to provide for the civil jurisdiction thereof, to in- 
clude all civil jurisdiction now exercised by justices of the peace, 
and in addition thereto to include all suits, actions and matters at 
law where the amount involved therein is the sum of five Hundred 
and no/100 Dollars, or less; to provide for the officers of the said 
court, their terms of office, the manner of their selection and elec- 
tion, and their. powers, duties and compensation; to fix the fees 
and costs in said court; to provide for the rules of procedure for 
said court and for the operation thereof; to provide for registering 
of judgments rendered in said court, and the effect thereof; to pro- 
vide for the creation of two divisions of said court to be known 
and called “The Wedowee Division” and “The Roanoke Division”; 
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to provide for the holding of terms and sessions thereof of the 
Wedowee Division and the Roanoke Division thereof; to provide 
for the method and manner of instituting civil and criminal pro- 
ceedings therein, and the procedure therein; to provide for the 
transfer of criminal prosecutions for misdemeanors now or herein- 
after pending in the Circuit Court to the said Inferior Court of 
Randolph County; and to provide for the transfer of civil suits 
pending in said Circuit Court, within the jurisdiction of this court 
by agreement to said Inferior Court of Randolph County ; to abolish 
the County Court of Randolph County and the office of Deputy 
Solicitor of Randolph County. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and veto of 
said bill being in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Represenatives, the 
body in which it originated, House Bill No. 594 without my approval. 

I cannot approve this Act for the following reasons: 

1. The Act creates a new court and gives it jurisdiction of all misde- 
meanors and in all civil suits up to $500.00. I think that the Court is un- 
necessary and that the work of this character where the jurisdiction exceeds 
that of Justice of the Peace should be looked after in the Circuit Court. The 
Circuit Court can look after all of the business in this county and if the docket 
should become crowded the Chief Justice informs me that there are judges 
who have time to hold extra sessions of court and the work can be done in 
this way without additional expense to the tax-payers. 

2. The Act creates additional offices and adds to the expense of govern- 
ment. At this time it is, in my opinion, unwise to add any expense unless it 
is essential to good government. The State has a heavy deficit and I am in- 
formed that many of the counties are heavily in debt. It is, therefore, not 
right for unnecessary expense to be added and for this reason I do not think 
an additional court should be created in Randolph County.

citrus fruit, the control of insect pests, plant and live-stock diseases 
and other similar important agricultural and economic problems having 
for their object the development of a more permanent, more profitable 
and diversified agriculture, there is hereby created and provision made 
for the maintenance of sub-agricultural experiment stations, one upon 
each of the five main large soil types of the State as represented in 
the Tennessee Valley, the Sand Mountain Section, the Black Belt, 
the Wiregrass and the Gulf Coast area; to create a commission to lo- 
cate said sub-stations and to provide for its per diem and expenses; 
to provide for the carrying on of research work on Experimental Fields 
in different parts of the State; to make appropriations to the Board of 
Trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act; to provide for the administration and direction 
of this work; to authorize and empower county Boards of Revenue 
for County Commissioners, or other bodies having a similar jurisdic-

MEMORIAL. 


Mr. Craft offered the following memorial on the death of Hon. 
Edward J. Grove, member of the House of Representatives of Mo- 
bile County, which was read and ordered spread upon the Journal: 


“Not till the loom is silent 

And the shuttles cease to fly 

Shall God unroll the canvas 
And explain the reason why 

The dark threads are as needful 
In the weaver’s skillful hand 

As the threads of gold and silver 
In the pattern He has planned.” 


This expresses in part our feelings at the death of Edward J. 
Grove, member of the House of this Legislature, who last night 
was taken from our midst. I ask that we pause and pay tribute to 
the life of this friend and colleague, who in the sterner things of 
life was rock and oak, but in the sweeter things of life was vine 
and flower. 

Edward J. Grove was born in 1892 and his entire life has been 
one of service for his state and nation. During the World War he 
was a first lieutenant in the 116th Field Artillery, and since that 
time he has engaged in the practice of law and in representing the 
people of Mobile County in the State Legislature. 
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Such in brief is his history, but his character and influence 
cannot be so quickly dismissed. He is one of those men who illus- 
trate that the life of a man is not measured by years, but by the 
manner in which he spends his years. 

In his work he always represented the best. His political friends 
and opponents alike recognized his ability and sincerity of purpose. 

No one knows this better than we who have worked side by 
side with him, and to us who knew and loved him, his life will 
always be an inspiration. In this hurried and materialistic age his, 
life has enriched his country and made the world brighter. 

He was one of those young men who personified progress and 
even in his death will he perform a service to the State and to the 
entire South in that his passing will center attention on the need 
for the State to make transportation by air as safe as possible. 

He was a gentleman of the highest and most honorable tradi- 
tions of Southern neighborliness and courtesy; a man whose public 
and private life always exemplified the golden rule and command- 
ment. 

We shall miss him from our ranks, but shall look forward to 
the day when we shall again clasp hands with him in the Legis- 
lative Halls Eternal.

BILLS RECALLED AND WITHDRAWN. 


On motion of Mr. Craft, he was allowed to recall from the 
Standing Committee on Seaports and withdraw from the Senate 
the bills:

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE.

H. 675. To authorize and empower the Board of Revenue of 
Conecuh County to use forty per cent of the funds derived from 
the excise tax on gasoline, or other liquid motor fuels, levied under 
the Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved February 10, 1928, 
entitled, “An Act imposing an excise tax on persons, corporations, 
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co-partnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the 
business of selling or distributing gasoline, or other liquid motor 
fuels, in this State—providing for the collection and payment of 
such tax and the distribution of the funds derived therefrom and 
fixing penalties for the violation of any of the provisions of this

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BILLS TEMPORARILY POSTPONED. 


On motion of Mr. Teasley, further consideration of the bill: 

S. 368. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama to be known as Article XXB, authorizing the State; (1) to 
locate, construct, improve, repair, and maintain public roads, high- 
ways and bridges in the State of Alabama, and to that end to 
authorize the State to issue and sell negotiable interest-bearing 
State bonds, in an amount not to exceed Twenty-five Million 
($25,000,000.00) Dollars in addition to the borids issued under 
amendments to the Constitution of the State of Alabama known 
and designated as Articles XX and XXA and to provide for funds 
for payment of interest on said bonds and to create a sinking fund 
for payment of principal of said bonds, and (2) each County in the. 
State is authorized to engage in the construction, improvement, 
repair and maintenance of public roads, highways and bridges with- 
in each such county. To this end and for this purpose each county 
is authorized to issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable county 
bonds, without reference to the assessed value of the property in 
such county, certificates or other instruments of indebtedness (such 
bonds, certificates or other instruments of indebtedness being herein 
referred to as County Road Bonds) in an amount equal to Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00). Such County Road 
Bond shall be issued under such denominations, numbers, and 
series, and mature at such times as may be provided by law, all such 
bonds to bear a rate of interest not greater than five per cent per 
annum, payable quarterly or semi-annually. No County Road 
Bonds shall be issued unless such issue of bonds be first authorized 
by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of such county, 
voting upon such proposition. The Legislature shall pass general 
laws providing for such elections. To create an annual sinking 
fund for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and 
interest on such County Road Bonds and for the construction, 
improvement, repair and maintenance of such public roads, high- 
ways and bridges, the Legislature shall provide for the application 
to such sinking fund of the excise tax or any part thereof imposed 
on the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from 
storage, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes 
therefor, under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama approved February 10, 1923, as amended by Section 83 of an 
Act approved August 22, 1923, and by Act approved August 27, 
1927, when, as and if the same shall be necessary to maintain the 
sinking fund for such County Road Bonds. Such County Road 
Bonds shall be a direct obligation of the county and for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the principal and interest thereon the full 
faith and credit of the county is hereby irrevocably pledged and 
such County Road Bonds shall be exempt forever from taxes. of 
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every kind, and (3) authorizing the Governor to negotiate loans of 
not exceeding Fifteen Million ($15,000,000.00) Dollars or so much 
thereof as may be necessary to meet the deficit in the general fund 
of the State treasury at the close of business on September 30, 1931. 
Said loan to mature not later than January 1, 1945; and from time 
to time to negotiate temporary loans, never to exceed three Million 
($3,000,000.00) Dollars to meet the deficiencies in the treasury and 
until the same is paid, no new loan shall be negotiated; and to 
provide revenue and funds for the prompt and faithful payment 
of the principal and interest on such bonds and loans and for the 
retirement of all such indebtedness; to amend section 214 of Article 
11 of the Constitution; to authorize an Income Jax; and to amend 
Section 219 of Article 11 of the Constitution, and to order an elec- 
tion by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon such 
proposed Article XXB to be held on... the day 
Obi ete ths 1931, such day being after the expiration of three 
months from and after the final adjournment of this session of the 
Legislature. 

Was postponed until the forty-first legislative day. 

On motion of Mr. Jordan the bill: 

S. 394. To require the Courts of County Commissioners, or like 
governing bodies, in all counties of this State, which may now, or 
hereafter have a tax assessment value of eight million dollars, 
or more, to appropriate an adequate amount of money, to be ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health, for health purposes.

CONSIDERATION OF SPECIAL ORDERS. 


The hour of eleven o’clock having arrived, the Senate proceeded 
to consider the first special order for this hour, which was the bill: 

H. 497. To amend Section 24 of an Act entitled, “An Act in 
reference to and to further provide for the General Revenue of the 
State of Alabama”, (Approved July 22, 1927.) 

Mr. Teasley offered the following amendment to said bill, to-wit: 

Amend House Bill 497 by adding: 

Subsection (a) In addition to all other license or privilege 
taxes of every kind now imposed by law, there is hereby levied a 
license or privilege tax on all Utilities, as defined in Section 9742 
of the Code of Alabama of 1923, doing business in this State, for 
the privilege of engaging in such business; Said license or privilege 
taxes shall be due and payable annually as hereinafter provided, and 
shall be an amount equal to the excess of a fair aggregate, net, 
annual operating income under honest, efficient and economical 
management upon the value of their property held for and used in 
the service to the public and six per centum per annum shall be 
taken as a fair return upon the aggregate value as fixed by law for 
rate making purposes. 

For the purpose of this subsection, such aggregate value shall 
be determined by the Public Service Commission from time to time 
and as often as may be necessary and in determining such valuation, 
the Public Service Commission shall give due consideration to all 
the elements of value recognized by the law of the land for rate 
making purposes and shall give to the property investment of said 
Utilities only that consideration which under such law it is entitled 
to in establishing values for rate making purposes. Whenever the 
value of the properties of said Utilities have been finally ascertained, 
the value so ascertained shall be deemed the value thereof for the 
purpose of this subsection. 

(b) One-half of said license or privilege taxes hereby levied 
shall become due and payable on March 15th of each and every year, 
and shall be based upon the calendar year. The remaining one-half 
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of said tax shall be due and payable, as and when such one-half of 
said tax shall be in excess of ten per cent of the aggregate value as 
herein provided. 

(c) All revenue collected under this subsection shall be paid to 
the State Tax Commission of the State of Alabama by check or 
draft made payable to the State Treasurer and shall be set apart 
as the property of the Common Schools of the State of Alabama. 
The proceeds of said taxes shall be first applied to the purchase of 
text books to be used in the Common Schools of the State and any 
balance shall be divided and distributed equally among the sixty- 
seven counties of this State and paid over when collected to the 
treasurer of School Funds of the several counties to be used ex- 
clusively for the Common Schools of said counties. 

(d) The State Tax Commission shall have full power and 
authority to examine all books and records of said Utilities for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount of taxes due under this sub- 
section. All taxes not paid on March 15th of each year except as 
herein provided, shall carry a penalty of 5% per month until paid. 
The State Tax Commission shall have power and authority to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 

(e) For the purposes of this subsection, the value of the 
property and the net operating income of a group of Utilities, which 
the Commission finds are under common control and management 
and are operated as a single system, shall be computed as a whole 
irrespective of the separate ownership and accounting returns of the 
various parts of such system. 

(f) When any Utility is engaged in Interstate and intrastate 
. business, the tax levied under this subsection shall be upon that 
portion of, the aggregate value of the property of said Utility held 
and used in intrastate business, 

(g) Nothing in this Act shall be construed as to interfere with 
interstate commerce. 

(h) This subsection shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval. 

Mr. Powell moved that said amendment be laid on the table, 
which motion prevailed, and the amendment was tabled.

Amend the title of House Bill 497 to read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to amend Section 24 of an Act entitled “An 
Act in reference to and to further provide for the General Revenue 
of the State of Alabama (approved July 22, 1927) and to add to 
said Act thirteen additionad sections numbered (24)b, 24(c), 24(d), 
24(e), 24(f), 24(g), 24(h), 24(i), 24(j), 24(k), 24(1), 24(m), 
24(n) respectively.” 

Amend the body of said Act by adding thereto an additional 
section, being section numbered 1%, as follows: 

Section 1%: That said Act entitled “An Act in reference to and 
to further provide for the General Revenue of the State of Alabama 
(approved July 22, 1927) be and the same is hereby amended by 
adding thereto thirteen additional sections as follows: 

Section 24(b): as used in this act, the term “gasoline” shall 
include gasoline, naphtha and other liquid motor fuels or any 
devices or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal combus- 
tion engines, provided that nothing contained in this act shall apply 
to those products commercially known as “Kerosene oil”, “fuel oil”, 
“crude oil” used for lighting or heating purposes. The word 
“Person” means and includes every person, corporation, co-partner- 
ship, company, agency or associations, singular or plural. The term 
“Distributor” shall include any person who shall engage in the 
selling of gasoline as herein défined in this State by wholesale in 
domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such dis- 
tributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” shall 
include any person herein defined as “distributor” who is also 
engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein defined, at any place in 
this State, in broken quantities. The term “storer” as herein used 
shall include any person who ships gasoline into this State, in tank 
quantities and stores the same and withdraws or uses the same for 
any purpose. 

Section 24(c): Every distributor, retail dealer or storer of 
gasoline as herein defined shall pay a special excise tax (in addition 
to all other excise taxes imposed by law) of one-half cent per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage for any 
use gasoline as herein defined in this State, provided however that 
this excise tax shall not be levied upon the sale of gasoline in inter- 
state commerce, and provided further that where the excise tax of 
two cents per gallon upon the sale of such gasoline shall have been 
paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or storer such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall not be paid 
but once. The excise tax imposed by this section shall apply to 
persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distributors storing gasoline 
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and distributing the same or allowing the same to be withdrawn 
from storage, whether such withdrawals be for sales or other use— 
provided, that “sellers” of gasoline and its substitutes paying the 
tax herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on the 
basis of their sales as hereinafter required and storers.and dis- 
tributors shall compute and pay this tax on the basis of their with- 
drawals or distributions. 

Section 24(d): On or before the 20th day of each month after 
this act shall have taken effect, every person upon whom this excise 
tax is levied shall render to the State Tax Commission on forms 
prescribed by such commission a true and correct statement of all 
sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them during the 
next preceding month, liable for the payment of the excise tax 
herein prescribed, and shall furnish to said commission such addi- 
tional information, as such Commission may require upon blanks to 
be formulated and furnished by said Commission, and at the time 
of making such report shall pay to the State Tax Commission an 
amount of money equal to the excise tax herein laid. ‘The state- 
ment herein required to be made by the distributor, storer or retail 
dealer shall be.sworn to before some officer authorized to admin- 
ister oaths and any false or fraudulent statement sworn to shall 
constitute perjury and upon conviction thereof the person so con- 
victed shall be punished as provided by law for the crime of perjury. 

Section 24(e): All distributors, storers, or retail dealers shall 
keep, for not less than two years, within the State of Alabama at 
some certain place or office such books, documents or papers as will 
clearly show the amount of sales or withdrawals of gasoline made 
in this State covered by this Act. 

Section 24(f): Within 30 days after January 1, 1932, every dis- 
tributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the sale or withdrawal of 
gasoline shall make a report on blanks furnished by the State Tax 
Commission to the State Tax Commission showing the place and 
post office address at which he is engaged in the business of dis- 
tributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline, which information 
shall be entered by the State Tax Commission on a book kept for 
that purpose, and should such distributor, storer or retail dealer 
move his place of business from one post office address to another, 
such distributor, storer, or retail dealer shall within 30 days there- 
after notify the State Tax Commission of such removal giving the 
former place and post office address and also the place and post 
office address to which the business has been removed. After this 
act becomes effective no person shall become a distributor, storer, 
or seller of gasoline in this State until he shall have made such 
reports to the State Tax Commission. 

Section 24(g): If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline in this State covered by the provisions in this act shall fail 
to make the reports or any of them, to the State Tax Commission 
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as herein required or shall fail to keep the records required by 
Section 24(f) hereof, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for each of such 
offense. 

Section 24(h): It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commis- 
sion to enforce the provisions of this act and the State Tax Com- 
mission shall have the right itself or by any of its members or its 
agents to examine the books, reports and accounts of every such 
distributor, storer, or retail dealer of gasoline covered in this act. 

Section 24(i): If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gaso- 
line in this State covered by the provisions in this Act shall fail to 
make the reports or any of them, to the State Tax Commission as 
herein required or shall fail to keep the records required by Section 
6 hereof, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof ‘shall be fined not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for each of such offense. 

Section 24(j): The proceeds of the special excise gas tax of 4 
cent levied by this act shall when collected be paid into the State 
Treasury, and so much thereof as may from time to time be neces- 
sary shall be applied exclusively to the payment of interest and 
principal on bonds heretofore or hereafter issued by the Alabama 
State Bridge Corporation, or to the payment to said Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation of any rentals from time to time becoming due 
to said Alabama State Bridge Corporation under the terms of any 
lease which may be entered into between the State of Alabama and 
said Alabama State Bridge Corporation under authority of any act 
of the Legislature of Alabama whereby all toll bridges heretofore 
or hereafter constructed or acquired by said Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation may be operated as public highways free from charges 
or toll of any kind. 

Section 24(k): It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commis- 
sion to enforce the provisions of this Act and the State Tax Com- 
mission shall have the right itself or by any of its members or its 
agents to examine the books, reports and accounts of every such 
distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline covered in this Act. 

Section 24(1): If distributor, storer, or retail dealer, in gasoline 
covered by this act shall fail to make the monthly return and to 
pay the tax prescribed, as provided by this act, the tax shall be 
deemed delinquent within the meaning of this act, and there shall 
be added to the amount of the tax a penalty of twenty-five per cent. 
If in the opinion of the State Tax Commission a good and sufficient 
cause and reason is shown for such delinquency the State Tax Com- 
mission may remit the penalty, otherwise the penalty shall be paid. 
The State Tax Commission shall be authorized and empowered to 
make return for the delinquent tax-payer upon such information as 
it may reasonably obtain, and add thereto the penalty as provided 
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in this section of this act. The State Tax Commission shall, as 
soon as is practicable, and before the 30th day of the month, certify 
to the State Auditor and the State Treasurer names of all persons 
liable to pay the tax herein provided together with the post office 
address and the amount of the tax, and if any such tax and penalties 
shall not have been paid, the chairman of the State Tax Commission 
shall issue executions for the collection of such tax directed to any 
sheriff .of the State of Alabama, who shall proceed to collect the 
same in the manner now provided by law for the collection of 
delinquent tax by the county tax collectors and make returns of 
such executions to the State Tax Commission. The tax and all 
penalties herein provided for shall be held as a debt payable to 
the State of Alabama by the person against whom the same shall 
be charged and all such penalties and assessments shall be a lien 
upon the property in this State of the party charged therewith. 

Section 24(m): Any distributor, storer or retail dealer who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act may be restrained and 
the proper prosecution instituted in the name of the State of 
Alabama by its Attorney General or under his direction by any 
Circuit Solicitor of the State, from distributing, selling or with- 
drawing from storage any gasoline, the sale or withdrawal of which 
is taxable under this Act, until such person shall have complied with 
the provisions of this Act. 

Section 24(n): Each freight agent of the Railroad companies 
operating in the State of Alabama shall report to the State Tax 
Commission on the first day of October, January, April and July 
of each year all shipments of gasoline and lubricating oils or sub~ 
stitutes therefor received at said station on said railroads during the 
preceding three months, giving the name and address of the con- 
signor and consignee, shipping and receiving said gasoline or lubri- 
cating oils or substitutes therefor and the number of gallons or 
pounds contained in each and every shipment.

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REPORT OF JOINT CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON HOUSE 
BILL No. 53. 


Montgomery, Alabama, 
May 27th, 1931. 
TO THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

We the undersigned members of the Joint Conference Com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate and House on the disagreement 
between the House and Senate over the amendments to said House 
Bill No. 53, beg to report as follows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate adept the following amend- 
ments to the bill as passed by it, namely ; 

(a) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
therefrom the words and figures “twenty (20%) per.cent”, as they 
- appear in Section Five on line twenty-two on page eight of the 
printed bill, and add in lieu thereof the words “fifty (50%) per 
cent”. 

(b) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
out the words and figures “ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars” where | 
they occur in Section Five and insert in lieu thereof the words and 
figures “fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars”. 

(c) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by adding 
the following words at the end of Section 49-A, namely: “no motor 
transportation company subject to the provisions of this act shall 
issue or give any free tickets, free passes or free transportation for 
passengers or property except to employees devoting their entire 
time to such motor transportation company’s services and the de- 
pendent members of their families and to attorneys and surgeons 
regularly employed by such motor transportation company and to 
members of the Commission and such of their employees as may 
be designated by them to assist the Commisison i in 1 the performance 
of their duties under this Act”. 

(d) Amend Senate substitute for House Bill No. 53 by striking 
from Section 25 the following paragraph, namely: “It is the de- 
clared policy of Alabama that motor transportation companies shall 
not be prevented by law, or by rules and regulations of the com- 
mission, from competing with railroad companies as common car- 
riers, nor from charging less rates for carrying passengers or freight 
or both; and that if, upon such investigation and hearing the Com- 
mission shall find that any rate charged by any motor transporta- 
tion company is lower than the rate charged by any railroad com- 
pany for similar or like services, such lower rate charge or rate 
charges shall not be deemed unfair, unreasonable, unjust, or inade- 
quate, or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or to con- 
stitute unfair competition with said railroad company or com- 
panies”, and insert in lieu thereof the following, namely: “It is 
the declared policy of Alabama that motor transportation com- 
panies shall not be prevented by law, or by rules or regulations of 
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the Commission, from competing with railroad companies operating 
as common carriers nor shall such motor transportation companies 
be prevented by law, or by rules and regulations of the Commis- 
sion from charging lesser rates than railroad transportation com- 
panies operating as common carriers for the carriage of passengers 
or property unless any such lesser rate, on consideration of all the 
facts and circumstances is ascertained by the Commission to con- 
stitute an unreasonable or unfair discrimination against such com- 
peting railroad transportation company”. 

2. That the Senate adopt and pass the Senate substitute for 
said House Bill No. 53 as amended by the adoption of the amend- 
ments hereinabove recommended. 

8. That the House concur in the Senate substitute for said 
House Bill No. 53 when and as amended as hereinabove recom- 
mended.

Section 2. The certificate issued pursuant to ‘this act shall con- 
fer upon the assign or transferee all of the liens and all of the rights 
and powers as to enforcing the collection thereof which at the time 
of the transfer were vested in the state, county, municipality, or 
taxing district issuing the certificate and such assign or transferee 
shall be subrogated to and vested with all of the rights and powers 
in respect to said taxes and assessments which were vested in or 
which would thereafter have accrued to said state, county, mu-- 
nicipality or taxing district issuing said certificate if no transfer of 
said claim had been made and certificate thereof issued as herein 
provided. The owners of such certificates shall have such first and 
prior liens upon the property of said owner or tax payer or person 
liable for said tax as may be held by the State, County, municipality 
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or taxing district, together with all of the rights and powers of 
enforcing the collection thereof, possessed by said State, County,

The assign or transferee of said certificates of trans- 
fer shall have the right to have said certificates filed in the Probate 
Office of the County in which the property is located against said 
tax or assessment is assessed and recorded in the mortgage records 
of real estate in said county within thirty days from the date of said 
transfer but if said certificate is not filed for record within said 
thirty days from the date of said transfer the owner thereof, shall 
lose his lien upon said property in favor of any bona fide purchaser 
or mortgagee or judgment creditor of said person whose rights ac- 
crued before the filing of said certificate and without notice of the 
existence of said certificate of transfer. 

Section 4. Any person holding a lien upon any property em- 
braced in such certificate of transfer may at any time during the 
life of said certificate and before there has been a sale of the prop- 
erty thereunder satisfy the same and have the lien of said certfiicate 
cancelled by paying to the last recorded owner thereof or to his 
order the amount of said certificate and interest thereon at the rate 
of 8% per annum from the date of the certificate. In case two or 
more parcels of real estate are included in the taxes covered by one 
such certificate any holder of any lien on any of said parcels of said 
property shall be entitled to a cancellation of the lien of said cer- 
tificate as to the property on which such person holds a lien if, be- 
fore a sale has been made under said certificate, he pays to the last 
recorded owner of said certificate the amount applicable to the per- 
sonal property tax included in said taxes covered by said certificate 
plus the prorata part of the taxes covered by said certificate ap- 
plicable to the real property on which said release is desired, plus 
interest on the amount paid at the rate of 8% per annum from the 
date of said certificate. In case two or more parcels of property 
are included in the taxes transferred under one such certificate the 

. transferee may release any parcel without affecting the lien of the 
certificate on the remaining parcels but said release shall affect 
said certificate only to the extent of the amount of taxes applicable 
thereunder to the parcel or parcels so released. 

Section 5. Whenever any such certificate of transfer has been 
destroyed or lost a duplicate thereof shall be issued in lieu of the 
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original by the officer having authority to collect said taxes pro- 
vided the transferee shall file with such officer his declaration un- 
der oath of the loss or destruction of said original certificate, and 
such officer shall endorse plainly upon the duplicate certificate the 
word “duplicate” and after the recording of said duplicate cer- 
tificate any one who may hold the original certificate shall not be 
entitled to collect the same without first satisfying the owner of 
the property who is liable to pay said certificate that he is the legal 
owner thereof and entitled to collect the same, and in that event 
the holder of the duplicate shall have no claim whatever against 
said tax payer. In all other respects said duplicate certificates 
shall have all the legal force and effect of the original certificate. 

Section 6. If any such certificate is for any reason declared in- 
valid the state, county, municipality or taxing district which has 
received payment thereunder or on account thereof shall reimburse 
the holder thereof upon demand by paying to him the amount of 
the principal, interest and costs expended by him in such purchase 
with interest thereon at the rate of 8% from the time when said 
money is paid to said State, County, municipality or taxing district. 

Section 7. All rights of redemption which may at the time be 
provided in favor of the owners of lands or other property upon 
which said taxes or assessments are made shall apply whenever 
said property covered by such certificate has been sold by the 
owner of the certificate in all respects as if the owner had paid the 
taxes direct to the officer entitled and authorized to collect the 
same.

Such company may acquire by con- 
demnation lands on the bank of or adjoining any navigable waters, 
not exceeding in area ten acres, on which it may erect or construct 
and maintain private or public warehouses, depots, storage plants, 
tipples, loading and unloading places, hoist and hoist houses, 
wharves, piers and landings, to be used in connection with its 
operations or otherwise, and only a reasonable toll or charge, to be 
fixed by the Public Service Commission of Alabama, shall be made 
for public use thereof.

further tax of one-fifth (1/5) of one per centum (1%) of said value 
on said property; Provided, however, that the principal sum of 
bonds issued shall not at any one time exceed five per centum of 
the assessed value of all property situate in the County of Mobile, 
this limitation being in addition to any other limitation which now 
applies or hereafter may apply to any or all indebtedness of Mobile 
County or the City of Mobile; and Provided Further, that each issue 
of bonds hereunder shall have first been authorized by a majority 
vate by ballot of the qualified voters of Mobile County. voting at 
an election held for such purpose. The indebtedness, the bonds and 
the tax authorized hereby shall be in addition to all those now or 
which may hereafter be authorized by the Constitution of Alabama. 

The above bill was read a second time at length as required by 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Teasley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Finance 
and Taxation, reported that said Committee, in Session, had acted 
on the following bills and ordered same returned the Senate with 
a favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and 
placed on the calendar, to-wit: 

By Mr. Lapsley: - 

S. 521. To propose the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to be known as Article XXII, namely: “Article 
XXII. The Governor is authorized from time to time to negotiate 
temporary loans never to exceed Three Million Dollars 
($3,000,000.00) to meet any deficiencies in the treasury; and the 
Legislature is authorized to appropriate funds for the payment of 
such loans and interest thereon. The aggregate amount of such 
loans outstanding at any time shali not exceed Three Million 
($3,000,000.00) Dollars; the rate of interest thereon shall not exceed 
five per cent, and no discount shall be paid or allowed in the nego- 
tiation thereof. Such loans shall be a direct obligation of the State, 
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and for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and interest 
thereon the full faith and credit of the State is hereby irrevocably 
pledged, and such loans or any notes or other instruments given in 
evidence thereof, shall be forever exempt from taxes of every kind,” 
and to order an election by the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon such proposd amendment to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature. 

By Mr. Lapsley: 

S. 520. To propose the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to be known as. Article XXI, namely :—‘‘Article 
XXI. The state is authorized to issue and sell negotiable interest- 
bearing warrants in an amount not to exceed Fifteen Million 
($15,000,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying the past due 
indebtedness of the State outstanding on September 30, 1931, other 
than any amount due to any department or trust fund of the State, 
said warrants shall be issued under such denominations, numbers 
and series, as may be designated or determined by the Governor, 
shall be payable twenty years from the date of issue, shall bear 
interest at not more than four and one half (4%) per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, and shall be issued or sold at not less 
than the par value thereof. Said warrants when issued shall be a 
direct obligation of the State, and for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and interest thereon the full faith and credit 
of the State is hereby irrevocably pledged and such warrants shall 
be forever exempt from taxes of every kind. Said warrants or the 
proceeds from the sale thereof shall be used only for the purpose 
of paying claims, accounts, warrants or indebtedness due by or out- 
standing against the State on September 30, 1931, which have ‘been 
registered with the State Treasurer on or before September 30, 1931, 
and which have been approved by the Governor, Attorney General 
and State Auditor, excluding, however, any amount due to any 
department or trust fund of the State. Said warrants shall be 
drawn by the State Auditor upon the State Treasurer and the semi- 
annual interest thereon, as it becomes due, and the principal, at 
maturity shall be payable out of the general fund of the State 
Treasury”, and to order an election by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and after 
the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at 
which the amendment is proposed. 

By Mr. Hildreth: 

S. 531. To amend an act entitled, “An act to amend the title 
and sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 11, and 12, and add section 12% 
thereto, of an act entitled ‘An Act imposing an excise tax on per- 
sons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies or associa- 
tions engaged in the business of selling, or distributing gasoline or 
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other liquid motor fuels in this State—providing for the collection 
and payment of such tax and the distribution of the funds derived 
therefrom and fixing the penalties for the violations of any of the 
provisions of this Act, approved Feb. 10, 1923.”

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MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 
The House has passed the following Senate Bills and returns 
same herewith to the Senate: 

S. 307. To abolish the offices of Tax Assessor and Tax Collec- 
tor for Walker County, Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu 
thereof the office of Tax Assessor-Collector for Walker County, 
Alabama; to provide when said offices of Tax Assessor and Tax. 
Collector shall be abolished, and when said office of Tax Assessor- 
Collector shall be established and become effective; to provide when 
said Tax Assessor-Collector shall be elected, and to prescribe his 
term of office, authority, powers and duties; to provide for ap- 
pointment of deputies, for their authority and duties, and for the 
employment of clerks to assist said Tax Assessor-Collector and 
for their compensation; to provide that said Tax Assessor-Collec- 
tor shall be paid a salary in lieu of all other compensation for 
performing the duties of said office, the amount thereof and the 
manner in which the same shall be paid; to provide that each of 
said deputies shall be paid a salary for performing the duties of his 
office, the amount thereof and the manner in which the same shall 
be paid; to provide for the employment of an extra clerk or extra 
clerks by said Tax Assessor-Collector, the amount of money that he 
may expend therefor, and the manner in which they shall be paid; 
to designate and set aside all fees, percentages, commissions and 
other allowances and compensations which are now or may here- 
after be provided for by law and collected thereunder and paid, as 
fees, percentages, commissions and other allowances or compensa- 
tions, to the Tax Assessor and/or to the Tax Collector of Walker 
County, Alabama, or which may hereafter be provided for by law 
and collected for such purpose or purposes, as a special fund to be 
collected by said Tax Assessor-Collector and paid by him into the 
Treasury of Walker County, Alabama; to provide that out of such 
special fund the salary of such Tax Assessor-Collector, the salaries 
of said deputies, and the compensation of said clerk or clerks be 
paid; to provide for the manner and to what purpose any excess 
of said special fund, over and above such salaries and compensa- 
tions, may be expended; and to provide for the repeal of all laws, 
local, special and general, in conflict herewith. 

Also: 

S. 393. To provide for the relief of Robert Osborne, an old col- 
ored man of Coffeeville, Clarke County, Alabama, by adding his 
name to the pension list of Confederate veterans of Alabama, with 
usual pension as such from January Ist, 1931. 

Also: 

S. 265. To repeal an Act entitled an Act to make it unlawful 
to use or place, or cause to be used or placed, any hoop-net, fish - 
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basket, seine, or substitute for such devices in any of the waters of 
Tallapoosa, Coosa and Elmore Counties. 

Also: 

S. 330. To require the Commissioners’ Court of Coosa County, 
Alabama, or any like governing body of said county, to pay all ad- 
vertising charges for Local Bills in and for Coosa County, when 
due proof has been made for the correctness of the charges for ad- 
vertising as other claims against the County are made. 

Also: 

S. 268. To authorize and empower the County Commissioners, 
Boards of Revenue, Courts of County Revenues or Boards or 
Courts of like power in any county in a Judicial Circuit composed 
of three counties, and having one Circuit Judge, where the total 
population of said Circuit is not less than 65,000 and not more than 
72,000, according to the last preceding or any subsequent Federal 
census, to contract with the Court Reporter of said Judicial Circuit, 
to report testimony in Equity cases in the Court of such county, 
to provide for the disposition of the fees for such reporting, and to 
fix the compensation supplementary and in addition to the salaries 
paid to such Court Reporters by the Judicial Circuits of the State, 
in consideration of said reporter reporting testimony in certain 
Equity cases, certain preliminary trials and habeas corpus and 
contested will cases before Probate Judges.

To abolish the offices of tax assessor and tax collector 
for Limestone County, Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu 
thereof, the office of tax assessor-collector for Limestone County,

commissions and other allowances and compensations which are 
now, or.may hereafter be provided for by law and collected there- 
under. and paid, as fees, percentages, commissions and other allow- 
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ances or compensations to the tax assessor and/or to the tax col- 
lector of Limestone County, Alabama, or which may hereafter be 
provided for by law and collected for such purpose or purposes, 
as a special fund to be collected by said tax assessor-collector and 
paid by him into the treasury of Limestone County, Alabama; to 
provide that out of such special fund the salary of such tax asses- 
sor-collector, the salaries of said deputy and the compensation of 
said clerk be paid; to provide for the manner and to what purpose 
any excess of said special fund, over and above such salaries and 
compensations, may be expended; and to provide for the repeal 
of all laws, local, special and general, in conflict herewith. 

Also: 

S. 391. To relieve all persons of any legal obligations to work 
on the public roads in Limestone County, State of Alabama, or to 
pay any money in lieu of such legal obligations, to work on the 
public roads in Limestone County, Alabama. 

Also: 

S. 392. To amend an Act entitled An Act to provide for the 
better building, maintenance and protection of the public roads and 
bridges and ferries of Limestone County, to provide funds, regula- 
tions and penalties to carry the provisions and purposes of this 
Act into effect; to provide for the appointment of a county engi- 
neer and to fix his duties. Approved September 19,-1923.

S. 390. To prohibit and make it unlawful for the City Council 
of the City of Athens, Alabama, to make any contract with, or

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said Committee, im session, have compared the following 
enrolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, 
and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit:

000) or more population according to the last or any subsequent

the establishment of such Bureaus for the benefit of such cities and 
counties at the police stations and the county jails of such cities 
and counties; and to provide for the salaries of the employees of 
such Bureaus of such cities and counties, and to provide for the 
appointment of such employees; and to provide that in the event 
there is more than one city of a population of fifty thousand (50,- 
000) or more in such counties, then the cities of such population 
shall defray one half of the expenses of the identification system 
in such cities and counties, including the salaries of such employees.

Mr. President: 


The House has originated and adopted the following House 
Joint Resolution and sends same herewith to the Senate: 
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By Mr. Reeder: 

H. J. R. 181. Whereas, the people of the State of Alabama are 
vitally interested and affected by any solution which may be made 
of the problems arising by reason of the owner-ship by the United 
States Government of the property at Muscle Shoals, Alabama; 
and 

Whereas, the Legislature of the State of Alabama is desirous 
that there should be an immediate solution of said problem and 
believes that said property should be devoted primarily to the 
quantity production of fertilizers and to the development of the 
resources and industries of the Tennessee Valley; and 

Whereas, by message-dated the 3rd of March, 1931, the Presi- 
dent of the United States has suggested that the States of Alabama 
and Tennessee which are the ones primarily concerned should set 
up a joint commission of their own representatives, together with a 
representative from National farm organizations and the Corps of 
Army Engineers, to determine the most advisable solution of the 
problem ; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House, the Senate con- 
curring, that; 

The Governor of the State of Alabama be and is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to appoint three commissioners to repre- — 
sent the State of Alabama to consult with the commission created 
by duly constituted authority to represent the State of Tennessee 
in connection with the above matter and with any representative 
that may be appointed from national farm organizations and any 
representative from the Corps of Army Engineers or any of them 
to study and recommend to the President of the United States a 
plan for the proper solution of the problem arising out of the 
ownership by the United States Government of the plants and 
property located at Muscle Shoals, Alabama; and 

Be it further resolved that commissioners as representatives of 
the State of Alabama be and are hereby authorized to join the 
three commissioners representing the State of Tennessee in re- 
questing the President of the United States to designate a member 
of the Corps of Engineers of the United States Army and a repre- 
sentative of the national farm organizations, to advise and consult 
with the commissions appointed by the State of Alabama and the 
State of Tennessee and in connection with those commissions to 
constitute a national commission to make recommendations to the 
President.

(a) to the interests of agriculture through the quantity pro- 
duction of fertilizers, fertilizer materials and other useful products. 
Such fertilizer and fertilizer materials should be sold as far as pos- 
sible and practical to farmers and farmers’ organizations, the profits 
on the manufacture of such fertilizers to be limited to a reasonable 
amount, and 

(b) to the development of the resources and industries of the 
Tennessee Valley. Such lease to be, if possible, as good or better 
than Henry Ford’s offer for Muscle Shoals.

H. J. R. 193. “Whereas, the year 1930 marked one hundred 
years of the Independence of Greece. 

Whereas, during the struggle for independence the Greeks ap- 
pealed to the United States for moral support. 

Whereas, President Monroe, Daniel Webster, Henry Clay, Ed- 
ward Everett and Dr. Samuel Howe, raised their voices in the 
Senate of the United States and outside as Government circles in 
behalf of the liberties of a people to whom the entire civilized world 
owes an everlasting debt of gratitude. 

Whereas, last August Legionnaires visited Athens to pay 
tribute to the memory of the American patriots who struggled for 
Greek Independence and attended the unveiling of a great Me- 
morial Statue to their memory, erected by the contribution of ev- 
ery Greek school child in Greece. 
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Whereas, the Governors of the States of America, as a token: 
of the continued friendship of the United States for Greece sent 
with the Legionnaire excursionists their respective State Flags to 
be presented to the Greek Republic. 

Whereas, The Greek Government, in gratitude for this token 
of friendship, has sent with the Legionnaires forty-eight Greek 
Flags, one for each State, as a token of the love of the Greek peo- 
ple for the people of the several States of the Union. 

Whereas, the 500,000 citizens of Greek origin have brought to 
us traditions and a belief in the form of Government from which 
the drafters of our Immortal Constitution copied abundantly. 

Whereas, during the great war the citizens of Greek origin vol- 
unteered in the number of 60,000 and distinguished themselves for 
valor and devotion to their adopted country. 

Therefore, be it resolved by the House, the Senate concurring, 
that the representatives of the people of the State of Alabama ac- 
cept with deep appreciation the Greek Flag sent by the President 
of the Republic of Greece as a token of the common ideals that 
united the two Republics during the recent War.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


‘Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from his 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and veto of the bill: 

H. 524. To create and establish a board of Jury Supervisors 
in every County in this State which now have or which may here- 
after have a population of as much as seventy-five Thousand and 
not more than One Hundred Thousand people, according to the 
last Federal Decennial Census, or any such census which may 
hereafter be taken; to provide that the Circuit Judges, the Judge 
of Probate, the Sheriff and the Clerk of the Circuit Court of all 
such Counties shall constitute the Board of Jury Supervisors and 
to confer upon them all the Jurisdiction and all the power and au- 
thority which i is now or which may hereafter be by law vested in 
Jury Boards in this State; To provide that they shall perform and 
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discharge all the duties of Jury Boards without compensation, ex- 
cept as provided by this Act; To authorize them to elect one of 
their number president of such Board of Jury Supervisors, and to 
provide that the Clerk of the Circuit Court of all such Counties shall 
be Ex-Officio Clerk of such Board of Jury Supervisors; To fix 
his salary as such Clerk, the manner of its payment, and to abolish, 
the Jury Board and the Clerk thereof in all such Counties. 

Said Governor’s Message being in words and figures as follows, 
to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: : 

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 524 without my approval. 

This bill at present applies to Montgomery County only. It is based 
on population and may at any time apply to other counties in the State. 
The bill creates a Board of Jury Supervisors to take the place of the Jury 
Board recently provided for and recently appointed in Montgomery County. 

The Board of Jury Supervisors provided in the Act consists of the 
circuit judges, the Judge of Probate, the Sheriff and the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court. By this the selection of the jurors is left to officers elected 
locally. The selection of the Jury Roll should be removed as far as possible 
from local politics and local influences to the end that a jury may always 
be selected which will be as far as possible un-controlled by local political 
conditions. 

I believe that we should have a uniform method of appointing Jury 
Boards and of selecting juries. The selection of the jury affects not only 
the people of the county but also all people who may own property in the 
county or who may for any reason have business in the courts of the 
county. It is especially true that the selection of a jury in Montgomery 
County is not a local matter because the Capitol is here and the State 
owns a great deal of property in the county and officials who are selected 
from different parts of the State make their home in Montgomery; and 
many suits of the State are required by Statute to be brought in this 
County. 

When the Bill creating Jury Boards for every county in the State 
was under consideration and there was some discussion of excepting Mont- 
gomery County from its provisions, I conferred with most of the Repre- 
sentatives of Montgomery County, gave them the names of the men I 
planned to appoint in Montgomery and they all agreed that this would 
be a satisfactory Board and that Montgomery should not be excepted from 
the provision of the Bill. 

I have appointed men of high character and excellent ability and they 
have accepted the appointment at a sacrifice to themselves. I do not believe 
that they should be legislated out of office, nor do I believe that it is right 
in principle to have the circuit judges before whom the cases are tried, the 
Judge of Probate, the Circuit Clerk and Sheriff to prepare the Jury Roll 
for Montgomery County. 

By this Bill the Two Circuit Judges and the Probate Judge will aid 
the Circuit Clerk and Sheriff in preparing a Jury Roll, pass'on with them the 
qualifications of jurors, and aid them in filling the Jury Box with names. 
The Judges will draw from the Jury Box the names of jurors to try the 
cases in their courts. The trial judges, in my opinion, should be removed 
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as far as possible from the Jury Box. This Bill places them as near as 
possible to the Jury Box.

election of the commissioners from each of said districts,” ap- 
proved March 29, 1911; to repeal an Act entitled, “An Act to create 
a Board of Revenue for Houston County, name the members there- 
of, confer on such Board of Revenue all the powers now exercised 
by the Board of County Commissioners, or Court of County Com- 
missioners, of Houston County; to fix the term of office for said 
Board of Revenue; to provide for the election of their successors in 
office; to fix the duties of the Probate Judge with reference to such 
Board of Revenue; and to abolish the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of Houston County” approved August 24, 1915; to abolish 
the Board of Revenue of Houston County and to create in lieu 
thereof a Court of County Commissioners to be composed of the 
Judge of Probate, as ex-officio member and chairman, and three 
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commissioners; to prescribe their qualifications, powers, authority 
and duties, to fix the salary and the term of office of the members 
thereof, and to provide for the filling of all vacancies; to provide 
for their election and the election of their successors; to divide 
Houston County, Alabama, into three commissioners districts; to 
provide that the Board of Revenue of Houston County, shall hold 
’ over in office and be and function as a Court of County Commis- 
sioners, until their successors are elected and qualified; to create 
the office of County Road Supervisor of Houston County; to pre- 
scribe the qualifications, powers, authority and duties of said Su- 
pervisor; to provide for his election, and the election of his suc- 
cessor, fix his term of office and salary; and to require him to give 
surety bond; to provide that the purchase of all road and bridge 
materials, teams, tools, machinery, supplies and equipment and 
contracts for construction, maintenance and repair of highways and 
bridges be made upon competitive bids, after notice.

Mr. President: 

The House has originated and passed the following House Bill 
and ordered same sent forthwith to the Senate without engross- 
ment: 

By Mr. Taylor: 

H. 996. To authorize and require the governing bodies of all 
counties in the State of Alabama having a population, according 
to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, of not less than 
110,000 or more than 175,000, to purchase lease or acquire by 
eminent domain proceedings or otherwise any and/or all toll bridges 
located wholly within any such county, or partly within such 
. county and partly within an adjoining county, and now forming a 
part of, or forming a connection between, one or more portions of 
any State or Federal Highway or Highways, and to prescribe the 
powers and duties of the governing bodies of all such counties with 
respect to such bridges; to provide for the raising of necessary 
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funds for such purposes and to authorize the issuance by all such 
counties of notes and/or bonds for such purpose, which notes or 
bonds shall not be general obligations of such counties and shall 
be payable only out of the tolls collected from the operation of 
any such bridge; and to provide for and regulate the holding of 
elections by the qualified voters of such counties to authorize the 
issuance of such bonds, and ascertaining and declaring the results 
of such elections, and regulating the sale or other issue of such 
bonds and the use of the proceeds of such sale; to authorize the 
governing bodies of all such counties to execute mortgages upon 
such bridges so acquired by any such county, for the purpose of 
securing such notes or bonds; to prescribe the rights and powers of 
the purchasers of any bonds issued for such purposes; to authorize 
the governing bodies of all such counties to maintain and operate 
any such bridge so purchased, leased or otherwise acquired, and to 
operate same for toll until the cost of purchase or other acquisition 
and maintenance shall have been paid or the bonds or notes issued 
in respect thereof have been paid or retired; and to authorize the 
governing bodies of all such counties to apply to the payment in 
whole or in part of the expenses of maintenance and operation of 
any such bridge so acquired and/or to the payment in whole or in 
part of the principal and/or interest of any notes or bonds issued 
under the provisions of this Act. Any portion of the general funds, 
or road and bridge funds, or the funds of such county not other- 
wise specifically pledged or designated by law to any other specific 
purpose, and to authorize the governing bodies of all such counties 
to sell or lease or release to the State of Alabama any such bridge 
so acquired by any such county; and repealing all Acts, general or 
special, in conflict herewith.

To be entitled an Act to Amend 2E of Section 2 of an Act en- 
titled “An Act in Reference to and to Further Provide for the Gen- 
eral Revenue of the State of Alabama”; approved July 22, 192%. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That 2E of Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act in Reference 
to and to Further Provide for the General Revenue of the State of 
Alabama”; approved July 22, 1927, as the same appears on page 
141 Acts 1927, be and it is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2K. Every person, Firm, corporation, co-partnership, joint 
stock company, or association of persons engaged in the business 
of operating, in the State of Alabama, a coal mine (whether such 
mine be an open mine or an underground mine) shall pay to the 
State a license or privilege tax, by the twentieth of each month, for 
the privilege of operating such mine during the current month in 
which such payment is due, an amount equal to 244 cents per ton 
on all coal mined (according to the run of the mine) during the 
preceding month in which said mine is operated within the calendar 
year 1931, and an amount equal to 1% cent per ton on all coal 
mined (according to the run of the mine) during the preceding 
month in which said mine is operated within the calendar year 
1932, and an amount equal to 1% cent per ton on all coal mined 
(according to the run of the mine) during the preceding month in 
which the said mine is operated within the years 1933 and 1934; 
but no such tax shall be paid to any county in the State. Railroad 
weights shall govern in determining the amount of coal mined, if 
said coal is loaded on railroad cars. That Schedule Sixty-Six (66) 
of Section 361 of an Act entitled an Act to Provide for the Gen- 
eral Revenue of the State of Alabama;” approved September 15, 
1919, page 282 of the Acts of 1919, be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed.

Section 219 of the present Constitution is hereby 
annulled and set aside and hereafter the Legislature of Alabama

ilar tax upon inheritances or taxes on estates assessed or levied by 
the United States on the same subject. The Legislature shall have 
the power to levy such inheritance or estate taxes in the State of 
Alabama only so long as and during the time an inheritance or 
estate tax is enforced by the United States against Alabama in- 
heritances or estates, and shall only be exercised or enforced to the 
extent of absorbing the amount of any deduction or credit which 
may be permitted by the laws of the United States now existing or 
hereafter enacted to be claimed by reason thereof as deduction or 
credit against such similar tax of the United States applicable to 
Alabama inheritances or estates.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the Amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in every county in the State for at least eight (8) successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. In the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment and on the official ballot provided for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 
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Article XXI. Section 219 of the present Constitution is hereby 
annulled and set aside and hereafter the Legislature of Alabama 
may provide for the assessment, levy and collection of a tax upon 
inheritances and for the levying of estate taxes not to exceed in the 
aggregate the amounts which may by any law of the United States 
be allowed to be credited against or deducted from any similar tax 
upon inheritances or tax on estates assessed or levied by the 
United States on the same subject. The Legislature shall have the 
power to levy such inheritance or estate taxes in the State of Ala- 
bama only so long as and during the time an inheritance or estate 
tax is enforced by the United States against Alabama inheritances 
or estates, and shall only be exercised or enforced to the extent of 
absorbing the amount of any deduction or credit which may be per- 
mitted by the laws of the United States now existing or hereafter 
enacted to be claimed by reason thereof as deduction or credit 
against such similar tax of the United States applicable to Alabama 
inheritances or estates.”

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and

covering General Elections and the Constitutional Provisions con- 
cerning Amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at stich election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and return thereof made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to 
the Legislature and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
Amendment voted in favor of the same, such Amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama.

H. 1009. To authorize and require the Board of Revenue and 
Road. Commissioners of Mobile County, if and when a road and 
seawall District is created in said county, to levy an excise license 
tax of not more than one and one-half cents (1%4c) cents a gallon 
on the distribution of gasoline and certain other motor vehicle fuels and 
lubricating oils, and to fix all of the details incident to the imposi- 
tion and collection of said tax, and defining the word gasoline as 
herein used, and prescribing who shall be deemed a distributor of 
such gasoline and motor vehicle fuels and lubricating oils within 
the meaning of this Act, and liable for the payment of the tax

The term “Motor lubricating oil” as used in 
this Act shall include all oils commonly used to lubricate internal combustion 
engines. The word “person” as used in this Act shall mean and include persons, 
corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, and associations, single or plu- 
ral. The term “distributor” as used in this Act shall mean and include any per- 
son who sells or for sale or use either produces, refines, compounds, or manu- 
factures gasolene or motor lubricating oil in Mobile County, or transports gaso- 
lene or motor lubricating oil into Mobile County, or receives in Mobile County 
gasolene or motor lubricating oil transported to him from without the County. 
It does not include a person who receives or transports into Mobile County and 
sells or uses gasolene or motor lubricating oil under such circumstances as pre- 
clude the collection of the taxes herein authorized to be imposed by reason of 
the provisions of the Constitution and Statutes of the United States. A person 
operating a motor vehicle into Mobile County may transport in the ordinary 
fuel tank attached to the motor vehicle not more than twenty (20) gallons of 
gasolene for the operation of the motor vehicle and may transport in the motor 
vehicle oil then being used for the lubrication of said vehicle without being con- 
sidered a distributor, and that such Act shall not affect Interstate Commerce 
transactions. 

The excise license tax required to be imposed by this Act shall apply to 
persons producing, importing, or storing gasolene or motor lubricating oil or 
distributing the same or allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, 
whether such distribution or withdrawals be for sale or other use. 

The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County shall 
fix all details necessary to the efficient imposition and collection of said excise 
license tax and shall provide that on or before the 20th day of each month after 
this Act shall have taken effect, every person distributing gasolene or motor 
lubricating oil within the terms of this Act shall render to the Treasurer of 
Mobile County on forms to be prescribed by said Board a true and correct 
statement of all distribution, sales, and withdrawals of gasolene and motor lu- 
bricating oil made by such person during the next preceding calendar month and 
shall furnish said Treasurer such additional information as the Board may re- 
quire and at the time of making such report shall pay to said Treasurer the 
amount due the County in payment of the excise license tax for said preceding 
month.

The Standing Committee on Mining and Manufacturing re- 
ported the following substitute for said bill, to-wit: 

Substitute for Senate Bill 242: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to amend jsections 7551, 7554, 7556, 7562, 
and 7567 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That section 7551 be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 7551, Schedule of compensation—Following is the 
schedule of compensation: 

(A) For injury producing temporary total disability, fifty-five 
per cent of the average weekly earnings received at the time of in- 
jury, subject to a maximum compensation of twelve dollars per | 
week, except as otherwise provided herein, and a minimum of five 
dollars per week; but if at the time of injury the employee re- 
ceived average weekly earnings of less than five dollars per week, 
then he shall receive the full amount of such average weekly earn- 
ings per week. This compensation shall be paid during the time 
of such disability, not, however, beyond three hundred weeks. Pay- 
ments are to be made at the intervals when the earnings were pay- 
able, as nearly as may be. 

(B) In all cases of temporary partial disability the compensa- 
tion shall be fifty five per cent of the difference between the aver- 
age weekly earnings of the workman at the time of the injury and 
the average weekly earnings he is able to earn in his partially dis- 
abled condition. This compensation shall be paid during the period 
of such disability, not, however, beyond three hundred weeks, pay- 
ments to be made at the intervals when the earnings were payable, 
as nearly as may be, and subject to the same maximum as stated 
in subsection (A). If the injured employee who is receiving such 
compensation for temporary partial disability should leave the em- 
ployment of the employer by whom he is employed at the time of 
the accident for which such compensation is being paid, he shall, 
upon securing employment elsewhere, give to such former employer 
an affidavit in writing containing the name of his new employer, 
the place of the employment, and the amount of wages being re- 
ceived at such new employment, and until he gives such affidavit, 
the compensation for temporary partial disability shall cease. The 
employer by whom such employee was employed at the time of the 
accident for which such compensation is being paid may also at any 
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time demand of such employee additional affidavit in writing, con- 
taining the name of his employer, the place of his employment, and 
the amount of wages he is receiving, and if the employee, upon such 
demand, fails or refuses to make and furnish such affidavit his 
right to compensation for temporary partial disability shall cease 
until such affidavit is made and furnished. 

(C) For permanent partial disability the compensation shall be 
based upon the extent of such disability. In cases included by the 
following schedule, the compensation shall be that named in the 
schedule, to wit: For the loss of a thumb, fifty-five per cent of 
the average weekly earnings during sixty weeks. For the loss of a 
first finger, commonly called index finger, fifty-five per cent of the 
average weekly earnings during thirty-five weeks. For the loss of 
a second finger, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings 
during thirty weeks. For the loss of a third finger, fifty-five per 
cent of the average weekly earnings during twenty weeks. For the 
loss of a fourth finger, commonly called little finger, fifty-five per 
cent of the average weekly earnings during fifteen weeks. The 
loss of the first phalange of the thumb, or of any finger, shall be 
considered as equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb, or finger, 
and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during one- 
half of the time specified above for such thumb or finger. The 
loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of the 
entire finger or thumb, but in no case shall the amount received 
for more than one finger exceed the amount provided in this sched- 
ule for the loss of a hand. For the loss of a great toe, fifty-five 
per cent of the average weekly earnings during thirty weeks. For 
the loss of any of the toes other than the great toe, fifty-five per 
cent of the average weekly earnings during ten weeks. The loss of 
the first phalange of any toe shall be considered to be equal to the 
loss of one-half of such toe, and compensation shall be paid at the 
prescribed rate during one-half the time prescribed above for such 
toe. The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the 
loss of the entire toe. For the loss of a hand fifty-five per cent of 
the average weekly earnings during one hundred and fifty weeks. 
For the loss of an arm, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly 
earnings during two hundred weeks. For the loss of a foot, fifty- 
five per cent of the average weekly earnings during one hundred 
twenty-five weeks. For the loss of a leg fifty-five per cent of the 
average weekly earnings during one hundred and seventy-five 
weeks. For the loss of an eye, fifty-five per cent of the average 
weekly earnings during one hundred weeks. For the complete and 
permanent loss of hearing in both ears, fifty-five per cent of the 
average weekly earnings during one hundred and fifty weeks. For 
the loss of an eye and a leg, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly 
earnings during three hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of an 
eye and an arm, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings 
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during three hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of an eye and 
a hand, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings during 
three hundred and twenty-five weeks. For the loss of an eye and a 
foot, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings during three 
hundred weeks. For the loss of two arms, other than at the shoul- 
der, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings during four 
hundred weeks. For the loss of two hands fifty-five per cent of 
the average weekly earnings during four hundred weeks. For the 
loss of two legs, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings 
during four hundred weeks. For the loss of two feet fifty-five per 
cent of the average weekly earnings during four hundred weeks. 
For the loss of one hand and the other arm, fifty-five per cent of 
the average weekly earnings during four hundred weeks. For the 
loss of one hand and one foot fifty-five per cent of the average 
weekly earnings during four hundred weeks. For the loss of one 
leg and the other foot, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly 
earnings during four hundred weeks. For the loss of one leg and 
one hand, fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings during 
four hundred weeks. For the loss of one arm and one foot, fifty- 
five per cent of the average weekly earnings during four hundred 
weeks. For the loss of one arm and one leg, fifty-five per cent of 
the average weekly earnings during four hundred weeks. Where 
an employee sustains concurrent injuries resulting in concurrent 
disabilities, he shall receive compensation only for the injury which 
produced the longest period of disability, but this section shall not 
effect liability for the concurrent loss of more than one member 
for which member compensation is provided in the specific sched- 
ule in subsection (D) below. In all cases the permanent and total 
loss of the use of a member shall be considered as equivalent to the 
loss of that member, but in such cases the compensation in and by 
said schedule shall be in lieu of all other compensation. In cases 
of permanent disability, due to injury to a member resulting in less 
than total loss of use of such member, not otherwise compensated 
in this schedule, compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate 
during that part of the time specified in the schedule for the total 
loss or total loss of use of the respective member, which the extent 
of the injury to the member bears to its total loss. If an injured 
employe refuses employment suitable to his capacity, offered to or 
procured for him, he shall not be entitled to any compensation at 
any time during the continuance of such refusal, unless at any time 
in the opinion of the judge of the circuit court of the county of his 
residence, such refusal is justifiable. All compensation provided in 
clause (C) of this section for loss of members, or loss of use of 
members, are subject. to the same limitations as to maximum and 
minimum as stated in clause (A). 

(A) In all other cases of permanent partial disability not above 
enumerated, the compensation shall be fifty-five per cent of the

difference between the average weekly earnings of the workman at 
the time of the injury and the average weekly earnings he is able to 
earn in his partially disabled condition, subject to a maximum of 
twelve dollars per week as otherwise provided herein. Compensa- 
tion shall continue during disability, not, however, beyond three 
hundred weeks. In case the injured employe leaves the services of 
the employer for whom he was working at the time of the accident 
and accepts employment elsewhere, he shall make and furnish af- 
fidavit as to his new employment in the manner as required in 
subsection (B) hereof. 

(D) For permanent total disability as defined in subsection 
(E) fifty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings received at 
the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensation of 
twelve dollars per week, except as otherwise provided herein, and 
a minimum compensation of five dollars a week. If at the time of 
injury the employe was receiving earnings of less than five dollars 
per week, then he shall receive the full amount of his earnings per 
week. This compensation shall be paid during such permanent 
total disability, not exceeding five hundred and fifty weeks; but in 
all such cases drawing more compensation than five dollars per 
week, the payment after the first four hundred weeks, shall be re- 
duced to five dollars per week for the remainder of the five hun- 
dred and fifty weeks, while the permanent total disability con- 
tinues, payment to be made at the intervals when the earnings 
were payable, as nearly as may be. Such payments, with the ap- 
proval of the circuit judge may be made monthly or quarterly. 
The total amount of compensation payable under this subsection 
shall not exceed five thousand dollars in any case. In case an em- 
ploye, who is permanently and totally disabled becomes an inmate 
of a public institution, then no compensation shall be payable unless 
he has wholly dependent on him for support a person or persons 
named in subsection (1), (2), and (3) of sections 7552-7553, whose 
dependency shall be determined as if the employe were deceased, 
in which case the compensation provided for in this subsection shall 
be paid for the benefit of such person so dependent, during de- 
pendency, in the manner ordered by the court, while the employe 
is an inmate of such institution. 

(E) The total and permanent loss of the sight of both eyes or 
the loss of both arms at the shoulder, or complete and permanent 
paralysis or total and permanent loss of mental faculties, which 
totally incapacitates the employe from working at an occupation 
which brings him an income, shall constitute permanent total dis- 
ability. 

(E) If an employe has a permanent disability or has previously 
sustained another injury than that in which he received a subse- 
quent permanent injury by accident such as is specified in the sec- 
tions herein defining permanent injury, he shall be entitled to com- 
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pensation only for the degree of injury that would have resulted 
from the latter accident if the earlier disability or injury had not 
existed. 

(E)2 For permanent total disability other than as defined in 
subsection (E) fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings 
received at the time of the injury subject to a maximum compensa- 
tion of twelve dollars per week, and a minimum compensation of 
five dollars per week; but if at the time of injury the employe was 
receiving earnings of less than five dollars per week, then he shall 
receive the full amount of his earnings per week. This compensa- 
tion shall be paid during the period of such permanent disability 
not exceeding four hundred weeks; payments to be made at the 
intervals when the earnings were payable as nearly as maybe. 
Such payments, with the consent of the circuit judge, may be 
made monthly or quarterly. 

(E)3. If an employe received an injury for which compensation 
is payable while he is still receiving or entitled to compensation for 
a previous injury in the same employment, he shall not at the same 
time be entitled to compensation for both injuries, unless the later 
injury be a permanent injury, such as specified in this section; but 
he shall be entitled to compensation for that injury and from the 
time of that injury which will cover the longest period and the 
largest amount payable under articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. 

(E)4. If an employe receives a permanent injury as specified in 
this section, after having sustained another permanent injury in 
the same employment, he shall be entitled to compensation for both 
injuries, but the total compensation shall be paid by extending the 
period and not by increasing the amount of the weekly compensa- 
tion, and in no case exceeding five hundred weeks. When the 
previous and subsequent injuries received in the same employment 
result in total disability, compensation shall be payable for perma- 
nent total disability, but payments made for the previous injury 
shall be deducted from the total payment of compensation due. 

(F) In case a workman sustained an injury occasioned by an 
accident arising out of and in the course of his employment and 
during the period of disability caused thereby death results prox- 
imately therefrom, all payments previously made as compensation 
for such injury shall be deducted from the compensation, if any, 
due on account of death. 

(F)1. In all claims for compensation for hernia resulting from 
injury by an accident arising out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment, it must be definitely proved to the satisfaction of the court: 

1. That there was an injury resulting in hernia. 

2. That the hernia appeared suddenly. 

3. That it was accompanied by pain. 

4. That the hernia immediately followed an accident. 

5. That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for which 
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compensation is claimed. 

All hernia, inguinal, femoral, or otherwise, so proved to be the 
result of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course of | 
his employment shall be treated in a surgical manner by radical 
operation. In case the injured employe refuses to undergo the 
radical operation for the cure of said hernia, no compensation will 
be allowed during the time such refusal continues. If, however, it 
is shown that the employe has some chronic disease, or is other- 
wise in such physical condition that the court considers it unsafe’ 
for the employe to undergo said operation, the employe shall be 
paid as otherwise provided in this chapter. 

(G) Compensation hereunder shall be computed on the basis 
of the average weekly earnings. Average weekly earnings shall 
mean the earnings of the injured employe in the employment in 
which he was working at the time of the injury during the period of 
fifty-two weeks immediately preceding the date of the injury 
divided by fifty-two; but if the injured employe lost more than 
seven consecutive calendar days during such period although not in 
the same week, then the earnings for the remainder of such fifty- 
two weeks shall be divided by the number of weeks remaining after 
the time so lost has been deducted. 

Where the employment prior to the injury extended over a 
period of less than fifty-two weeks, the method of dividing the 
earnings during that period by the number of weeks and parts 
thereof which the employee earned wages shall be followed, pro- 
vided results just and fair to both parties will thereby be obtained. 
Where by reason of the shortness of the time during which the 
employee has been in the employment of his employer, or the casual 
nature or terms of the employment, it is impracticable to compute 
the average weekly amount which during the fifty-two weeks prior 
to the injury was being earned by a person in the same grade, em- 
ployed at the same work by the same employer, and if there is no 
such person so employed, by a person in the same grade employed 
in the same class of employment in the same district. Wherever 
allowances of any character made to an employee in lieu of wages 
are specified as part of the wage contract, they shall be deemed a 
part of his earnings. 

(H) Wherever in this section there is a provision for fifty-five 
per cent, such per cent shall be increased five per cent for each 
totally dependent child of the employee under the age of eighteen 
years at the time of the injury to the employee until such per cent 
shall reach a maximum of sixty-five per cent. Wherever in this 
section a weekly maximum compensation of twelve dollars is pro- 
vided, such maximum compensation shall be increased in the fol- 
lowing cases to the following amounts: Thirteen dollars in case of 
an employee with one totally dependent child under the age of 
eighteen years at the time of the injury to the employee. Fourteen 
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dollars in case of an employee with two totally dependent children 
under the age of eighteen years at the time of the injury to the 
employee. Fifteen dollars in case of an employee with three or 
more totally dependent children under the age of eighteen years at 
the time of the injury to the employee. The increase in the above 
per cent and in the maximum amount shall be paid only so long as 
the child upon which the increase is based remains under the age 
of eighteen years. 

2. That Section 7554 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 7554. Partial dependents—Any member of a class 
named in the preceding section, who regularly derived part of his 
support from the earnings of the deceased workman at the time of © 
his death and for a reasonable period of time immediately prior 
thereto, shall be considered his partial dependents and payment of 
compensation shall be made to such partial dependents in the order 
named. In death cases, where the death results proximately from 
the accident within three years, compensation payable to dependents 
shall be computed on the following basis and shall be paid to the 
persons entitled thereto without administration. If the deceased 
employe leave a dependent widow, or dependent husband and no 
dependent child, there shall be paid to the widow thirty-five per 
cent of the average weekly earnings of the deceased. If the de- 
ceased employee leave a dependent widow or dependent husband 
and one dependent child, there shall be paid to the widow for the 
benefit of herself and such child forty-five per cent of the average 
weekly earnings of the deceased. If the deceased employee leave a 
widow and dependent husband and either two or three dependent 
children there shall be paid to the widow for the benefit of herself 
and such children fifty per cent of the weekly earnings of the 
deceased. If the deceased employee leave a dependent widow or 
dependent husband and four dependent children, there shall be paid 
the widow for the benefit of herself and such children sixty-five 
per cent of the average earnings of the deceased. In all cases 
where compensation is payable to a widow for the benefit of herself 
and dependent child or children the court shall have power to 
determine in its discretion what portion of the compensation shall 
be applied for the benefit of any such child or children and may 
order the same paid to a guardian. 

That Section 7556 be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 7556. Actual Dependents—payments to. If the de- 
ceased employe leave a dependent orphan, there shall be paid thirty- 
five per cent of the average weekly earnings of deceased with ten 
per cent additional for each additional orphan, with a maximum of 
sixty-five per cent of such wages. If the deceased employe leave 
a dependent husband and no dependent child, there shall be paid to 
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the husband thirty per cent of the average weekly earnings of the 
deceased. If the deceased employe leave no widow or child or 
husband entitled to any payment hereunder, but should leave a 
parent or parents, either or both of whom are wholly dependent on 
the deceased, there shall be paid, if only one parent, thirty per cent 
of the average weekly earnings of the deceased, and if both parents, 
forty per cent of the average weekly earnings of the deceased to 
such parent or parents. If the deceased leave no dependent widow 
or dependent child or husband or parent entitled to any payment 
hereunder, but leaves a grand-parent, brother, sister, mother-in-law, 
father-in-law, wholly dependent on him for support, there shall be 
paid such dependent, if but one, twenty-five per cent of the average 
weekly earnings of the deceased, or if more than one, thirty per cent 
of the average weekly earnings of the deceased, divided between or 
among them, share and share alike. If the compensation is being 
paid under article 2 of this chapter to any dependent such compen- 
sation shall cease upon the death or marirage of such dependent 
and the dependency of a child shall terminate with the age of 
eighteen unless otherwise provided herein. Partial dependent shall 
be entitled to receive only that proportion of the benefits provided 
for actual dependents which the average amount of the earnings 
regularly contributed by the deceased to such partial dependent, at 
and for a reasonable time immediately prior to the injury bore to 
the total income of the dependent during the same time. 

That Section 7562 be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

Section 7562. Increase in allowance for dependent children. 
Wherever in the nine preceding sections there is a provision for 
fifty-five per cent, such per cent shall be increased five per cent for 
each totaily dependent child of the deceased employe under the age 
of eighteen years at the time of the death of the employe until such 
per cent shall reach a maximum of sixty-five per cent. Wherever 
in the nine preceding sections a weekly maximum compensation 
of twelve dollars is provided, such maximum compensation shall 
be increased in the following cases to the following amounts: 
Thirteen dollars in case of deceased employe leaves one totally 
dependent child under the age of eighteen years at the time of the 
injury to the deceased employe. Fourteen dollars in case the de- 
ceased employee leaves two totally dependent children under the 
age of eighteen years at the time of the injury to the deceased em- 
ploye. Fifteen dollars in the case the deceased employe leaves 
three or more dependent children under eighteen years of age at the 
time of the injury to the deceased employe. The increase in the 
above per cent and in the maximum amount shall be paid only so 
long as the child upon which the increase is based remains under 
the age of eighteen years. 
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Section 7567, be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 7567. Medical, Surgical and Hospital Service——In ad- 
dition to the compensation herein provided, the employer shall pay 
the actual costs of reasonably necessary medical and surgical treat- 
ment and attention, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, 
crutches and apparatus, as may be obtained by the injured employe 
during the first sixty days of disability or in case of death within 
said sixty days, obtained during the period occurring between the 
time of injury and his death therefrom. The total liability of the 
employer under this section shall not exceed the aggregate of one 
hundred-fifty dollars, and the pecuniary liability of the employer for 
such services rendered the employer shall be limited to such charges 
as prevail for similar treatment in the community where the injured 
employe resides. All cases of dispute as to the value of such 
services shall be determined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of 
the claim of the injured employe for compensation. Except in an 
emergency it is necessary, or in the event medical and surgical 
service and attention is not readily obtainable, under contract for 
same; or the employer does not promptly furnish the same, as here- 
inafter provided, if the employer shall furnish free of charge to the 
injured employe such medical and surgical treatment and attention, 
medical and surgical supplies, crutches and apparatus, he shall not 
be liable under this section, except for that he may fail to furnish, 
and in the event the injured employe obtains the same under a con- 
tract between him and another, or the employer, existing at the time 
of the injury, the employer shall be liable to pay, or repay, as the 
case may be, only the cost of the same under the terms of said 
contract, but in no event to exceed the aggregate of one-hundred 
fifty dollars as hereinabove provided. The employer may, if he so 
elects, furnish proper and efficient medical and surgical treatment, 
and attention and services herein provided for, free of charge, to the 
injured employe during such sixty days or such time thereafter as 
he desires to furnish the same, and such employe shall accept the 
same. The injured employe must submit himself to the examina- 
tion by the employer’s physician at all reasonable times, if requested 
to do so by the employer, but the employe shall have the right to 
have a physician of his own selection present at such examination, 
in which case the employe shall be liable to such physician for 
services. The employer shall pay for the services of the physician 
making the examination at the instance of the employer. And in 
case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of 
either party, or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of 
good standing and ability to make an examination of the injured 
person and report his findings to the court, the expense of which 
examination shall be borne equally by the parties. If the injured 
employe refuses to comply with any reasonable request for examina- 
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tion, or refuses to submit to medical and surgical treatment, and 
attention, or refuses to accept the medical service which the em- 
ployer elects to furnish under the provisions of this chapter, his 
right to compensation shall be suspended, and no compensation 
shall be payable for the period of such refusal. Any physician 
whose services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or any 
physician of the injured employe, and who treats or makes or is 
present at any examination of an injured employe may be required 
to testify as to any knowledge by him in the course of such treat- 
ment or examination as same relates to the injury or disability 
arising therefrom. In all death claims where the cause of death is 
obscure or is disputed, any interested party may require an autopsy, 
the cost of which is to be borne by the party demanding the same.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it 
originated, Senate Bill No. 393, without my approval. 

This Bill is an Act to place the name of Robert Osburn on the Pension 
Roll of the State of Alabama and to pay the pension to him. Article 1 of 
Chapter 55 of the Code of Alabama makes full and complete provision for 
placing the names on the Pension Roll for Confederate Soldiers and Sailors. 
The law is complete and was carefully worked out and prepared by Confed- 
erate Veterans after experience with Pension Laws and careful study of the 
best methods for properly taking care of Confederate veterans. 

If a person is entitled to have his name on the Pension Roll and to draw 
pay from the State as a Confederate Soldeir there is a complete method of 
having his name put on the Roll provided by the General Law. If under 
the provisions of law he is not entitled to draw a pension then he should not 
be paid a pension under a special act. 

While one case might only take a small amount from the Treasury for 
a short period of time, the principle of making a special provision where 
there is a General Law which provides for the case is contrary at least to the 
spirit of the Constitution and is a dangerous practice.

Substitute House Bill 744 so as to read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to amend Sections 3528, 3529, 3530, 3531, 
3532, 3534, 3536, 3537, 3540 and 3554 of the Code of Alabama, 1923. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3528 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3528”. “Definitions.”—“‘(1) For the purposes of this 
chapter the words “dependent child” shall mean any child who, 
while under sixteen years of age, for any reason, is destitute, home- 
less, or is dependent on the public for support; or who is without 
a parent or guardian able to provide for his support, training and 
education; or whose custody is the subject of controversy. (2) 
The words “neglected child” shall mean any child, who, while un- 
der sixteen years of age is abandoned by both parents, or if one 
parent is dead, by the survivor, or by his guardian, or custodian; 
or who has no proper parental care or guardianship or whose home, by 
reason of neglect, cruelty, or depravity, on the part of his parent or 
parents, guardian or other person in whose care he may be, is an 
unfit or improper place for such child; or who is found begging, 
receiving or gathering alms, or who is found in any street, road or 
public place for the purpose of so doing, whether actually begging 
or doing so under the pretext of selling or offering for sale any 
article or articles, or of singing or playing on any musical instru- 
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ment, or of giving any public entertainment or accompanying or 
being used in aid of any person so doing; or for whom his parent, 
parents, guardian or custodian, neglect’or refuse, when able to do 
so, or when such service is offered without charge, to provide, or 
allow, medical, surgical or other care necessary for his health, or 
well-being; or whose parent, parents, guardian or custodian per- 
mits such child to engage in an occupation or calling contrary to 
the provisions of the child labor law of this state; or whose parent, 
parents, guardian or custodian fail, refuse or neglect to send such 
child to school in accordance with the terms of the compulsory at- 
tendance law of this state; or who is in such condition or surround- 
ings, or is under such improper or insufficient guardianship or con- 
trol as to endanger the morals, health or general welfare of such 
child; or who is not being reared or cared for in accordance with 
the provisions of any law, regulation or ordinance for the educa- 
tion, care and protection of children; or who for any other cause is 
in need of the care and protection of the state. (3) The words 
“delinquent child” shall mean any child who while under sixteen 
years ot age violates any penal Jaw of the United States or of this 
state, or any regulation, ordinance or law of any city, town or mu- 
nicipality, or who commits any offense or act for which an adult 
could be prosecuted in a method partaking of the nature of a 
criminal action or proceeding; or who is beyond the control of his 
parent, parents, guardian, or custodian, or who is otherwise incor- 
rigible, or who is guilty of immoral conduct; or who is leading an 
idle, dissolute, lewd or immoral life; or who engages in any call- 
ing, occupation or exhibition punishable by law or is found in any 
place for permitting which an adult may be punished by law. 
(4) All such children, hereinabove described dependent, neglected 
or delinquent, shall be subject to the guardianship of the state and 
entitled to its care and protection. The state shall exercise its 
right of guardianship and control over such children in the manner 
and form hereinafter provided. This chapter shall be liberally con- 
strued in order to accomplish the beneficial purposes herein de- 
clared. (5) The word “court” and the words “juvenile court” when 
used in this chapter shall, unless otherwise qualified, mean the 
probate court of the county, sitting as the juvenile court, for the 
hearing of cases or the disposition of any matter arising under the 
provisions of this chapter. The word “judge” or the words “judge 
of the juvenile court” shall, when used in this chapter, unless other- 
wise qualified, mean the judge of the probate court of the county 
sitting as the juvenile court for the hearing of cases or the dis- 
position of any matter arising under the provisions of this chapter. 
(6) The words “him” and “his” when used in this chapter with ref- 
erence to children coming under the provisions of this chapter shall 
apply to boys and girls alike.” 
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Section 2. That Section 3529 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3529”. “Courts having jurisdiction of children.”’—“The 
probate courts of the several counties of the state, except in those 
counties in which special courts having exclusive jurisdiction over 
children under sixteen years of age or over and for the purposes 
declared in this chapter have been or shall hereafter be established 
by special acts of the legislature, shall have original and exclusive 
jurisdiction of all proceedings coming within ‘the provisions and 
terms of this chapter and shall have original and exclusive juris- 
diction to hear, determine and adjudicate all questions and cases 
coming within said provisions and terms and each such court shall 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction herein conferred by this article, 
be known as the juvenile court of county. The 
juvenile court shall have power, under the terms of this chapter, to 
determine the question of the dependency, neglect or delinquency of 
any child, and when such question is so determined and adjudi- 
cated, to make and enter such judgment and orders for his custody, 
discipline, supervision, care, protection and guardianship, as, in the 
judgment of the court will properly conserve and protect the wel- 
fare and best interests of such child. If it appears to the court from 
the evidence that any person, or persons, is, or are, in any way, con- 
tributing to the delinquency of any such child, or exerting an civil 
or harmful influence over any such child, the court may by an in- 
junctive order directed against such person or persons protect such 
child against such influence in the way that shall seem most con- 
ducive to such end, and may prohibit all future relations between the 
parties; but nothing in this section shall be so construed as to in- 
terfere with the prosecution of offenders as elsewhere provided for 
in this chapter. Juvenile courts shall have full power and authority 
to issue all other writs and processes necessary to the exercise of 
such jurisdiction and to the carrying out of the purposes of this 
chapter. The judge of the court shall have power to issue writs of 
arrest and of habeas corpus to have brought before it children al- 
leged to be dependent, neglected, or delinquent, as herein defined, 
to be dealt with by said court under the terms of this chapter. The 
court, as to such dependent, neglected and delinquent children, 
shall have and exercise the jurisdiction and power possessed by 
chancery courts in this state; but shall not have power to adjudicate. 
any matter or make any order affecting any property rights of such 
children. Nothing contained herein shall deprive courts of general 
jurisdiction of the right to determine the custody of children upon 
writs of habeas corpus, or the right to determine the custody of 
children when custody is incidental to the determination of causes 
pending in such courts. Such courts of general jurisdiction may, 
however, decline to pass upon such questions of custody or to is- 
sue such writs and may certify said questions or writs to the 
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juvenile court for hearing and determination. The court shall 
have the power to determine the form and character of its records 
and to devise and publish rules, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this chapter or the laws of this state, to regulate proceedings in 
all cases coming within the provisions of this chapter, and for the 
conduct of probation and other officers of the court. Such rules 
shall be enforced and construed liberally for the remedial purposes 
embraced herein. The court may adopt and cause to be printed 
for the use of the public and for the use of the court such forms as 
may be found necessary and convenient for use in cases arising un- 
der this chapter; but such forms shall be approved by the State 
Child Welfare Department. All expenses necessary or appropriate 
to the carrying out of the purposes and intent of this chapter and 
all expenses of maintenance and care of CHILDREN that may be 
incurred by order of the court in carrying out the provisions and 
intent of this chapter, shall be valid charges and preferred claims 
against the county and shall be paid by the county treasurer when 
itemized and sworn to by the creditor or other persons knowing 
the facts in the case, and approved by the judge.” 

Section 3. That Section 3530 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3530”. “Title of Proceeding. Petition. Examinations 
and Summons. Custody of Child Pending Hearing. Service and 
Summons. When Summons Unnecessary. Contempt. Who Shall 
Serve Papers. When Rights Barred’. “(1) The style or title of 
the proceedings herein provided for shall be State of Alabama, in 


the matter of (inserting name of child), a child 
under sixteen years of age, in the juvenile court of 
county (inserting namc of county). (2) Any person having knowl- 


edge or information that a child, residing in or who is actually 
within a county of this state, is within the provisions of this chap- 
ter, or subject to the jurisdiction of the juvenile court, may file 
with the court of said county a verified petition, setting forth the 
name, residence and age ofthe child, the name and residence of 
the parent or parents, if known to the petitioner, and the name and 
residence of the person or persons having guardianship, custody, 
control, or supervision of such child, if such facts be known, or can 
be ascertained by the petitioner, or that such facts are unknown or 
cannot be ascertained, if that be the fact. The petition shall state 
the facts which bring the child within the provisions and terms of 
this chapter, and it shall be sufficient for that purpose to aver that 
the child named therein is dependent, neglected, or delinquent, as 
the case may be, and in need of the care and protection of this state 
(here stating succinctly the facts which bring said child within the 
terms and provisions as herein defined.) The petition shall be 
sworn to by the petitioner, but affidavit may be made upon infor- 
mation and belief of the affiant. (3) Upon the filing of the petition 
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with the juvenile court, or upon receipt of an order of transfer from 
any other court, as hereinafter provided, the judge or clerk or chief 
probation officer of the court shall forthwith, or after causing an 
examination to be made by an officer or other person, cause a sum- 
mons to be issued, signed by the judge or clerk of said court, re- 
quiring the child to appear before the court, and requiring the 
parents, guardian, or the person having the custody, control or su- 
pervision of the child, or the person with whom the child may be 
found, to appear with the child, at such time and place as may be 
stated in the summons, to show cause why the child should not 
be dealt with according to the provisions of this chapter. A failure 
of the parent, guardian or-person having the custody or supervision 
of the child or the person with whom the child may be found, to 
appear before the court to show cause why the child should not be 
dealt with according to the provisions of this chapter shall not pre- 
vent the court from hearing the same. If after investigation is 
made, the chief probation officer is of the opinion that such cause 
is not a meritorious one, he may decline to ask the judge or clerk 
for a summons, and the court may upon his motion dismiss such 
petition, or order a summons issued as to the court may seem just. 
Said summons shall set forth the charges contained in said peti- 
tion, or order of transfer. (4) If it appears from the petition that 
the child is violating any penal law of the United States or of this 
state, or any law or ordinance of any municipality for which an 
adult could be prosecuted, or that the child is in such condition that 
its welfare requires that custody be immediately assumed, the 
judge of the court may endorse upon the summons a direction that 
the officer serving said summons shall at once take said child into 
his custody. When any child is taken into custody under such 
summons, and is in the custody of the court under any order of 
transfer from any other court, such child may be released on his 
own recognizance, or be released into the custody of a probation 
officer, or of the parent or parents or of any other person or ap- 
proved agency designated by the judge of said court. If in the dis- 
cretion of the judge of said court, it is deemed inexpedient to re- 
lease the child in the manner above set out, and if in the judgment 
of the court it is absolutely necessary, such child may be detained 
in such manner as the judge may order pending the hearing of the 
case. (5) Service of such summons upon the child mentioned 
therein shall be made by the delivery to and leaving with the father 
or mother of such child, or with the parent with which such child 
is living, or with the person in whose custody the child may be, a 
true copy thereof and when the summons so directs, by taking said 
child into custody by the officers serving same. When the sum- 
mons is directed to the child and to such child’s father or mother, 
or both, service of one copy on either parent if they be living to- 
gether shall be Sufficient service on all of them, or on the child and 
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the parent with which such child is living. When such child has 
no parent or custodian upon whom such summons can be served, 
the court shall appoint a guardian ad litem for said child, upon 
whom such summons must be served, unless such service be waived 
in writing by said guardian ad litem. Service of such summons on 
the person, or persons, mentioned therein, other than the child, if 
residents of this state, and their place of residence is known, shall 
be made by delivery to and leaving with-such other person, or per- 
sons, a true copy thereof. In the event that such other person or 
persons are non-residents of the state, and their place of residence 
is known, it shall be sufficient service to deposit in a United States 
postoffice in such county a true copy of such summons, in a post- 
paid, sealed envelope addressed to such person or persons, at such 
address or addresses; but such service shall not be held to have 
been perfected, nor shall such case be called for HEARING until a 
reasonable time has elapsed from the time of the posting of such 
summons, unless with the consent of such other person or persons, 
which consent may be shown by letter, telegraph, telephone, or in 
any other way satisfactory to the court. In the event that the 
names of the parent or parents, guardian, or those legally entitled 
to the custody of such child cannot be ascertained; or if their 
names.being known their place or places of residence cannot be 
ascertained; or if for any other cause they cannot be found, or if 
for any other reason it shall appear that service of such summons 
cannot be had on such persons, as provided above—this being a 
proceeding on the part of the state to protect and care for such 
children—no service of a summons shall be necessary in such cases 
to give the court jurisdiction thereof. In the event that no service 
of summons is had for the reason set out above, it shall be. the duty 
of the judge of such court, hearing such cases to satisfy himself 
that diligent effort has been made to ascertain the names and places 
of residence of the parent, parents, guardian or person or persons 
legally entitled to the custody of such children, before hearing such 
cases; and such judge may in any event order service by publica- 
tion, as in other chancery cases if in his opinion the cause of justice 
require, in which case, if there be no other means of meeting such 
expense, same shall be paid by the county in which such proceed- 
ings are had. (6) If the child mentioned in the summons be pres- 
ent in court at the time of the hearing, no summons to said child 
shall be necessary to give the court jurisdiction of such child. 
When the person named in the summons other than the child is 
present in court at the hearing, and for any of the reasons set out 
above has not been served with a copy of the summons, or when 
said child is in court, by reason of the violation of any law, federal, 
state, or municipal, service of the summons upon such other person 
named in the summons shall not be necessary to give the court 
jurisdiction; but if such other person be not presént in court, and

if for any of the reasons set out above has not been served with the 
summons, the court must appoint a probation officer, or some other 
discreet person, to act as guardian ad litem, to represent the in- 
terests of such child, and such guardian ad litem shall be present 
at the hearing of said case to represent said child. (7) The sum- 
mons herein provided for shall be considered a mandate of the 
court, and wilful failure to obey its requirements shall subject any 
person guilty thereof to liability for punishment as for a contempt 
of court. (8) The sheriff of the county shall serve all papers di- 
rected by the juvenile court or judge thereof to be served by him, 
and a suitable allowance shall be made to him by the court of county 
commissioners, or board of revenue, or other governing body, of 
such county for his actual and necessary disbursements in effect- 
ing such services. However, all papers, summons, and processes 
issued from the juvenile court in such proceedings may be served 
by the police of any municipality or by any person selected by said 
court or by the judge thereof for that purpose. When engaged in 
serving such papers, summons, and processes, such persons so se- 
lected by the court or by the judge thereof shall have the authority 
of a sheriff. (9) Should any person, who by reason of not having 
had any, legal notice of such proceeding, have a legal right to be 
heard in such cause, such person shall, or must, assert such right by 
filing a petition in such cause setting out such right, and asking to 
be heard thereon, within ninety days from the rendition of the de- 
cree adjudging such child a dependent, neglected, or delinquent 
child, and such right, if any there be, shall or must be so asserted 
and within such time, or same shall be forever barred.” 

Section 4. That Section 3531 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3531.” “Juvenile Courts, Practice and Rules Of; Pri- 
vacy.”——‘The Juvenile court shall keep for the HEARING of cases 
involving children under the age of sixteen years a docket which 
shall be separate and distinct from any other docket kept in said 
court; and the orders and decrees of the court relating to such cases 
shall be entered in a separate minute book. The court shall have 
the power, in the hearing of any case involving any child under the 
age of sixteen years, to exclude the general public from the room 
where said hearing is held, but shall admit thereto such persons as, 
in the judgment of the court, have a direct interest in the case. 
“The records of all such cases shall be withheld from indiscriminate 
public inspection but such records shall, in the discretion and un- 
der the orders of the judge, be at all reasonable times open to in- 
spection by the child, its parents, or guardian, its attorney, or at- 
torney for its parent or guardian, and the Child Welfare Depart- 
ment or its accredited agents. The HEARING of all cases where 
children are involved shall be held at a different time from the 
hearing of other cases in the probate court. It shall be the duty of 
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the judge of the court so to conduct the hearing as to disarm tht 
fears of the child and to win its respect and confidence.” 

Section 5. That Section 3532 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3532”. “Procedure.”—‘“The hearing and proceedings 
herein provided for may be conducted in the judge’s chamber or in 
any other room that may be provided for such cases, or in such 
other place within the county as may be convenient for the court 
and all parties concerned. Upon the return of the summons or at 
the time set for the hearing, the judge of the court or the referee 
or referees hereinafter provided shall proceed to hear and determine 
the case. At such hearing the nature of the proceedings shall be 
carefully explained to the child and to his parent, custodian or 
guardian. The judge of the court or the referee or referees may 
conduct the examination of witnesses and may take testimony for 
the purpose of inquiring into the habits, surroundings, conditions, 
tendencies, and guardianship of the child in order to enable the 
court to determine whether such child is dependent, neglected or 
delinquent, and, if dependent, neglected or delinquent, what order - 
or judgment will best conserve the welfare of the child and carry 
out the objects of this chapter. Any child adjudged to be de- 
pendent, neglected or delinquent, shall continue for the purposes of 
this Act in the care and under the control of the court during 
minority, unless discharged or committed by final order by the 
court as hereinafter provided. 

Section 6. That Section 3534 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3534”. “Mental and Physical Examination and Treat- 
ment of Children.” —‘“The juvenile court in its discretion may, either 
before or after hearing, cause any child within its jurisdiction to be 
given a physical or mental examination, or both, by a competent 
physician or physicians or an approved mental examiner to be desig- 
nated by the court having jurisdiction of the child and the physician 
or physicians or mental examiner shall certify to the court the con- 
dition in which the child is found. If, with or without such ex- 
amination the court has reason to believe that the child is within 
the class defined by section 1469 of this Code as mentally inferior, 
defective, or feebleminded, it may proceed in the manner set out in 
sections 1464-1485 to commit said child to the Partlow School for 
Mental Deficients or other approved institution for children of his 
class, or to make such other commitment of such child as the court 
in its wisdom may order. Or if, upon examination, it appears that 
the child is in need of medical treatment or care, the court may 
cause the child to be treated by a competent physician or physicians 
or placed in a public hospital or other institution for training or 
care or in an approved private home, hospital or institution which 
will receive it for like purposes. The expense of such treatment 
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shall be a valid charge against the county unless otherwise provided 
for.” 

Section 7. That Section 3536 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3536.” “Probation Officers, Qualifications, Appoint- 
ments, Powers and Duties, Compensation, Removal, Cooperation of 
Institutions and Agencies.”—‘“‘(1) The juvenile court may appoint 
probation officers, or may be either men or women, of good moral 
character, intelligent and sympathetic with the aims and purposes 
of this chapter, from the candidates who have been certified by the 
State Child Welfare Department. The State Child Welfare Com- 
mission shall prescribe reasonable standards of education, training 
and experience which must be attained by any applicant for the position 
of probation officer in any of the several juvenile courts of the state. 
The number of probation officers necessary for any juvenile court 
shall be determined by the judge and the advisory board or the 
county board of child welfare where established. The court of 
county commissioners or board of revenue of the county shall pay 
such probation officers so appointed a reasonable salary to be de- 
termined by the judge, the advisory board, or county board of child 
welfare and the court of county commissioners or board of revenue 
of the county, acting jointly, but no paid probation officer shall be 
employed unless such probation officer shall have been certificated 
by the state child welfare department. Volunteer probation offi- 
cers may be appointed in the same manner as paid probation offi- 
cers. Such volunteer probation officers, when so appointed, shall 
have and exercise such powers and authority of paid probation 
officers as may be authorized by the court. Volunteer probation 
officers shall work subject to the direction of a paid probation offi- 
cer, ot the chief probation officer if there be such, if one be em- 
ployed. . No salary shall be paid out of public funds to any volunteer 
probation officer. Probation officers shall be reimbursed for actual 
expenses incurred in making investigations and in transporting and 
caring for children AS PROVIDED BY LAW when such accounts 
are approved by the judge of said court. Probation officers shall 
make investigations, as the court may direct, either before or after 
hearing of the case of any child regarding whom a petition is filed 
or of any such child between the ages of sixteen and eighteen years 
as may be transferred from a court of criminal jurisdiction as here- 
inafter provided for; shall be present in the court in order to rep- 
resent the interests of the child and to aid the court, when the case 
is heard; shall have under orders of the court the oversight and 
care of such children as may be committed by said court to their 
charge or supervision; and shall perform such other duties as the 
court may direct. Probation officers may file petition in the court 
in cases of any children alleged or believed to be dependent, neg- 
lected, or delinquent, or in need of the state’s care and protection, 
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and may bring charges against any person who aids or encourages 
any child to violate any law or ordinance, or any order of the court, 
or who contributes to the neglect, dependency, or delinquency of 
any child, or causes any child to become dependent, neglected or 
delinquent. Probation officers shall serve during the pleasure of 
the court and shall be removable by said court at any time. Paid 
probation officers shall have the power of sheriffs, and police offi- 
cers, school attendance officers and child labor inspectors, any- 
where within the state, for the purposes of this chapter, may serve 
any process authorized to be served by this chapter, and may make 
arrests in the execution of processes issued from the court. Such 
probation officers shall take and subscribe to the oath of office now 
required of other public officers before entering upon the discharge 
of their duties. It is the duty of every county or municipal officer 
to render to the court, its judges, and officers, such assistance and 
cooperation as shall be within his jurisdiction or power to further 
the objects of this chapter. (2) All institutions, associations, or 
other custodial agencies, receiving or having in charge any child 
coming within the terms and provisions of this chapter, or to which 
any child may be committed under the provisions other than by 
final order of this chapter, are required to give to the court and to 
its officers any information, which, for the purposes of this chapter, 
may be required or requested by said court or the officers thereof.” 
Section 8. That Section 3537 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
“Section 3537.” “Commitment of Children.”—“If, after hear- 
ing the case of any child, the court shall find the child dependent, 
neglected, or delinquent and shall so adjudge, the judge may com- 
mit the child to the home of its parents, guardian or persons hav- 
ing control of the home in which said child resides, provided that 
.the character or condition of said home, parents, guardian or per- 
sons in said home is not such as to be injurious to the best interests 
of the child, and may permit such child to remain in its home sub- 
ject to the visitation and supervision of a probation officer and to 
such other conditions as the court may deem for the best interests 
of such child, and to be returned to the court by such guardian, 
parent or probation officer when such return may appear to the 
judge necessary and an order thereof is made by him. “Or, the 
child may be placed by the court in any suitable family home, sub- 
ject to the visitation and supervision of a probation officer and to 
further orders of the court. Or, the court may authorize the board- 
ing out of the child in some suitable family home in such manner 
as is now, or may hereafter be provided by law, or may arrange by 
voluntary contribution or otherwise for the board and care of the 
child until suitable provision can be made for the placing of such 
child elsewhere; provided that whenever a child is authorized by 
the court to be boarded in its own home, or in some suitable family 
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home, and no provision is otherwise made for the support of such 
child, expenses for the support and medical care and treatment,,. 
when approved by the court, shall be a valid charge upon the 
county and shall be paid by the court of county commissioners or 
board of revenue upon presentation of a bill for such expenses ap- 
proved by the judge of said court. Or, the child may be committed 
by either temporary or final order of the court to any orphanage, 
institution, association, or agency approved by the state child wel- 
fare department for the care of such children in the State of Ala- 
bama_ and which is willing to receive such child. The court may 
commit to the State Child Welfare Department by either temporary 
or final order such children as the Department is equipped to care 
for and agrees to receive. The court may commit by final order any 
delinquent child coming within its custody and control to any ap- 
propriate state institution which is now or may hereafter be estab- 
lished to receive and care for delinquent children.’ The court may 
make such other order or judgment as the court, in its discretion, 
shall deem to be for the best interests of the child. No child shall 
be committed to any orphanage, institution, association, or agency, 
except state institutions or agencies, unless such orphanage, in- 
stitution, association or agency is approved by the State Child Wel- 
fare Department for the care of children of his class. During the 
probation period and during the time when such child shall be in 
the custody of any institution, society, association, or person qther than a 
state institution or the State Child Welfare Department, the child 
shall be subject to the visitation of probation officers or other duly 
appointed agents of the court unless discharged from the care of 
the court by final order. The court may release the child from its 
custody or control subject to be recalled and held in its control and 
custody on failure to comply with the terms and conditions of the 
order, or may finally discharge the child. State institutions for 
’ delinquents and defectives shall not release any child committed to 
them under the provisions of this chapter without first giving ten 
days’ notice in writing to the court making the commitment. In 
committing any child to any custodial agency or in placing any 
child under any guardianship other than that of its natural guardian, 
the court shall, as far as practicable, select a custodial agency or an 
individual of the same general religious belief as that of the parents 
of such child, or if there be no parents, as that of the child itself, 
or an institution or association governed by persons of the same 
general religious faith as that of the parents or of such child, unless 
said institution be a state, county or municipal institution. Fe- 
male children, when being transported by order of the court to 
state institutions for delinquents, shall be accompanied by a woman 
of good character. When any child is committed by the court to 
any home, institution, or person, and the parents of such child shall 
have the means, such parents may be required by the court to pay 
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for the support and care of the child such sums and at such times 
as the court may order, or, if the child shall have an estate in the 
hands of a guardian or trustee, such guardian or trustee may be re- 
quired by the court to pay for the support and care of the child in 
the same manner. In case of such order to pay, the court shall 
designate the person, officer, institution or agent to whom such 
payment shall be made. If said person, guardian, or trustee so ad- 
judged and ordered to pay such sums for the support and care of -. 
the child, wilfully, and without just excuse, fails or refuses to make 
payments in accordance with the order of the court, such person, 
guardian, or trustee so failing or refusing to pay may be adjudged 
in contempt of court. From any such order to pay for the support 
and care of such child, an appeal may be taken by the person, 
guardian or trustee so ordered, as hereinafter provided for, and upon 
the taking of such an appeal, said order shall be suspended until 
the determination of said appeal. The expenses of transporting a 
child to an institution, home, or other custodial agency, shall, unless 
otherwise provided for, be borne by the county of the Juvenile 
Court exercising jurisdiction over the child and shall be paid by the 
court of county commissioners or board of revenue upon presenta- 
tion of a bill for such expenses approved by the judge of said court. 
The policy of the court shall be as far as possible, to exercise its 
supervisory care by the retention of children in their own homes 
under the supervision of a probation officer. No child shall be 
committed to any home of,a race other than its own. Every child 
committed to any home shall be treated in such home as a member 
of the family, and the home receiving such child shall be under 
agreement to rear and educate such child as a member of the fam- 
ily. When jurisdiction and custody of any child has been assumed 
by the court, pending disposition of the child by commitment or 
otherwise, the court of county commissioners, or board of revenue 
of the county of the juvenile court exercising jurisdiction of said 
child shall, unless support shall be otherwise provided, provide for 
the reasonable and proper support of the child while in the custody 
of the court. “No child coming within the provisions of this chap- 
ter shall be committed to any institution at the public charge unless 
his status shall have been first determined by such court in accord- 
ance with this chapter.” 

Section 9. That Section 3540 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3540”. “Transfer from the Juvenile Court.”—“If, at 
any time, after thorough investigation or USE of its disciplinary 
measures, the juvenile court or judge thereof shall be convinced 
that a delinquent child, more than fourteen years of age, brought 
before it under the terms of this chapter cannot be made to lead a 
correct life and cannot be properly disciplined under the provisions 
of this chapter, the juvenile court or judge thereof shall have au- 
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thority to transfer the care of such delinquent to, the jurisdiction 
of any other court in the county having jurisdiction of the offense 
with which said child is charged, there to be proceeded against ac- 
cording to law. When such order of transfer is made, the child so 
transferred may be committed to the county jail pending the pro- 
ceedings in the court to which said case is transferred, or may be 
released on bail by the judge of the juvenile court to answer such 
proceedings in the court to which said case has been transferred. 
The judge or clerk of the juvenile court shall at once, upon making 
such order of transfer, file with the clerk of the court to which the 
transfer is made copy of the order of transfer and any warrant or 
other paper which has been filed in the juvenile court charging the 
child with the commission of any offense. In the trial in the court 
to which transfer is made, neither the fact that the case has been 
transferred from the juvenile court nor any of the proceedings had 
in the juvenile court shall be given in evidence against the child. 
All bonds and undertakings taken and approved by the judge of the 
juvenile court for any purpose shall be valid and enforcible even if 
the principal in said bond shall be a minor. In the event of the 
failure of the principal or sureties faithfully to carry out and dis- 
charge the undertakings of said bond, the judge of the juvenile 
court shall transmit said bond, together with his certificate of the 
failure of the said principal and sureties therein to carry out and 
discharge their undertakings in said bond, to the clerk of the cir- 
cuit court of the county. Thereupon, it shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the circuit court at once to bring said matter to the atten- 
tion of the judge of said court who shall proceed to enter a for- 
feiture of said bond, so transmitted, in the manner and form now 
provided for the forfeiture of bonds in the circuit court. There- 
after, writs of scire facias and execution shall issue thereon as now 
provided by law upon the forfeiture of bonds in criminal cases in 
the circuit court.” 

Section 10. That Section 3554 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 3554, Child Held for Safe Keeping.—No child coming 
under the provision of this act shall be confined in any jail except 
by the order of the juvenile court. Whenever a child is taken into 
custody under the terms and provisions of this act, and it shall ap- 
pear to the court before which he is brought to be absolutely neces- 
sary to hold the child in custody until the time set for the hearing, 
the child may be placed in jail for safe keeping provided no other 
arrangement for holding the child can be made. No child coming 
under the provision of this act shall be confined in the room with 
an adult prisoner.

elections in such counties in certain instances and to regulate the 
same; and to define the powers, functions and duties of the afore- 
said Courts of County Commissioners, Boards. of Revenue, Boards 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners and other like governing 
bodies relative to all such elections.

Substitute Senate Bill 470, by Mr. Craft: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to authorize the Courts of County Com- 
missioners, Boards of Revenue, Boards of Revenue and Road Com- 
missioners, or courts or bodies of like jurisdiction, in all counties 
of the State of Alabama having a population of not less than 100,000 
nor more than 300,000 people, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal Census, to cause elections to be held in such counties to deter- 
mine whether or not such counties shall be stock law districts, and to 
make it mandatory that such elections shall be held in any such county 
upon petition of not less than such number of qualified electors as 
such county as will equal or exceed one per cent of the population 
of such county according to the then last preceding Federal Census; 
to regulate elections held under the provisions of this act; to pre- 
scribe when it shall be unlawful for stock to run at large in such 
counties and the penalties therefor; to authorize in certain in- 
stances elections in precincts in such counties which have been 
made stock law districts to determine whether or not such precincts 
shall continue as or be a part of such county-wide stock law dis- 
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tricts; and to define the powers, functions and duties of such courts 
of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue, Boards of Revenue 
and Road Commissioners, and other courts or bodies of like juris- 
diction with respect to all such elections. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In all counties of the State of Alabama having a 
population of not less than 100,000 nor more than 300,000 people, 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, the Court 
of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue, Board of Revenue 
and Road Commissioners, or other court or body of like jurisdic- 
tion, is authorized to order the holding of'an election in the county 
of which such court, board or body has jurisdiction, to determine 
whether or not such county shall be a stock law district; and it 
shall be mandatory that such court, board or body of any such 
county order the holding of such election in the event that such 
number of qualified electors of such county as will equal or exceed 
one per cent of the population of such county according to the 
then last preceding Federal Census petition in writing that it do 
so, in which event such court, board or body shall within thirty 
days after such petition is filed with such court, board or body or- 
der that such election be held at a date not less than thirty and not 
more than sixty days from the date of such order. 

Section 1%. It shall be unlawful for hogs and goats to run at 
large, and all such hogs and goats running at large shall be taken 
up by the Sheriff, and if the owner cannot be found at the time, the 
Sheriff is required under the provisions of this Act to sell said 
stock, and the proceeds of such sale, after defraying the expenses 
of such sale shall be paid by the Sheriff to the owner of such stock 
—Provided that if said Sheriff after diligent search to find such 
owner fails to do so, and in that event, the proceeds of such sale 
shall by him be turned into the County Treasury. 

Section 2. That upon the filing with such Court, board or body 
of a petition purporting to be signed by the requisite number of 
qualified electors of the county, such court, board, or body shall 
within three days after the filing of such petition submit such 
petition to the judge of probate of the county. The judge of pro- 
bate shall examine said petition and within ten days after it is sub- 
mitted to him certify in writing to such court, board, or body that 
such petition is or is not signed by a number of qualified electors of 
the county equal to or in excess of one per cent of the population 
of such county according to the then last preceding Federal Census. 

Section 3. If the judge of probate certifies that the petition is 
signed by a number of qualified electors of the county equal to 
or in excess of one per cent of the population of the County accord- 
ing to the last preceding Federal Census, such court, board, or body 
shall order that such election be held and the order shall be spread 
upon the minutes of such court, board or body immediately and a 
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copy thereof shall be published at the expense of the County once a 
week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation printed and published in such county. Such order shall 
state: the date on which such election is to be held and the object 
thereof, to-wit: “T’o determine whether or not 
County shall be a stock law district.” Such court, board or body 
shall also cause a copy of such order to be posted at five public 
places in each ward or precinct of such county not more than sixty 
nor less than fifteen days preceding the date of such election. How- 
ever, the failure to post such notices or any of such notices shall 
not invalidate such election. 

Section 4. Such election shall be held on the day specified in 
‘said order and notice provided for in the preceding section. Three 
managers or inspectors, two clerks and a returning officer to con- 
duct such election shall be appointed for each ward and precinct in 
the county and, where a ward or precinct has been divided into 
voting districts, for each such voting district, by the appointing 
board which appoints officers to conduct general elections in such 
county, and such election shall be held in the same manner and un- 
der the same regulation as general elections, except as‘herein other- 
wise provided and except that the ballots to be prepared by said 
court, board or body shall have printed thereon “County-wide 
Stock Law. Yes.” “County-wide Stock Law. No.”, and the 
voter shall indicate his choice by making an (X) mark in front of 
or after the words, “County-wide Stock Law. Yes.”, if in favor of 
prohibiting live stock from running at large in such county, or by 
making the cross-mark (X) in front of or after the words, “County- 
wide Stock Law. No.”, if opposed. The said appointing board 
shall, as far as practicable, select the officers to conduct such elec- 
tion in each precinct and ward and where a precinct or ward has 
been divided into voting districts, in each such voting district 
equally from those in favor of and from those opposed to making 
such county a stock law district. All the expenses of such election 
shall be borne by the county. The Sheriff shall preserve order at 
such election upon request of the Court of County Commissioners, 
Board of Revenue, Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, or 
court or body of like jurisdiction, which shall have full and com- 
plete authority to supervise and direct the holding of such election. 

Section 5. The managers shall, after closing the polls on the 
day of the election, canvass and count the votes at such election 
and shall immediately after completing the same, make out and 
certify to the result of such election, and shall post a copy of such 
certificate of the result at the place of holding such election, and 
shall seal up the original certificate together with all ballots, poll 
lists, and tally sheets and deliver the same to the returning officer 
of the ward, precinct or district as the case may be. Returns shall 
be made by the returning officer or officers to the Court of County 
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Commissioners, Board of Revenue, Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners, or other like court, board or body, not later than 
noon on the day after the election, and such court, board or body 
shall, on the second day after such election, canvass and declare 
the results of such election and certify the same and file such cer- 
tificate in the office of said court, board or body. The certificate 
of the result of said election shall be recorded on the minutes of 
such court, board or body, and the record thereof, or a certified 
copy thereof, or the original documents themselves, may be of- 
fered in evidence in any court, and shall be proof that such election 
was held, and the result thereof declared, and the result thereof, if 
for “County-wide Stock Law. Yes.’ shall be to establish a stock 
law district for the territory comprising such county. 

Section 6. All persons qualified to vote in a county general 
election shall be qualified to vote in such election. 

Section 7. If a majority of the votes cast in such election in 
said county shall be for “County-wide Stock Law. Yes.” said county 
shall, beginning nine months from the date of the election, be a 
stock law district and it shall be unlawful for stock to run at large 
in such county, and if a majority of the votes cast be “County-wide 
Stock Law. No.”, there shall be no county-wide stock law in such 
county; provided that if a majority of the votes cast in an election 
held under the provisions of this Act shall be “County-wide Stock 
Law. No.”, the same shall not have the effect of invalidating any 
stock law or stock law election provided or held under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 345, Code of Alabama, 1923, or any other prior 
law, it being the intent and purpose of this Act to prescribe that 
the elections herein allowed shall be in addition to those provided 
is in said Chapter 345, except as otherwise expressly stated in this 

ct. 

Section 8. A county-wide election held under the provisions of 
this Act may be contested on the same grounds and in the same 
manner before the probate judge as contests of elections of con- 
stables are had before such probate judge, in the following man- 
ner: Any qualified elector of the county in which such election has 
been held, may contest the election by executing a bond with two 
sufficient sureties, to be approved by the judge of probate of the 
county, for the payment of the costs of the contest. Notice of the 
contest shall be served on the Circuit Solicitor of the County, and, 
upon the execution of a bond for costs signed by five or more 
qualified electors of the county, to be approved by the judge of 
probate, said Circuit Solicitor shall respond in the name of, the 
county, and the county shall be contestee, and the contest may be 
conducted by the person giving bond. All provisions of the elec- 
tion law, pertaining to the contest of an election of constable shall 
be observed as to the contest hereunder, and the same shall be 
tried by the probate judge. 
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Section 9. When a county-wide election is held in any county 
under the provisions of the Act as hereinbefore set forth, then no 
other county-wide election under this Act shall be held in that 
county until the lapse of two years. If the result of any election 
held in any county hereinbefore set forth shall be for “County- 
wide Stock Law. Yes.”’, the same shall become effective at the ex- 
piration of nine months from the date of such election. 

Section 10. When any election is held in any county under the 
provisions of the foregoing sections of this Act, and the majority 
of the qualified electors voting in such election cast their votes for 
“County-wide Stock Law. Yes.’ it shall, beginning nine months 
after the date of such election, be unlawful for the owner of any 
stock or animal to knowingly, voluntarily, negligently, or wilfully 
permit any such stock or animal to go at large on the premises of 
another or upon a public highway in such county, and the owner 
of such stock or animal so permitted to run at large shall be liable 
to any person injured thereby for all damages done to crops, shade 
or fruit trees, or ornamental shrubs of another to be recovered be- 
fore any court of competent jurisdiction; and the judgment of the 
court against the owner of such stock or animal so depredating shall 
be a lien superior to all other liens on the stock or animal-causing 
the injury, and shall be in addition to other execution and judg- 
ment liens prescribed by law. 

Section 11. Wherever a county-wide election has been held un- 
der the provisions of this Act as hereinbefore set forth and a ma- 
jority of the votes cast in such election are for “County-wide Stock 
Law. Yes.”, and the results thereof have been declared, then be- 
ginning nine months from the date of such election the provisions 
of the statutes of the State contained in Sections 10216, 10217, 
10218, 10219, 10220, 10221, of Article 1 of Chapter 345, Code of Ala- 
bama, 1923, relating to Stock Law Districts insofar as not in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this Act, shall apply in full force 
and effect in any and all parts of such county. 

Section 12. Wherever a county-wide stock law has been voted 
under the provisions of this Act, if any precinct outside the cor- 
porate limits of any town or city having a population of not less 
than five thousand inhabitants, desires to be excluded from the 
county stock law district and become exempt from the provisions 
of the county-wide stock law hereinbefore provided for, it may do 
so in the following manner. An application by not less than one- 
third of the qualified electors of such precinct shall be filed in writ- 
ing with the Court of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue, 
Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, or other like court, 
board or body of the county, to call an election in that precinct to 
determine whether within such precinct stock or a certain kind or 
kinds of stock named in the petition may be permitted to run at 
large throughout the year or during certain months of the year 
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specified in the petition and the election, ballots, canvass of votes 
and declaration of results shall be conducted in the manner pro- 
vided for precinct stock law elections as set forth in Chapter 345, 
Code of Alabama 1923, so far as not in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, provided that the result of such election if in favor of 
“Stock Law. No.” shall not become effective and such precinct 
shall not be exempt from the operation of the County-wide stock 
law unless and until the property owners in such precinct shall have 
erected suitable fences around and about said precinct and separat- 
ing all unfenced lands in such precinct from any public road or 
highway or highways running across or along such lands, in such 
manner as may be prescribed and approved by the aforesaid court, 
board or body, and such court, board or body shall have the au- 
thority to prescribe reasonable rules and regulations for the mainte- 
nance and upkeep of such fences, gates, and the like, and the viola- 
tion of any such rule or regulation shall constitute a misdemeanor.

ciation or institution as in the discretion of the Judge of said. courts

NOTICE OF LOCAL LAW 


Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced in the Legislature of 
Alabama, at its present session, for the passage of a local law for Marion 
County, Alabama, in substance as follows: 

To provide that the Judge of the county court of said county shall be 
learned in the law, admitted to practice law in the State and a qualified elector 
in said county; that said Judge shall be appointed by the presiding judge of the 
judicial circuit and hold office for the term, or at the pleasure of the judge 
appointing him, and shall receive a salary of one hundred dollars per month 
paid out of the general fund of said county as a preferred claim. To confer 
or impose upon the county court of said county, or the judge thereof, all the 
jurisdiction, powers and duties which are now, or may hereafter be, imposed 
or conferred on the Probate Court of said county, or on the Judge thereof, 
relating to juvenile delinquents, probation officers, wards of the State or de- 
pendent children, and relating to domestic relations, or the duties of a hus- 
band to his wife or the parents toward their children; and to provide that the 
Probate Court of said county, or the judge thereof, shall not hereafter exercise 
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said jurisdiction, powers and duties which are by this Act conferred upon 
the county court, or the judge thereof, and to confer on said county court 
jurisdiction of bastardy, cases concurrent with justice of the peace. ‘To pro- 
vide that the judge of the county court shall call the docket of cases for trial 
in said court on each Monday except when circuit court is in session, that 
said judge shall not practice law in any criminal court in Alabama, nor be 
employed as attorney in any case for divorce or alimony, or any civil case 
growing out of any criminal act or criminal case.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 
Mr. President: 
The Speaker of the House having signed the following House Bills 
and House Joint Resolution, your signature thereto is requested : 
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H. 350. To further regulate and provide for the erection and 
equipment of rural school houses in the several counties of the State 
of Alabama; and to provide for the payment of debts incurred by 
County Boards of Education in the erection and equipment of rural 
school houses out of the rural school house funds as now authorized 
by law.

A BILL 


That Senate Bill No. 136 be amended so as to read as follows: 

To be entitled an Act to regulate the practice of pharmacy and the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of drugs, chemicals, and poisons 
and providing penalties for the violation thereof; defining certain 
terms; and providing for the appointments of a board which shall have 
in charge the enforcement of said law and the power to make rules 
and regulations for the enforcement of said law. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) DEFINITIONS: “Pharmacist,” When not other- 
wise limited, means a person duly registered by the Board of Phar- 
macy to practice pharmacy in this State. 

(b) “Pharmacy,” when not otherwise specifically designated “Apoth- 
ecary Shop” or “Drug Store,” shall for the purpose of this Act mean 
a place registered by the Board of Pharmacy, where drugs, medicines, 
prescriptions, chemicals or poisons are compounded, dispenses or re- 
tailed. 

(c) “Chemical” or “Chemicals,” where not otherwise designated 
or limited, means definite chemical compounds or the chemical mate- 
rials of medicines. 

(d) “Medicine” or “Medicines,” where not otherwise limited, means 
a drug, drugs, chemicals, compounds or preparations thereof, in suitable 
form for use as curative or remedial substance, either internally or ex- 
ternally by man or for animal. ; 

(e) “Drug” or “Drugs,” where not otherwise limited, means any 
substance or substances used as medicines or in the preparation of 
medicines. 

(£) “Board” or “Board of Pharmacy,” wherever used in this Act, 
oe otherwise limited, means the State Board of Pharmacy in this 

tate. 

(g) “Pharmacopoeia,” wherever used in this Act, unless otherwise, 
limited, means the latest edition of the Pharmacopoeia of the United 
States of America. 

(h) “Formulary 
mulary. 

(i) “Pharmaceutical Syllabus” means the latest edition of that work 
published by the National Syllabus Committee. 

Section 2. BOARD TO CONSIST OF FIVE MEMBERS: 
There shall exist and be maintained within the State, a Board of Phar- 
macy with duties and powers as hereinafter defined and provided. The

means the latest edition of the National For- 
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Board of Pharmacy shall consist of five (5) members, and the mem- 
bers of the now existing State Board of Pharmacy, heretofore appoint- 
ed, shall continue in office and shall act as the Board of Pharmacy, 
with all the duties and powers as herein provided until December 31st, 
of the year in which the term of office of the present members re- 
spectively expire, the vacancies as they occur to be filled in keeping 
with the requirements of this Act. 

APPOINTEES TO BE ACTIVE PHARMACISTS: Here- . 
after, only registered pharmacists who have been licensed in this State 
for at least ten (10) years and are actively engaged in retail pharmacy 
shall be eligible for appointment to the State Board of Pharmacy. 

MAJORITY OF MEMBERS TO BE GRADUATES IN PHAR- 
MACY: At least a majority of the members of the Board shall be 
graduates of a school or college of pharmacy generally recognized at 
the time of graduation, but they shall not be connected with any school 
or college of pharmacy in a professional or executive capacity. If the 
now existing Board of Pharmacy is not so constituted, the first occur- 
ring vacancies on the Board shall be filled with appointees having 
such qualifications, except in the case of re-appointment of present 
members, and such qualifications for at least a majority of the Board 
shall thereafter be maintained. 

APPOINTMENT BY GOVERNOR FOR FIVE (5) YEAR 
TERM—ONE TERM EXPIRING ON DECEMBER 31st, EACH 
YEAR: From a list of five (5) eligible names submitted by the Ala- 
bama Pharmaceutical Association, the Governor shall appoint a mem- 
ber of the Board of Pharmacy, who shall serve for a term of five (5) 
years, or until his successor is appointed and has duly qualified, Pro- 
vided, that the respective terms of office shall expire on the 31st day of 
December of each year; vacancies occurring in the Board other than by 
expiration of term shall be filled for the unexpired term only. 

MEMBERS TO RECEIVE $10.00 PER DIEM AND EX- 
PENSES: The members of the Board shall be paid Ten Dollars 
($10.00) per diem, and their necessary expenses while actually engaged 
in the performance of the duties of the Board. 

PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION SHALL ANNUALLY 
RECOMMEND CANDIDATES TO GOVERNOR: On or before 
December 1st of each year, the State Pharmaceutical Association shall 
from among its membership, nominate five (5) candidates who shall 
meet the requirements as herein provided, for the next occurring va- 
cancy on the Board of Pharmacy, and from among the nominees when 
regularly submitted and certified by the president and secretary of the 
Association, the Governor shall make his appointment for the vacancy 
or vacancies occurring in the Board. 

APPOINTEES SHALL QUALIFY WITHIN THIRTY (30) 
DAYS: Appointees to the Board of Pharmacy shall, within thirty 
(30) days after their appointment, take and subscribe an oath or af- 
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firmation before a properly qualified officer, that they will faithfully 
and impartially perform the duties of their offices, which oath or af- 
firmation shall be filed with the Secretary of State. 

Section 8. PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENT, SECRETARY 
AND TREASURER ELECTED ANUUALLY; LATTER MAY 
OR MAY NOT BE BOARD MEMBER: The State Board of Phar- 
macy shall organize by electing a president and a vice-president, both 
of whom shall be elected annually from its members, and a treasurer 
and a secretary who may or may not be a member of said Board. The 
officers of the existing Board of Pharmacy shall continue to act until 
the term for which they have been elected shall expire. 

BOARD TO MAKE BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULA- 
TIONS AND FIX STANDARDS FOR REGISTRATION EX- 
CEPT AS OTHERWISE SPECIFIED: The Board shall have a 
common seal and shall have power to make by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions for the proper performance of its duties and the duties of its 
officers and employees, and to carry out the provisions of this Act. 
The Board shall also have power to fix standards and requirements 
for pharmaceutical registration, except as otherwise specified. 

BOARD TO EMPLOY NECESSARY CHEMISTS, INSPEC- 
TORS, CLERKS AND ATTORNEY: The Board shall have the 
power to employ a chief drug inspector and two assistant drug in- 
spectors whose duty it shall be to enforce all of the provisions of this 
Act under the direct supervision of the Board. The Board shall also 
have the power to employ stich chemists, agents and clerical help needed 
for the proper conduct of the office, and shall have the authority to 
employ an attorney to assist in prosecution under this Act, and for any 
other purpose it may deem necessary. 

DUTY OF OFFICERS: ‘The President of the Board shall pre- 
side at all its meetings and in his absence or inability to preside, the 
vice-president shall so act. 

The Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy shall be the executive 
officer in charge of the Board’s office. He shall make, keep, and be 
in charge of all records and record books required to be kept by the 
Board, including a register of all registrants who under this Act are 
required to be registered, and also of all places of business required to 
be registered thereunder, and shall attend to the correspondence of the 
Board and perform such other duties as the Board may require, in 
keeping with the office of secretary. He shall receive and receipt for 
all fees collected under this Act, and at regular intervals as ordered by 
the Board, shall pay the same over to the Treasurer of the State Board 
of Pharmacy for the use of the State Board of Pharmacy. 

COMPENSATION AND EXPENSE PAID OUT OF BOARD 
FUND: ‘The compensation and expense of the members, officers, 
and employees of the Board shall be paid out of this fund. All dis- 
bursements shall be made by warrant, or voucher signed by the presi- 
dent and the secretary of the Board. 
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SECRETARY TO FURNISH BOND: The Secretary, also 
Treasurer, of the Board shall furnish a bond, the amount of such bond 
to be fixed by the Board, conditional upon the faithful performance 
and discharge of the duties of his office according to law. 

SECRETARY’S SALARY: The Secretary, also Treasurer, shall 
receive a salary to be fixed by the Board, and all necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of his official duties. 

MEMBERS OF BOARD EMPOWERED TO ADMINISTER 
OATHS: Any member of the Board shall be empowered to adminis- 
ter oaths in connection with the duties of the Board. 

BOOKS, RECORDS PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE IN COURT: 
The books, registers, and records of the Board as made and kept by 
the secretary or under his supervision, subject to the direction of the 
Board, shall be prima facie evidence of the matter therein recorded, 
in any court of law. 

Section 4. TIME AND PLACE OF MEETING OF BOARD: 
The Board of Pharmacy shall hold meetings for the examination of 
. applicants for registration and for the transaction of such other busi- 
ness as may legally come before it, at least three (3) times a year, and 
such additional meetings as may be deemed necessary. Due public 
notice of all stated meetings shall be given at least thirty (30) days in 
advance of said meetings. 

ANNUAL REPORT OF BOARD: The Board shall make a 
written report annually to the Governor of the State and to the State 
_ Pharmaceutical Association, of its proceedings and of its receipts and 

disbursements under this Act, including also the names of all regis- 
trants duly licensed to practice under this Act and record of permits 
and renewals. 

Section 5. BOARD CHARGED WITH ENFORCEMENT OF 
ALL LAWS PERTAINING TO PHARMACY: It shall be the 
duty of the Board of Pharmacy to enforce the provisions of all laws 
of the State which pertain to the practice of pharmacy, the manufac- 
ture, production, sale or distribution of drugs, chemicals and poisons, 
and to their standard of strength and purity. 

Section 6. WHO MAY SELL, COMPOUND AND DISPENSE 
DRUGS AND MEDICINES; USE OF TERMS DRUG STORE, 
PHARMACY, ETC., PROHIBITED UNLESS REGISTERED 
PHARMACIST IN CHARGE: It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, corporation, or co-partnership, to open or conduct a place of 
business, pharmacy, dispensary, drug store, apothecary shop, or store, 
in which drugs, medicines, or poisons are retailed, compounded and 
dispensed, or to stock, expose or offer for sale at retail any drugs, 
medicines, chemicals or poisons, except as otherwise specifically pro- 
vided; or to use or exhibit the title “drugs,” “Drug store,” “Drug 
shop,” “Pharmacy,” or “Apothecary,” or any combination of such 
words or titles, or any title or description of like import, or any other 
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term or terms designated to take the place thereof, without placing in 
active personal charge and on duty at all times during business hours 
except for temporary absences as defined and prescribed by the Board 
of Pharmacy at each place of business a pharmacist duly registered 
and licensed by the Board of Pharmacy of this State. It shall be un- 
lawful for any firm, corporation, or place of business to advertise 
as pharmacists unless the owners thereof, of such places of business, 
are duly registered as pharmacists; provided, however, that the owners 
may advertise the fact that they have registered pharmacists in their 
employ. 

"AND PROVIDED further that nothing in this section shall pre- 
vent a person, firm or corporation who is now using the term drug 
store and who does not now sell any medicines except patent medicines 
and household remedies as specified by the Board of Pharmacy, from 
continuing to use the term drug store for a period of twelve months 
from the passage of this Act. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION: Any person, firm, corporation 
or copartnership violating the provisions of this section shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) nor more than two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) and cost of prosceution for the first of- 
fense, and for each succeeding offense not less than fifty ($50.00) nor 
more than two hundred dollars ($200.00) and cost of prosecution. 

ADMINISTRATION OF MEDICINES BY PHYI'SICIANS, 
DENTISTS AND VETERINARIANS: PATENTS AND PRO- 
PRIETARIES EXEMPTED; WHOLESALERS AND MANU- 
FACTURERS EXEMPTED; PROVIDED, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent the personal adminis- 
tration of drugs and medicines carried or kept by licensed physicians, 
dentists or veterinarians, in order to supply the needs of their patients; 
nor to prevent the sale of patent or proprietary medicines or reme- 
dies, which do not contain opium or coca leaves, or any compound, 
manufacture, salt, derivative or preparation thereof, when sold at 
retail in original packages; nor to prevent the sale of drugs, medicines, 
chemicals, poisons, or patent and proprietary medicines at wholesale 
by wholesale dealers or manufacturers thereof who keep in their 
employ at least one registered pharmacist; PROVIDED further that 
the Board of Pharmacy may grant to any legally licensed physician 
in towns where there is no licensed pharmacist an annual permit to 
conduct a pharmacy or drug store in such town or village subject to 
the provisions of this Act. 

Section 7. REQUIREMENTS FOR REGISTRATION AS 
PHARMACIST: MUST BE GRADUATE IN PHARMACY, 
ETC.; RETAIL PHARMACY EXPERIENCE REQUIRE- 
MENTS; ACTUAL COLLEGE ATTENDANCE NOT TO EX- 
CEED THREE (3) YEARS CREDITED ON REQUIRED FOUR 
(4) YEARS’ TRAINING; MINIMUM OF ONE (1) YEAR 
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DRUG STORE EXPERIENCE EVEN IF FOUR (4) YEAR 
GRADUATE. Every applicant for examination and registration as a 
pharmacist shall be not less than twenty-one (21) years of age, of good 
moral character and temperate habits, a graduate of a grade A school 
or college of pharmacy, or department of pharmacy of a university, 
whose requirements are not less than the minimum requirements for 
membership in the American Association of College of Pharmacy, rec- 
ognized by the Board of Pharmacy, and shall file proof satisfactory to 
the Board, substantiated by proper affidavits, of sufficient service and 
experience in a retail pharmacy, under the supervision of a registered 
or licensed pharmacist, to make a total, together with actual time of 
college attendance, of at least four (4) years of pharmaceutical train- 
ing; and shall pass an examination by the Board of Pharmacy; PRO- 
VIDED, that in all cases the actual time of attendance at school or 
‘college of pharmacy, or a department of pharmacy of a university, to 
be credited on the required four (4) years of pharmaceutical training, 
shall not exceed three (3) years. 

Service and experience in a retail pharmacy under the supervision 
of a registered or licensed pharmacist as required in this section shall 
be predominantly related to the selling of drugs, compounding physi- 
cians’ prescriptions, preparing pharmaceutical preparations, and keep- 
ing records and making reports required under the State and Federal 
statutes. 

AND PROVIDED FURTHER, that all persons who hold Assist- 
ant Pharmacy License in Alabama shall have the privilege of taking 
a pharmacist examination before the State Board of Pharmacy on or 
before the 1st day of July, 1932, and if successful shall be issued a 
pharmacist license. : 

AND PROVIDED FURTHER, that any person of good moral 
character who now is, and has been, actively and continuously engaged 
in the drug business for the past ten (10) years in a town of less than 
two thousand (2,000) population may appear before the State Board 
of Pharmacy and take a limited examination; and, if successful, shall 
receive a limited license which shall entitle him or her to practice phar- 
macy in such town. 

AND PROVIDED FURTHER, that such limited license shall be- 
come null and void immediately when the owner thereof sells his or her 
business, or for any other reason discontinues the practice of phar- 
macy in his or her present locality. Any person who can qualify un- 
der this provision of Section 7 must appear before the Board on or 
Before July 1, 1932, for examination. 

RECIPROCITY: and PROVIDED FURTHER, that the Board 
of Pharmacy in its discretion register as a pharmacist, without exami- 
nation, any person who is duly registered by examination in some other 
State, provided that the said person shall produce evidence satisfactory 
to the Board of having had the required secondary and professional 
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education and training, and is possessed of good character and morals, 
as demanded of applicants for registration under the provisions of the 
Pharmacy Act of this State; EXCEPTING, that persons of good char- 
acter who have become registered as pharmacists by examination in 
other States prior to the time this Act becomes in force shall be re- 
quired to satisfy only the requirements which existed in this State 
at the time when they became registered in such other states; and 
PROVIDED also, that the State in which such person is registered 
shall, under like conditions, grant reciprocal registration as pharmacist, 
without examination, to pharmacists duly registered by examination in 
this State. 

Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation, 
to sell, furnish, or give away any cocaine, alpha, or beta eucaine, opium, 
morphine, heroin, or any salt or compound of any of the fore- 
going substances, or any preparation or compound containing any of 
the foregoing substances or their salts, except upon the original writ- 
ten order or prescription of a lawfully authorized practitioner of medi- 
cine, dentistry, or veterinary medicine, which order or prescription shall 
be dated, and shall contain name of the person for whom prescribed; 
or, if ordered by a practitioner of veterinary medicine, shall state the 
kind of animal for which ordered, and shall be signed by the person 
giving the prescription or order. Such written order or prescription 
shall be preserved on file for a period of not less than two (2) years 
by the person, firm or corporation, who shall compound or dispense 
the article ordered or prescribed, and it shall not be again compounded 
or dispensed, except upon the written order of the original prescriber 
for each and every subsequent compounding or dispensing. No copy 
or duplicate of such written order or prescription shall be made, or de- 
tivered to any person, but the original shall at all times be open to in- 
spection by the prescriber and properly authorized officers of the law, 
PROVIDED, however, that the provisions of this Act shall not be 
construed to apply to the manufacture, sale, distribution, giving away, 
dispensing or possession of preparations and remedies which do not 
contain more than two (2) grains of opium, or more than one-fourth 
(1/4) of a grain of morphine, or more than one-eighth (1/8) of a 
grain of heroin, or more than one (1) grain of cocaine, or any salt 
or derivative of any of them in one (1) fluid ounce, or, if a solid or 
semi-solid preparation, in one (1) avoirdupois ounce; or to liniments, 
ointments, or other preparations which are prepared for external use, 
only, except liniments, ointments, and other preparations which contain 
cocaine or any of its salt or alpha or beta eucaine, or any of their 
salts or any synthetic substances from them; PROVIDED, that such 
remedies and preparations are manufactured, sold, distributed, given 
away, dispensed, or possessed as medicines and not for the purpose of 
evading the intentions and provisions of this Act. 
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PROVIDED, FURTHER, that any manufacturer, producer, com- 
pounder, or vendor (including dispensing physicians) of the prepara- 
tions and remedies mentioned in this section shall keep a record of all 
sales, exchanges, or gifts or such preparations and remedies in such 
manner as the Board of Pharmacy shall direct. Such record shall 
be preserved for a period of two (2) years in such a way as to be 
readily accessible to inspection by any officer, agent or employee of 
the State Board of Pharmacy. 

AND, PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the above provisions shall 
not apply to sales at wholesale by jobbers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers, to retail druggists or qualified physicians, or to each other, nor 
to the sale by retail druggists to regular practitioners of medicine, 
dentistry, or veterinary medicine, or to each other nor to sales made 
to manufacturers of proprietary or pharmaceutical preparations. for 
use in the manufacture of such preparations, nor to sales to hospitals, 
colleges, scientific or public institutions. It shall be unlawful for any 
practitioner of medicine, dentistry, or veterinary medicine, to furnish 
to, or td prescribe for, the use of any habitual user of the same, any 
cocaine, heroin, alpha, or beta eucaine, opium, morphine, or any salt 
or compounds of any of the foregoing substances, or any preparations 
containing any of the foregoing substances, or their salts or com- 
pounds, And it shall also be unlawful for any practitioner of den- 
tistry to prescribe any of the foregoing substances for any person not 
under his treatment in the regular practice of his profession, or for 
any practitioner or veterinary medicine to prescribe any of the fore- 
going substances for the use of any human being. PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that the provisions of this section shall be construed not 
to prevent any lawfully authorized practitioner of medicine from fur- 
nishing or prescribing in good faith for the use of any habitual user 
of narcotic drugs who is under his professional care such substances 
as he may deem necessary for their treatment, when such prescriptions 
are not given or substances furnished for the purpose of evading the 
provisions of this Act. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION: Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of Section 8 of this Act, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction for the first offense shall be 
fined not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00), nor more than Two Hun- 
dred Dollars ($200.00), and upon conviction for second offense shall 
be fined not less than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), nor more 
than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) and upon conviction for a 
subsequent offense shall be fined not less than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) and shall be sentenced to hard labor for the County for not 
more than six (6) months; and if a licensed pharmacist, or assistant 
pharmacist, his license shall be revoked by said Board of Pharmacy. 
The Court record of the conviction shall be accepted as competent 
evidence.

It shall:be the duty under this Act of all Judges at every term of 
their courts to charge all regularly empanelled grand juries of their 
courts to diligently inquire into and investigate all cases of the viola- 
tions of any provisions of this Act, and to make true presentment of 
all persons guilty of such violations. It shall be the duty of said Board 
of Pharmacy to cause the prosecution of all persons violating any pro- 
visions of this Act. No prosecution shall be brought for the sale of 
any patent or proprietary medicine containing any of the drugs or 
preparations hereinbefore mentioned until said Board of Pharmacy 
shall certify that such medicine contains any of the said drugs or 
preparations in excess of the minimum percentage heretofore men- 
tioned.. 

Section 9. Any person not qualified under the provisions of this 
Act to buy and sell narcotic drugs, or who has been issued or who 
has in his possession a Federal license to buy and sell narcotic drugs, 
such as opium, and its derivatives, cocaine and its salts, beta and 
alpha eucaine, shall be considered a violator of the provisions of Sec- 
tion 8 of this Act, and the fact that he has been issued such Federal 
license or has such license in his possession shall be taken as prima facie 
evidence against him. 

Section 10. That it shall be unlawful for any person to retail any 
poisons enumerated in Schedules “A” and “B”: which are as follows, 
except upon the conditions hereinafter named: Biniodide of Mercury, 
Cyanide of Potassium, Carbolic Acid, Hydrocyanic Acid, Strychnine, 
Arsenic and its preparations, and all other poisonous alkaloids and their 
salts not included in Section 8 of this Act and the essential oil of bit- 
ter almonds, Schedule “B”—Aconite, Belladonna, Colchium, Conium, 
Nux Vomica, Henbane, Savin, Ergot, Cotton Root, Cantharides, Creo- 
sote, Veratrium, Digitalis, and their pharmaceutical preparations, Cro- 
ton Oil, Chloroform, Sulphate of Zinc, Corrosive Sublimate, Red Pre- 
cipitate, White Precipitate, Mineral Acids and Oxalic Acid. PRO- 
VIDED, that any of the poisons hereinafter included in Schedule 
“A” may be legally sold by any registered pharmacist, but he shall be- 
fore delivering the same to the purchaser, cause an entry to be made 
in a book kept for that purpose, stating the date of sale, name and ad- 
dress of purchaser, the name of person sold and the amount, the pur- 
pose for which it was represented by the purchaser, to be required, 
and the name of the dispenser, such book to be always, open for in- 
spection by the proper authorities, and to be preserved for at least 
three (3) years) PROVIDED, FURTHER, that any of the poisons 
hereinabove named in Schedule “B” may be legally sold, but only on the 
condition that the person, firm or corporation, selling or furnishing 
the same shall label the box, vessel or paper in which the said poison 
is contained with the name of the drug, the word “poison” and the name 
and place of the seller. Nor shall it be lawful for any registered phar- 
macist to sell or deliver any poisons enumerated in Schedule “A” and 
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“B” above, unless upon due inquiry it be found that the purchaser is 
aware of its poisonous character, and represents that it is to be used 
for legitimate purposes. The provisions of this section shall not apply 
to the dispensing of poison in not unusual quantities or upon the pre- 
scription of practitioners of medicine. PROVIDED, nothing in this 
section shall prohibit the sale of insecticides, fungicides or poisons 
used in the arts, when sold in original packages and labeled according 
to the law, and other remedies or materials used in the control or 
eradication of insect pests and plant diseases. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION: Whoever shall violate any of 
the provisions of Section 9 and 10 of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) nor more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars ($100.00). Whoever shall fail to preserve the original of any pre- 
scription, or a true copy of the same, or to produce same when law- 
fully required, in accordance with the provisions of Section 8 of this 
Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) nor more 
than Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00). 

Section 11. FEE FOR REGISTRATION AS PHARMACIST: 
Every applicant for examination and registration as pharmacist shall 
pay to the Board of Pharmacy at the time of filing application a fee 
of "Fifteen Dollars ($15.00). In case the applicant passes a satisfactory 
examination, the secretary of the Board shall issue to the applicant a 
certificate as registered pharmacist. 

FEE FOR REGISTRATION BY RECIPROCITY: Every ap- 
plicant for reciprocal registration shall pay a fee of Twenty-five Dol- 
lars ($25.00) to the State Board of Pharmacy. 

All certificates, licenses and permits issued by the Board of Phar- 
macy shall bear the signature of all members and officers of the Board. 

Section 12. ANNUAL EXPIRATION OF CERTIFICATES: 
All certificates of registration issued by the Board of Pharmacy shall 
expire on the 31st day of December following the date of issuance of 
the same. 

RENEWAL FEE REGISTERED PHARMACIST: Every reg- 
istered pharmacist engaged in the active practice of pharmacy shall pay 
to the Secretary of the Board annually between January 1st and March 
1st a renewal fee of Two Dollars ($2.00) or, at his option may apply 
for, and if proper may receive a license to cover the term of his natural 
life upon the payment of a fee of Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00). 

CERTIFICATES NULL AND VOID UNLESS RENEWED 
BY MARCH ist; REINSTATEMENT OF LAPSED CERTIFI- 
CATES: The payment of annual renewal fee shall entitle the regis- 
trants to renewal of certificate. lf the renewal fee for any pharma- 
cist’s certificate, the holder of which is actively engaged in the prac- 
tice of pharmacy, be unpaid by the 1st day of March of any year, 
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such certificate is hereby declared null and void, and the holder thereof 
may be reinstated as a registered pharmacist only upon payment of a 
penalty of ‘Ten Dollars ($10.00) and all lapsed fees, PROVIDED, 
that actual retirement from the profession by any registered pharma- 
cist for a period not exceeding five .(5) years shall not deprive him of 
the right to renew the registration upon the payment of lapsed fees. 

Section 18. DRUG STORE, REGISTRATION REQUIRE- 
MENT. The Board of Pharmacy shall require and provide for annual 
registration of every pharmacy, drug store, pharmacy department, 
prescription laboratory, dispensary or apothecary in this State. Any 
person, firm, corporation, or co-partnership desiring to operate, main- 
tain, open or establish a pharmacy, drug store, pharmacy department, 
prescription laboratory, dispensary, or apothecary, in this State shall 
apply to the Board of Pharmacy for a permit or license to do so within 
thirty days. The application for such permit or license shall be made 
on a form prescribed and furnished by the Board of Pharmacy, which, 
when properly executed, shall indicate the ownership, trustee, receiver, 
or other person or persons desiring such permit or license, including 
the name of the registered pharmacist, owner or manager in charge 
or to be placed in charge, as well as the location of such pharmacy, 
drug store, pharmacy department, prescription laboratory, dispensary 
or apothecary, including street, name and number, and such other 
information as the Board may require. If it is desired to operate, main- 
tain, open or establish more than one pharmacy, drug store, pharmacy 
department, prescription laboratory, dispensary, or apothecary, sepa- 
rate application shall be made and separate permit or license shall be 
issued for each. 

FEE FIVE DOLLARS: Every application for a permit shall be 
accompanied by the required fee of Five Dollars ($5.00), which amount 
shall also be paid annually as the fee for renewal of such permit or 
license. If an application is found to be satisfactory by the Board of 
Pharmacy, the Secretary shall issue to the applicant a permit or license 
for such pharmacy, drug store, pharmacy department, prescription lab- 
oratory, dispensary, or apothecary, for which an application is made. 

PERMITS NON-TRANSFERABLE; PERMIT VOID UN- 
LESS RENEWED BY LAST DAY OF FEBRUARY: Permits or 
licenses issued under this section shall not be transferable, and shall 
expire on December 31st of each calendar year, and if application for 
renewal for permit or license is not made and a new one granted on 
or before the last day of February, the old permit or license shail 
lapse.and become null and void. Change of ownership, management, 
or registered pharmacist in charge must be reported promptly to the 
Board in writing. The Board of Pharmacy is hereby authorized to 
revoke any permit or license issued under the provisions of this section 
at any time when examination or inspection of the pharmacy, drug 
store, pharmacy department, prescription laboratory, dispensary, or 
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apothecary, for the operation of which the permit or license was 
granted, shall disclose that such place is not being conducted according 
to the law. 

$25.00 FINE FOR FAILURE TO SECURE PERMIT: Any 
person, firm, corporation or co-partnership owning, operating or, main- 
taining a pharmacy, drug store, pharmacy department, prescription lab- 
oratory, dispensary, or apothecary, in violation of this section by failing 
to secure a permit or license as required shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon coriviction thereof shall be fined not less than Twen- 
ty-Five Dollars ($25.00) und the cost of prosecution, and each and 
every day that such violation continues shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Section 14. CERTIFICATES, LICENSES AND PERMITS 
MUST BE DISPLAYED; PENALTY FOR NOT DISPLAYING 
LICENSES AND PERMITS: If the holder of any certificate of 
registration, license, or permit granted under the provisions of this Act 
shall refuse or neglect to conspicuously display the same in the phar- 
macy, drug store, pharmacy department, dispensary, apothecary, store, 
or place of business to which it applies, or if the registered pharmacist 
who conducts as proprietor or manages any pharmacy, drug store, 
pharmacy department, dispensary, or apothecary, shall neglect or refuse 
to conspicuously display his name as R. Ph. (Registered Pharmacist) 
over the door of the pharmacy, drug store or apothecary, or if a phar- 
macy department or dispensary, in a conspicuous place in such depart- 
ment or dispensary, he shall be liable on conviction thereof to a pen- 
alty of not less than Twenty Dollars ($20.00) nor more than Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) and the cost of prosecution. 

Section 15. BOARD TO MAKE RULES FOR RECOGNI- 
TION OF SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES OF PHARMACY: The 
Board of Pharmacy shall adopt and promulgate standards and require- 
ments for recognition of schools and colleges of pharmacy, subject to 
change as may be deemed necessary from time to time. The require- 
ments shall include provisions for a course of instruction, equipment, 
and professional staff. 

NO SCHOOL OR COLLEGE TO BE RECOGNIZED UN- 
LESS HIGH SCHOOL OR EQUIVALENT THEREOF IS RE- 
QUIRED FOR ENTRANCE TO COURSE: PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, that no school or college of pharmacy shall be given recogni- 
tion by the Board unless all persons entering for regular courses in 
pharmacy are required to be graduates of a standard recognized high 
school or have acquired the equivalent for a four (4) year high school 
course in some other institution of equal rank or standing, or shall 
have passed an examination for the equivalent of a four year 
high school course given by a State university or by a State depart- 
ment or bureau issuing a qualifying certificate. 
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Section 16. REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF LI- 
CENSE; BOARD OR ITS MEMBERS MAY EXAMINE WIT- 
NESSES UNDER OATH; SUSPENDED REGISTRANT MAY 
APPEAL TO COURT WITHIN 30 DAYS: The certificate of 
registration or license of any pharmacist may be revoked or suspended 
by the Board of Pharmacy when the registration is proven to the 
Board to have been obtained by fraudulent means, or when the regis- 
trant has been convicted of a felony, or is found by the Board to be 
guilty of gross immorality, reprehensible conduct’ or to be addicted to 
the liquor or drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit 
to compound, sell or dispense drugs and medicines. A certificate of 
registration or license shall be revoked or suspended only after due 
notice and hearing, and, for the purpose of such hearing, the Board 
or any member thereof is hereby authorized to examine witnesses 
under oath and take oaths or affirmations, and to reduce the testi- 
mony given in any such case to writing. Within thirty (30) days 
take an appeal to any court of record of the State, of competent juris- 
diction, and pending such appeal the decision of the Board shall be 
suspended until the court renders judgment, which shall be final 
in the case, and if the decision of the Board is not sustained, the regis- 
trant shall be reinstated. 

Section 17. LATEST REVISION OF U. S. P. AND N. F. 
TO BE KEPT IN EACH PHARMACY; PENALTY FOR VIO- 
LATION: ‘There shall be kept in every pharmacy or drug store a 
copy of the last revision of the United States Pharmacopoeia, and the 
the latest revision of the National Formulary, and if homeopathic 
remedies are compounded or dispensed, a copy of the latest revision 
of the Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia of the United States, which books 
must be available for the inspection of the Board of Pharmacy and 
its properly authorized agents and employees. Any person failing to 
comply with the requirements of this section shall, upon conviction, 
be fined the sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) and the cost of prosecu- 
tion. \ 

Section 18. PHARMACOPOEIA AND N. F. STANDARDS 
TO BE MAINTAINED; SUBSTITUTION WITHOUT NOTI- 
FICATION FORBIDDEN: No person, firm or corporation shall 
manufacture, compound, sell or offer for sale, or cause to be manu- 
factured, sold or offered for sale, any drug, medicine, chemical or 
pharmaceutical preparation, the strength and purity of which falls 
below the professed standard of strength and purity as required by 
the Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary. Nor shall any pharma- 
cist or other person being requested by means of a prescription, or in 
any other manner, to sell, furnish or compound any drug, medicine, 
chemical or pharmaceutical preparation, substitute or cause to be sub- 
stituted therefor without notification to the prescriber or purchaser, 
any other drug, medicine, chemical or pharmaceutical preparation. 
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PENALTY: Any pharmacist or other person violating any pro- 
vision of this section shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) nor more than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and the cost 
of prosecution for the first offense, and for each subsequent offense 
shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) and the cost of prosecution. 

Section 19. REQUIRED LABEL. Excepting as otherwise spe- 
cifically provided by law, no person shall sell or dispose at retail any 
drug, medicine, or poison without affixing to the box, bottle, vessel 
or package containing said drug, medicine or poison, a clear and legi- 
ble label, either printed or written, bearing the name of the article 
with the name and the place of business of the registered pharmacist, 
owner or manager from which the article was obtained. 

PRESCRIPTION RECORD OR FILE MUST BE KEPT; 
VIOLATION FOR PENALTY. Every proprietor or manager of a 
pharmacy or drug store shall keep in his place of business a suitable 
book or file in which shall, be preserved for a period of not less 
than five (5) years the original of every prescription compounded or 
dispensed at such pharmacy or drug store, numbering, dating and fil- 
ing them in the order in which they were compounded, and shall pro- 
duce the same in court or before any grand jury whenever thereto 
legally required. Said book or file of original prescriptions shall at 
all times be open for inspection by the prescriber, the Board of Phar- 
macy and all officers of the law. Any person violating or failing to 
comply with the requirements of this section shall, upon conviction, be 
fined not less than twenty dollars ($20.00) nor more than Fifty dol- 
lars ($50.00) and the cost of prosecution. 

Section 20. ITINERATE VENDORS. It shall be unlawful 
for anyone to peddle any chemicals and/or drugs in bulk or broken 
packages, and/or compounding such drugs or chemicals, intended for 
the relief of human suffering unless he be a registered pharmacist or 
practicing physician in good standing and has complied with all the 
requirements of this Act. Provided, that nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to apply in any way to vendors selling household remedies, 
patent medicines, proprietaries or other preparations manufactured in 
compliance with the Federal Pure Food Laws and sold in unbroken 
packages, provided that such packages or containers shall have printed 
thereon complete directions as to the use and purpose of the contents. 

Any person violating this section shall be fined not less than Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) nor more than Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) and 
costs of prosecution. 

Section 21. All laws, or parts of laws in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall be and the same are hereby repealed, and should 
any part of this law be declared unconstitutional, the parts not so 
declared unconstitutional, shall remain in full force and effect. 
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Section 22. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

H. 1061. <A bill to be entitled an Act to propose to amend the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama so as to fix the limit of indebted- 
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ness authorized to be incurred by the town of Sylacauga, and to order 
an election by the qualified electors of the State upon such proposed 
amendment to be held at the next general election after the final ad- 
Journment of the present session of the Legislature. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed: “The town of Sylacauga is hereby au- 
thorized to become indebted in an amount, including present indebted- 
ness, not exceeding five per centum of the assessed valuation of the 
property therein, provided ‘that there shall not be included in the limita- 
tion of the indebtedness the following classes of indebtedness, to-wit: 
temporary loans, to be paid within one year, made in anticipation of 
the collection of the taxes, and not exceeding one-fourth of the general 
revenues, bonds or other obligations already issued, or which may here- 
after be issued for the purpose of acquiring, providing, enlarging, 
improving or constructing school houses, sewers, water works, electric 
light, gas, or sewage disposal plants either within or without the City 
Limits; and obligations incurred and bonds issued for street or side- 
walk improvements where the cost of the same, in whole or in part,

The bill: 
S. 503. An act to provide for and submit to the qualified voters of 
the State of Alabama; at an election to be held on the.._..Tuesday 


after the expiration of three (3) months after the final adjournment 
of the present session of the Legislature at which this amendment is 
proposed; an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama whereby the 
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Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County may obligate Mo- 
bile County and to that end may issue and sell bonds which shall be 
the direct obligation of said County, the proceeds from the sale of 
which may be used by said Board for such public school purposes 
as may now or hereafter be provided by law. To pay said indebtedness 
and the interest thereon, said Board may forthwith levy and collect 
annually a special tax on all property situate in Mobile County, not 
exceeding the amount of one twentieth (1/20) of one per centum 
(1%) of the assessed value of such property, and on and after four 
years from the date of said amendment’s adoption, a further tax of 
one-fifth (1/5) of one per centum (1%) of said value on said prop- 
erty; Provided, However, that the principal sum of bonds issued shall 
not at any one time exceed five per centum of the assessed value of 
all property situate in the County of Mobile, this limitation being in

That the following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama, for their consideration at an election to be held 
on the Tuesday after the expiration of three (3) months after 
the final adjournment of the present session of the legislature at which 
this amendment is. proposed, to-wit: 

“Mobile County may become obligated and indebted for public 
school purposes and to that end, the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County, may from time to time issue and sell bonds which 
shall be the direct obligation of said County, the proceeds from the 
sale of which may be used by said Board for such public school pur- 
poses as may now or hereafter be provided by law. To pay said in- 
debtedness and the interest thereon, said Board may forthwith levy 
and collect annually a special tax on all property situate in Mobile 
County, not exceeding the amount of one-twentieth (1/20) of one 
per centum (1%) of the assessed value of such property, and on and

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered with the 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a week 
in each county in the state, for at least eight (8) successive weeks 
next preceding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. That on the. Tuesday after the expiration of 
three (3) months after the final adjournment of the present session 
of the legislature at which this amendment is proposed, an election 
shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon the proposed amendment; Upon the ballots used at 
such election shall be printed the following, namely: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama: 

“Mobile County may become obligated and indebted for public 
school purposes and to that end, the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County, may from time to time issue and sell bonds which 
shall be the direct obligation of said County, / the proceeds from the 
sale of which may be used by said Board for such public school pur- 
poses as may now or hereafter be provided by law. To pay said in- 
debtedness and the interest thereon, said Board may forthwith levy 
and collect annually a special tax on all property situate in Mobile 
County, not exceeding the amount of one-twentieth (1/20) of one 
per centum (1%) of the assessed value of such property, and on 
and after the expiration of four (4) years from the date of the adop- 
tion of this amendment as a part of the Constitution of Alabama, said 
Board may levy and collect annually on said property the further and 
additional tax of not exceeding one-fifth (1/5) of one per centum

“No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark by 
him opposite the word expressing his desire. Officers of such election 
shall be appointed, and the election shall be held in all things in ac- 
cordance with the laws governing general elections. In the election 
so held upon such proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall 
be canvassed and tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secre- 
tary of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections for rep- 
resentatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
stich proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, said amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of the Constitution 
of Alabama. The result of said election shall be made known by proc- 
lamation of the Governor. 

Section 4. The expenses of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notice shall be paid out of the State 
Treasury, in the same manner as the expenses of other elections are 
paid.

A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the State to locate, construct, 
improve, repair and maintain public roads, highways and bridges in the 
State of Alabama; and to that end, to authorize the State to appro-

suance of said permit. Said bond shall be made with some surety

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it 
originated, Senate Bill No. 423 without my approval. I suggest the following 
amendment which if made will meet my objection and cause the bill to meet 
my approval, , 

Section 12 of said Bill should be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 12. The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of Eighteen 
Hundred Dollars ($1,800.00) per annum, payable in twelve -equal. monthly 
installments of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) each, upon war- 
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rants drawn by said Judge upon the Municipal Court Fund in said treasury, 
and shall not be payable out of any other funds of said County. The Deputy 
Solicitor of Limestone County shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred 
Dollars per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) each, upon warrants drawn bv said Deputy Solici- 
tor upon the Municipal Court Fund in said treasury and shall not be payable 
out of any other funds of said County. And it shall be the duty of said Judge 
at some time between the 25th day of December and the 31st day of Decem- 
ber of each year to draw a warrant on said Municipal Court Fund in the 
treasury for the remainder of said fund then on hand in said Municipal Court 
Fund payable to and to be deposited to the Fine and Forfeiture fund of said

That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, other than the owner thereof, to purchase, offer to purchase, 
sell, offer to sell, or transport for sale, ariy bottle, can, crate or other 
container, upon which or in which appears, in permanent form, the 
name, trade-name, or trade-mark, of the owner thereof, in which milk 
or milk products are sold and delivered with the understanding at 
the time of such sale and delivery of the contents thereof, that such 
bottle, can, crate, or container is the property of the person, firm 
or corporation, whose name, trade-name or trade-mark is designated, 
in permanent form, thereon or therein; provided that this section 
shall not apply to the manufacturers of such bottles, cans, crates, or 
like containers, nor shall it apply to purchasers at execution sales or 
other judicial sales; also provided, that any person, firm or corporation, 
who may sell or otherwise dispose of his, their or its business in bulk 
may transfer his, their or its bottles, cans, crates or containers to 
his, their or its vendee, by bill of sale; nor shall the provisions of this 
act apply to bottle exchanges which are operated by or patronized by 
the owners of such bottles, cans, crates or like containers. 

Section 2. Whenever the name, trade-name, or trade-mark of any 
person, firm or corporation, appears, in permanent form, upon or in 
any milk bottle, can, crate or container of any kind, in which milk or 
milk products are sold and delivered, such fact shall create a rebuttable 
presumption that such person, firm or corporation, is the owner there- 
of. 

Section 3. The use, possession, or control, by any person, firm 
or corporation, engaged in the business of buying, selling, renting, re- 
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ceiving, storing, transporting, or dealing in second-hand merchandise 
or junk, of any milk bottle, can, crate, carton or container, which 
has thereon or therein, in permanent form, the name of any dairy, 
dairyman, milk producer, milk distributor, milk vendor, or milk dealer, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of this act. 

Section 4. Any person or corporation violating any provision of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, 
if a natural person, shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, ($100.00) or by imprisonment for a term not to ex- 
ceed six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court or jury trying the case, and if a corporation, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00). 
Any officer or agent of a corporation or member or agent of a co- 
partnership or association, who shall personally participate in or be 
accessory to any violation of this act by such co-partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation, shall be subject to the penalties herein prescribed 
for individuals or natural persons.

That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama, is hereby proposed, and an election by the 
qualified electors of the State is hereby ordered upon such pro- 
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posed amendment, and the day appointed for such election is the 
first Tuesday in May, in the year 1932. The amendment proposed 
is as follows: 

(a) That the municipality of the City of. Gadsden, through its 
governing body, in addition to the taxes which it is by any other 
provision of the Constitution, or any amendment thereto, other- 
wise authorized to levy and collect, may levy and collect from and 
after the adoption of this amendment, an additional tax of not ex- 
ceeding one-half of one per centum per annum in such amounts and 
to be devoted to such purposes as may be designated by the govern- 
ing body of said municipality and voted by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting upon such proposition at an election called by the gov-. 
erning body of said municipality for such purpose; provided that the 
total taxes levied for all purposes shall not exceed one and one- 
half per centum in any one year on the property situated therein, 
based on the valuation of such property as assessed for state taxa- 
tion. 

(b) That the municipality of the City of Decatur, through its 
governing body, in addition to the taxes which it is, by any other 
provision of the Constitution of the State of Alabama, or any 
amendment thereto, otherwise authorized to levy and. collect, may 
from and after the adoption of this amendment, levy and collect an 
additional tax of not exceeding one-half of one per centum per 
annum on the property situated therein, based on the valuation of 
such property as assessed for state taxation; provided further, that 
a majority of the qualified electors of said municipality voting upon 
such proposition at an election called by said municipality for that 
purpose may vote an additional tax not to exceed three-tenths of 
one per centum in any one year for any special purpose or purposes, 
which tax shall be levied, collected and used exclusively for the 
purpose or purposes for which the same is voted; provided that the 
total tax levied for all purposes by said municipality shall not ex- 
ceed one and one-half per centum during any one year on the prop- 
erty situated therein, based on the valuation of such property as 
assessed for state taxation. 

(c) That the municipality of the City of Bridgeport, through 
its governing body, in addition to the taxes which it is by any 
other provision of the Constitution, or any amendment thereto, au- 
thorized to levy and collect, may without an election therefor, levy 
and collect from and after the date of the adoption of this amend- 
ment an additional tax of not exceeding one per centum per annum, 
based on the value of property situated therein as assessed for 
state taxation during the preceding year, to be used exclusively for 
the purpose of paying its bonded indebtedness and the interest 
thereon, evidenced by its bonds and interest coupons outstanding 
at the time of the adoption of this amendment, or refunding bonds 
with the interest thereon hereafter issued for the purpose of refunding 
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any bonded indebtedness of the said city existing at the time of the 
adoption of this amendment; provided, however, that when and 
after all of said bonded indebtedness of the said city existing at 
the time of the adoption of this amendment, and whether evidenced 
by its bonds and interest coupons outstanding at the time of the 
adoption of this amendment or by refunding bonds hereafter issued 
for the purpose of refunding said bonded indebtedness or any part 
thereof, shall have been paid in full, the said additional tax herein 
authorized may be levied and collected in such amounts and may 
be devoted to such purposes as may be designated by its govern- 
ing body and voted for by a majority of the qualified electors of 
said municipality voting upon said proposition at an election called 
by the governing body of said municipality for such purpose; pro- 
vided, however, that the total taxes levied by said municipality, for 
all purposes shall not exceed one and one-half per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein, based on the valuation of said 
property as assessed for state taxation. 

(d) That the municipalities of Attalla and Altoona through 
their respective governing bodies, in addition to the taxes which 
each of such municipalities is, by any other provision of the Con- 
stitution or any amendment thereto, otherwise authorized to levy 
and collect, may levy and collect from and after the date of the 
adoption of this amendment an additional tax of not exceeding one 
per centum per annum, in such amounts and to be devoted to such 
purposes as may be designated by their respective governing bodies 
and voted for by a majority of the qualified electors of such mu- 
nicipality voting upon such proposition at an election called by the 
governing body of such municipality for such purpose; provided 
that the total taxes levied for all purposes shall not exceed one and 
one-half per centum in any one year on property situated therein, 
‘based on the valuation of such property as assessed for state taxa- 
tion. 

(e) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise af- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the right, power or authority 
of any municipality to levy and collect any and all taxes, whether 
general or special, which it is now authorized to levy and collect 
under the Constitution of the State of Alabama, or under any 
amendment thereto. 

(f) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the same 
manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to the mu- 
nicipal corporations for elections to authorize the issuance of mu- 
nicipal bonds.

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
authorizing the State to locate, construct, improve, repair and maintain 
public roads, highways and bridges in the State of Alabama; and to 
that end to authorize the State to issue and sell negotiable interest- 
bearing bonds in an amount not to exceed twenty-five million dollars 
($25,000,000.00) in addition to all bonds heretofore authorized for 
highway improvement; and to provide revenue and funds for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the principal and interest on such bonds and 
for the retirement of such bonds; and to order an election by the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon such proposed amend- 
ment to be held on Tuesday, the 17th day of November, 1931, which 
day is after the expiration of three months from and after the final 
adjournment of this regular session of the Legislature. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby ordered 
by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment and the day hereby appointed for such election is Tuesday, 
the 17th day of November, 1931, which day is more than three months 
after the final adjournment of this regular session of the Legislature 
at which this amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is as 
follows: ARTICLE XX B Section 1. The State is authorized to 
engage in the construction, improvement, repair and maintenance of 
public roads, highways and bridges in the State of Alabama. To this 
end and for this purpose the State is authorized to appropriate funds, 
and also to issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable State bonds in 
addition to those already authorized and sold for highway purposes as 
an amendment to the Constitution of 1901, in an amount not to exceed 
the sum of twenty-five million dollars ($25,000,000.00) ; to be issued 
under such denominations, numbers and series and maturing at such 
times as may be provided by law; all such bonds shall bear a rate of 
interest not greater than six per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, 
and shall be sold at a price not less than the par value thereof. The 
State Highway Commission, or Highway Department, or Director, or 
Board performing such duties, for the State of Alabama shall locate, 
construct, and maintain highways and State trunk roads so as to connect 
each county seat with the county seat of the adjoining county by the 
most direct or feasible route or by a permanent road, having due regard 
to the public welfare; and to connect the county seats of the several 
border counties at or near the State line with a public road in the border 
State. Provided, that in counties which are divided into two or more 
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judicial divisions in each of which regular terms of circuit court are 
held, shall likewise be connected with each other. It shall be the duty 
of the Highway Commission or Highway Department, Director or 
Board, to equitably apportion among the several counties of the State 
the expenditure of both money and labor and the time or times of 
making such investment. Not less than one-quarter of a million dol- 
lars of the proceeds of these bonds shall be set aside and expended by 
the State Highway Commission, or Highway Department, Director, or 
Board performing such duties in each county in the State. To create a 
sinking fund for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and 
the interest on these bonds and for the construction, maintenance and 
improvement of such public highways, roads and bridges, the Legislature 
shall levy an excise tax in addition to all levies prior to the 1931 
session of the Legislature of Alabama, of at least one cent per gallon 
upon gasoline or any substitute therefor, or an adequate license or excise 
tax on any other motive power used to propel auto vehicles. . Such bonds 
when issued shall be a direct obligation of the State, and for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the principal and the interest thereon the full 
faith and credit of the State is hereby irrevocably pledged and such 
bonds shall be exempt forever from taxes of every kind. 

Section 2. Notice of the election is hereby ordered together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a week 
in each county in the State, for at least eight successive weeks next 
preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein pro- 
vided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amendment ; 
and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall be printed 
the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as Article XX B 
of the Constitution of Alabama?” Article XX B, Section 1. The 
State is authorized to engage in the construction, improvement, repair 
and maintenance of public roads, highways and bridges in the State of 
Alabama. To this end and for this purpose the State is authorized to 
appropriate funds, and also to issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable 
State bonds in addition to those already authorized and sold for high- 
way purposes, as an amendment to the Constitution of 1901, in an 
amount not to exceed the sum of twenty-five millions dollars 
($25,000,000.00) ; to be issued in such denominations, numbers and 
series and maturing at such times as may be provided by law; all such 
bonds shall bear a rate of interest not greater than six per cent per 
annum, payable semi-annually, and shall be sold at a price not less than 
the par value thereof. The State Highway Commission, or Highway 
Department, or Director, or Board performing such duties for the State

It 
shall be the duty of the Highway Commission or Highway Department, 
or Director,-or Board, to equitably apportion among the several counties 
of the State the expenditure of both money and labor and the time or 
times of making such investment. Not less than one quarter of a 
million dollars of the proceeds of these bonds shall be set asidé and 
expended by the State Highway Commission, or Highway Department, 
or Director, or Board performing such duties, in each county in the 
S:ate. To create a sinking fund for the prompt and faithful payment 
of the principal and the interest on these bonds and for the construc-

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same, and 
shall be appointed in the same:manner and by the same officials as now 
provided by the election laws of the State for the appointment of 
officers to hold elections in this State and the election shall be held 
in all things in acocrdance with this Act, the law governing general 
elections, and the constitutional provisions concerning amendments to the 
Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, tabu- 
lated, and.returns thereof made to the Secretary of State, and counted 
in the same manner, as in elections for representatives to the Legisla- 
ture; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified 
electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amendment voted 
in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and 
purpose as a part of the Constitution of the State of Alabama.

S. 447. A bill to be entitled an Act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held next 
succeeding this session of the Legislature, for their consideration an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama by amending 
Section 138 of Article 5, of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified electors 
of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth viz., that. 
Section 138 of Article 5, of the Constitution of Alabama be amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 138 of Article 5—A sheriff shall be elected in each county 
by the qualified electors thereof who shall hold office for a term of six 
years unless sooner removed, and he shall be eligible to such office as 
his own successor; provided that the terms of all sheriffs expiring in 
the year 1935 are hereby extended until the First Monday after the 
Second Tuesday in January, 193%, unless sooner removed. Whenever 
any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the custody of any sheriff or 
his deputy, and put to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to 
the neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, 
such sheriff may be impeached under Section 174, of this Constitution.

Beginning at a point where the southern boundary line of township 4 
south, range 1 west intersects a line 1,000 feet eastwardly from low water mark 
on the western shore of Mobile Bay, running thence west along governmental 
section lines to the northwest corner of section 3, township 5 south, range 1 
west, running thence south along governmental section lines to the southeast 
corner of section 9, township 5 south, range 1 west, thence west along govern- 
mental section lines to the southwest corner of said section 9, thence south 
along governmental section lines to the southeast corner of section 17, town- 
ship 5 south, range 1 west, thence west to the southwest corner of said section 
17, thence south along governmental section lines to the southeast corner of 
section 7, township 6 south, range 1 west, thence west along governmental 
section lines to the southwest corner of said section 7, thence south along 
governmental section lines to the southwest corner of section 30, township 7 
south, range 1 west, thence west along governmental section lines to the south- 
west corner of section 30, township 7 south, range 2 west, thence north along 
governmental section lines to the northwest corner of said section 30, thence 
west along governmental section lines to the southwest corner of section 20, 
township 7 south, range 3 west, thence north to the northwest corner of said 
section 20, township 7 south, range 3 west, thence west along governmental 
section lines to the line dividing the states of Mississippi and Alabama, thence 
in a southerly direction along said state line and an extension thereof, to a 
point where the same intersects a line 1,000 feet southwardly from low water 
mark on the southern shore of the mainland of Mobile County, thence in a 
general easterly and thence northerly direction along a line parallel with and 
1,000 feet off shore from the meandering low water mark of Grand Bay, Por- 
tersville Bay, Fowl River Bay, Heron Bay, Mobile Bay and other bodies of 
water forming the southern and eastern boundaries respectively, of the main- 
Jand of Mobile County, to the point of beginning. 

Said act will provide for the creation and selection of a Board of Commis- 
sioners of such District, as the agency to accomplish the acquisition, construc- 
tion and operation of all such improvements, and will define the power and 
authority of such Board in and about the acquisition, construction and main- 
taining of all such improvements, and the making of assessments therefor. 
Said act will further provide for the number of Commissioners, the manner 
of their selection, their terms of office, qualifications, and the manner of filling 
vacancies on said Commission; prescribe their oath of office; provide for the 
selection of a Chairman and Secretary of said Commission; prescribe that 
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the Treasurer of Mobile County shall be the Treasurer of such District, and 
how he shall keep the funds of such District and said Commission, and the 
manner in which said funds shall be paid out; provide for the appointment of 
a Chief Engineer of said Commission, and prescribe his qualifications; provide 
that said Commission shall have authority to employ all such engineers, at 
torneys, clerks and employees as may in the judgment of the Commission be 
necessary or convenient to carry on the work of the Commission and 
make said improvements, and fix their term of office and com- 
pensation, and provide that all employees of the Commission hand- 
ling funds of the Commission, shall give surety bond, and _ for 
the payment of premium on such bond; provide that the said Commission shall 
have the power to receive and use for the purposes for which it is created, any 
moneys which may be allotted to it out of the funds of the County of Mobile 
and any moneys arising from any gasoline or oil tax or any license or excise 
tax, or other tax that may be levied and collected by authority of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama or the Board of Revenue & Road Commissioners of the 
County in aid of said District, or to assist in making the improvements author- 
ized by said act, and any moneys arising from any tax levied, or which may 
be levied on the business of selling, dealing in or distributing or storing gaso- 
line, motor vehicle fuel oils, motor vehicle lubricating oils, and turned over to 
the Commission, and any other moneys now or hereafter authorized by law to 
be raised and turned over to or in aid of said District. 

Said local law will further provide that all improvements constructed, or 
which shall be constructed under authority of the Commission, shall be con- 
structed pursuant to proper resolutions to be adopted by the Commission from 
time to time, and plan, estimates, drawings and specifications to be approved 
by the Commission, and that all such resolutions, plans, estimates, drawings 
and specifications, as well as all proceedings of the Commission, shalf consti- 
tute public records. 

Said local law will further provide that improvements authorized by said 
act may be made from time to time; that the Commission may divide said 
improvements into units, and proceed with each unit and the assessment of the 
cost thereof separately, and provide for the payment thereof independently of 
and without reference to other units, and provide that the cost of any improve- 
ment contemplated by said act may include the cost of organizing the Com- 
mission, all necessary or proper expenses, including engineering and legal fees, 
expenses of preliminary and other surveys and superintendence, the cost of 
levying and collecting the special assessments, the printing and publishing of 
notices and resolutions, the preparation of bonds, discount on bonds, if same 
are sold at less than par, the cost of acquiring by purchase or condemnation, 
any property rights necessary or advisable for use in connection with the com- 
pletion of the improvements, the cost of construction, and all other expenses 
necessary for or incident to the completion of the improvements, including 
fees and expenses incident to the handling of funds received from the sale of 
bonds, and the collection of moneys and the distribution thereof, and will fur- 
ther provide that the Commission shall advertise for bids for making any im- 
provement or unit thereof or undertaking in pursuance of the act, and the man- 
ner of making such advertisement, and the terms on which bids may be re- 
ceived and rejected. 

Said act will further provide for the manner of opening and considering 
bids, and that contract shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, and 
that the Commission may reject any and all bids and re-advertise for bids, and 
will provide the manner in which contracts for work undertaken by the Com- 
mission shall be executed, and provide that contractors shall be required to 
give bond in a surety company for not less than 50% of the lump sum stated 
in the contract, or if the contract be not for a lump sum, for not less than 
50% of the estimated total amount to be paid the contractor. 
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Said act will further provide that the Treasurer of the Commission shall 
- pay out money only on warrants, and the manner of signing, and the form and 
method of numbering such warrants, and keeping a record thereof, and require 
the Treasurer of such Commission to give bond in a surety company in the 
sum of not less than $50,000.00 for the faithful performance of his duties as 
Treasurer, and provide for the payment of the premium on such bond out of 
the funds of the Commission. 

Said act will further provide, in substance, that after the cost ef any im- 
provement or unit has been ascertained, the Commission may authorize, issue 
and sell bonds of such district in an amount sufficient to pay part or all of the 
cost thereof, and prescribe that said bonds shall be in the sum fixed by the 
Commission in the resolution authorizing their issuance, and said act will 
limit the amount of bonds that may be issued by said district, and provide 
that all bonds authorized by the act shall bear interest at not exceeding a rate 
to be fixed in said act, and provide how said bonds shall be executed, mature 
and be amortized; that said bonds may be registered, and that the Commis- 
sioners may by resolution prescribe all the details of such bonds; that same, in 
the discretion of the Commission, prior to their issuance, may be made redeem- 
able at the option of the Commission, prior to maturity, at such premium as 
the Commission may determine, and provide that said bonds and coupons 
shall be exempt from taxation in the State of Alabama, and have all the prop- 
erties and protection of negotiable instruments; that same shall be incontest- 
able in the hands of bona fide purchasers for value, and constitute securities 
in which public officers and bodies of the State, and its municipal subdivisions 
and taxing districts and insurance companies and associations, and savings 
banks and savings institutions, and savings and loan associations, and execu- 
tors, administrators, guardians, trustees, and other fiduciaries in the State may 
legally invest funds within their control, and said act will provide that the prin- 
cipal of and interest on all such bonds shall be paid from the revenues of the 
Commission, including revenues hereafter provided, and revenues from State 
and County gasoline, oil and license and/or excise and vehicle taxes, special 
assessments against benefited property, and any other revenue which may, un- 
der or pursuant to law, be raised and turned over to the Commission. 

Said act will further provide that the Commission shall, prior to the de- 
livery of all such bonds, irrevocably dedicate and pledge to the payment 
thereof, such of the above mentioned revenues as it may deem necessary, and 
that such pledge or dedication shall be irrepealable by the Legislature or any 
other body, until said principal and interest shall have been paid in full, and 
said act will provide that the use of the revenues so pledged and dedicated

ceeding involving their validity, be conclusively deemed to have been author- 
ized by said act, and to have been issued, sold, _executed and delivered in 
conformity therewith, and with all other provisions of the Constitution and 
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laws of the State, and that the same shall be incontestable, unless action or 
proceeding to contest the same is commenced within thirty days of the 
adoption of the resolution confirming the sale of such bonds. 

Said act will further provide the manner in which the funds of the 
Commission shall be kept, and the place of their deposit, and the liability of 
the Treasurer therefor. | 

Said act will further empower the Commission aforesaid to acquire by 
gift, purchase or condemnation, all necessary land or rights, easements or 
interest therein, thereunder or thereover, to accomplish the improvements 
contemplated by the act, and confer upon the Commission power of eminent 
domain in the premises, and will authorize the Governor to convey to such 
district, title to lands or rights in land lying in or adjacent to such seawall, 
and owned by the State, which are reasonably necessary to the Commission 
to enable it to carry out the objects for which it is to be created, and provide 
that conveyance of title to the Commission shall be on such terms and condi- 
tions as will reasonably safeguard the interests of the State, and provide the 
manner of making such conveyance on behalf of the State. 

Said act will further provide for the publication of receipts and disburse- 
ments by the Commission, and empower the Commission to make reasonable 
rules and regulations as to the erection of wharves, piers and other structures, 
and for the purpose of beautifying the coast line of Mobile County adjacent to 
such seawall, and to insure against the erection of structures which might 
tessen the value of the shores and property adjacent thereto. 

Said act will further empower the Commission to cooperate and combine 
its funds with the State and Federal Governments and the County of Mobile 

- in the construction of any roads which it or they might see fit to construct 
as a part of the improvements contemplated or authorized by the act, and 
provide that any roads so constructed shall be a part of the County Highway 
System, and may be made a part of the State Highway System. 

Said act will provide that, should the Board of Revenue and Road Com- 
missioners of the County or the Commission, or the Tax Collector of the 
County, neglect or fail to impose or collect or properly apply any taxes, 
assessments or revenues pledged or dedicated for the payment of bonds issued 
by the district, or should any official fail to perform any duty with which 
he is charged under the provisions of this act, any bond holder or other person 
in interest may enforce imposition, collection or proper application of said 
taxes, assessments or revenues, or may enforce performance of such duty in 
any court having jurisdiction, and that any such proceeding shall be a pre- 
ferred case. 

Said act will further make provision for the refunding of bonds issued 
by the said district, ard the terms thereof, and empower the Commission, on 
behalf of the District, and for the payment of current and incidental expenses 
prior to receipt of revenues or the issuance of bonds, or at such times as may 
be found necessary, to anticipate the collection of revenues by the issuance of 
short time notes or warrants; provide for maturity and the manner of execut- 
ing the same, and a limit upon the amount thereof which may be issued and 
oytstanding at any one time, and provide for the manner of paying same. 

Said act will further provide that in order to pay part or all of the cost 
of any improvement or undertaking under the provisions of said act, or to pay 
part or all of the principal and/or interest on any series or bonds issued pur- 
suant to said act, the Commission may, after the plans for such improvements 
have been approved, levy and collect special assessments against property in 
said district benefited, or which will be benefited by such improvement or 
improvements, to the amount of the increased value of said property by reason 
of the special benefits to be derived from such improvements, and will provide 
the manner in which all such assessments shall be made, levied and collected, 
and shall empower the Commission, in advance of the completion of such 
improvements, to ascertain, determine and fix the amount of the increased 
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value of each piece, parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land which is to 
be assessed, by reason of the special benefits derived or to be derived by 
same from the improvement or improvements to be made. Such act will 
further provide that if, after determining the increased value of each piece, 
parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land, by reason of the improvement 
or improvements so to be made, the Commission shall determine the amount 
to be assessed against the same, that such assessment shall be proportionate to 
the benefits to be derived therefrom by reason of the proposed improvement, 
and said assessments, when finally confirmed, shall not exceed in amount the 
increased value of such land by reason of the special benefits derived from 
such improvements, and that the Commission shall fix the number of equal 
installments in which the owner of such benefited land may pay the amount 
assessed against such land; that the number of such annual installments shaJl 
not be less than 10 nor more than 30; that the same shall bear interest at a 
rate to be determined by the Commission, not exceeding 8% per annum; that 
if the assessments are to be used in whole or in part for the payment of bonds, 
the Commission may so arrange the interest, the maturity and number of in- 
stallments of such assessments, as that they will be corellated so far as pos- 
sible; that after the determination of the increased value of each piece, parcel, 
lot, tract or other subdivision of land by reason of the special benefits to be 
derived from such improvement or improvements, the Commission shall 
prepare an Assessment Book for such improvements (and said act will pre- 
scribe the manner and form in which said book is to be made up). 

Said act will further provide for the giving of notice of completion of said 
Assessment Book, and of the date, hour ana place appointed by the Commis- 
sion to hear objections to the findings of the Commission as to increased: 
value and benefits, and as to the amount proposed to be assessed against each 
piece, parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land, and provide machinery 
for making of objections to said proposed assessments, for making final all 
such assessments, to provide the manner in which property owners may elect 
to pay such assessments in installments, for hearing and passing upon objec- 
tions to proposed assessment, and for appealing from any and all such assess- 
ments, and will provide that after such assessments have been approved and 
made final by the said Commission, same shall be final, conclusive and bind- 
ing, unless appealed from, or through direct appeal as provided in the act, 
and said act will provide that all such assessments shall constitute a lien upon 
each such piece, parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land assessed for 
said improvements, or any part thereof, or any part of the cost thereof, and 
that such lien shall be superior to all other liens, except those for taxes and 
other special assessments, which other special assessments shall be on a 
parity with the assessments contemplated by the act, and said act will provide 
that no error in the name of the owner or description of any piece, parcel, lot, 
tract or other subdivision of land, shall invalidate any assessment if sufficient 
description is given on the Assessment Book to reasonably identify the piece, 
parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land, and that any error or mistake 
in making any assessment may be corrected at any hearing for which provi- 
sion is made in the act, and said act will provide the time and manner in 
which all assessments and installments thereof are to be paid, and will pro- 
vide that all assessments or installments thereof, shall be payable at the of- 
fice of the Tax Collector of Mobile County, and will provide for assessments 
and installments bearing interest; will provide for declaring assessments due 
and payable in full, where the property owner has elected to pay any install- 
ments and then fails to pay such installments when due; will provide the man- 
ner in which property may be sold for non-payment of assessments, and the 
terms upon which such property may be redeemed; will provide that no mis- 
take in the description of such property, or in the name of the owner or own- 
ers in any published notice of sale, shall vitiate the assessment or assessments, 
and that if any sale be not effectual to pass title, it shall operate as an assign- 
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ment of the lien of such assessment, and that on request of the purchaser, sup- 
plementary proceedings may be had to correct such error or errors for his 
benefit, and that such lien may be enforced by him in equity. 

Said act will provide the duties of the Tax Collector of Mobile County 
with respect to the collection of assessments and installments of assessments 
made for improvements pursuant to said act, and a penalty against such Tax 
Collector for failure to perform his duties, and will provide how the Tax 
Collector is to handle funds collected on such assessments or installments 
thereof; will provide the compensation to be paid the Tax Collector for his 
services, 

Said act will further provide that if the assessments first levied for the 
cost, or any part of the cost of the improvements made pursuant to the act, 
shall prove insufficient, that additional assessments may be levied in the same 
manner as is provided in the act for the initial assessment, but will provide 
that the total assessments shall in no case exceed the increased value of the 
parcel of land against which such assessments are made by reason of the 
special benefits derived or to be derived from such improvement, as such 
increased value is determined and fixed in said act; said act will further pro-

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made 
by him or her or under his or her dictation, opposite the word ex- 
pressing his or her choice. 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now. provided by the Election Laws of the State for the appointment 
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of officers to hold elections in this State, and the election shall be 
held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law governing Gen- 
eral Elections and the Constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, tab- 
ulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State, and counted 
in the same manner as in elections of Representatives to the Legisla- 
ture and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified 
electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amendment voted 
in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as a part of the Constitution of the State of Alabama. The 
result of such election shall be made known by a proclamation of the 
Governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: - 

The House has originated and passed the following House Bill and 
ordered same sent forthwith to the Senate without engrossment : 
By Mr. Ogden: 

H. 884. To provide for a better system of roads in Lamar County, 
State of Alabama, and to provide ways and means by which said sys- 
tem may be maintained and effected and to provide penalties for the 
violation of any provision of said Act. 

With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited 
as follows: : 


NOTICE OF SPECIAL LAW 


Notice is hereby given that the following special law will be introduced 
for passage at the present session of the Legislature of Alabama, Viz: 
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AN ACT 


To provide for a better system of roads in Lamar County, State of Ala- 
bama, and to provide ways and means by which said system may be main- 
tained and effected and to provide penalties for the violation of any provision 
of said act. : 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar County, 
Alabama, are hereby invested with general superintendence of the public roads 
and highways, bridges, and ferries, within said County of Lamar, and may 
establish new and change and discontinue old roads and bridges in said coun- 
ty so as to render travel safe and convenient as practicable to this end they 
are given legislative, judicial and executive powers, except as limited herein. 
They may make, establish, promulgate and enforce rules and regulations, make 
and enter into such contracts as may be necessary or that may be deemed 
necessary or advisable, by such courts, to build, construct, make, improve, and 
maintain a good system of public roads and bridges or ferries in said county 
and to regulate the use thereof. 

Section 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, or 
association of persons, to violate any rule, regulation, provision or law, that is 
adopted, made or promulgated by the Court of County Commissioners, under 
the authority conferred by this act, relating to the use, control, care, working, 
operation, building, constructing or maintainance of any public road, bridge or 
ferry, and any person, firm, corporation or association of persons, violating the 
same, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be 
fined not less than five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars and in addition 
thereto may be sentenced to hard labor for Lamar County, Alabama, for not 
more than thirty days either or both, and each violation thereof, shall consti- 
tute a separate offense. ; 

Section 3. That the Court of County Commissioners of said County, 
may transfer to the road fund of the county any part of any surplus of the 
General funds of the County, in the County Treasury, whenever in the judg- 
ment of the court it will promote the interest of the county to make such 
transfer. Such funds when so transferred to be used as the funds in the regu- 
lar road fund are used, and to be known as special road fund of Lamar County 
Alabama. ; 

Section 4. That for the purpose of putting into operation this system of 
building, operating and maintaining the public roads and bridges of Lamar 
County, said county is hereby divided into road districts, each election pre- 
cinct in said county, to constitute a separate district and it shall be the duty of 
the Court of County Commissioners on the last regular meeting of said Court 
in the year 1931, and of each year thereafter, to appoint a Road Commission- 
er, for each of the said districts, in said county, whose term of office shall 
be for not more than one year from the date of his commission issued to him 
as such Road Commissioner, whose duty it shall be within the first five days 
of January of 1932 and each year thereafter, to make a complete list or roll 
of all persons in his district, subject to road duty for that year, showing upon 
what road said person or persons reside and who shall by the 10th. of said 
month, present said list or roll to the Judge of Probate of Lamar County, Ala- 
bama; that immediately upon the completion of said list or roll and before the 
10th dav of January of 1932 and of each year thereafter said Road Commis- 
sioner, shall, notify in writing, keeping a copy of same, every person in his 
district subject to road duty, that said person is subject to Toad dure in Lamar 
County, Alabama, for the year of 1932, and of each year thereafter, and that 
such person may discharge that duty by paying to said Road Commissioner, 
before the 1st day of February 1932 and each year thereafter, the sum of Five 
Dollars in lawful currency; that said Road commissioner shall have a book of 
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receipts with the name and address, and the road upon which said persons 
has been apportioned, for road duty, with the amount of the road tax due by 
said person, together with stub attached, which receipt, upon payment of said 
road tax, shall be detached from said stub and given to the person, paying 
said road tax, and which book of stubs and ali receipts, not issued, shall at 
the last meeting of the Court of County Commissioners Court of each year, 
be turned over to the said Court of County Commissioners and checked by 
said Court so as to see if all moneys collected by said Road Commissioner has 
been properly paid over; That said Road Commissioner shall, on or before 
the 15th. day of February, 1932, and each succeeding year, thereafter, pay over 
to the Judge of Probate of Lamar County, all moneys collected by him and 
take his receipt for same; That said Road Commissioner, shall after the 10th 
day of February, 1932, and of each year thereafter, when any work is to be 
done on any public road in said road Commissioner’s district, warn all per- 
sons in said district subject to road duty, on the road on which said work is to 
be performed, by giving said person subject to road duty, two days notice in 
person or in writing, to be left at the residence of said person liable to road 
duty, to meét him at such time and place, as the said Road Commissioners 
may appoint, with such implements, tools or property with which to work on 
said road as he may direct. 

Section 5. That any person, liable to road duty in Lamar County, Ala- . 
bama, who fails or refuses after legal notice to work on the public road, either 
in person or by substitute without a sufficient excuse shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be fined not less than five nor more 
than Fifty Dollars and may also be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced 
to hard labor for said county, for not more than thirty days and the fine col- 
lected in said prosecution, if paid, shall be paid over to the Judge of Probate 
and be paid out by orders of the Commissioners Court of said County, and 
expended on the road, on which said road defaulter was subject to road duty; 
That it shall be the duty of the road commissioner of each road district, to 
report all violations of law in regard to road duty, in his district, where persons 
subject to road duty have failed or refused to perform said duty, without suf- 
ficient excuse; and it shall also be the duty of said Road Commissioner, to 
prosecute all persons in his district, who shall violate any of the rules, laws or 
regulations of this act, by making complaint in the County Court of Lamar 
County, Alabama; That the said Road Commissioner of each district shall act 
overseer on public roads in his district and shall work the road hands, who 
have not paid the commutation fee, under the district supervision of the Coun- 
ty Commissioner of the district, in which said Road Commissioner is acting; 
That said Road Commissioner of each road district shall receive for his serv- 
ices as such road commissioner, such compensation, as may be fixed by order 
of the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar County, not to exceed two 
Dollars and fifty cents per day, which said amount shall be paid out by the 
treasurer of said road fund, under an order of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of Lamar County Alabama on a warrant issued by Judge of Probate 
of Lamar County Alabama at the regular monthly meeting of said Court. 

Section 6. That every male person in said county, who is over the age 
of eighteen years and under the age of forty-five years not exempt by law, 
shall be subject to road duty and shall be required to work on the public road 
or bridges for not more than eight days in each year and of eight hours actual 
work each day; provided however, that any person subject to road duty may 
be relieved from said duty by paying to the Road Commissioner of his road 
district, the sum of five dollars, per annum on or before the 1st day of Feb- 
ruary of each year, which said sum of money shall be expended for the 
maintenance, working or improvement of the public road or bridge on which 
said person, subject to said road duty was apportioned; that all persons subject 
to road duty. who. shall move into said county after the 5th day of January 
in any year, shall be liable to road duty for the remainder of the year at 
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the rate of eight days work for the remaining part of said year and shall 
have the option of paying the sum of five dollars to the Road Commissioner 
of his district, or the proportionate part of five dollars, after moving into 
said county or of working the eight days or the proportionate part thereof, as 
other persons in his district are required to do. 

Section 7. That the County Treasurer of Lamar County, Alabama, is 
hereby made the Treasurer of the road funds collected under this act and shall 
not pay out said funds except by order of the Commissioners Court of said 
County; And that said County Treasurer shall serve as Treasurer of said road 
fund without having to execute additional bond. 

Section 8. That the several road commissioners of the different road dis- 
tricts in said county, shall before entering upon their duties as such road 
commissioner, execute a bond with good and sufficient sureties in the sum of 
Five Hundred Dollars payable to Lamar County, Alabama, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his duties as such road commissioner, and to 
promptly account for all monies or property that comes into his hands as such 
road commissioner. 

Section 9. That each dollar collected from a person subject to road 
duty, and paid by such person, to discharge that road duty, shall be expended 
only on the road on which such person, who pays said money is subject to 
work in the discharge of said road duty if not paid within the time allowed 
by this act for the payment of said road tax except the expenses incurred in 
putting the act into effect. 

..Section 10. That before any money shall be paid out of this road fund, 
a sworn itemized claim account, shall be presented to the Court of County 
Commissioners of Lamar County, Alabama by the road commissioner of the 
road district in which said money is to be or has been expended. 

Section 11. That it shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate to enter the 
names of all persons turned over to him by the road commissioner of each road 
district in a suitable book and to furnish to said road commissioners of each 
road district, receipt books as required by this act and to furnish such other 
supplies and. stationery as is necessary for the proper administration of this 
law, such books and other supplies to be paid for out of the funds collected as 
road tax under this act. 

Section 12. That the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar County 
Alabama, are given the right of eminent domain, for the purpose of acquiring 
right of way for the establishing, building and changing public roads and 
bridges in Lamar County, Alabama, provided that when an appeal is taken 
from the assessment of damages in a condemnation proceeding brought by 
said county, such appeal shall not deprive the county when a judgment of 
condemnation was had, of a right of entry for any and all purposes named 
in the condemnation proceedings, provided the amount of damages assessed 
shall have been paid into court in money and a bond shall have been given 
in not less than double the amount of damages assessed with good and suffi- 
cient sureties to be approved by the clerk of the court to which the appeal is 
taken, conditioned to pay the owner or owners of such property, such damage 
as such owner or owners may sustain. 

Section 13. That the right of way is granted to any person, corporation 
or association of persons having a right to construct telegraph or telephone 
lines within this state, to construct lines along the margin of the highway, 
subject to removal, change, and conditions by the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of Lamar County, Alabama. 

Section 14. That there be, three grades of roads in Lamar County, Ala- 
bama, which said grades are first grade, second grade, and third grade roads; 
That a first grade road shall not be less than 66 feet in width; That a second 
grade road shall not be less than Forty feet in width and that a third grade 
road shall not be less than thirty feet in width. 
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Section 15. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to put, leave or allow to be put or left on any public highway of Lamar Coun- 
ty, any logs, lumber, timber, machinery, pieces of wagons, buggies, automo- 
biles or any obstruction of any kind, in such a manner as to interfere with 
the safety or convenience of any person or persons travelling said road or 
highway, and any person, firm or corporation violating this section, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction be fined not less than five 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offense and it shall be the duty 
of each road commissioner of said county, to look after violations of this 
character, and to report such violators to the Judge of the County Court of 
Lamar County, Alabama, and to prosecute such violators of said law in the 
County Court of Lamar County, Alabama. 

Section 16. That if any section of this Act is declared unconstitutional, 
it will not invalidate any other provision in said Act. 

Section 17. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the Act be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor, with his objections and veto of the bill: 

H. 741. Providing in all counties in the State of Alabama now 
having or which may hereafter have a population according to the last 
Federal census of not less than one hundred thousand and not more 
than one hundred seventy-five thousand, for fees to attorneys appointed 
by the circuit judge or judges of such counties, to represent persons 
who have been indicted by the grand jury of such county for the com- 
mission of a crime, the maximum penalty for which, under the law, 
is death, the amount of such fees, and the mede of payment. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and veto of 
said House Bill No. 741 being in words and figures as follows, to- 


wit : 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen. I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the 
body in which it originated, House Bill No. 741 without my approval. 
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The Bill is an Act providing that in counties which now have or which 
may hereafter have a population of not less than One Hundred Thousand and 
not more than One Hundred Seventy-five Thousand, attorneys shall be paid 
a fee for their service where they are appointed to defend a person charged 
with a capital offense. The Act provides that the attorneys’ fees shall be paid 
out of the General Fund of the County Treasury. The fee provided is not 
less than Fifty Dollars nor more than Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars. 

It has long been a custom for attorneys in the State of Alabama to de- 
fend persons charged with a capital offense by appointment of the Court, 
without being compensated for their service. The appointment is only made 
in cases where the defendant is unable to employ counsel. 

There is no body of men more patriotic and more loyal to the high duty 
of their profession than lawyers and the Alabama Bar has always had men 
who stood among the leaders of the profession in our Country. I believe that 
the lawyers are willing to continue to represent a man who is unable to employ 
counsel, without being paid for his services by the county or by the State. 

The counties are not in position to spend any more money now. It is 
essential that we economize wherever economy can be practiced without the 
loss of efficiency. If one county in the State pays the attorneys to defend in 
capital cases, then every county in the State should pay them and I do not 
believe that the counties can well bear this expense now. 

In all professions services are rendered to the poor and helpless without 
compensation. Our greatest surgeons and physicians render their services to 
the poor just as efficiently as they do to the rich and make no charge for the 
service. The State does not and could not possibly pay for this service. 

I believe that the members of the Bar of Alabama are willing to continue 
to give their services to the poor and helpless without any compensation and 
without any reward except the knowledge that they have done their duty.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified electors of 
Alabama for their consideration as-hereinafter set fourth, viz., that 
Section 138 of Article 5, of the Constitution of Alabama be amended 
so as to read as follows:

To relieve the Tax Assessor of Pike County, Alabama, 
from the duty of preparing a book of assessments, and in lieu 
thereof to arrange in alphabetical order the original assessment 
lists and have same permanently bound and kept as a permanent 
record and prepare tax collector’s abstracts from said assessment 
lists and relieve the County of paying for the making of such book. 
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S. 5385. To amend section 8-A of Act No. 246 approved August 
10, 1927, Local Acts of 1927, pages 151-163, “To authorize Mobile 
County in this State, to increase its indebtedness for the purpose of 
constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced public roads 
and concrete or better than concrete bridges in said County, and 
to issue bonds therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property in 
Mobile County to pay for the same, and to provide for and regulate 
the holding of elections by the qualified voters of Mobile County

shall be known and called a part of Highway Number One of the 
Alabama System of Highways and shall be so numbered by the 
Highway authorities of the State of Alabama. 

Further that the Highway Director of the State of Alabama 
with the Governors consent shall notify the authorities who have 
the power to designate U. S. Roads in the State of Alabama and 
request that both branches, east and west of State Highway Num- 
ber One of the Alabama system of Highways as above set out be 
considered as U. S. Road Number 241 and be so numbered and 
designated.

To relieve the Tax Assessor of Pike County, Alabama, 
from the duty of preparing a book of assessments, and in lieu there- 
of to arrange in alphabetical order the original assessment lists 
and have same permanently bound and kept as a permanent record 
and prepare tax collector’s abstracts from said assessment lists and 
relieve the County of paying for the making of such book. 

S. 5385. To amend section 8-A of Act No. 246 approved Au- 
gust 10, 192%, Local Acts of 1927, pages 151-163, “To authorize 
Mobile County in this State, to increase its indebtedness for the 
purpose of constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced

To abolish the offices of tax assessor and tax collector 
for Limestone County, Alabama, and to create and establish in 
lieu thereof, the office of tax assessor-collector for Limestone 
County, Alabama; to provide when said offices of tax assessor and 
tax collector shall be abolished, and when said office of tax asses-

Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and veto of the bill: 

H. 682. To fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of Houston 
County and to provide for clerical assistance and other expenses of 
said office; to fix the salary of the Tax Collector of Houston 
County, and to provide for clerical assistance and other expenses 
in said office; to fix the salary of the Tax Assessor of Houston 
County, and to provide for clerical assistance and other expenses 
in said office; to require each of said officers to collect all the fees, 
compensations and allowances, heretofore collected by said of- 
ficials, and to pay same into the County Treasury; and to provide 
for the payment of the salary, clerical assistance, and other office 
expenses out of the general funds of the county. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and veto of 
said Bill, House Bill 682, being in words and figures as follows, 
to-wit: , 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 682 without my approval. 

; J cannot approve this Bill because I feel certain that it is unconstitu- 
tional. 

I think that it offends Section 45 of Article 4 of the Constitution, which 
provides, “Each law shall contain but one subject, which shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in its title, except General Appropriation Bills, General Revenue Bills, 
and Bills adopting a Code, Digest, or Revision of Statutes.” ‘This Act does 
not fall within any of the exceptions and it does contain three distinct sub- 
jects, that is; 

It is an Act: 

1. “To fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of Houston County and 
to provide for clerical assistance and other expenses of said office.” 

“To fix the salary of the Tax Collector of Houston County and to 
provide for clerical assistance and other expenses in said office.” 

3. “To fix the salary of the Tax Assessor of Houston County and to 
provide for clerical assistance and other expenses in said office.” 
ia The Act also offends Section 96 of the Constitution which provides as 
ollows: 

“The Legislature shall not enact any law not applicable to all the coun- 
ties in the State regulating costs and charges of courts, or fees, commissions, 
or allowances of public officers.” 

This Act changes the officers named above from a fee basis to a salary 
basis and this cannot be done by law not applicable to all the counties in 
the State.

cellation and revocation thereof; and to fix penalties and to pro- 
vide remedies for the violation of this Act; and to provide for the 
protection of the public (purchasers and holders of securities) by 
injunction, receivership and other equitable remedies at the in- 
stance of the State of Alabama. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
Section 9878 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“9878. Definitions—When used in this article the following 
terms shall, unless the text otherwise indicates, have the follow- 
ing meanings: 

(1) ‘Security’ shall include any note, stock, stock certificate, treas- 
ury stock, bond, debenture, temporary evidence of any of the foregoing 
evidence of indebtedness, certificate of interest or participation, certifi- 
cate of interest in a profit-sharing agreement, certificate of interest in an 
oil, gas or mining lease, collateral trust certificate, pre-organization cer- 
tificate, pre-organization subscription, any transferable share, invest- 
ment contract, income contract (which investment contract or income 
contract is issued for public offering as one of an issue of several like 
contracts), annuity contract unless issued by an insurance company, 
bankers shares, trustees shares, investment participating bonds, invest- 
ment trust debentures, units, shares, bonds and certificates in, for, 
respecting or based upon any form of securities or collateral, subscrip- 
tions and contracts covering or pertaining to the sale and/or purchase on 

. the installment plan of any security as herein defined; or subscriptions 
and/or contracts covering or pertaining to the sale and/or purchase of 
beneficial interest in title to property, profits or earnings; or any right to 
subscribe to any of the foregoing; or any instrument of any kind com- 
monly known as a security. 

(2) ‘Person’ shall include a natural person, a corporation created 
under the laws of this or any other state, country, sovereignty, or 
political subdivision thereof, a partnership, an association, a joint stock 
company, a trust and any unincorporated organization. As used herein 
the term ‘trust’ shall not include a trust created or appointed under or by 
virtue of a last will and testament, or by instrument of declaration and/ 
or appointment by any person for the benefit of himself, relatives, 
friends, servants or employees, or by a court of law or equity, or any 
public charitable trust. 

(3) ‘Sale’ or ‘sell’ shall include every disposition, or attempt to 
dispose of a security or interest in a security for value. Any security 
given or delivered with, or as a bonus on account of, any purchase of 
securities or any other thing, shall be conclusively presumed to constitute 
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a part of the subject of such purchase and to have been sold for value. 
‘Sale’ or ‘sell’ shall also include a contract to sell, an exchange an attempt 
to sell, an option of sale, a solicitation of a sale, a subscription or an 
offer to sell, directly or by an agent, or by a circular, letter, advertise- . 
ment or otherwise. 
‘ (4) ‘Dealer’ shall include every person other than a salesman who 
in this state regularly or incidentally engages, or who in this state holds 
himself out as regularly or incidentally engaged, directly or through an 
agent, in the business of selling any securities (including any securities 
‘exempted under the provisions of Section 9879 of the Code of Alabama, 
1923, as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and 
by this Act) issued by another person or purchasing or otherwise acquir- 
ing such securities from another for the purpose of reselling them or of 
offering them for sale to the public, or offering, buying, selling or 
otherwise dealing or trading in‘such securities as agent or principal for a 
commission or at a profit; or who deals in futures or differences in 
market quotations of prices or values of any securities or accepts margins 
on purchases or sales or pretended purchases or sales of securities; pro- 
vided that the word ‘dealer’ shall not include a person having no place 
of business in this state who sells or offers to sell securities exclusively 
to brokers or dealers actually engaged in buying and selling securities as 
a business. 

(5) ‘Issuer’ shall mean and include every person who proposes to 
issue, has issued, or shall hereafter issue any security. Any person who 
acts for a compensation or a consideration as a promoter for and on 
behalf of a corporation, trust or un-incorporated association or partner- 
ship of any kind to be formed shall be deemed to be an issuer. 

(6) The term ‘underwriter’ shall mean a person who agrees to take 
or contracts to dispose of a stipulated amount of securities or a portion 
thereof, at a fixed price. 

(7) ‘Salesman’ shall include every natural person, other than a 
dealer, employed or appointed or authorized by a dealer or issuer to sell 
securities in any manner in this State. The bona fide actual partners 
of a partnership and the bona fide actual executive officers of a corpora- 
tion or other association registered as a dealer, and also the regular 
employees of a public service utility actively operating in this state when 
such employees are selling the securities of such utility previously ap- 
proved by the Alabama Public Service Commission in accordance with 
law and when such sales are made by such employees only incidentally , 
to their regular employment, and salesmen of building and loan associa- 
tions who have been duly licenséd as such under the provisions of Senate 
Bill 116, Alabama General Laws, 1931, approved by the Governor on . 
April 9, 1931, shall not be salesmen within the meaning of this definition. 

(8) ‘Broker’ shall mean dealer as hereinabove defined. 

(9) ‘Agent’ shall mean salesman as hereinabove defined. 

(10) The term ‘Intangible Assets’ shall mean and include patents, 
formulae, good will, promotion, trade brands, franchises, title or rights 
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in and to intangible property, and all other like assets. “Tangible Assets’ 
shall mean all. assets other than intangible assets. 

(11) ‘Commission’ shall mean the State Securities Commission of 
Alabama. 

(12) ‘Mortgage’ shall be deemed to include any trust instrument to 
secure a debt. 

(13) ‘Suspend’ when used in relation to the registration of either a 
security or a dealer or salesman, shall mean the temporary cessation or 
inoperativeness of such registration, whether by reason of operation of 
law or by reason of an order of the commission. 

(14) ‘Revoke’ shall mean to vacate the registration of either a 
security a dealer or a salesman for cause by order of the commission. 

(15) ‘Cancel’ shall mean to terminate the registration of either a 
security, a dealer or a salesman upon application filed therefor as fol- 
lows: in the case of a security, upon application therefor filed by the 
issuer thereof or the person who secured the registration of said security ; 
in the case of a dealer, upon the application therefor filed by such dealer ; 
in the case of a salesman, upon the application therefor filed by either 
the issuer or dealer employing such salesman. 

(16) ‘Alabama Securities Act’ shall mean Chapter 335, Article 12 
(Sections 9877-9900), Chapter 220, Article 7 (Sections 5402-5406) and 
Chapter 161, Article 7 (Forms 115, 116, 117) of the Code of Alabama, 
1923, as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and 
by the present Act.” 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
paragraphs (f) and (g) of Section 9879 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, 
as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, be 
amended so as to read respectively as follows: 

“9879-(f) Securities issued, outstanding, distributed, and fully 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange or on any recognized and 
responsible stock exchange which has been previously investigated and 
approved by the Commission by its written order evidencing such ap- 
proval, and which securities have been so listed pursuant to official 
authorization by such exchange and also all securities senior to any 
securities so listed, or evidences of indebtedness guaranteed by com- 
panies any stock of which is so listed, such securities to be exempt only 
so long as such listing shall remain in effect; Provided, however, that 
the commission may at any time for reasonable cause withdraw its ap- 
proval of any security so listed on any such approved stock exchange, 
and thereafter such security shall not be entitled to the benefit of this 
exemption, except upon further order of the commission. Application 
for approval of any such exchange other than the New York Stock 
Exchange may be made by any such organized stock exchange in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the commission, accompanied by relevant 
facts and data and the payment of an application for approval fee of 
One Hundred Dollars, and the commission shall hold such hearing and 
make such investigation as may be necessary, the cost of which shall be 
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borne by the applicant, and in the exercise of its sound discretion the 
commission may enter an order granting approval of such exchange upon 
the finding that: (1) Such exchange provides adequate facilities for 
the use of its members in the purchase and sale of securities listed by 
such exchange. (2) Such exchange requires financial statements to be 
submitted to and tiled with it at the time of listing and annually there- 
after. (3) The requirements in general for listing securities on such 
exchange are such as to reasonably safeguard and protect the interests 
of investors who invest in the securities so listed on such exchange and 
as to give such investors a reasonable amount of information concerning 
the financial condition from time to time of the issuers of such securities 
so listed. (4) That a free and open market exists on such exchange. 
The commission shall have jurisdiction, after due notice, investigation, 
opportunity to be heard, and hearing, to revoke the approval of any 
exchange which has theretofore been approved by it upon finding that 
the practices or requirements of any such exchange so approved have 
been so changed or modified or are in their actual operation such that 
such exchange no longer meets the standards herein set forth and upon 
which approval was based. The principles of res adjudicate ordinarily 
applicable in civil matters shall not be applicable to this matter which is 
hereby declared to be administrative rather than judicial. Notice here- 
under may be by registered mail, at least ten days before such hearing, 
and acceptance of approval hereunder shall constitute consent to such 
notice. 

“9879-(g) Any security issued and representing an interest in or 
direct obligation of any state bank, trust company or savings institution, 
which said state bank, trust company or savings institution is incor- 
porated under the laws of this state and which is then subject to the 
examination, supervision and control of the Banking Department of this 
state; or any security issued by any building and loan association which 
building and loan association is incorporated under the laws of, this state 
and is then subject to the examination, supervision and control of the 
building and loan department of this state.” 

Section 8. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that Section 9880 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended by Senate 
Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 192%, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“9880. Transactions exempted from operation of Article—Except 
as hereinafter expressly provided, the provisions of this article shall not 
apply to the sale or the offering for sale of any security in any of the 
follwing transactions, viz: 

(1) At any judicial, executor’s, administrator’s, guardian’s, or con- 
servator’s sale, or at any sale by a receiver or trustee in insolvency or 
bankruptcy. 

(2) By or for the account of a pledge holder or mortgagee selling 
or offering for sale or delivery in the ordinary course of business to 
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liquidate a bona fide debt, a security pledged in good faith as security 
for such debt. 

(3) The sale of securities when made by or on behalf of a vendor, 
not the issuer, or underwriter thereof, who, being a bona fide owner of 
such securities, disposes of his own property for his own account, and 
such sale is not made, directly or indirectly, for the benefit of the issuer 
cr an underwriter of such security, or for the direct or indirect promo- 
tion of any scheme or enterprise within the purview of the Alabama 
Securities Act, or for the purpose of violating or evading any provision 
of the Alabama Securities Act. 

(4) The sale, transfer, or delivery of any securities to any bank, 
savings institution, trust company, or insurance company or to any 
corporation or to any broker or dealer; provided, that such broker or 
dealer is actually engaged in buying and selling securities as a business. 

(5) The distribution by a corporation, of securities to its stock- 
holders as a stock dividend or other distribution out of earnings or sur- 
plus; or the issuance of securities to the security holders or creditors of 
a corporation in the process of a bona fide reorganization of such cor- 
poration made in good faith and not for the purpose of avoiding the pro- 
visions of this act, either in exchange for the securities of such security 
holders or claims of such creditors or partly for cash and partly in 
exchange for the securities or claims of such security holders or 
creditors; or the issuance of additional capital stock of a corporation 
sold or distributed by it among its own stockholders exclusively, where 
no commission or other remuneration is paid or given directly or in- 
directly in connection with the sale or distribution of such increased 
capital stock. 

(6) The transfer or exchange by one corporation to another cor- 
poration of their own securities in connection with a consolidation or 
merger of such corporation. 

(7) Capital stock of a corporation in the process of organization 
under the laws of this State, or subscriptions for or contracts to deliver 
such capital stock, executed prior to the incorporation thereof, when no 
expense is incurred, directly or indirectly and no commission, compensa- 
tion or remuneration is paid, given or promised to effect a sale thereof 
to secure or sell such subscriptions or contracts, necessary and ordinary 
legal expense, taxes, license fees and recording fees, excepted. 

(8) The issue and delivery of any security in exchange for any other 
security of the same issuer pursuant to a right of conversion entitling 
the holder of the security surrendered in exchange to make such con- 
version, provided that the security so surrendered has been registered 
under the provisions of the Alabama Securities Act or was, when sold, 
exempt from the provisions of said Act; 

(9) The issue and sale of options and/or warrants for the purchase 
of securities, which securities subject to such options and/or warrants 
were at the time of the issue of such options and/or warrants exempt 
from the provisions of the Alabama Securities Act. 
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(10) The issue and delivery of any security to the holder of an 
option or warrant for the purchase thereof provided that the sale of 
such option or warrant, either separately or attached or appertaining to 
some other security, has heretofore been authorized by the commission.” 

Section 4. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
Section 9885 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“9885. Fees to be paid——Each applicant for registration of secur- 
ities shall at the time of filing its application pay to the commission, and 
the commission shall collect a filing fee of twenty-five dollars plus the 
sum of fifty cents for each one thousand dollars par value of each issue 
of securities for which application for registration is filed. If any of 
such securities have no par value, the price at which the applicant pro- 
poses to sell and issue the same to the public shall-be deemed the par 
value thereof for the purpose of computing the fee to be paid by such 
applicant upon the filing of such application. In computing the fee to 
be paid by an applicant filing an application for the registration of an- 
nuity contracts, thrift certificates, income bonds, investment participating 
bonds, investment certificates or contracts based and to be sold on an 
installment sale plan, the sum of the initial payment on any such instru- 
ments plus all subsequent installment payments up to the time that any 
such instrument or instruments shall attain a paid-up contract or con- 
version option or cash or liquidating or withdrawal value, using which 
ever period of time covered by such installment payments as shall be the 
longest under the terms of any such instrument or instruments, shall be 
deemed the par value thereof.” 

Section 5. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
Section 9887 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“9887. Hearing on report to commission—After the president of 
the commission or his assistant has made his report to the commission 
upon any application, the commission shall examine such application and 
report of investigation, and shall give the applicant a public hearing, if he 
so desires. 

-(1) If the commission shall report favorably to the applicant it 
shall issue an order, signed by its president, directing that such securities 
be admitted to record in the Register of Qualified Securities, hereinafter 
provided for. The commission shall keep a permanent record of all its 
proceedings, findings, judgments and order. 

In granting to an applicant the privilege of offering securities to 
the public in the State of Alabama, the commission may impose such 
reasonable conditions, either precedent, concurrent or subsequent thereto, 
as in the judgment of the commission may be necessary or advisable and 
may fix a time limit for compliance with such conditions or any of them. 
As one of such conditions precedent, the commission may, in its discre- 
tion, require that all or any part of the securities of the issuer, which 
have been or are to be issued for property or assets, either tangible or 
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intangible, be deposited in escrow, under such terms as the commission 
may prescribe. 

The securities deposited under such escrow agreement shall be re- 
leased from such escrow agreement only at such time as the commission 
may deem just and equitable; and in any event such escrowed securities 
shall be released therefrom when the issuer’s earnings shall equal those 
prescribed by paragraph (j) of Section 9879 of this article for the same 
class of securities. 

(2) If, however, the commission shall, in any case, believe and 
find from all the evidence before it 

(a) That the sale of such securities would work a fraud deception 
or imposition upon the purchasers thereof, or that the proposed dis- 
posal of such securities is on unfair terms; or 

(b) That the articles of incorporation or association, declaration of 
trust, charter, constitution, by-laws, or other organization papers of the 
issuers are unfair, unjust, inequitable, illegal or oppressive or 

(c) That the issuers or guarantors of such securities are insolvent, 
or are in failing circumstances, or are not trustworthy ; or 

(d) That the issuer’s plan of business is unfair, inequitable, dis- 
honest, or fraudulent ; or 

(e) That the issuer’s literature or advertising is misleading or cal- 
culated to deceive purchasers or investors; or 

(f) That the reasonable value of any property or assets of the 
issuer for which the issuer has issued or proposes to issue securities is | 
less than the par or face value, or the issue price, as the case may be, of 
all of the securities of the issuer so issued or to be issued in payment 
therefor ; or 

(g) That the enterprise or business of either the issuer, or of the 
applicant, is unlawful or against public policy ; or 

(h) That the sale of such securities is a mere scheme of either the 
issuer or the applicant to dispose of worthless securities of no real in- 
trinsic value, at the expense of the purchasers of said securities; or 

(i) That the enterprise or business of the issuer or the security is 
unfair or fraudulent ; 

then the commission shall reduce its findings to writing, and shall 
refuse to admit said securities to record in the Register of Qualified 
Securities ; and it shall thereafter be unlawful to sell such securities in 
this State or to advertise same, or to circulate any advertisement thereof. 

(3) But, no securities shall be admitted to record in the Register 
of Qualified Securities until the applicant or applicants therefor have 
entered into a bond for not less than one thousand dollars, nor more than 
one hundred thousand dollars, and in no event for more than ten per 
centum of the aggregate selling price of the securities to be admitted to 
record. The amount of said bond shall be fixed by the commission in 
its order admitting said securities to record. Said bond shall be payable 
to the State of Alabama and be conditioned upon the truthfulness of the 
statements set forth in the application filed with the commission and.of 
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the written evidence or other probative matter filed with the commission 
in connection with such application and for the faithful compliance by 
said applicant and his agents with the provisions of this article and of 
any lawful condition or requirement made by the commission in granting 
such application. Said bond shall be made with a surety company 
authorized to do busines in the State of Alabama and shall be filed with 
and approved by the president of the commission. Any original pur- 
chaser of such securities or other person injured by a breach of any 
cendition in said bond shall have a right of action upon said bond for 
the amount of damages suffered thereby, but such right of action shall 
be barred unless suit be instituted thereon within one year; from the 
time such cause of action arises. One or more recoveries upon such 
bond shall not vitiate the same; but no recoveries thereon shall ever 
exceed the full amount of such bond. Upon suits being filed in excess 
of the amount of such bond, the president of the commission shail 
require a new bond; and if same is not filed with and approved by the 
president of the commission within thirty days thereafter, the commis- 
sion shall revoke the registration of the securities involved. All liability 
upon any such bond shall be extinguished upon the expiration of one 
year from the date of the last original sale by the issuer, or his agent, 
of any of the securities registered and authorized to be sold pursuant to 
the application on account of which such bond has been required by the 
cecmmission.” , 

Section 6. Be it Further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
section 9890 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“9890. REPORTS TO COMMISSION: CANCELLATION 
OF REGISTRATION OF SECURITIES AND DISCHARGE 
FROM FILING FURTHER REPORTS. ; 

(1) REPORTS TO COMMISSION.—Every issuer, whose secur- 
ities have been granted the privilege of being offered for sale to the 
public in the State of Alabama, and the registration of whose securities 
has not been cancelled and who has not been discharged from filing 
further quarterly reports under the provisions of paragraph (2) of this 
said Section 9890, shall file within thirty days after the close of busi- 
ness on December 31, March 31, June 30, and September 30, of each 
year, and at such other reasonable times as may be required by the com- 
mission, a statement verified under oath by some person having actual 
knowledge of the facts therein stated, setting forth, in such form as may 
be prescribed by the commission, the financial condition, the amount of 
assets and liabilities of such issuer on the above dates and such other 
information as the commission may require. Each statement shall be 
accompanied by a filing fee of ten dollars. If any issuer subject to the 
provisions of this article shall wilfully fail or refuse to comply with any 
of the provisions of this section, and shall continue to so fail or refuse 
for thirty (30) days after notice or demand, the registration of said 
issuer’s securities may thereupon be suspended or revoked and it shall 
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thereafter be unlawful for any such issuer, or for his agent or agents or 
any dealer or salesman to sell such securities in this state, unless and 
until said issuer has fully complied with the provisions of this para- 
graph (1) of this section 9890 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as hereby 
amended. 

(2) CANCELLATION OF REGISTRATION OF SECUR- 
ITIES: DISCHARGE FROM FILING REPORTS.—Any issuer, 
whose securities have been granted registration as provided in Section 
9887 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as herein amended, who has com- 
pleted the sale of the securities so registered, or who desires to discon- 
tinue the sale of said registered securities, and who desires to be dis- 
charged from further supervision of the commission or from further 
compliance with the Alabama Securities Law, may file with the com- 
mission a notice in writing to such effect, and the commission shall 
thereupon enter an order cancelling the registration of such securities, 
and such issuer shall thereupon be discharged from filing any financial 
report except as the commission may require up to and including the 
date of the filing of said notice as hereinabove provided. 

Whenever any security or securities theretofore granted registration 
by the commission in the Register of Qualified Securities, has or have 
become, under the provisions of Section 9879 of the Code of Alabama, 
1923, as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws of 1927 
and as hereby amended, securities to which the provisions of the Ala- 
bama Securities Act are made inapplicable, the commission shall, upon 
due proof of this fact to its satisfaction and upon application by the 
person who originally filed the application for the registration of said 
securities, or the successor to such person, enter an order cancelling the 
registration of said securities and discharging such person from the 
requirement of filing further reports with the commission.” 

Section 7%. Be It Further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that Section 9891 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“9891. POWERS OF COMMISSION TO ENFORCE PRO- 
VISIONS OF ALABAMA SECURITIES ACT: EXAMINATION 
AND EXAMINERS: REVOCATION OF REGISTRATION OF 
SECURITIES. 

(1) POWERS OF THE COMMISSION TO ENFORCE PRO- 
VISIONS OF THE ALABAMA SECURITIES ACT PROCE- 
DURE, etc. 

(a) Each of the members of the State Securities Commission of 
Alabama, or the Secretary-Examiner upon the order of the Commission 
for the purposes of the Alabama Securities Act, and in all hearings be- 
fore the Commission, may administer oaths, certify to official acts, issue 
subpoenas, compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
bocks and papers. 

(b) COURTS MAY COMPEL COMPLIANCE WITH THE 
ORDERS OF COMMISSION AND PUNISH FAILURE.—In the 
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case of failure or refusal on the part of any person to comply with any 
order of the commission or of any commissioner, or any subpoena, or 
on the refusal of any witness to testify or answer as to any matter 
regarding which he may be lawfully interrogated, any circuit court in the 
state, or any judge thereof, on application of the commission may issue 
an attachment for such person and compel him to comply with such 
_ order, or to attend before the commission and produce such documents 
and give his testimony upon such matters as may be lawfully required, 
and the court or judge shall have power to punish for contempt as in 
cases of disobedience of a like order or subpoena issued by or from such 
court, or a refusal to testify therein. 

(c) WITNESSES NOT EXCUSED FROM TESTIFYING TO 
MATTERS INCRIMINATING THEM.—No person shall be excused 
from attending and testifying, or from producing books and papers 
before the commission, or in obedience to the subpoena of the commis- 
sion, whether such subpoena be issued or signed by one or more of the 
members of the commission, in any investigation held by or before the 
commission, or in any cause or proceeding in any court by or against 
the commission, provided for by the Alabama Securities Act, on the 
ground or for the reason that the testimony or evidence, documentary or 
otherwise, required of him, may tend to incriminate him or subject him 
to a penalty or forfeiture. But no person shall be prosecuted or sub- 
jected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any transaction, 
matter or thing, concerning which he may be required to testify or 
produce evidence, documentary or otherwise, before the commission, or 
in obedience to its subpoena, or in any such cause or proceeding provided 
for in this paragraph 2 of this Section 9891, as herein amended. No 
person, testifying, shall be exempted from prosecution and punishment 
for perjury committed in so testifying. 

(d) DEPOSITION OF WITNESSES: HOW TAKEN.—The 
commission, or with the consent of the commission, any party to any pro- 
ceeding before the commission, may, in any investigation, cause deposi- 
tions of witnesses residing within or without this state to be taken in the 
manner prescribed by law; for depositions in civil actions, in circuit 
courts, such depositions to be taken on a commission to be issued by 
any member of the commission or by the secretary-examiner of the com- 
mission, made returnable to the commission. 

(f) FEES OF WITNESSES IN SUCH CASES.—Each witness 
who shall appear before the Commission by its order shall receive for 
his attendance the fees and mileage provided for witnesses in civil ‘cases 
in courts of record which shall be audited and paid by the state in the 
same manner as other expenses of the commission are audited and paid, 
upon the presentation of proper vouchers, sworn to by such witnesses and 
approved by the president of the commission; but no witnesses sub- 
poenaed at the instance of parties other than the commission shall be 
entitled to any fee or compensation from the state. 
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(2) EXAMINATION AND EXAMINERS.—The record and 
the business affairs of every company, or person, whose securities have 
been admitted to record in the Register of Qualified Securities, or who 
has been registered as a dealer by. the commission under the provisions 
of Section 9896 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended by Section 
9 of this Act, shall be subject to examination and inspection by the 
commission or by its assistants, accountants or examiners, at any time the 
commission may deem it advisable, and such company or person shall 
pay a fee for each of such examinations of not to exceed twenty-five 
dollars for each day or fraction thereof, plus the actual traveling and 
hotel expenses of such member or members of the Commission or such 
assistants, accountants or examiners as may be designated or directed 
+o make such examination while absent from the capital of the state for 
the purpose of making such examinations, provided, however, the issuer 
or dealer shall not be subjected to such examination or any expense 
therefor unless it appears to the commission on complaint and hearing 
thereon or from any financial statement furnished by the issuer or dealer 
that there is probable cause for revoking the registration of the securities 

ot the issuer or the securities being sold by such dealer. 
‘ (3) REVOCATION OF REGISTRATION OF SECURITIES. 
—The commission shall revoke the registration of any security by enter- 
ing ai order to that effect, with its findings in respect thereto, if upon 
examination into the affairs of the issuer of such security as provided 
ty subdivision (2) hereof it shall appear to the commission and the 
commission shall find 

(a) That the assets of any issuer, whose securities have been 
granted registration in the Register of Qualified Securities, are impaired 
to such an extent that such assets do not equal seventy (70%) per 
centum of its total liabilities, including its total stock liabilities reckoned 
upon the price at which such stock has been sold by such issuer to, or 
subscribed for by, the subscribers thereto ; or 

(b) That the issuer has violated any of the provisions of this 
Article or any orders of the commission, or any term or terms thereof, 
or has failed to comply with any condition or conditions contained in 
-any order of the commission within the time limit therein prescribed ; or 

(c): That the issuer has been or is engaged or is about to engage 
in a fraudulent transaction or fraudulent transactions relating to or in 
connection with the sale of any securities, or 

(d) That the issuer is in any other way dishonest or has made any 

fraudulent representation or representations in any prospectus or in any 
circular or other advertising or literature that has been distributed con- 
cerning the issuer or its securities ; or 

(e) That the issuer is insolvent ; or 

(f) That said issuer has declared and/or paid dividends out of any- 
thing except the net earnings of said issuer actually received and/or 
accrued at the time of the declaration thereof, and/or out of accumu- 
lated surplus. This paragraph (f) shall not apply fo liquidating divi- 
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dends legally declared and distributed and so specifically designated in 
connection with the distribution thereof. 

In making such examination, as provided by subdivision (2) hereof, 
the commission, its deputy or the accountant or accountants of the com- 
mission shall have access to and may compel the production of any or 
all of the books and papers of such issuer, and may administer oaths 
to and examine the officers of such issuer or any other person connected 
therewith as to its business and affairs or in lieu of such examination ‘ 
the Commission may require a balance sheet exhibiting the assets and 
liabilities and/or a trial balance sheet of the business, and/or the income 
statement, and/or any other information the Commission may deem 
necessary, any and all of which shall be made and certified by a public 
accountant selected by the issuer from a list of public accountants ap- 
proved by the Commission, or by any other public accountant first 
approved by the Commission. 

Section 8. Be it Further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama | 
that Section 9892 of the Code of Alabama, 1928, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“9892. COMPLAINTS, INVESTIGATIONS, FINDINGS OF 
FACT; INJUNCTION. 

(1) COMPLAINTS, INVESTIGATIONS, FINDINGS OF 
FACT.—The President of the Commission or any member thereof may, 
upon his own initiative or upon the complaint of any responsible person, 
hold such public hearings or make or have made such special inspection, 
examination or investigation as he may deem necessary, in connection 
with the promotion, sale or disposal in this state of any security, or 
securities, to determine whether the same constitutes a violation of law; 
and any member of the Commission or its assistant or deputy shall have 
power and authority 

(a) ‘To issue subpoenas and process compelling the attendance of 
any person and the production of any papers, records or books relating 
to any matter of which the commission has jurisdiction under ‘this 
Article, and 

(b) ‘To administer an oath to any person whose testimony may be 
required on such inspection, examination or investigation. 

Upon the conclusion of any hearing, inspection, examination or 
investigation, written report thereof shall be made to the Commission 
which shall make findings of fact concerning the matter or matters 
investigated, and enter such order thereon as it may deem necessary’ for 
the enforcement of the provisions of the Alabama Securities Act, as 
amended, or the provisions of this Act. 

(2) INJUNCTIONS.—Whenever it shall appear to the commis- 
sion, either upon complaint or otherwise, that in the issuance, sale, pro- 
motion, negotiation, advertisement, or distribution of any securities 
within this State, including any security exempted under the provisions 
of Section 9896 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended by Senate 
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Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and by this Act, any person, as 
defined in this Act: 

(1) Shall have employed or employs, or is about to employ any 
device, scheme or artifice to defraud or for obtaining money or prop- 
erty by means of any false pretense, representation or promise: 

(2) or that any such person shall have made, makes or attempts 
to make in this state fictitious or pretended purchases or sales of secur- 
ities; 

(3) or shall have engaged in or engaged in or is about to engage 
in any practice or transaction or course of business relating to the pur- 
chase or sale of securities 

(a) which is in violation of law 

(b) or which is fraudulent 

(c) or which has operated or which would operate as a fraud upon 
the purchaser; any one or all of which devices, schemes, artifices, fic- 
titious or pretended purchases or sales of securities, practices, trans- 
actions and courses of business are hereby declared to be and are here- 
inafter referred to as fraudulent practices ; 

(4) or that any person is acting as dealer or salesman within this 
state without being duly registered as such dealer or salesman as pro- 
vided in this Act; the commission may investigate, and whenever it shall 
believe from evidence satisfactory to it: 

(a) that any such person has engaged in, is engaged or is about to 
engage in any of the practices or transactions hereinbefore referred to 
as and declared to be fraudulent practices ; 

(b) or is selling or offering for sale any securities in violation of 
this Act or is acting as a dealer or salesman without being duly registered 
as provided in this Act; the commission may, in addition to any other 
remedies, bring action in the name and on behalf of the State of Ala- 
bama against such person and any other person or persons concerned in 
or in any way participating in or about to participate in such fraudulent 
practices or acting in violation of this Act, to enjoin such person and 
such other person or persons from continuing such fraudulent practices 
or engaging therein or doing any act or acts in furtherance thereof or in 
violation of this Act. In any such court proceedings the commission 
may apply for and on due showing be entitled to have issued the court’s 
subpoena requiring forthwith the appearance of any defendant and his 
employees, salesmen or agents and the production of documents, books 
and records as may appear necessary for the hearing of such petition, 
to testify and give evidence necessary for the hearing of such petition, 
to testify and give evidence concerning the acts or conduct or things 
complained of in such application for injunction. In such action the 
equity courts shall have jurisdiction of the subject matter and a judg- 
ment may be entered awarding such injunction as may be proper.” 

Section 9. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
Section 9896 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to read 
as follows: 
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“Section 9896. DEALERS IN AND SALESMEN OR SECUR- 
ITIES ; REGISTRATION AND SUPERVISION OF, ETC. 

1.. UNLAWFUL FOR DEALER OR SALESMAN TO SELL 
SECURITIES UNLESS REGISTERED AS DEALER OR SALES- 
MAN: REGISTRATION OF.—No dealer or salesman shall carry on 
business in the State of Alabama as such dealer or salesman, or sell any 
securities, including any securities exempted under the provisions of 
Section 9879 of the Code of Alabama 1923, as amended, unless he has 
been and is then régistered as dealer or salesman in the office of the 
commission pursuant to the provisions of this section. Every applicant 
for registration shall file in the office of the commission an application 
in writing, duly signed and sworn to, in such form as the commission 
. may prescribe, giving particulars concerning the business reputation of 
the applicant and such other information as the commission may reason- 
ably require. The names and addresses of all persons approved for reg- 
istration as dealers or salesmen shall be recorded in a Register of Dealers 
and Salesmen kept in the office of the commission, which shail be open 
to public inspection. Every registration under this section shall expire 
on the thirty-first day of December in each year, but the same may be 
renewed. The fee for such registration and for each annual renewal 
thereof shall be fifty dollars in the case of dealers and fifteen dollars in 
the case of salesmen. 

No person shall be registered as a salesman except upon the applica- 
tion of the person on whose behalf such salesman is to act. In granting 
registration of dealers and/or salesmen, the commission may impose 
such conditions either precedent, concurrent or subsequent as in the 
judgment of the commission may be necessary or advisable and may. fix 
a time limit for compliance with such conditions or any of them. It 
shall be unlawful for any person required to register under the pro- 
visions of this section to sell any security to any person in the State of 
Alabama without having registered, or after such registration has expired 
or been cancelled or revoked and not renewed. : 

2. DEALERS AND SALESMEN, BONDS OF: Before any 
dealer or salesman shall sell or offer for sale any security required to be 
registered under the provisions of this Act, such dealer or salesman 
shall enter into a bond for not less than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) 
in the case of such dealer and not less than five hundred ($500.00) in 
the case of such salesman, which said bond shall be payable to the State 
of Alabama and which shall be executed only with a surety company 
as surety, authorized to transact business in the State of Alabama. Said 
bond shall be in such form as the commission shall from time to time 
designate and shall be conditioned for the faithful accounting for all 
moneys and/or securities of another and for the payment of any judg- 
ment rendered by a court of competent jurisdiction in any action at law 
or suit in equity in Alabama based upon fraud or misrepresentation in 
the sale in Alabama of any such security. Any original purchaser of 
securities from or through any such registered dealer or salesman or 
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other person damaged by any breach in the conditions of said bond shall 
have a right of action upon said bond for the damages suffered thereby. 
Any such cause of action shall be commenced within one year after 
such cause of action arose or within one year from the discovery of the 
fraud, but in no case to extend beyond one year from the cancellation 
of the registration, the revocation thereof or the discharge of such dealer 
or salesman from further supervision under this Act, and any such cause 
of action not commenced within such time as herein limited shall be for- 
ever barred. One or more recoveries upon such bond shall not vitiate 
the same, but the aggregate amount of such recoveries thereon shall not 
exceed the amount of such bond. Any recovery on such bond shall be 
sufficient cause for cancelling or revoking such dealer’s or salesman’s 
registration. 

3. SUPERVISION, ETC. BY COMMISSION OVER DEAL- 
ERS AND SALESMEN.—(a) The commission shall have general 
supervision of all dealers and salesmen registered hereunder and residing 
or doing business in this State. 

(b) Every dealer, who deals in securities on marginal account or 
purchases or sells securities on a partial payment plan, or sells securities 
to be delivered at any time in the future, shall issue to the purchaser 
thereof and/or person making a deposit with such dealer on account of 
such transaction a certificate, receipt, confirmation or other written 
memorandum signed by such dealer in evidence of such transaction, 
which said certificate, receipt, confirmation or memorandum shall clearly 
show the amount and price of such securities so purchased and/or sold 
and the date of such transaction; and moreover, the commission may at 
any time require any such registered dealer covered by this sub-para- 
graph (b) to have an audit made of his books and records by a public 
accountant to be selected by the dealer from a list of public accountants 
approved by the commission, or by any other public accountant first ap- 
proved by the commission, and to file a certified copy thereof with the 
commission. The provisions of this paragraph (b) of this subdivision 
3 of this Section 9896 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as herein amended, 
shall not apply to a national bank, to a state bank under the jurisdiction 
and supervision of the Superintendent of Banks of this State. Such 
reports so filed shall be for the consideration of the commission, and 
shall not be available for public inspection except upon the order of the 
commission or of court of competent jurisdiction. 

4. DENIAL, SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF DEAL- 
ERS’ OR SALESMEN’S REGISTRATION: GROUNDS OF.— 
Application for registration as either dealer or salesman under Section 
9896-1 may be refused or denied or any such registration granted may 
be revoked by the commission, if, after a reasonable notice and hearing, 
the commission determines and finds that such applicant or registrant 
so registered 

(a) Has wilfully or intentionally violated any provision of this act 
or any regulation made hereunder ; or 
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(b) Has wilfully or intentionally made a material false statement in 
the application for registration ; or 

(c) Has been guilty of a fraudulent act in connection with any sale 
of securities, or has been or is engaged or is about to engage in making 
fictitious or pretended sales or purchases of any such securities or has 
been or is engaged or is about to engage in any practice or transaction 
or course of business relating to the purchase or sale of securities which 
is fraudulent or in violation of law; or 

(d) Is not, in the opinion of the commission, worthy to be registered 
as such dealer or salesman; or 

(e) In the case of a dealer, is insolvent; or 

(f{) In the case of a dealer, has made, done or committed or has 
engaged in or is engaged in making, doing or committing any of the 
following things or acts; i. e., continued misrepresentations, either as to 
the financial worth, merits, value or price of a security, either in adver- 
tising or through salesmen, bucketing, or while acting as a broker under 
orders to purchase or sell securities for customers, selling or purchasing 
for his own account of the same securities with intent to trade against 
the customer’s order ; making use of what is termed a house account, or 
is in any way filling an order for a client other than in the usual method 
of making a purchase or sale upon the open market ; for being in a con- 
dition of insolvency; for failing to keep or maintain sufficient records 
to permit of an audit satisfactorily disclosing to the commission the true 
situation or condition of such business; for failure to comply with any 
of the requirements of this Section 9896 as herein amended ; disobeying 
in anyway orders made by the State Securities Commission of Alabama 
granting registration of a security or of such dealer; having in his 
employ any unlicensed salesman or a salesman whose license has been 
revoked ; practices of any sort tending, toward defrauding the public; or 

(g) In the case of a salesman, has made, done or committed, or 
has engaged in or is engaged in making, doing, or committing any of the 
following things; i.e., (1) making any misrepresentation of an existing 
or past fact regarding any security; (2) promise of dividends unless 
said dividends have already been declared; (3) promising a resale at a 
prive above that at which the security is sold to a purchaser (4) taking 
any subscription or contract for the purchase or sale of any security not 
exempt under the provisions of Section 9879 of the Code of Alabama, 
1923, as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and 
by this Act on the partial payment plan upon any blank other than that 
approved by the commission; (5) using any advertising matter in con- 
nection with the sale of any registered security, which advertising has 
not been approved by the commission; (6) dividing commissions for the 
sale of securities (not exempt under the provisions of Section 9879 of 
the Code of Alabama, 1923, as-amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama 
General Laws, 1927, and by this Act) with, or giving rebates to, any 
person or persons not registered with the commission, either as dealers 
or salesmen; (7) any practices which, in the judgment of the commis” 
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sion, not explicitly outlined in this Act, tend to defraud the public; (8) 
conviction in any court in this state of a violation of this Act. 

In case of charges against a salesman notice thereof shall also be 
given the dealer or issuer employing such salesman. 

Pending the hearing the commission shall have the power to order 
the suspension of such dealer’s or salesman’s registration ; provided, such 
order shall state the cause of such suspension. 

Until the entry of a final order, the suspension of such dealer’s 
registration, though binding upon the persons notified thereof, shall be 
deemed confidential, and shall not be published, unless it shall appear 
that the order of suspension has been violated after notice. 

In the event the commission determines to refuse or revoke a regis- 
tration as hereinabove provided, it shall enter a final order therein with 
its findings on the Register of Dealers and Salesmen; and suspension or 
revocation of the registration of a dealer shall also suspend or revoke 
the registration of all his salesmen, unless otherwise ordered by the 
commission. 

It shall be sufficient cause for refusal or suspension or revocation 
of registration in case of a partnership or corporation or any unincor- 
porated association, if any member of the partnership or any officer or 
director of the corporation or association has been guilty of any act or 
omission which would be cause for refusing or suspending or revoking 
the registration of an individual dealer or salesman. ' Dealers and sales- 
men registered by the commission since January 1, 1931, are relieved 
from paying any further registration fees for the year 1931, but are in 
all other respects required to comply with the provisions of this section.” 

Section 10. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that Section 9899 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to. 
read as follows: 

“9899. WHEN SALES MADE IN VIOLATION OF ARTI- 
CLE VOIDABLE.—Every sale on contract for sale of any securities 
made in violation of the provisions of this article, as amended by Senate 
Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and by this Act, or in violation 
of the terms of the commission’s order granting or revoking registration 
of said securities, shall be voidable at the election of the purchaser 
thereof; and every person making such sale or contract for sale and 
every agent of or for such seller who shall have participated or aided 
in any way in making such sale, shall be jointly and severally liable to 
such purchaser, upon surrender or tender of said security or securities 
or said contract to the seller, for the amount of damages suffered by the 
purchaser in consequence thereof. No action shall be brought under this 
section after one year from the date of such sale or contract for sale.” 
' Section 11. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that Section 5402 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, be amended so as to 
read as follows: ; 

“5402. REFUSAL TO OBEY ORDERS OF SECURITIES 
COMMISSION: PENALTY FOR.—Any person who shall refuse to 
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obey any subpoena or process provided for in Chapter 335, Article 12 
of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended, or who shall refuse to make 
answer to any competent or material question propounded to him by the 
president of the commission, any member of the commission, or its 
assistant or deputy, upon any hearing before the commission, or who 
shall wilfully violate any legal order of the commission shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction in any court of competent juris- 
diction, shall be punished by a fine not to exceed five hundred dollars, 
or by confinement in the county jail for not more than. six months or 
by both such fine and imprisonment.” 

Section 12. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that the commission is given power to make all such reasonable rules and 
regulations as it may deem necessary to carry out its duties under this 
Act. 

Section 13. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 
that it shall be the duty of the attorney general and of each solicitor in 
this state to promptly investigate and prosecute all violations of Chapter 
335, Article 12, and Chapter 220, Article 7 of the Code of Alabama, 
1923, as amended by Senate Bill 415, Alabama General Laws, 1927, and 
by this Act, including any fraud or fraudulent act as defined in this Act, 
and also including all complaints referred to them, or either of them, by 
the commission or by any person; and each member of the commission 
and also the secretary-examiner of the commission when ordered by the 
Commission so to do, hereby authorized and empowered to swear out 
warrants of arrest against any person violating the criminal provisions 
of the Alabama Securities Act; and neither any member of the commis- 
sion nor the said secretary-examiner nor the said assistant secretary- 
examiner shall be in any way liable in damages or to a suit or action for 
damages by reason of swearing out such warrant or warrants of for 
causing the arrest, detention or imprisonment of any person or persons 
under such warrant or warrants. 

Section 14. The special assistant provided for in Section 989% of 
the Code of Alabama shall be known as the Secretary-Examiner of the 
commission. 

Section 15. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, 
that if the Supreme Court of the state shall hold any clause, or provision 
of this Act unconstitutional, or otherwise invalid or ineffective, such 
holding by the Supreme Court shall not affect any other clause or pro- 
vision of this Act, and all other clauses and provisions shall remain in 
full force and effect. 

Section 16. Be it further Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, 
that all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed, and that the provisions of this Act shall become 
effective upon approval by the Governor.

BILLS ON THIRD READING. 
The bill: 


H. 698. ‘To provide that all counties in the State of Alabama having 
a population of One hundred Five Thousand (105,000) and not more 
than three hundred thousand (300,000) according to the last Federal 
Census or any succeeding Federal Census through the Board of Revenue 
and road commissioners or other governing body shall purchase a 
standard line of text books from the first to the sixth grades inclusive, 
‘to be used in the schools of such counties by all children who attend 
schools and come within said grades. To provide that the Superinten- 
dent of Education of such counties shall make an estimate as to the 
supply of books necessary and make out a request for such books and to 
provide for the governing body of such county to levy and collect a 
gasoline or motor fuel tax to pay for such books and to provide for the 
distribution of such books and to provide that parents, guardians or 
custodians of such children using such books shall be responsible and 
return such books to the Superintendent of Education at the end of the 
school year. 


Was taken up. 
Mr. Craft offered the following amendment to said bill, to-wit: 
Amend caption of House Bill No. 698 by adding the following: 

. “That said text books shall be selected by said Board of Revenue 
with the approval of Superintendent of Education of such counties, and 
to provide for the appointment of a gasoline collector, fix his compen- 
sation and define his duties, and for the distribution of any funds 
derived under this Act for the payment of the school text books herein 
provided for. 

Amend Section 5 to read as follows: 
“Section 5. The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
such county shall purchase a line of text books for all the school children 
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in such county within the grades provided for herein and the selection 
to be made by the Board of Revenue with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Education of such counties and delivered by the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners to the Superintendent of Education 
for his distribution to such children within said grades. The Superin- 
tendent of Education of such counties shall on delivering a set of text 
books to any child require a receipt to be signed by the parent, guardian 
or custodian of such child evidencing the fact that possession of the 
books for a certain term or part of a term of school has been delivered 
to the parent, guardian or custodian of such child for its use. The title 
of such book shall remain in such counties and at the end of the school 
term the parent, guardian or custodian must return the text book evi- 
denced by the receipt to the Superintendent of Education. The parent, 
guardian or custodian must see that proper care is taken of such book 
_that is in the possession of any child that may be under the control of 
such parent, guardian or custodian. The Principal of any school when 
satisfied that the improper care of text books in the possession of any 
child or its parent, guardian or custodian may require the books to be 
delivered to him and in that event the Superintendent of Education may 
refuse another set of text books for that term of school. The Super- 
intendent of Education may in his discretion require the Principal of all 
schools in such counties to aid him in the distribution of the text books 
herein provided for.” 

Amend House Bill No. 698 by inserting the words “one cent per 
gallon gasoline tax” in lieu of the words “one-half cent gasoline tax” 
wherever it appears in said Bill; also, in Section 2 of said Bill, strike out 
the words “one-half of”, in line 2 of engrossed Bill.

To authorize and require the Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners of Mobile County, if and when a road and seawall Dis- 
trict is created in said county, to levy an excise license tax of not more

1882 JOURNAL OF THE SENATE, 1931 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That as used in this act, the term “Gasoline” shall include 
gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes 
therefor, commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided that 
nothing contained in this act shall apply to those products commercially 
known as “Kerosene”, “oil’’, “Fuel oil”, “crude oil” used for lighting or 
heating purposes. The word “person” means and includes every person, 
corporation, co-partnership, company, agency or association singular or 
plural. The term “Distributor” shall include any person who shall 
engage in the selling of gasoline as herein defined in this State by whole- 
sale in domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such 
distributor in interstate commerce. The term “‘retail dealer’ shall 
include any person herein defined as “distributor” who is also engaged 
in the sale of gasoline as herein defined, at any place in this State, in 
broken quantities. The term “storer” as herein used shall include any 
person who ships gasoline into this State, in tank quantities and stores 
the same and withdraws or uses the same for any purpose. 

Section 2. (a) Ewery distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline 
as herein defined shall pay an excise tax of one cent per gallon in addi- 
tion to all other excise tax now imposed by law upon the selling, dis- 
tributing or withdrawing from storage for any use gasoline as herein 
defined in this State, provided, however, that this excise tax shall not 

-be levied upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided 
further that where the excise tax herein provided upon the sale of such 
gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or 
storer such payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax 
shall not be paid but once. (b) The excise tax imposed by subdivision 
(a) of this section shall apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or 
distributors storing gasoline and distributing the same or allowing the 
same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such withdrawals be for 
sales or other use—provided, that “sellers” of gasoline and its substitutes 
paying the tax herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on 
the basis of their sales as hereinafter required and storers and dis- 
tributors shall compute and pay this tax on the basis of their with- 
drawals or distributions. . 

Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after this act 
shall have taken effect, every person upon whom this excise tax is levied 
shall render to the State Tax Commission on forms prescribed by such 
Commission, a true and correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of 
gasoline made by him or them during the next preceding month, liable 
for the payment of the excise tax herein prescribed, and shall furnish to 
said commission such additional information as such commission may 
require upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by said Commis- 
sion, and at the time of making such report shall pay to the State Tax 
‘Commission an amount of money equal to the excise tax herein laid. 
The statement herein required to be made by this distributor, storer or 
retail dealer shall be sworn to before some officer authorized to admin- 
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ister oaths and any false or fraudulent statement sworn to shall con- 
stitute perjury and upon conviction thereof the person so convicted shall 
be punished as provided by law for the crime of perjury. 

Section 4. All distributors, storers, or retail dealers shall keep, for 
not less than two years, within the State of Alabama at some certain 
place or office such books, documents or papers as will clearly show the 
amount of sales or withdrawals of gasoline made in this State covered 
by this Act. 

Section 5. Within thirty days after the effective date of this act, 
every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the withdrawal of 
gasoline who has not theretofore made such a report, shall make a report 
on blanks furnished by the State Tax Commission to the State Tax 
Commission showing the place and post office address at which he is 
engaged in the business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gaso- 
line, which information shall be entered by the State Tax Commisison on 
a book kept for that purpose, and should such distributor, storer or 
retail dealer move his place of business from one post office address to 
another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days 
thereafter notify the State Tax Commission of such removal, giving the 
former place and post office address and also the place and post office 
address to which the business has been removed. After this act becomes 
effective no person shall become a distributor, storer, or seller of gaso- 
line in this State until he shall have made such reports to the State Tax 
Commission. 

Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline in 
this State covered by the provisions of this act fail to make the reports 
or any of them, to the State Tax Commission as herein required or 
shall fail to keep the records required by Section 4 hereof, such dis- 
tributor, storer or retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars nor more 
than Three Hundred Dollars for each of such offenses. 

Section 7, It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commission to 
enforce the provisions of this act and the State Tax Commission shall 
have the right itself or by any of its agents to examine the books, reports 
and accounts of every such distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline 
covered in this act. 

Section 8. The proceeds of said excise tax authorized by this act, 
shall, when collected be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Public Road and Bridge Fund. All funds so raised shall be primarily 
charged with the payment of the interest upon such additional highway 
and bridge bonds as may hereafter be authorized and sold, and to provide 
a sinking fund for the retirement of such bonds as may be hereafter 
authorized and sold. Any of such funds not used for such primary 
obligations shall be used by the State Highway Commission with the 
approval of the Governor in constructing public roads and bridges as 
now or hereafter provided by law and in maintaining the public roads 
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and bridges as are now or may hereafter be constructed by the State 
Highway Commission. 

Section 9. The acceptance of. any money paid for the excise tax 
provided for in this act shall in no way preclude the collection of the 
money actually due, provided, however, that the money actually paid shall 
constitute a credit against the money actually due. 

Section 10. The forms for all statements and reports required in 
the provisions of this act shall be prescribed and furnished by the State 
Tax Commission and the cost of the enforcement of this act shall be paid 
out of the funds derived from the excise tax herein prescribed upon a 
warrant of the State Auditor upon a voucher of the Chairman of the 
State Tax Commission and approved by the Governor. 

Section 11. If any distributor, storer or retail leader, in gasoline 
covered by this Act shall fail to make the monthly returns prescribed 
herein, the State Tax Commission shall make a return for such delinquent 
upon such information as it may reasonably obtain, assess the excise tax 
thereon, and add a penalty for failure to make such return of twenty-five 
per cent of the tax due to the amount as assessed by the Commission. If 
in the opinion of the State Tax Commission a good and sufficient cause 
and reason is shown for such delinquency, the State Tax Commission 
may remit the penalty, otherwise the penalty shall be paid. The State 
Tax Commission shall be authorized and empowered to make return for 
the delinquent tax payer upon such information as it may reasonably 
obtain and add thereto the penalty as provided in this section of this act. 
The State Tax Commission shall as such is practicable, and before the 
thirtieth day of the month certify to the State Auditor and the State 
Treasurer names of all persons liable to pay the tax herein provided, 
together with the post office address and the amount of the tax and if 
any such tax and penalties shall not have been paid, the State Tax Com- 
mission shall issue executions for the collection of such tax directed to 
any sheriff of the State of Alabama, who shall proceed to collect the 
same in the manner now provided by the law for the collection of de- 
linquent tax by the county tax collector and make returns of such execu- 
tions to the State Tax Commission. The tax and all such penalties and 
assessments shall be a lien upon the property in this State of the party 
charged therewith. 

Section 12. Any distributor, storer, or retail dealer, who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this act may be restrained and the proper prose- 
cutions instituted in the name of the State of Alabama by its Attorney 
General or under his direction by any circuit solicitor of the State, from 
distributing, selling or withdrawing from storage any gasoline, the sale 
or withdrawal of which is taxable under this act, until such person shall 
have complied with the provisions of this act. 

Section 13. Each freight agent of the railroad companies operating 
in the State of Alabama shall report to the State Tax Commission on 
the first day of October, January, April, and July of each year, all ship- 
ments of gasoline and lubricating oils or substitutes therefor received at 
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such station on such railroads during the preceding three months, giving 
the name and address of the consignor and consignee, shipping and 
receiving such gasoline or lubricating oils or substitutes therefor and 
the number of gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 

Section 14. Nothing in this act shall be held or construed to in any 
way repeal or change the excise tax now levied and collected on gasoline 
under any general or local law heretofore adopted. 

Section 15. This act with all its provisions shall go into effect imme- 
diately upon its passage and approval by the Governor and should any 
section of this act, or any provision hereof be declared unconstitutional 
it shall not invalidate the remaining sections of part thereof.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. President: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report that 
said Committee, in session, have compared the following enrolled bill 
with the engrossed and original bill, respectively, and finds same cor- 
rectly enrolled, to-wit: 

S. 372. To abolish the offices of tax assessor and tax collector for 
Limestone County, Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu thereof, 
the office of tax assessor-collector for Limestone County, Alabama; to 
provide when said offices of tax assessor and tax collector shall be 
abolished, and when said office of tax assessor-collector shall be estab- 
lished and become effective ; to provide when said tax assessor-collector 
shall be elected and to prescribe his term of office, authority, powers 
and duties; to provide for appointment of a deputy, for his authority 
and duties, and for the employment of a clerk to assist said tax assessor- 
collector and for their compensation; to provide that said tax assessor- 
collector shall be paid a salary in lieu of all other compensation for 
performing the duties of said office, the amount thereof and the manner 
in which the same shall be paid; to provide that said deputy shall be paid 
a salary for performing the duties of his office, the amount thereof and 
the manner in which the same shall be paid; to provide for the employ- 
ment of one clerk by said tax assessor-collector, the amount of money 
that he may expend therefor, and the manner in which they shall be 
paid; to designate and set aside all fees, percentage, commissions and 
other allowances and compensations which are now or may hereafter be 
provided for by law and collected thereunder and paid, as fees, percent- 
ages, commissions and other allowances or compensations to the tax 
assessor and/or to the tax collector of Limestone County, Alabama, or 
which may hereafter be provided for by law and collected for such pur- 
pose or purposes, as a special fund to be collected by said tax assessor- 
collector and paid by him into the treasury of Limestone County, Ala- 
bama; to provide that out of such special fund the salary of .such tax 
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assessor-collector, the salaries of said deputy and the compensation of

‘To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
to be known as Article XXB, authorizing the State; (1) to locate, con- 
struct, improve, repair, and maintain public roads, highways and bridges 
in the State of Alabama, and to that end to authorize the State to issue 
and sell negotiable interest-bearing State bonds, in an amount not to 
exceed Twenty-five Million ($25,000.00) Dollars in addition to the 
bonds issued under amendments to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama known and designated as Articles XX and XXA and to provide 
for funds for payment of interest on said bonds and to create a sinking 
fund for payment of principal of said bonds, and (2) each County in 
the State is authorized to engage in the construction, improvement, repair 
and maintenance of public roads, highways and bridges within each such 
county. To this end and for this purpose each county is authorized to 
issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable county bonds, without reference 
to the assessed value of the property in such county, certificates or other 
instruments of indebtedness (such bonds, certificates or other instru- 
ments of indebtedness being herein referred to as County Road Bonds) 
in an amount equal to Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00). 
Such County Road Bond shall be issued under such denominations, num- 
bers, and series, and mature at such times as may be provided by law, 
all such bonds to bear a rate of interest not greater than five per cent 
per annum, payable quarterly or semi-annually. No County Road Bonds 
shall be issued unless such issue of bonds be first authorized by a 
majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of such county, voting 
upon such proposition. The Legislature shall pass general laws pro- 
viding for such elections. To create an annual sinking fund for the 
prompt and faithful payment of the principal and interest on such 
County Road Bonds and for the construction, improvement, repair and 
maintenance of such public roads, highways and bridges, the Legislature 
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shall provide for the application to such sinking fund of the excise tax or 
any part thereof imposed on the business of selling, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or 
devices or substitutes therefor, under the provisions of the Act of the 
Legislature of Alabama approved February 10, 1923, as amended by 
Section 83 of an Act approved August 22, 1923, and by Act approved 
August 27, 1927, when, as and if the same shall be necessary to maintain 
the sinking fund for such County Road Bonds. Such County Road 
Bonds shall be a direct obligation of the county and for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal and interest thereon the full faith and 
credit of the county is hereby irrevocably pledged and such County Road 
Bonds shall be exempt forever from taxes of every kind, and (3) author- 
izing the Governor to negotiate loans of not exceeding Fifteen Million 
($15,000,000.00) Dollars or so much thereof as may be necessary to 
meet the deficit in the general fund of the State treasury at the close 
of business on September 10, 1931. Said loan to mature not later than 
January 1, 1945; and from time to time to negotiate temporary loans, 
never to exceed Three Million ($3,000,000.00) Dollars to meet the 
deficiencies in the treasury and until the same is paid, no new loan shall 
be negotiated; and to provide revenue and funds for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal and interest on such bonds and loans

compensation of the members thereof and to provide for the prep- 
aration of Jury Rolls and the filling of Jury Boxes; and to provide

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to further define the powers and duties 
of Jury Boards in all counties in this State having a population of 
300,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
Census, to fix the compensation of the members thereof and to pro- 
vide for the preparation of Jury Rolls and the filling of Jury Boxes; 
and to provide for the method of serving notice of the requirement 
of the attendance for jury service. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in all counties in this State having a popula- 
tion of 300,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal Census that the members of the jury boards of such coun- 
ties shall each receive the sum of $50.00 per month, payable out of 
the County Treasury of such county. 

Section 2. That the Jury Boards in such counties may employ 
such clerical or other assistants and incur such other expense as 
may be needful and necessary for the proper discharge of the duties 
of their office, the expense of which shall be a proper charge against 
the County Treasury. The County Commissions or other like gov- 
erning body in such counties shall fix the number and compensa- 
tion of the clerks employed in the office of the Jury Board and 
the appointment of such clerks shall be subject to the approval of 
the Commission. Every clerk performing duties relative to the 
preparation of jury rolls shall before entering upon the discharge 
of his duties take and subscribe to the oath of office prescribed by 
the Constitution and file the same for record in the office of the 
Probate Judge of the County. 

Section 3. Any member of a Jury Board or clerk thereof who 
neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act or any 
person who being duly summoned to attend before the Jury Board, 
wilfully fails to do so, or attending, refuses to testify is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
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Section 4. The Jury Board shall obtain as nearly as practicable 
the name of every male citizen over the age of twenty-one (21) and 
under the age of sixty-five (65) years together with their occupa- 
tion and place of residence and place of business. 

Section 5. The Jury Board shall meet in the Court House of 
such counties and make in a well bound book a roll, carrying as 
far as is practicable, the name of every male citizen living in the 
county who possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who 
is not exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be 
arranged alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order 
and the jury roll, to take the testimony of witnesses, to require the 
production of any books, papers or documents and generally to do 
and perform whatever acts necessary to establish to their satis- 
faction that the said jury roll conforms to all legal requirements. 
The Jury Board shall have performed the duties required of it by 
law when they shall have prepared a jury roll otherwise in compliance 
with law constituting of the names of qualified jurors in number equal 
to at least six per cent of the population of said county in accord- 
ance with the last Federal census. 

Section 6. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing 
that the name of every person possessing the qualifications pre- 
scribed by this Act to serve as a juror and not exempted by law 
from jury duty, is placed on the jury roll and in the Jury Box and 
they may summon and cause to attend before them any person 
within the county and examine him on oath ‘touching such name, 
residence, occupation and qualifications of any person residing in 
the county. The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be 
used for the juror’s name, but one full Christian name or given 
name shall in every case be used and in case there are two. or more 
persons of the same or similar name, the name by which he is com- 
monly distinguished from the other person of the same or similar 
name shall also be entered as well as his true name. The Jury 
Board shall require the clerk ofthe Board to scan the registration 
list, the lists returned to the Tax Assessor, any city directory, tele- 
phone directory and any and every other source of information 
from which he may obtain information, and to visit every precinct 
at least once a year to enable the Jury Board to properly perform 
the duties required of it by this Act. 

Section 7. Whenever it shall appear to the Judge of the Circuit 
Court or court of like jurisdiction that the Jury Box is so nearly 
exhausted as to require refilling, he shall notify the Jury Board 
and the said Board shall thereupon proceed to refill the Box as 
herein provided. 

Section 8. The Jury Box now in use in such counties shall 
continue to be used until the first day of September, 1931, at which 
time the Jury Board shall proceed to refill said Box in the manner 
prescribed herein and that when so refilled that the same shall 
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continue in use and the same shall not be again refilled except as 
provided by Section Six of this Act. 

Section 9. That all notices of the requirement of the attend- 
ance of jury service shall be served by registered mail and it shall 
be the duty of the Sheriff in all such counties to enclose the sum- 
mons in an envelope addressed to the person to be served and 
place all necessary postage thereon and demand a return receipt. 
That when a return receipt signed by the addressee is returned to 
the Sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States the 
Sheriff shall thereupon mark the process executed and it shall be 
considered for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. 
In the event said jury summons so mailed should be returned to 
the Sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States 
without delivery to the addressee then the Sheriff shall imme- 
diately make every effort to personally serve said summons. This 
Section, however, shall not apply to Jury Summons returnable be- 
fore the Court instanter but such summonses shall be personally 
served by the Sheriff or his deputy. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

HOUSE MESSAGE. 


~ On motion of Mr. Craft, the Senate reconsidered the vote by 
which it passed at the morning session the bill: 

H. 996. To authorize and require the governing bodies of all 
counties in the State of Alabama having a population, according to 
the last or any subsequent Federal Census, of not less than 110,000 
or more than 175,000, to purchase lease or acquire by eminent 
domain proceedings or otherwise any and/or all toll bridges located 
wholly within any such county, or partly within such county and 
partly within an adjoining county, and now forming a part of, or 
forming a connection between, one or more portions of any State 
or Federal Highway or Highways, and to prescribe the powers 
and duties of the governing bodies of all such counties with respect 
to such bridges; to provide for the raising of necessary funds for 
such purposes and to authorize the issuance by all such counties of 
notes and/or bonds for such purpose, which notes or bonds shall 
not be general obligations of such counties and shall be payable 
only out of the tolls collected from the operation of any such 
bridge; and to provide for and regulate the holding of elections by 
the qualified voters of such counties to authorize the issuance of 
such bonds, and ascertaining and declaring the results of such elec- 
tions, and regulating the sale or other issue of such bonds and the 
‘use of the proceeds of such sale; to authorize the governing bodies 
of all such counties to execute mortgages upon such bridges so ac- 
quired by any such county, for the purpose of securing such notes 
or bonds; to prescribe the rights and powers of the purchasers of 
any bonds issued for such purposes; to authorize the governing 
bodies of all such counties to maintain and operate any such bridge 
so purchased, leased or otherwise acquired, and to operate same for 
toll until the cost of purchase or other acquisition and maintenance 
shall have been paid or the bonds or notes issued in respect thereof 
have been paid or retired; and to authorize the governing bodies 
of all such counties to apply to the payment in whole or in part of 
the expenses of maintenance and operation of any such bridge so 
acquired and/or to the payment in whole or in part of the principal 
and/or interest of any notes or bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act. Any portion of the general funds or road and bridge 
funds or the funds of such county not otherwise specifically pledged 
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or designated by law to any other specific purpose, and to au- 
thorize the governing bodies of all such counties to sell or lease 
or release to the State of Alabama any such bridge so acquired by 
any such county; and repealing all Acts, general or special, in con- 
flict herewith. 

And on motion of Mr. Craft, the Senate also reconsidered the 
vote by which said bill was ordered to an engrossment and third 
reading. 

Mr. Craft then offered the following amendment to said bill, 
to-wit: 

(1) Amend Section 1 (e) by striking out the words “Or war- 
rants” and the word “Warrants” wherever the same appear in said 
Section 1 (e). 

(2) By adding Section 1% as follows: Section 1%. The gov- 
erning bodies of all such counties in the State of Alabama which 
may now have or which may hereafter have a population of not 
less than 110,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
census, are hereby authorized and empowered to lease or acquire, 
by purchase, eminent domain proceedings or otherwise, and to own, 
maintain and operate any and all toll bridges wholly or partly 
within any such county which now forms a part of or a connection 
between one or more portions of any State or Federal highway or 
highways, and if any such bridge is located partly in any such 
county and partly in an adjoining county, such county which now 
has a population of not less than 110,000 according to the last or 
any subsequent federal census, may lease or acquire, by purchase, 
eminent domain proceedings otherwise, and own, maintain and 
operate not only the portion of such bridge located in such county 
having such population, but also the portion of such bridge located 
in such adjoining county, and may operate the entire bridge as a 
toll bridge and collect tolls for the use. thereof. 

(3) Amend Section 2 by putting in the word “lease” in the 
second line immediately preceding the word “Purchase” and by strik- 
ing out the words “or warrants” and the word “warrants” wher- 
ever the same appear in said Section 2 and by striking out the 
words “and the tolls collected from such bridge for such time as 
may seem proper to such governing body” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “and the tolls collected from such bridge or bridges 
for such time and upon such terms and conditions as such governing 
body may deem proper and not inconsistent with this Act.’”’ And by in- 
serting at the end of said Section 2 the following words: “But not 
more than thirty years from the date of issue” and by inserting 
after the words “and-may be renewed” in the last sentence of said 
Section the words “or refunded.’ And by striking out the words 
“by a majority voting by ballot” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “By a majority vote by ballot” in the first sentence of said 
Section, 
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(4) Amend Section 3 by inserting after the words “Such bonds 
shall mature” at the end of the second sentence in said Section the 
following words “which shall not be more than thirty years from 
date of issue of such bonds.” 

(5) Amend Section 5 by inserting the words “or condemna- 
tion” after the word “purchase” wherever the said word “purchase” 
appears in said Section. 

(6) Amend Section 14 by striking out the words “Governing 
body of any such county” at the beginning of said Section and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words “The governing bodies of all such 
counties.” And by striking out the words “Eighteen months” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words “Twelve months”. And by 
striking out the words “The governing body of any such county 
shall thereupon immediately institute eminent domain proceedings 
to acquire any such bridge” and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
“the governing bodies of all such counties shall thereupon imme- 
diately institute eminent domain proceedings to acquire all such 
bridges.” 

(8) Amend Section 23 by inserting at the end of said Section 
the following words “such toll rates shall not be subject to regula- 
tion by the Alabama Public Service Commission or any other State 
Regulatory bodies.” 

(9) Amend Section 28 by inserting the word “any” after the 
words “Such county may lease” and before the words “Such bridge 
from the owners thereof.”

H. 1010. To create a district'in Mobile County for the building 
and maintaining, and to provide for the building and maintaining 
therein of a seawall of other protection against waves, storm or 
flood and public roads therein, and the assessment of the whole, or 
part of the cost of such improvements against the land in such dis- 
trict to the extent of the increased value of such land by reason of 
the special benefits derived or to be derived from such improve- 
ments, and the manner of enforcing and of appealing from all such 
assessments, and to provide for the issuance and sale of bonds by 
such district, and to provide for a commission to supervise and

To create a Court of Domestic Relations in lieu of 
Juvenile Courts in all counties in the State of Alabama now hav- 
ing, or which may hereafter have, a population of not less than 
105,000 nor more than 800,000, according to the last or any suc- 
ceeding Federal Census, to provide for the election of Judges of 
said Courts and the appointment of clerks, bailiffs and probation 
officers, and to determine their qualifications of each of said courts; 
to fix the salaries of each of said officers of said courts; to provide 
for the procedure of said courts; to define its powers and jurisdic- 
tion (and the terms of office of the Judges and the other officers 
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of said courts); to provide the qualifications of the Judge of said 
Court; to fix the salaries of the Judges of said Courts and to pro- 
vide for the payment of the salaries of the Judge and the other 
officers of said courts out of the County Treasury of such counties 
where such courts are established; and to provide that all such 
salaries or fees herein shall be preferred claims against such county 
to provide for the appointment of a special judge in cases of in- 
ability of the Judge to serve and to provide for his compensation 
and qualifications; to define the duties of said officers of said 
courts; to provide for the establishment of suitable quarters, in- 
cluding books, stationery and all necessary equipment for said 
court; to provide for the transportation of the probation officers 
in the discharge of their duties; to provide for the service of 
process, including warrants issued out of said courts by the Sheriff 
of said counties and the fees therefor; to provide fees for the de- 
tention of juvenile delinquents and dependents and neglected chil- 
dren; to provide for appeals from such courts; to provide that it 
shall be an offense for any person knowingly or willfully to en- 
courage, aid, abet, cause a state of delinquency or dependency of 
any child under sixteen years of age, or produce, promote, or con- 
tribute to the conditions which render any child delinquent or de- 
pendent and to provide the punishment therefor; to provide that it 
shall be an offense for any person to fail to obey orders of such 
Court and to interfere with the custody of a child under the juris- 
diction of said court, and to provide punishment therefor; to pro- 
vide that it shall be an offense to remove or conceal any dependent, 
neglected or delinquent child, or interfere with the custody of such 
child, or interfere with the probation officer or make false state- 
ments to him and to provide the punishment therefor; to provide 
for the transfer of all cases now pending in any Juvenile Court in 
said Counties to the Court of Domestic Relations hereby created; 
to provide for the commitment of juvenile delinquents to any fam- 
ily, association or institutions as in the discretion of the Judge of 
said Courts may be proper; to provide for the payment of the costs 
of such detention out of the County Treasury; to provide for the 
payment by cities and towns in which such courts are established 
one-half of the expense arising out of the operation of such courts 
and for the protection of such children against disqualification or 
prejudice in other courts of the State or Municipality on account 
of any judgment, sentence or order of said court; to provide that 
any confession, statement, declaration or admission, or silence or 
demeanor of said juveniles shall be competent and admissable evi- 
dence against said juveniles under the rules and regulations which 
‘govern said juveniles in other courts; to further provide that the 
said courts shall have the jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, of a 
justice of the peace, and of Inferior Courts, both Civil and Criminal, 
in such counties where such courts are established; and to provide 
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for appeals from said Court and demands for Jury trial, and for the 
issuing of warrants returnable to Inferior Criminal Courts; to pro- 
vide for the payment of Sheriff’s fees in all criminal and civil cases 
in said courts to the Sheriff for his service in and to said courts; to 
provide for the procedure of civil and criminal matters within the 
jurisdiction of a justice of the peace and/or inferior courts, both 
civil and criminal, in such counties. To provide for the issuance 
of warrants returnable to Inferior Criminal Courts and the collec- 
tion of fees and allowances of officers of Courts of Domestic Rela- 
tions by such courts to be paid to officers of Courts of Domestic 
Relations; and for the collection of fees and allowances by 
Inferior Criminal Courts for officers of Courts of Domestic 
Relations in insolvent convictions and nol prosse cases; to provide 
for the appointment of Judges of Courts of Domestic Relations 
when vacancies occur; and to provide for the repeal of all laws in 
conflict herewith. To provide for the schedule of fees to be col- 
lected for services rendered by officers of such courts and for 
services of Sheriffs in and to such courts. To provide for the 
fees of the officers of such courts and for the Sheriffs of such coun- 
ties and for the manner and method of collection of same; to pro- 
vide for the suspension of payment of costs in certain cases by the 
Judges of such courts; to provide that if any of the provisions of this 
Act or any section thereof shall be declared unconstitutional the re- 
maining sections or provisions shall not be affected, but shall re- 
main in full force and effect.

Amend caption of the bill by adding thereto the following: 

To vest the said courts with the jurisdiction, power and author- 
ity to hear and determine all causes arising under Chapter One 
Hundred and Fifty Seven of the Code of 1923; to establish rules for 
the transaction of the business of said courts; to fix the time of 
hearing of causes within the jurisdiction of said courts; to provide 
for the appointment of a Supervisor of Probation, the term of said 
office, and the compensation thereof; to provide for the issuance of 
warrants out of said courts returnable to Inferior Criminal or In- 
ferior Civil Courts of said counties, the trials of said causes, and 
the taxation, allowance, and payment of the fees and allowances to 
the sheriffs of said counties and the clerks of said Courts by such 
Inferior Courts.

That in all counties in the State of Alabama which 
now have or which may hereafter have a population of not less than 
one hundred and five thousand and not more than three hundred 

' thousand according to the last or any succeeding Federal census 
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Courts of Domestic Relations now existing or which may here- 
after be created in such counties in the State of Alabama shall be 
vested with the jurisdiction, power and authority to hear and de- 
termine all causes arising under Chapter one hundred and fifty 
seven (157) of the Code of Alabama of 1923 according to the pro- 
visions of said chapter. 

Section 42. That the Judges of said Courts of Domestic Rela- 
tions are hereby authorized and empowered to make establish and 
promulgate rules and regulations for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of said courts including the time for the hearing of causes 
within the jurisdiction of said courts. 

Section 43. Such courts of Domestic Relations sha]l hear and 
determine all cases involving Domestic Relations, including juvenile 
delinquency, non-support and other cases involving the welfare 
of children on days other than the days on which said courts sit 
to hear and determine criminal and civil cases. 

Section 44. The house of Representatives of the State of Ala- 
bama shall elect such supervisor of probation who shall hold office 
for a term of three years from the date of such appointment, and 
thereafter the judge shall appoint the supervisor of probation to 
hold office at the will of the judge of such courts. The salary of 
the said supervisor of probation shall be fifteen hundred dollars per 
year ($1500.00), divided into twelve equal monthly installments of 
one hundred and twenty five dollars each ($125.00), payable out of 
the County treasury. 

Section 45. The judges of said courts of Démestic Relations 
or the clerks of such courts under the direction of the judge of said 
courts may issue warrants returnable to the Inferior Criminal — 
Courts or the Inferior Civil Courts of said counties, in which event 
such Inferior Criminal Courts or Inferior Civil Courts of said 
counties to which said warrants shall be so returnable must hear 
and determine the issues raised by said warrants and must tax 
as costs in the said causes so transferred the fees and allowances 
fixed by law and by any act creating the court of Domestic Rela- 
tions in said counties to the sheriff of said counties and to the clerk 
of the court of Domestic Relations, and such Inferior Civil or In- 
ferior Criminal Courts must enforce collection of said fees and al- 
lowances and pay the same to the clerk of the Court of Domestic 
Relations to be distributed to the officers entitled thereto, and in 
the event such fees and allowances are not collected from the de- 
fendants or are not other wise paid, such fees and allowances shall 
be charged to and collected from the counties in which the said 
courts are located and shall be payable out of the county treasury.

The House has originated and passed the following House Bill 
and ordered same sent forthwith to the Senate without engross- 
ment: 
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By Mr. Fite: 

H. 765. A bill to be entitled an Act to provide and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, at the next general 
election, an amendment to the Constitution, prescribing the num- 
ber of Senators in the State Senate, such amendment to be known 
as Article XXB of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at the next 
general election, to wit: 

“Article XXB. The Senate of Alabama shall be composed of 
one Senator from each county, who shall be elected by the qualified: 
electors at the general election in 1934, and in every fourth year 
thereafter.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least eight successive weeks next preceding 
the day hereby appointed for such election on the amendment 
hereby proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State for their consideration together with the proposed 
amendment. 

Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed by 
this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration, to be held as herein provided, the qualified 
voters shall vote upon said amendment, and on the official ballots 
printed for such election there shall be printed the following, to- 
wit: “Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama: 

“Article XXB. The Senate of Alabama shall be composed of 
one senator from each county, who shall be elected by the qualified 
electors at the general election in 1934, and in every fourth year 
thereafter.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed 
the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross-mark made by him, or under his direction opposite the word 
expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and 
the election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provision 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
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in the same manner as in elections of-representatives to the Legis- 
lature; and, if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same such amendment shall be 
valid in all intents and purposes:‘as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by the 
proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. That the membership of the Senate of Alabama shall 
not be effected by the provisions of this amendment nor this act 
until the general election of 1934.

Whereas, the City of Florence is ready, able and willing, upon

That the State of Alabama purchase from the City 
of Florence the lands adjacent to the campus of the State Teacher’s

That upon the execution and delivery by the City 
of Florence, Alabama, to the State of Alabama of a deed convey- 
ing good title to the lands herein referred to there shall be paid to

A bill to be entitled an Act to propose to amend the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama so as to fix the limit of in- 
debtedness authorized to be incurred by the town of Sylacauga, 
and to order an election by the qualified electors of the State upon 
such proposed amendment to be held at the next general election 
after the final adjournment of the present session of the Legis- 
lature.

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed,

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subsequent Federal Census and to define their duties”, approved 
September 24th, 1923, be, and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“Section 1. That in all Counties of the State of Alabama having 
a population of not less than 105,000 nor more than 300,000 accord- 
ing to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, the Sheriff is 
hereby given authority to appoint as many patrolmen as he may 
deem necessary, not to exceed three, to patrol the public highways 
of said County for the purpose of enforcing the Motor Vehicle and 
all laws on the Statute Books relating to the operation of automo- 
biles and motor vehicles on the Public Highways of such Counties 
and all traffic laws on the Statute Books of the State of Alabama. 
The said patrolmen so appointed shall be vested with the author- 
ities and duties of Deputies Sheriff. 

Section 2. The salaries of such patrolmen shall be one hundred 
and fifty ($150.00) dollars per month, for each patrolman, such 
salaries to be paid by the County out of the general funds of said 
County, and such salaries shall be preferred claims against said 
County and shall be given the same priority as claims for com- 
pensation of the members of the Court of County Commissioners 
or Boards of Revenue. 

Section 3. All patrolmen appointed and employed under the 
provisions of this Act shall hold office at the will of the Sheriff so 
appointing them, but not beyond the expiration of the terms of 
such Sheriff, and during their tenure of office they shall be vested 
with all the powers and authority of a Deputy Sheriff. : 

Section 4. The Board of County Commissioners, Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners, or like body, in all of such 
Counties is hereby directed and authorized to purchase such au- 
tomobiles and other equipment, including supplies, such as gaso- 
line, oils, greases, tools, and other apparatus necessary in the opera- 
tion and maintenance of such automobiles or other equipment as 
may be requisitioned by the Sheriff for the use of the patrolmen 
appointed and employed under the provisions of this Act, and to 
keep said automobiles and other equipment in proper repair. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama that all laws, and parts of laws, general, local, private and 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act be, and the same 
hereby are repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage 
and approval by the Governor.”

No resolution by law or ordinance concerning the public com- 
fort, granting any franchise, providing for public improvement, any 
part of the cost of which is to be assessed against abutting prop- 
erty, or any other of a general or permanent nature, shall be enacted 
‘at other than a regular or adjourned meeting, unless there be an 
emergency requiring immediate action. Every resolution of a 
permanent nature and all ordinances must be reduced to writing 
and read before any vote is taken, and the yeas and nays thereon 
shall be recorded. A record of all proceedings of every meeting 
shall be recorded in a well-bound book. 

Section 10. In all elections for commissioners, the office of 
Commissioners to be filled shall be designated on the ticket chair- 
man of the commission and associate commissioner No. 1 and As- 
sociate Commissioner No. 2. In filing statement of his candidacy 
each candidate shall designate for which place he desires election. 
Each voter shall vote for only one candidate for each office, and 
the candidate receiving a majority of the votes cast shall be de- 
clared elected. If any one of the candidates shall not receive such 
majority another election shall be held on the same day of the fol- 
lowing week, at which the two candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes at the initial election shall be voted for, and the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes therein shall be 
elected.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has concurred in and adopted the Senate amendment to 
the Bill: 

H. 1032. To create a Court of Domestic Relations in lieu of 
Juvenile Courts in all counties in the State of Alabama now having, or 
which may hereafter have, a population of not less than 105,000 nor 
more than 300,000, according to the last or any succeeding Federal 
Census, to provide for the election of Judges of said Courts and the 
appointment of clerks, bailiffs and probation officers, and to determine 
their qualifications of each of said courts; to fix the salaries of each of 
‘said officers of said courts; to provide for the procedure of said courts; 
to define its powers and jurisdiction (and the terms of office of the 
Judges and the other officers of said courts) ; to provide the qualifica- 
tions of the Judge of said Court; to fix the salaries of the Judges of 
said Courts and to provide for the payment of the salaries of the Judge 
and the other officers of said courts out of the County Treasury of 
such counties where such courts are established; and to provide that 
all such salaries or fees herein be preferred claims against such county 
to provide for the appointment of a special judge in cases of inability 
of the Judge to serve and to provide for his compensation and quali- 
fications; to define the duties of said officers of said courts; to pro- 
vide for the establishment of suitable quarters, including books, station- 
ery and all necessary equipment for said court; to provide for the 
transportation of the probation officers in the discharge of their duties; 
to provide for the service of process, including warrants issued out of 
said courts by the Sheriff of said counties and the fees therefor ; to pro- 
vide fees for the detention of juvenile delinquents and dependents and 
neglected children; to provide for appeals from such courts; to provide 
that it shall be an offense for any person knowingly or willfully to 
encourage, aid, abet, cause a state of delinquency or dependency of any 
child under sixteen years of age, or produce, promote, or contribute to

the conditions which render any child delinquent or dependent and to 
provide the punishment therefor; to provide that it shall be an offense 
. for any person to fail to obey orders of such Court and to interfere with 
the custody of a child under the jurisdiction of said court, and to provide 
punishment therefor; to provide that it shall be an offense to remove 
or conceal any dependent, neglected or delinquent child, or interfere with 
the custody of such child, or interfere with the probation officer or make 
false statements to him and to provide the punishment therefor; to pro- 
vide for the transfer of all cases now pending in any Juvenile Court 
in said Counties to the Court of Domestic Relations hereby created; to 
provide for the commitment of juvenile delinquents to any family, asso- 
ciation or institution as in the discretion of the Judge of said Courts 
may be proper ; to provide for the payment of the costs of such detention 
out of the County Treasury; to provide for the payment by cities and 
towns in which such courts are established one-half of the expense 
arising out of the operation of such courts and for the protection of 
such children against disqualification or prejudice in other courts of 
the State or Municipality on account of any judgment, sentence or order 
of said court; to provide that any confession, statement, declaration or 
admission, or silence or demeanor of said juveniles shall be competent 
and admissable evidence against said juveniles under the rules and regu- 
lations which govern said juveniles in other courts; to further provide 
that the said courts shall have the jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, 
of a justice of the peace, and of Inferior Courts, both Civil and Crim- 
inal, in such counties where such courts are established; and to provide 
for appeals from said Court and demands for Jury trial, and for the 
issuing of warrants returnable to Inferior Criminal Courts; to provide 
for the payment of Sheriff’s fees in all criminal and civil cases in said 
courts to the Sheriff for his service in and to said courts; to provide for 
the procedure of civil and criminal matters within the jurisdiction of a 
justice of the peace and/or inferior courts, both civil and criminal, in 
such counties. To provide for the issuance of warrants returnable to 
Inferior Criminal Courts and the collection of fees and allowances of 
officers of Courts of Domestic Relations by such courts to be paid to 
officers of Courts of Domestic Relations, and for the collection of fees 
and allowances by Inferior Criminal Courts for officers of Courts of 
Domestic Relations in insolvent convictions and nol prosse cases; to 
provide for. the appointment of Judges of Courts of Domestic Relations 
when vacancies occur; and to provide for the repeal of all laws in con- 
flict herewith. ‘To provide for the schedule of fees to be collected for 
services rendered by officers of such courts and for services of Sheriffs 
in and to such courts. To provide for the fees of the officers of such 
courts and for the Sheriffs of such counties and for the manner and 
method of collection of same; to provide for the suspension of payment 
of costs in certain cases by the Judges of such courts; to provide that if 
any of the provisions of this Act or any section thereof shall be declared 
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unconstitutional the remaining sections or provisions shall not be af- 
fected, but shall remain in full force and effect. 

To vest the said courts with the jurisdiction, power and authority to 
hear and determine all causes arising under Chapter One Hundred and 
Fifty Seven of the Code of 1923; to establish rules for the transaction 
of the business of said courts; to fix the time of hearing of causes with- 
in the jurisdiction of said courts; to provide for the appointment of a 
Supervisor of Probation, the term of said office, and the compensation 
thereof; to provide for the issuance of warrants out of said courts 
returnable to Inferior Criminal or Inferior Civil Courts of said counties, 
the trials of said causes, and the taxation, allowance, and payment of the 
fees and allowances to the Sheriffs of said counties and the clerks of 
said courts by such Inferior Courts.

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED. 


The bill: 

S. 585. Authorizing the governing bodies of all counties in this 
State now or hereafter having a population of not less than 110,000 nor 
more than 175,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal cen- 
sus, to fix, levy and require to be paid, an annual automotive vehicle 
license tax upon all automotive vehicles propelled or driven along, upon 
or across the public roads of any county which now has or may hereafter 
have the aforesaid population; to provide the machinery necessary or 
proper for the collection of such vehicle license tax; to provide for the 
expenses of collection of such license tax ; to provide penalties for failure 
to pay such license tax; and to provide for the issuance of license tax 
tags and the transfer thereof; and to fix and provide for the payment 
of fees to the probate judges of all such counties for services required 
of them by this Act; and to provide for the use of the proceeds of such 
license tax; and authorizing the governing bodies of all such counties to 
pledge the net proceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax to the 
payment of the principal of and/or interest on any bonds issued to 
acquire toll bridges in such counties, and/or to the payment of rentals 
on such toll bridges leased by any such county; and to repeal all laws 
or parts of laws, general or special, in conflict herewith. 

Was read a third time at length and passed, and ordered sent forth- 
with to the House without engrossment.

S. 483. To govern and regulate the practice of engineering and 
surveying and the licensing of applicants to practice said professions ; to 
create, and to provide for the appointment of a State Board of Registra- 
tion to exercise the power and authority to control, administer and 
supervise regulations applicable to the practice of said professions; to 
authorize the collection, expenditure and other disposition of fees col- 
lected under this Act; to declare exemptions from the provisions of this 
Act; to provide regulations for the construction of public works under 
the supervision of a registered engineer or land surveyor ; and to provide 
penalties for violations of this Act. 

Was taken up. 

The Committee on Judiciary reported the following substitute for 
said bill, to-wit: 

Committee substitute for Senate Bill 483: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to govern and regulate the practice of engi- 
neering and surveying and the licensing of applicants to practice said 
professions; to create, and to provide for the appointment of a State 
Board of Registration to exercise the power and authority to control, 
administer and supervise regulations applicable to the practice of said 
professions ; to authorize the collection, expenditure and other disposition 
of fees collected under this Act; to declare exemptions from the pro- 
visions of this Act; to provide regulations for the construction of public 
works under the supervision of a registered engineer; and to provide 
penalties for violations of this Act. 

‘Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In order to safeguard life, health and property, any per- 
son practicing or offering to practice as a “Professional Engineer” or 
“Land Surveyor” in this state, shall hereafter be required to submit evi- 
dence that he is qualified to practice and be registered as hereinafter 
provided ; and from and after January 1, 1932, it shall be unlawful for 
any person to practice or offer to practice as a “Professional Engineer” 
or “Land Surveyor” except as authorized under the provisions of this 
Act. ;

Nothing in this Act shall be construed as requiring a certificate of 
registration as a “Professional Engineer” or as a “Land Surveyor” for 
practicing the profession of engineering or of land surveying by any 
person or firm or co-partnership or corporation upon property owned 
or leased by such person, firm, co-partnership or corporation. 


DEFINITIONS. 


Section 2. The term “Professional Engineer” as used in this Act, 
means a person who, through technical knowledge gained by education 
or experience in one or more branches of engineering, initiates, investi- 
gates, plans and directs the control of the forces of, and the utilization 
of the materials of nature and of human activities in connection there- 
with, for the benefit of man, and who represents himself or herself to 
be such a professional engineer, either through the use of the term “Pro- 
fessional Engineer”, with or without qualifying adjectives, or through 
the use of some other title implying that he or she is such a professional 
engineer, the term “Land Surveyor” as used in this Act, means a person 
who makes surveys for the determination of areas or for the establish- 
ment or reestablishment of land boundaries and the subdivision and 
platting of land. The term “Board” used in this Act, shall mean the 
State Board of Registration of Professional Engineers and Land 
Surveyors. 


APPOINTMENT OF THE BOARD. 


Section 3. To carry out the provisions of this Act, there is hereby 
created a State Board of Registration of Professional Engineers and 
Land Surveyors, hereinafter called the Board, consisting of five mem- 
bers, who shall be appointed by the Governor within sixty (60) days 
after this act becomes effective. Each of these members shall have the 
qualifications provided in Section 4 hereof. Of the members of the 
Board first appointed hereunder, one shall hold office for one year from 
the date of said appointment, one for two years, one for three years, one 
for four years and one for five years. Upon the expiration of each of 
said terms, the term of office of each member thereafter appointed shall 
be five years. Appointees shall be so chosen that of the membership of 
the Board, not less than two members shall be civil engineers. Each 
member shall hold over after the expiration of his term until his suc- 
cessor shall have been duly appointed and qualified. The Governor may 
remove any member of the Board for misconduct, incompetency, neglect 
of duty or in case his certificate as a registered engineer has been 
revoked for any reason or has lapsed. Vacancies in the membership of 
the Board, however, created, shall be filled by appointment by the Gov- 
ernor for the unexpired term. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP ON THE BOARD. 


Section 4. Each member of the Board shall be a citizen of the 
United States, not less than thirty-five (35) yéars of age, and a resident 
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of this State at the time of his appointment. He shall have been engaged 
in the practice of his profession for at least ten (10) years and shall 
have been in responsible charge of work for at least five (5) years and 
except as provided in Section 5 shall be a Registered Engineer. No 
registered engineer shall be eligible to appointment to the Board unless 
he shall be a corporate member in good standing of one of the following 
national engineering societies or institutions, viz: The American Society 
of Civil Engineers, The American Society of Mechanical Engineers, The 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers; The American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineers. 


CERTIFICATES, PRIVILEGES AND POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


Section 5. Each member of the Board shall receive a certificate of 
appointment from the Governor, and before beginning his term of office 
he shall file with the Secretary of State the constitutional oath of office. 
Each member of the Board first created shall receive a certificate of reg- 
istration under this Act from the Governor of the State. ‘The Board or 
any committee thereof shall be entitled to the services of the Attorney- 
General, in connection with the affairs of the Board, and the Board shall 
have power to compel the attendance of witnesses, may administer oaths 
and may take testimony and proofs concerning all matters within its 
jurisdiction. The Board shall adopt and have an official seal which shall 
be affixed to all certificates of registration granted ; and shall make all 
by-laws and rules not inconsistent with law needed in performing its 
duty. 

The Board is authorized to become a member of any national associa- 
tion of State Boards of Engineering Examiners or similar organizations. 


ORGANIZATION AND MEETING OF THE BOARD. 


Section 6. The Board shall hold a meeting within thirty days after 
its members are first appointed, and thereafter shall hold at least two 
regular meetings each year, which meeting shall be held at Montgomery. 
The Board shall from time to time establish its headquarters at such 
town or city as it may select and may hold meetings at such other points 
within the state as it may determine. Special meetings shall be held at 
such times as the by-laws of the Board may provide. Notice of all meet- 
ings shall be given in such manner as the by-laws may provide. The 
Board shall elect annually a Secretary who may or may not be a member 
of said Board, and the Board shall employ such other assistants as may 
be necessary in the carrying out of this Act. The Board shall have the 
power to fix the compensation of the Secretary and other employees. 
A quorum of the Board shall consist of not less than a majority of the 
members. 


RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


Section 7.. The Secretary of the Board shall receive and account for 
all monies derived from the operation of this Act and shall pay them to 
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the State Treasurer, who shall keep such monies in a separate fund to be 
known as the “Fund of the Board of Registration for Professional Engi- 
neers and Land Surveyors”, which fund shall be continued from year 
to year and shall be drawn against only for the purposes of this Act as 
herein stated; provided, however, that on the 15th day of January 1934 
and of each year thereafter, all surplus funds in excess of ten thousand 
dollars remaining in said fund shall be drawn out of said fund on war- 
rant of the Auditor of the State issued on requisitions signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of said Board and shall in that event be turned 
over to the Treasurers of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the 
University of Alabama respectively, in equal parts for use by them in 
furthering the cause of engineering and surveying education in said State 
Institutions. 

Each member of the Board shall receive Ten Dollars ($10.00) per. 
day for attending sessions of the Board or of its committees and for 
the time spent in necessary travel, and in addition shall be reimbursed 
for all necessary traveling, incidental and clerical expenses incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. Provided, however, that no 
member of the Board shall receive pay for more than five days in any 
calendar month. All expenses certified by the Board as properly and 
necessarily incurred in the discharge of its duties, including authorized 
compensations, offiec rent and supplies, shall be paid out of said fund 
on the warrant of the Auditor of the State issued on requisitions signed 
by the Chairman and the Secretary of the Board; provided, however, 
that at no time shall the total of warrants issued exceed the total amount 
of funds accumulated under this Act. The Secretary of the Board shall 
give a surety bond satisfactory to the State Treasurer conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of his duties. The premium on said bond shall 
be regarded as a proper and necessary expense to the Board. Said 
fund shall be used for no other purposes than those of this Act and any 
official of this Board or of the State who orders the disbursement of 
such funds for any such illegal purposes or who pays out such funds for 
such illegal purpose shall be personally liable under his bond for the 
amount. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


Section 8. The Board shall keep a record of its proceedings and a 
register of all applicants for registration showing for each, the date of 
application, name, age, educational, and other qualifications, place of 
business and place of residence, whether or not an examination was 
required and whether the applicant was rejected or a certificate or regis- 
tration granted, and the date of such action. The books and register of 
the Board shall be a prima facie evidence of all matters recorded therein. 
A roster showing the names and places of business and of residence of 
all registered Professional Engineers and Registered Land Surveyors 
shall be prepared by the Secretary of the Board during the month of 
March of each year ; each roster shall be printed out of the funds of the . 
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Board as provided in Section 7 and sent to the different Probate Judges 
in the State who shall keep same on file for examination by the public. 
On or before the first day of April of each year the Board shall submit 
to the Governor a report of its transactions for the preceding calendar 
year, together with a complete statement of receipts and expenditures of 
the Board, certified by the Chairman and the Secretary, and a copy of 
the said roster of Registered Professional Engineers, and Registered 
Land Surveyors. A copy of this report shall be filed with the Secretary 
of State. 

Section 9. ‘The Board shall on application therefor on the prescribed 
form and the payment of a fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) issue a 
certificate of registration as a Professional Engineer and on the pay- 
ment of a fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) issue a certificate of registra- 
tion as a Land Surveyor. 

1. To any person who submits evidence satisfactory to the Board, 
and under oath that he is fully qualified to practice Professional Engi- 
neering or Land Surveying; or 

2. To any person who holds a like unexpired certificate issued to 
him by proper authority in the District of Columbia in any State or 
territory of the United States, or in any province of Canada and who is 
resident in such State, Territory, District or Province in which the 
requirements for the registration of Professional Engineers or Land 
Surveyors are of a standard satisfactory to the Board; provided such 
State, Territory, District of Columbia or province of Canada extend to 
those registered under this law a like reciprocity ; 

Provided, however, that no person shall be eligible for registration 
who is under twenty-one years of age, who is not a citizen of the United 
States or Canada or who has not made declaration of his intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, who does not speak and write 
the English language, who is not of good character and repute, and who 
has not been actively engaged for four or more years in engineering or 
land surveying work of a character satisfactory to the Board. Each 
year of teaching of engineering or land surveying shall be considered the 
equivalent of one year of active practice. Responsible charge of engi- 
neering teaching shall be considered the equivalent of responsible charge 
of work. Graduation in engineering from a school of recognized stand- 
ing shall be considered as equivalent to three years of active practice and 
the satisfactory completion of each year of work in such school without 
graduation shall be considered as equivalent to a half year of active 
practice. Graduation in a course other than engineering from a college 
or university of recognized standing shall be considered as equivalent 
to one year of active practice; provided, however, that no candidate shall 
receive credit for more than three years of active practice because of 
educational qualifications. 

Unless disqualifying evidence be before the Board the following 
facts established in the application shall be regarded as prima facie “evi- 
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dence satisfactory to the board” that the applicant is fully qualified to 
practice Professional Engineering or Land Surveying: 

(a) Graduation in engineering from a school or college approved 
by the Board as of satisfactory standing and an additional four years of 
actual engagement in engineering or land surveying work. 

(b) Full membership in the American Institute of Chemical Engi- 
neers, American Society of Civil Engineers, American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, American Society of Mechanical Engineers, Amer- 
ican Institute of Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, or such other 
national or state engineering, societies as may be approved by the Board, 
the requirements for full membership in which are not lower than the 
requirements, for full membership in any one of the professional societies 
or institutes named above. 

(c) In order not to disqualify any reputable engineer or land 
surveyor now practicing in the State, the Board shall issue a certificate 
of registration upon payment of the prescribed fees to any engineer who 
makes application prior to the expiration of one year from the date on 
which this act become law who shall submit evidence satisfactory to the 
Board and under oath that he: 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age; 

(2) Is of good character ; 

(3) Has been a resident of the Siaie of Alabama for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of his application; 

(4) Has been engaged in the practice of engineering for at least 
five years; 

(5) Or, in lieu of requirement (4) specified above, is a graduate 
from an engineering school of recognized standing and has been engaged 
in the practice of professional engineering for at least one year. 

Or, upon payment of the prescribed fees, any Land Surveyor who 
makes application prior to the expiration of one year from the date on 
which this Act becomes law and who shall submit evidence satisfactory 
to the Board and under oath that he; 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age; 

(2) Is of Good Character ; 

(8) Has been a resident of the State of Alabama for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of his application ; 

(4) Has practiced land surveying for at least five years; 

(5) Or, in lieu of requirement (4) specified above, is a graduate 
from an engineering school of recognized standing and has been engaged 
in the practice of land surveying for at least one year. 

Applicants for registration in cases where the evidence originally 
presented in the application does not appear to the Board conclusive or 
warranting the issuance of a certificate, may present further evidence, 
which may include the results of a required examination for the con- 
sideration of the Board. 
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In determining the qualifications for registration as a Professional 
Engineer or as a Land Surveyor a majority vote of the members of the 
Board present shall be required. 

In case the Board denies the issuance of a certificate to an applicant 
one-half of the registration fee deposited shall be returned by the Board 
to the applicant. Any applicant to whom the issuance of a certificate 
has been denied, may, after the expiration of one year, make a new 
application for registration. 

Certificates of registration shall expire on the last day of the month 
of December following their issuance or renewal and shall become invalid 
on that day unless renewed. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Board to notify by mail every person registered hereunder of the date 
of the expiration of his certificate, and the amount of the fee required 
for its renewal for one year; such notice shall be mailed at least one 
month in advance of the expiration of said certificate. Renewal may be 
effected at any time during the month of December by the payment of a 
fee of five dollars ($5.00) for engineers and land surveyors. The 
. failure on the part of any registrant to renew his certificate annually in 
the month of December as required above shall not deprive such person 
of the right of renewal within one year thereafter, but the fee to be 
paid for the renewal of a certificate after the month of December shall 
be increased fifty cents ($.50) for each month or fraction of a month 
that payment for renewal is delayed; provided, however, that the maxi- 
mum fee for delayed renewal shall not exceed twice the normal fee. 

Any engineer desiring to be registered as both Professional Engineer 
and Land Surveyor may attach to his application for registration as a 
Professional Engineer an additional application for registration as a 
Land Surveyor, with accompanying fee of $30.00 to cover the two appli- 
cations and if so registered in both capacities may receive a joint cer- 
tificate as such. A registered Land Surveyor or Professional Engineer 
who shall desire to be qualified in the other capacity as well may make 
such application with accompanying fee of $15.00 and. if so registered in 
both capacities may receive a joint certificate as such. Such joint cer- 
tificate shall be renewed from year to year on the payment of one annual 
fee of $5.00 as above provided. 


REVOCATIONS AND REISSUANCES OF CERTIFICATES. 


Section 10. The Board shall have the power to revoke the certifi- 
cate of Registration of an engineer or land surveyor registered here- 
under, who is found guilty of any fraud or deceit in obtaining a cer- 
tificate of registration or of gross negligence, incompetency, or miscon- 
duct in the practice of engineering or land surveying. Any person may 
prefer charges of such fraud, deceit, negligence, incompetency or mis- 
conduct against any engineer or land surveyor registered hereunder ; such 
charges being in writing and sworn to by the complainant and sub- 
mitted to the Board. Such charges, unless dismissed without hearing by 
the Board, as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard and determined within 
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three months after the date on which they are preferred. A time and 
place for such hearing shall be fixed by the Board. A copy of the 
charges, together with a notice of the time and place of hearing, shall 
be legally served on the accused at least thirty days before the date fixed 
for the hearing, and in the event that such service cannot be effected 
thirty days before such hearing then the date of hearing and determina- 
tion shall be postponed as may be necessary to permit the carrying out 
of this condition. At said hearing the accused shall have the right to 
appear personally and by counsel and to cross examine witnesses against 
him and to produce evidence and witnesses in his defense. If after 
said hearing a majority of the members of the Board vote in favor of 
finding the accused guilty of any fraud or deceit in obtaining a certificate 
or of gross negligence, incompetency, or misconduct in the practice of 
_ engineering or land surveying, the Board shall revoke the certificate of 
registration of the accused. 

The Board may reissue a certificate of registration to any person, 
whose certificate has been revoked, provided, a majority of the members 
vote in favor of such reissuance for reasons the Board may deem suf- 
ficient. 

The Board shall immediately notify the Secretary of State and the 
Probate Judge of each county, of its findings in case of the revocation 
of a certificate of registration or of its reissuance of a revoked certificate 
of registration. ‘ 

A new certificate of registration to replace any certificate lost, de- 
stroyed or mutilated, may be issued, subject to the rules and regulations 
of the Board. A charge of One Dollar ($1.00) shall be made for such 
reissuance. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF CERTIFICATE—SEALS. 


Section 11. The issuance of the certificate of registration by this 
Board shall be evidence that the person named therein is entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of a registered professional engineer, or a 
registered land surveyor while the said certificate remains unrevoked or 
unexonired. 

Each registrant hereunder shall upon registration obtain a seal of 
the design authorized by the Board, bearing the registrant’s name and the 
legend, Registered Professional Engineer or Registered Land Surveyor. 

Plans, specifications, plats, and reports issued by a registrant shall 
be stamped with the said seal during the life of the registrant’s certifi- 
cate, but it shall be unlawful for any one to stamp or seal any docu- 
ments with said seal after the certificate of the registrant named thereon 
has expired or has been revoked, unless said certificate shall have been 
renewed or reissued. 


UNLAWFUL ACTS AND PENALTIES. 


Section 12. Any person who after this act has been in effect one 
year is not legally authorized to practice as an engineer, or a land sur- 
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veyor in this State according to the provisions of this Act and shall so 
practice or offer so to practice in this State, except as provided in Sec- 
tion 13 of this Act, and any person presenting or attempting to file as 
his own the certificate of registration of another, or who shall give false 
or forged evidence of any kind to the Board, or to any member thereof, 
in obtaining a certificate of registration, or who shall falsely impersonate 
any other practitioner, of like or different name, or who shall use or 
attempt to use an expired or revoked certificate of registration, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall for each such offense of 
which he is convicted be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
($50.00) nor more than five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by imprison- 
ment for three months or by both fine and imprisonment. 

No registered professional engineer, while acting in such capacity 
for the State or any County, municipality or other subivision thereof or 
in connection with any project involving the expenditure of public funds, 
shall be financially interested in the contract for the construction pur- 
chase or sale of any work, material, supplies or equipment involved in 
said work; should he resign, as such professional engineer, and attempt 
to undertake any contract in connection therewith, the work may not 
proceed until his successor, who shall be a registered professional engi- 
neer having no connection directly or indirectly with his predecessor, 
shall have been selected and shall have undertaken his duties. Any viola- 
tion of the above provision shall be deemed a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished, on conviction, by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) or by im- 
prisonment for three months or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


EXEMPTIONS. 


Section 18. The following shall be exempted from the provisions 
of this Act: 

1. Offering to practice in this State as an engineer or a land sur- 
veyor, by any person not a resident of and having no established place 
of business in this State. 

2. Practice as an engineer or a land surveyor in this state by any 
person not a resident of and having no established place of business in 
this state, when this practice does not aggregate more than ten days in 
any calendar year; provided, that said person is legally qualified for 
such professional service in his own State or County. 

3. Practice as an engineer or a land surveyor in this State by any 
person not a resident of and having no established place of business in 
this State, or any person resident in this State, but whose arrival in the 
state is recent ; provided, however, such person shall have filed an appli- 
cation for registration as an engineer, or a land surveyor and shall have 
paid the fee provided for in Section 9 of this Act. Such exemption 
shall continue for only such reasonable time as the Board requires in 
which to consider and grant or deny the said application for registration. 
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4. Engaging in engineering or land surveying work as an employee 
of or assistant of a registered engineer or a registered land surveyor, or 
as an employee of or assistant of an engineer or a land surveyor, author- 
ized by Paragraphs 2 and 3 of this Section, provided, that said work 
may not include responsible charge of design or supervision. 

5. Practice of engineering or land surveying by any person not a 
resident of and having no established place of business in this State, 
as a consulting associate of an engineer, or land surveyor registered 
under the provisions of this Act; provided, the non-resident is qualified 
for such professional services in his own State or County. 

6. Practice of engineering or land surveying solely as an officer 
or as an employee of the United States. 

%. Practice of engineering and land surveying solely as an officer 
or as an employee of an interstate railroad. 


CORPORATION OF PARTNERSHIPS. 


Section 14. A corporation or partnership may engage in the practice 
of engineering or land surveying in this State; provided the person or 
persons connected with such corporations or partnerships in responsible 
charge of such practice is or are registered as herein required, or is or 
are otherwise authorized to practice, as provided in Section 13 of this 
Act. The same exemptions shall apply to corporations and partnerships 
as apply to individuals under this Act. 


PUBLIC WORK. 


Section 15. (a) From and after one year after this act becomes 
effective, neither the State nor any County, Township, City, Town or 
village nor other political subdivision of the State, shall engage in the 
construction of any public work involving engineering where the public 
safety is involved, for which the plans, specifications and estimates have 
not been made by, and the construction supervised by a registered engi- 
neer ; provided that nothing in this Section shall be held to apply to such 
public work wherein the contemplated expenditure does not exceed ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00). 

(b) Except as provided in this section, nothing in this act shall be 
construed to prevent the making of plans for and the supervision of 
construction of works involving engineering by any superintendent, road 
supervisor or other person provided such superintendent, road super- 
visor or other person does not represent himself to be a professional 
etigineer either through the term “Professional Engineer”, with or with- 
out qualifying adjectives, or through the use of some other title implying 
that he is a professional engineer. 


LAND SURVEYING. 


Section 16. Land surveying as covered by this Act refers only to 
surveys for the determination of areas or for the establishment or re- 
establishment of land boundaries and the subdivision and platting of 
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land. Nothing in this act shall be construed as prohibiting architects 
or registered engineers from making surveys, other than land surveys 
described above, where such surveys are essential to achitectural or 
engineering projects. 

Section 17. The Board or the members thereof shall not be respon- 
sible for any of the acts, omissions or errors of any engineers or land 
surveyors registered under the provisions of this act. 


REPEAL OF CONFLICTING LEGISLATION. 


Section 18. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 19. If any section or provision of this Act shall be held 
to be void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the validity 
or constitutionality of any other section or provision which is not of 
itself void and unconstitutional. 

Section 20. This act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and the approval of the Governor.

dependent, neglected or delinquent child, or interfere with the custody 
of such child, or interfere with the probation officer or make false 
statements to him and to provide the punishment therefor; to provide 
for the transfer of all cases now pending in any Juvenile Court in 
said Counties to the Court of Domestic Relations hereby created; to 
provide for the commitment of juvenile delinquents to any family, 
association or institution as in the discretion of the Judge of said 
Courts may be proper; to provide for the payment of the costs of such

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it 
originated, Senate Bill No. 493 without my approval. ; 

I cannot approve this Act for the following reasons: 

The Act directs the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mo- 
bile County to pay to Pat Byrne, ex-sheriff of Mobile County, the sum of 
One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-seven Dollars ($1897.00). 

The Act shows that Pat Byrne presented this account to the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County and that this Board 
declined to pay it. 

Sub-division 4 of Section 6755 of the Code of Alabama of 1923 provides 
that the Commissioners Court of each County shall examine, settle and allow 
all accounts and claims chargeable against the County. 

Section 5680 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, provides for suit againgt the 
County on any claim that has been presented to the Court of County Com- 
missioners and disallowed by them. When Pat Byrne presented his claim 
to the Court of County Commissioners and they disallowed it, he had the en- 
tire period of the Statute of Limitations on such claim to file his suit against 
the County. The matter would then have been passed on by the Court. 

Section 104 of the Constitution provides that the Legislature shall not 
pass a special, private or local law exempting ariy individual from the opera- 
tion of any general law. 

Section 105 of the Constitution provides that no special, private or local 
law shall be enacted in any case which is provided for by a general law, or 
when the relief sought can be given by any courts of this State. 

The Sheriff of Mobile County, after presenting his claim to the Court 
of County Commissioners as provided by law, could have gone into court and 
have had the court decide whether or not he was entitled to the money. So 
this is a case where the relief sought could have been given by a court and 
direct provision was made therefor.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it 
originated, Senate Bill No. 536 without my approval. 

I cannot approve this Act for the following reasons: 

Section 5 of the Act authorizes and legalizes gambling on horse races. 

The Act repeals all of the Statutes in the State of Alabama against 
gambling insofar as they conflict with the Act. 

Under this Act minors may engage in gambling on horse races without 
violating any law. 

Under the Act the State of Alabama receives Two per cent (2%) of all 
pools made up under the provisions of the Act and thereby the State benefits 
financially from gambling. I cannot conceive of a more vicious law than 
one which permits the State to take part of every pool formed for the purpose 
of gambling on horse races. 

The Act is not strictly a local act for the reason that the State receives 
a percentage of the money wagered and thereby profits from the gambling 
engaged in. It is my judgment that the entire State would be affected by 
this provision. 

The Bill states as its purpose the encouragement of raising fine horses, 
but I cannot believe that it will be necessary for Alabama to legalize gambling 
and receive a portion of the proceeds of money wagered in order to encourage 
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the raising of fine horses. If such were the case, I believe that it would be 
better that we not raise the horses.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEVISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Whereas, on or about the 9th day of July, 1929, Helen Wad- 
dail, was driving in her automobile upon the State Highway leading from 
Opelika to Phenix City, in Lee County, Alabama, and as the result in the 
negligence of the Agents, Servants and Employees of the State of Alabama, 
in leaving barricades down upon said Highway at a point known as Bleeker, 
in said Lee County, Alabama, and as a result of said negligence the car in 
which the said Helen Waddail was riding, ran off an embankment and de- 
molished the automobile and caused personal injuries to Helen Waddail. 

Section 2. That there is hereby appropriated out of the general funds of 
the State of Alabama, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $500.00, for the 
relief of Helen Waddail. 

Section 3. The State Auditor of the State of Alabama, is hereby author- 
ized and directed to draw a warrant upon the State Treasurer in the sum of 
$500.00, payable to the said Helen Waddail, for damages received by the said 
Helen Waddail, as the result of the negligence of Servants, Agents and 
Employees of the State of Alabama, in the failure to keep barracades up upon 
that certain State Highway which leads from Opelika to Phenix City, in Lee 
County, Alabama.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To provide an alternative method whereby, if and when any district 
shall be created in Mobile County for the building and maintaining of a 
seawall or other protection against waves, storm or flood or public roads 
therein, the commissioners of such district may proceed to order and carry 
out and pay for any such improvement or improvements or unit thereof, and 
make and enforce assessments against property benefitted thereby for the 
whole, or part of the cost thereof, to the extent of the increased value of such 
property by reason of the special benefits derived or to be derived from such 
improvements, and issue and sell bonds of such district. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1: That if and when any district shall be created in Mobile 
County for the building and maintaining of a seawall, or other protection 
against waves, storm or flood therein, or public roads therein, the Commission- 
ers of such district, as an alternative method of procedure, may proceed to 
order and carry out and pay for any such improvement or improvements or 
unit thereof, and make and enforce assessments against property benefitted 
thereby, for the whole or part of the cost thereof, to the extent of the in- 
creased value of such property by reason of the special benefits derived or to 
be derived from such improvements, and to issue and sell bonds of such 
district in the manner provided in this Act. 

SECTION 2: Election to proceed under this Act in any of the matters 
aforesaid, shall be evidenced by resolution duly adopted by the Commission- 
ers of such district, and spread upon the minutes of the Commission, and 
every resolution adopted by the Commission in pursuance of this Act shall, 
when the Commission has determined to proceed as herein authorized, con- 
tain a recitation to the effect that the same is adopted in pursuance of the 
power and authority contained in this Act. 


PROCEDURE UNDER THIS ACT 


SECTION 3: When the Board of Commissioners of such district shall 
determine to establish and construct or build any seawall or section thereof 
and/or public road or section thereof along, abutting or as a part of any such 
seawall or section thereof, or to undertake any work which they are author- 
ized to have done, and the cost of which, or any part thereof, it is proposed 
to assess against the property protected or otherwise specially benefitted or 
increased in value by said improvements, it shall adopt a resolution to that 
effect describing the nature and extent of the work, the general character of 
the materials to be used, and the location and terminal points thereof, and the 
area in said district which will-be benefitted or protected or increased in value 
by said improvements, and shall direct that full details, drawings, plans, speci- 
fications and surveys of said work and estimates be prepared by the Chief 
Engineer of the Board, or such other person as may be designated in such 
resolution, or the said Board may adopt plans for such work already pre- 
pared. Such resolution may set out and describe certain alternative types of 
materials to be used in constructing said improvements, and the Board may 
require advertisements for proposals on the various types enumerated and the 
final selection by the Board of the type of materials from among the alterna- 
tives so enumerated shall in that event be postponed until the bids shall have 
been received. 

SECTION 4: Such details, drawings, plans, specifications and estimates 
shall, when completed, be placed on file not later than two weeks prior to 
the date of the meeting hereinafter provided for in the office of said Board, 
where property owners who may be affected by such improvements or 
assessed therefor or for any part thereof, may see and examine the same, and 
the said resolution shall appoint a time when the Board will meet, which 

‘shail be not less than two weeks after.the date of the first publication of said 
resolution, to hear any objections or remonstrances that may be made to said 
improvements, the manner of making the same, or the character of the ma- 
terial or materials to be used. 

SECTION. 5: Said resolution must be published once a week for two 
consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in the County of Mobile and 
of general circulation therein. A copy of said resolution shall also be sent 
by registered mail, postage prepaid, to the persons last assessed for state 
and county taxation, the property which may be assessed for said improve- 
ments, at their last known addresses, said notices to be so mailed not less 
than ten days before the meeting of the Board provided for in the next pre- 
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ceding section. The failure of any official charged with the duty of sending 
such notice, or the failure of any owner of property to receive such notice if 
sent by registered mail as hereinbefore provided, shall not invalidate or not in 
anywise affect any assessment made under the provisions of this Act. 

SECTION 6: At said meeting or at the place and time to which the 
same may be adjourned, all persons whose property may be affected or 
assessed for the proposed improvements or any part of the costs thereof, may 
appear in person or by attorney or by petition, and object or protest against 
said improvement, the material to be used, or the alternative types of 
material or any of them from which selection is later to be made, if any, 
and the manner of making the same, and said Board shall consider such 
objections and protests, and may confirm, amend, modify or rescind the 
original resolution. 

SECTION 7: The Board may pay out of the general funds of the Board 
or any such fund that may be provided for the purpose, such portion of the 
costs of the proposed improvement as they see proper. The costs of any im- 
provement contemplated by this Act shall include the issuance of the prelim- 
inary and other surveys and the construction and superintendence of such 
work, printing and publishing the estimates and resolutions required, including 
notice of assessment, the cost of construction and of preparing bonds, and 
interest on money borrowed during the construction, or on bonds when the 
bonds had been used on anticipation of the collection of the assessment, or 
any other expenses necessary for the completion of such improvement. 

SECTION 8: If the Board shall finally order the making of the pro- 
posed improvement or improvements, notice shall be given asking for bids for 
such work, which notice shall describe in a general way the actual or approxi- 
mate quantities of such work and the types of materials, including alternatives, 
if any, to be employed, and shall be published twice a week in a newspaper 
published in said county and of general circulation therein. The date for 
receiving bids as set out in said notice shall be not earlier than two weeks 
after the date of the first publication of said notice. The said Board must let 
the contract to the lowest responsible bidder, provided that if the lowest 
responsible bidder has not bid a satisfactory figure, the Board may reject all 
bids and re-advertise for bids in the same manner as herein provided. The 
said Board may, by order, impose further conditions upon bidders with regard 
to bonds and surety for the faithful completion of such work according to 
contract or for any other purpose mentioned in the publication. Surety bonds 
for the faithful completion of said work shall be required where same or any 
part thereof are let out by contract in an amount not less than fifty per cent 
of the estimated total of such contract. 

SECTION 9: Ail work done or improvements made under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be done under the supervision of the Chief Engineer 
or other superintendent appointed for that purpose by the Board, provided that 
the said Engineer or other superintendent so appointed shall not be related by 
blood or marriage to any contractor to whom work is awarded, or, if the said 
contractor is a corporation, to any stockholder thereof. Said Engineer or other 
superintendent so appointed shall not be interested in or have any share in the 
proceeds of any construction contract or any contract for the sale of materials 
to be employed in said work, nor a stockholder in the company selling said 
material, nor shall said Engineer or other superintendent ‘so appointed be 
employed directly or indirectly by any parties having an interest in the pro- 
ceeds or any such construction or sale contract. 

SECTION 10: In case of any controversy or dispute, the Board shall be 
invested with sole and exclusive power to determine whether any improve- 
ment constructed under the provisions of this Act has been completed in 
accordance with the terms of the contract therefor, and to accept or refuse 
such work on the part of the Board. 
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SECTION 11: If any such improvement or unit thereof be finally 
ordered and constructed, the Board shall have power and authority, after 
the completion and acceptance thereof, to assess the cost of constructing said 
improvements or unit thereof, or any part thereof, upon or against the prop- 
erty protected or benefited by such improvement, to the extent of the increased 
value of such property by reason of the special benefits derived from such im- 
provements. 

SECTION 12: When any improvements or unit thereof made under the 
provisions of this Act is completed, the Board shall cause to be prepared a 
roll or list showing the names of the property owners and opposite each name 
a description of each lot or parcel of land proposed to be assessed for such 
improvement belonging to such owner or owners and the amount to be 
assessed against each parcel or lot. 

SECTION 13: Such list shall be entered in a well bound book or loose- 
leaf book firmly bound, prepared for that purpose, and shall contain appro- 
priate columns in which payments may be credited and the lien of the assess- 
ment satisfied by the proper official. Said book shall be known as the Assess- 
ment Book for Local Improvements, in said road and seawall district, and 
shall be a public record, and no error in regard to the name of the owner 
shall be held to invalidate any assessment, and shall be sufficient if the name 
of the person in whose name such property was last assessed for taxation or 
state taxes is shown in said book. 

SECTION 14: Said Board may initiate and carry through separate ven- 
tures or units of improvements under the provisions of this Act, and in the 
‘resolution putting on foot each venture or unit, the number of such venture 
shall be designated, as for instance, “Improvement Venture No. ” Tn 
preparing the Assessment Book for Local Improvements as specified in the 
preceding section, a separate book shall be provided for each such venture 
so that, for instance, in the first venture the Assessment Book for Local 
Improvements will be known as “Assessment Book for Local Improvements— 
Venture Number 1—of the Mobile Road & Seawall District.” 

SECTION 15: After the completion of the proposed entries of such 
improvement, said Assessment Book for Local Improvements shall be deliv- 
ered to the Secretary of the Board, who shall thereupon give notice by a pub- 
lication in some newspaper published in said county and of general circulation 
therein, that said assessment roll or list has been delivered to him and is open 
for inspection in his office. 

SECTION 16: At a time and place therein mentioned, not less than 
twenty days from the date of publication, the Board shall meet to hear and 
determine any objections or defenses that may be filed to any such assessment 
or the amount thereof. 

SECTION 17: Said notice shall also state the general character of the 
improvements, the terminal points thereof, and shall describe the area wherein 
the lands proposed to be assessed for said improvements or any part thereof 
are situate. 

SECTION 18: If there be any defect in said notice or proceedings before 
or subsequent to said notice with respect to one or more interested persons, 
the same shall not affect such notice or proceedings except insofar as it may 
touch the interest or property of such person, and shall not avail any other 
person concerned therein. In case of such defect, supplementary proceedings 
of the same general character as those hereinbefore provided may be had in 
order to supply such defect. 

SECTION 19: The owner or owners of any real estate or any interest 
therein, which it is proposed to assess for the cost, or any part thereof, of 
said improvement, may appear at any time on or before the date named in 
said notice, or at said meeting, and file in writing with the Secretary of the 
Board or in his office, any objections or defense to the proposed assessment 
against said property, or to the amount thereof, and persons who do not within 
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such time file objections or protests in writing against such assessments shall 
be held to have consented to the same. 

SECTION 20: The Board shall hear and pass upon all such objections 
and protests to the proposed assessments, under such reasonable rules and 
regulations as they may adopt. 

SECTION 21: The Board, by the Secretry, may issue subpoenas for 
witnesses to appear before the Board, and may administer oaths to any wit- 
ness to be examined... 

SECTION 22: At such meeting or any adjourned meeting the Board 
shall proceed by order or resolution to fit the amount of the assessment 
against each lot or tract of land described and included in said assessment 
roll, and all such assessments, from the date of such order or resolution, shall 
be and constitute a lien on the respective lots or parcels of land upon which 
they are levied, superior to all other liens, except those of the state and county 
for taxes. The Board shall have no power to reduce or abate an assessment 
made for public improvements after such assessments shall have been made 
final, unless an appeal shall have been taken from such assessments within 
the time prescribed by law, but this provision shall not affect the power of 
such governing body to split an assessment between two or more parties as 
now provided by law. 

SECTION 23: The Board may transfer and assign such liens to the 
contractor or contractors who made said improvement or improvements, or 
to any other person. ; 

SECTION 24: In addition to the method hereinafter provided for the 
collection of such assessments, the Circuit Court may enforce said liens and 
in all suits which may be brought to enforce said liens, either by the Board or 
by its assigns, the complainant shall recover the amount of such assessment, 
with interest thereon, together with the cest of such proceedings. 

SECTION 25: The enforcement by the state, county, city or town, of its 
lien for taxes on any lot upon which has been levied as assessment for any 
improvement authorized by this article, shall not operate to discharge, or in 
any manner affect the lien of the district for said assessment, but any pur- 
chaser at any tax sale by the state, county, city or town of any lots or parcels 
of land upon which an assessment has been levied, shall take same subject to 
such assessment. 

SECTION 26: Nor shail the enforcement by the district of its lien for 
an assessment levied for one improvement by the sale of the property operate 
to discharge or in any way affect the lien of any other assessment for a 
different improvement on the same property, but the purchaser at such sale 
shall take the property subject to the lien of all other assessments, and the 
right of the district to enforce the same. 

SECTION 27: Any person aggrieved by the decision of the Board in 
making any assessment may, within twenty days thereafter, appeal to the 
Circuit Court, or any other court of like jurisdiction, upon executing a bond 
in double the amount of the probable cost of the appeal. 

SECTION 28: The amount of such bond shall be fixed and the sureties 
thereon shall be approved by the Chairman of the Board, and the said bond 
shall be conditioned to prosecute said appeal to effect and pay the district any 
judgment that the Circuit Court or other court may render, and all damages 
that any person may suffer by such appeal. 

SECTION 29: Said appeal shall be docketed in said court, and shall 
be a preferred case therein. 

SECTION 30: Upon the filing with and the approval of the appeal bond 
by the Chairman of the Board, the Secretary, upon notice thereof, shall imme- 
diately send to the Clerk of the Circuit Court, or other court to which the 
appeal may be taken, a transcript of all the proceedings of the Board relating 
to such assessment, so far as the same concerns the property of the appellant. 
Such transcript shall contain a description of the property of such party or 
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parties, the same to be described as accurately as possible according to the 
map of the county in common use, or such map as may be adopted by the 
Board in planning or providing for the improvements, if there be such a map, 
or the Board may cause a map to be prepared for the purpose of making 
assessments and keep said map on file in its office as a public record, and may 
describe the property assessed by reference to said map; the name of the 
owner or owners of such property, and the amount of the assessment. 

SECTION 31: Upon hearing such appeal, the introduction of such tran- 
script and papers shall be prima facie evidence of the correctness of such 
assessment, and that said property and persons are justly indebted to the 
district for the amount of said assessment. 

SECTION 32: The said cause may be tried on the record without other 
pleadings and the court shall hear all objections of the property owners to 
said assessment and the amount thereof; and shall determine whether or not 
such assessment exceeds the increased value of such property by reason of 
the special benefits derived from the improvement, and shall render judgment 
accordingly. Such cause shall be tried by the judge without a jury, unless a 
jury trial is demanded at time of filing appeal, in which event the cause shall 
_ be tried by a jury as provided in common law cases. In event the court or 
jury shall not sustain the assessment for the full amount, the costs of appeal 
and trial in Circuit Court shall be adjudged against the district. 

SECTION 33: If on the hearing of such appeal, it shall appear that by 
reason of any technical irregularity or defect in the proceedings, the assess- 
ment has not been properly made against the lot or parcel of land sought to 
be charged, the ‘court may, nevertheless, on application of the district board 
upon satisfactory proof that expense has been incurred which is a proper 
charge against the Ict or land in question, render judgment for the amount 
properly chargeable against said lot or land; but in such case the court shall 
make such order for the payment of the costs as it may deem proper. 

SECTION 34: An appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama by any person interested in said property from the decree rendered by 
the said court within thirty days from the date of such judgment, upon giving 
bond for costs of appeal, or if supersedeas be desired, upon giving further bond 
in such sum as the judge of said court may prescribe, payable to the district 
with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the clerk of said court, conditioned 
to pay such judgment or perform such judgment as the Supreme Court may 
render in the premises, and all such costs and damages as the district may 
have sustained if the judgment is affirmed. 

SECTION 35: Such appeal shall be heard upon the record and bill of 
exceptions reserved by the party taking such appeal, setting out such of the 
evidence as may be necessary to a fair representation of the case. 

SECTION 36: In the event a supersedeas bond has been given and the 
said case is affirmed by the Supreme Court, it shall add to the judgment 
pondsnes by the lower court, interest thereon and ten per cent damages for 

elay. 

SECTION 37: The district may also appeal from any decree of the said 
Circuit Court, or other court, without giving bond; and all appeals taken 
pursuant to this article shall be preferred cases in the Supreme Court. 

SECTION 38: In the event the final judgment is rendered in favor of 
the district, execution may be issued thereon against the principal and sureties 
on the appeal bond, unless the amount of the judgment and decree is paid 
within five days from the date of such judgment, and the court shall, by 
further order, decree that the property assessed be sold to satisfy such judg- 
ment. Nothing contained in this article shall operate to release or discharge 
the lien on such property, unless the assessment is fully paid. 

SECTION 39: The Board, in ordering any local improvement, the cost 
of which, or any part thereof, is to be assessed against any property in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act, may provide that the same shall 
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be paid in cash within thirty days after the final assessment, provided the 
cost of such improvement does not exceed one thousand dollars, but if the 
total cost of said improvement is greater than such sum, any property owner 
may, at his election, to be expressed by notifying the official charged with the 
duty of collecting such assessments in writing within thirty days after the 
assessment is made final, pay the said assessment in ten equal installments, 
which shall bear interest at not exceeding eight per cent per annum, payable 
annually. Provided, however, that if the assessment against any lot or parcel 
of land does not exceed twenty-five dollars, said assessment must be paid in 
cash within thirty days after assessment is made final as above provided. Any 
person may pay the whole assessment against any lot or parcel of land within 
thirty days from the time the assessment is made; and may at any installment 
period pay the assessment in full by paying the full amount of the installments, 
together with all accrued interest thereon, and upon the payment of an addi- 
tional sum equal to six months’ interest at eight per cent per annum on the 
amount of said assessment so paid before maturity as a penalty; should the 
property owner desire to pay off the deferred interest on the same until the 
succeeding installment period, together with the penalty above described. 
The first installment shall be payable within thirty days after the assessment 
is made final, and all assessments or installments thereof shall be payable at 
the office of the Tax Collector of the County, and all assessments or install- 
ments thereof shall bear interest at not exceeding eight per cent per annum 
after the expiration of thirty days from the date on which the same is made 
final, which interest shall be due and payable at the time and place the assess- 
ment or installment is due and payable. In all cases where the property owner 
does not elect to pay installments, or having elected to pay in installments, 
fails to pay the first installment in thirty days from the date of assessment, 
he shall be held to have waived the right to pay in installments, and the entire 
assessment shall at the expiration of said thirty days become due and payable. 

SECTION 40: If the property owner who has not elected to pay install- 
ments fails to pay his assessments within thirty days, or having elected to 
pay in installments, fails to pay the first installment in thirty days from the 
date of the assessment, or makes default in the payment of any annual install- 
ment or the interest thereon, the whole of such assessment shall immediately 
become due and payable, and the officer designated to collect such assessments 
shall proceed to sell the property against which the assessment is made to 
the highest bidder for cash; but he shall first give notice by publication once a 
week for three consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in the county 
or of general circulation therein; of the date and time of such sale, and the 
purpose for which the same is made, together with a description of the prop- 
erty to be sold. If said officer shall fail to advertise and sell any property on 
which said payments or installments are past due, any tax payer of the 
county, or any holder of bonds of the series affected by said failure, whether 
of bends heretofore issued or to be hereafter issued, shall have the right to 
apply for a writ of mandamus requiring said official to take such action to any 
court of competent jurisdiction and said court shall, on proof, issue and 
enforce such writ. 

SECTION 41: Any property owner, notwithstanding his default, may 
pay the assessments, with interest and all costs, if tendered before a sale of 
the property. 

SECTION 42: The cost of such advertisement and sale shall constitute 
a charge against the property to be sold, and shall be retained out of the 
proceeds of the sale. : 

SECTION 43: The officer making such sale shall execute a deed to the 
purchaser, which shall convey all the right, title and interest which the party 
against whose property the assessment was made, had or held in said property 
at the date of making such assessment, cr on the date of making such sale. 
Any surplus arising from said sale shall be paid into the County Treasurer,

to be kept as a separate fund by the Treasurer for the owner upon the respon- 
sibility of his official bond. The Board may by its agents, purchase real estate 
sold as provided under this article, and in the event of such purchase, the 
deed for the same shall be made to the district. 

SECTION 44: Such property may be redeemed by the owner, or his 
assigns, or other person authorized to redeem property sold for taxes by the 
State of Alabama within two years from the date of the sale, by paying to the 
purchaser or the County Treasurer for him the amount for which the property 
was sold, with interest thereon at the rate of fifteen per cent per annum from 
the date of sale, together with a fee of two dollars for the expense of a con- 
veyance. 

SECTION 45: No mistake in said publication in the description of the 
property, or in the name of the owner, shall vitiate the assessment or the lien, 
and if, for any reason, the sale made by the district or Tax Collector be in- 
effectual to pass title, it shall operate as an assignment of the lien, and upon 
the request of the purchaser, supplementary proceedings of the same general 
character as herein required may be had to correct the errors in said proceed- 
ings for his benefit, or the lien so assigned to him may be enforced in equity. 

SECTION 46: For the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost, or 
any part of the cost of any improvement made by the Board pursuant to 
authority vested in it by law, the Board of Commissioners of such district 
may, on behalf of the district, may 

1. Borrow money temporarily on the faith and credit of the district, execut- 

ing its negotiable note therefor, which negotiable note may not run longer 
than the period of one year; or, 

2. Issue bonds of such district within the limitations as to amount pre- 

scribed in the act or acts creating such district. 

Such temporary loan or issue of bonds may be made before the contract 
is let for the improvements, or during the progress of the work in installments, 
as the work progresses, and the making of one loan, or the issue of one 
series of bonds shall not exhaust the power of the Board to provide sufficient 
funds for the completion of the improvement. The Board may pledge as 
security for such loan, whether evidenced by negotiable notes or bonds, the 
proceeds of the assessment made or to be made against the property benefitted 
by the improvements, and may transfer and assign, for the benefit of said 
negotiable note or bond holder, the lien of the district theron, with power to 
enforce the same either at law or in equity; but if negotiable notes or bonds 
shall be issued before the completion of the work, they shall not be issued in 
excess of the cost of the improvements as estimated at the time of the issue of 
the negotiable notes or bonds. If money is borrowed, and negotiable notes 
issued after the work is completed, such negotiable notes or bonds shall not 
exceed in the aggregate the total cost of the improvements. No irregularity 
or technical defect in the proceedings relating to the making of the improve- 
ments, shall in any way affect the power of the district or board on its behalf 
to borrow money either by the issue of negotiable notes or bonds for the com- 
pletion of the improvements. 

SECTION 47: If bonds have not been issued during the progress of 
the work, the Board may, after the expiration of thirty days after the assess- 
ment for the improvements has been made final, issue and sell bonds in such 
amount as may be necessary, after deducting the amount paid by the property 
owners to pay the cost of the improvement, including such amounts as may 
have been borrowed for the purpose, and all interest and other expense in- 
curred for the construction of said improvement. 

SECTION 48: The Board may also pledge as security for any loan made 
by it, or any notes or bonds issued by or in the name of the district, the pro- 
ceeds of any excise license or other tax levied for the benefit of the district, 
or any portion of such funds, and such other income of the board or district 
as the board may deem fitting and proper. 
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SECTION 49: The Tax Collector of Mobile County shall be charged 
with the duty of collecting all assessments made by the Board against bene- 
fitted property, and shall be paid for his services such commissions or com- 
pensation as is now or may hereafter be provided by law. Such funds, when 
collected, he shall promptly turn over to the Treasurer of the district. 

SECTION 50: The Board may by resolution designate its Secretary as 
the person to conduct sales of property for the non-payment of any assessment 
or installment thereof, and authorize such ‘Secretary to make good and suf- 
ficient deeds to any purchaser or purchasers at the foreclosure sale. 

SECTION 51: For the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost, or 
any part of the cost of any improvement or improvements or unit thereof 
undertaken by the board on behalf of such district, said board may without an 
election from time to time issue bonds of such district not in excess of the 
cost of the improvements as estimated at the time of the issue of said bonds, 
if said bonds are issued prior to the completion or during the construction of 
said improvements, and if said bonds are issued after the work is completed, 
said bonds shall not exceed in the aggregate the total cost of the improve- 
ments. The Board may pledge as security for such bonds the proceeds of 
the assessments made or to be made against the property benefitted, and may 
transfer and assign for the benefit of the bond holders, the lien of the district 
thereon, with power to enforce the same either at law or in equity. 

SECTION 52: The proceeds from the sale of bonds authorized to be 
issued by this Act shall be applied only to the payment of the cost of the im- 
provement or improvements designated in the resolution providing for their 
issue, but should there be any surplus from any bond issue over and above 
the cost, it shall be applied to the payment of the principal of the bonds. 

SECTION 53: The Board shall have power to group improvements 
under two or more improvement resolutions, and make one issue of bonds 
based on the combined estimated costs or combined assessments in respect 
of such improvements. 

SECTION 54: The Treasurer of the Board shall keep all sinking funds 
in some bank or banks paying interest on time deposits, to be designated by 
the Board, or invested in funds in which guardians may by the law of this state 
invest trust funds, and shall provide and keep a separate sinking fund account 
for each bond issue. If said officer shall fail to provide and keep said separate 
sinking fund account for cach bond issue, or divert any such funds to other 
uses, or shall fail to pay any bond or bonds or the interest thereon promptly 
when payable, any taxpayer of the district, or any holder of bonds of the 
series affected by such diversion or failure, shall have the right to apply for 
a writ of mandamus requiring said officers to take such action to any court 
of competent jurisdiction, and said court shall on proof issue and enforce said 


writ. 

SECTION 55: The Treasurer of the Board shall be required to give 
bond, including the amount of any official bond which may have been required 
of him by law, equal to not less than 5% of the total amount in said sinking 
funds provided for in the preceding section, and said bond shall be increased 
or may be diminished from time to time in order to comply with this provision, 

and the premums on such bond shall be paid by the district. Said official 
shall be liable on his official bond to any holder of the bonds authorized to be 
issued under this article for any loss or injury to such holder caused by the 
diversion by said officer of any fund, or any part thereof, to the payment of 
any bonds or coupons, or the indebtedness of the district, other than the bonds 
and interest coupons entitled and indebtedness herein authorized to be paid out 
of said fund, or by the use or misappropriation by said officer of any part of 
the funds out of which said bonds required and contemplated in this Act to 
be paid for any other purpose than provided for in this Act. All members of 
the Board who shall by their vote, or in any other manner, cause the diversion 
of the funds to which the bond holders are entitled to be paid, whereby loss or 
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injury to the bond holders, or any of them, are caused, shall be jointly and 
severally liable to such holders to the extent of such loss or injury. Any 
failure by any official to keep all funds collected from assessments in separate 
sinking funds, or to retire bonds when due out of said funds when available, 
shall be construed as a diversion of the funds, and any bond holder in the 
series affected may at any time enter suit against said official or officials in 
any court of competent jurisdiction for the satisfaction of such loss and injury. 

SECTION 56: At any time when the amount of any particular fund shall, 
with its accumulations, equal the amount of any one of the outstanding bonds 
and accrued interest entitled to payment out of such fund, the Board shall 
have authority to redeem any and all such bonds that may be presented for 
redemption at such times thereafter as the holders thereof may desire to 
present the same for redemption. 

SECTION 57: In the event the amount collected from the assessment 
under any improvement resolution shall exceed the total cost and the expense 
of the improvement, these shall be refunded to each of the parties affected by 
said assessment, a proportionate amount of, the excess upon demand made 
therefor by said parties within twelve months after maturity or payment of the 
bonds authorized by this article, but if such claims are not presented within 
twelve months of the date of the maturity or payment of the bonds, they shall 
be forever barred, and such amount shall be converted to the general revenue 
fund of the district. 

SECTION 58: All bonds may be made payable at such place as may 
be designated by the Board. 

SECTION 59: The Board, on behalf of the district, may issue and sell 
either serial bonds or bonds all payable and maturing at a stated time, not 
beyond the period of usefulness of the improvements for which such bonds 
are issued, as such period of usefulness is estimated by the Board, and in no 
event beyond thirty years from the date thereof. If the Board shall determine 
to issue and sell serial bonds, the same shall be payable in annual installments, 
none of which shall be more than twice as large as the smallest prior install- 
ments, and the first of which shall be payable not later than three years after 
the date of the bonds, and the last installment shall be payable within a period 
of usefulness of the improvements as estimated by the Board, and in any 
event, within thirty years from the date thereof. 

SECTION 60: The Board shall estimate the period of usefulness of the 
improvement of property for which the bonds are issued, and such estimate of 
the board shall be conclusive. 

SECTION 61: Bonds issued under this Act may be issued either in reg- 
istered or coupon form. If they are coupon bonds, they may be registered 
as to principal, or as to both principal and interest. The Board may appoint 
a bank or trust company within or without the state as Registrar, and provide 
for the registration of registerable bonds, and the transfer of registered bonds by 
such Registrar. 

SECTION 62: All bonds issued under this Act shall be sold by the 
Board at not less than 90% of their par value, together with accrued interest 
He the date of the bonds to the date on which they are delivered and paid 
or. 

SECTION 63: All bonds issued under this Act shall be sold to the 
highest bidder at public sale, unless sold within thirty days ‘after failure to 
receive any legally acceptable bid at a duly advertised public sale, in accord- 
ance with this section. The public sale shall be either on sealed bids or at 
auction. The notice of public sale shall state whether the sale is to be on 
sealed bids or at auction, and shall also state the amount of the bonds to 
be sold, the maturities thereof, the amount payable at each maturity, and 
either the rate of interest which the bonds will bear, or that the bidders are 
invited to name the rate of interest in their bids, and shall also state the time 
and place of sale, or for submitting sealed bids. Such notice shall be pub- 
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lished once a week for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in 
Mobile County. The first of such two publications shall be not less than ten 
days before the last date for submitting bids, if the sale is on sealed bids, or 
the date of sale, if the sale is at auction. The Board shall have the right to 
reject all bids. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the issue of bonds to 
the contractor in payment or part payment of any improvement or improve- 
ments undertaken by the Board. 

SECTION 64: In determining the highest bidder for bonds offered for 
sale, the net interest cost to the district, as shown in standard bond value 
tables shall govern, provided the determination of the Board of said district 
shall be final. 

SECTION 65: The proceeds of the sale of any bonds issued pursuant to 
this Act shall be used for the purposes for which the bonds are issued, pro- 
vided however, that if such bonds are sold at a premium, the amount realized 
from the premium shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said 
bonds, and if for any reason the part of the proceeds from the sale of said 
bonds be not necessary for said purpose, such unexpended part of such pro- 
ceeds shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds. 

SECTION 66: Any bonds reciting that they are issued pursuant to this 
Act shall in any action or proceeding involving their validity be conclusively 
deemed to be fully authorized by this Act to have been issued, sold, executed 
and delivered in conformity herewith, and with all other provisions of law, 
and shall be incontestible, anything herein or in other statutes to the contrary 
notwithstanding, unless such action or proceeding is begun within or before 
thirty days after the date on which the bonds are delivered and paid for. 

SECTION 67: The Board shall establish and provide sinking funds for 
the retirement of all bonds, and all sinking funds provided for the retirement 
of bonds shall be invested as hereinabove provided. Any ccurt having juris- 
diction shall issue mandamus to require the setting aside and proper applica- 
tion of sinking fund payments on proper proof of non-compliance with the pro- 
visions cf law being furnished by any taxpayer or bond holder. 

SECTION 68: Whenever bonds shall have been authorized by the 
Board, the said Board may from time to time, in anticipation of the sale of 
said bonds, issue negotiable notes of the district for the purpose for which such 
bonds shall have been authorized to an amount at any one time outstanding, 
not exceeding the maximum authorized amount of such negotiable bonds, and 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding the maximum rate of such bonds. 
Such notes shall be signed as the Board may prescribe, and shall be made 
payable as it may determine, not later than one year from their respective 
dates, and may be renewed from time to time by the issue of new negcetiable 
notes, provided that no such negotiable notes shall be payable more than three 
years from the date of the original borrowing. All negotiable notes hereunder 
shall be sold by the Board at either public or private sale, in such manner as 
it may determine, at not less than 90% of their par value, with accrued interest. 
If negotiable notes are issued hereunder in anticipation of bonds, such bonds 
shall not be dated later than the date of the original borrowing. 

SECTION 69: All bonds and interest coupons attached to the same 
issued under the authority of this Act, shall be exempted from state, county 
and municipal taxation. 

SECTION 70: No irregularity in proceedings to authorize the issuance 
of bonds, or the omission or neglect of any officer charged with the execution 
of any duties imposed by law, shall affect the validity of any bonds issued 
under this authority, and such bonds shall have all the properties and pro- 
tection of commercial paper. ; : 

SECTION 71: Bonds issued by er on behalf-of the district shall bear 
interest at a rate to be fixed by the Board, not exceeding 8% per annum. 

SECTION 72: Nothing in this Act shall be construed as impairing any 
right, power or authority conferred upon such road and seawall district, or the 
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Board of Commissioners thereof, by the Act creating such district but this 
Act shall operate to enlarge the powers and authority of such district and the 
Board of Commissioners thereof, to the extent hereinbefore stated, and shall 
operate and be construed as an additional and alternative method of procedure, 
which may be adopted at the election of the Board. 

SECTION 73: If any provision of this Act shall be held invalid or un- 
constitutional, such holding shall not affect nor invalidate any other provision 
hereof which is not in itself invalid or unconstitutional.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. . 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it 
originated, Senate Bill No. 535, without my approval. 

This Bill amends Section 8-A of a local act for the County of Mobile, 
approved August 10, 1927, and found in Local Acts of 1927, Page 151. 

This Bill authorizes Mobile County to increase its indebtedness for the 
purpose of constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced public roads 
and concrete or better than concrete bridges in said County, and to. issue 
bonds therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property in Mobile County to 
pay for the same, after an election by the qualified voters to authorize such 
increase of indebtedness, issuance of bonds and levy of taxes. 

An election was held under this Act, the bonds and taxes authorized and 
certain roads constructed. 

Section 8-A of the Local Act of 1927 provides that the State Highway 
Department shall keep an accurate record of all monies of the County paid by 
the said County of Mobile towards the cost of such construction and that 
the Highway Department shall, as soon as State funds are available for such 
purpose, spend an equal amount of State Highway Funds on the construction 
and improvement of such roads in Mobile County as may be agreed upon 
brs the State Highway Department and the Governing Body of Mobile 

ounty. 

A careful study of the Act will show that the State does not owe the 
County of Mobile any fixed sum of money but that it is provided that the 
State shall spend an amount equal to the amount advanced by Mobile County 
on the State Highway in the construction of roads in Mobile County. 

It is my opinion that the Act constitutes a contract between the voters 
of Mobile County, who authorized the bond issue, who are paying the tax, 
the bond holders who put up the money for the bonds and the State of Ala- 
bama and that no bill should now be passed to use this money in any other 
way than that provided by the said local act. 

The proposed amendment under Senate Bill No. 535, would require the 
State Treasurer, as soon as funds are available from the sale of road bonds, 
or other sources, to pay to the County of Mobile an amount of money equal 
to that paid or which may hereafter be paid by Mobile County toward the 
cost of constructing State roads. : 

I do not think that any such obligation exists under the Lotal Act above 
referred to, nor do I think that it would be fair to the other counties of the 
State for the State to pay to the County of Mobile all of the money which 
the County of Mobile spends on State roads in that County. Under the Local 
Act above referred to the State is obligated when Mobile County is entitled 
to funds to use the funds to which she is entitled in building such roads in 
Mobile County as may be agreed upon between the State Highway Depart- 
ment and the Governing Body of Mobile County. 

I cannot approve any Act that changes the term of this agreement or 
puts an obligation upon the State to pay money to Mobile County differently 
from the manner provided by law, or to give to Mobile County an advantage 
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over the other counties of the State in the apportionment of any funds which 
may be available for road building in the State.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the Bill: 
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H. 775. For the relief of C. Benton Moore, an engineer em- 
ployed by the State Highway Department and to reimburse him 
for expenses incurred in doctor bills, nurse bills, or nurse hire, 
hospital bills, medicine and other expenses paid out by the said C. 
Benton Moore while in the hospital and before recovering, after 
being injured by a fall from a bridge on January 30th, 1931, while in 
the discharge of his duties and while in the employment of the 
State Highway Department, of the State of Alabama. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and proposed 
amendment being in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 775, without my approval. 

I suggest the following amendment, which if made, will cause the Bill 
to meet my approval. 

Add to the said Act the following: 

“The appropriation herein provided for to be available only on order of 
the Governor, and when in the opinion of the Governor there are sufficient 
funds in the State Treasury to pay this appropriation, after the payment of 
the deficit which may exist on September 30, 1931.” 

My reason for vetoing the Bill without this amendment is that no 
method has been provided for paying the outstanding debts of the State of 
Alabama, and I do not believe that appropriations should be made which will 
add to the deficit unless with the distinct provision that the appropriation shall 
not be available until funds have been provided for the payment of the 
deficit and the payment of additional appropriations.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His 
Excellency, The Governor, with his objections and veto of the Bill: 

H. 773. To provide for the suspension of imposition or execu- 
tion of sentences and the placing of defendant upon probation; and 
to prescribe and give power to the State Courts to suspend imposi- 
tion or execution sentences and to place defendant upon probation 
and to give said Courts power of revocation and modilication of pro- 
bation; and to prescribe the duties of probationers. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and veto said 
Bill being in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 
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To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 773 without my approval. 

The Act provides that any court having criminal jurisdiction shall have 
power, with the approval of the Solicitor, to suspend sentences and place the 
defendant upon probation for such a period and upon such terms and condi- 
tions as the Judge may deem best, where a sentence is for ten years or less. 

While it may be that some law should be enacted providing for authority 
in some of the courts of the State to place defendants upon probation, I do 
not believe that this authority should now be given to all judges having 
criminal jurisdiction. I do not believe that the authority should be given 
where the offence justifies a punishment of ten years in the penitentiary. 
This would include highway robbery, murder, arson and rape. 

While justice should be tempered with mercy, at the same time it is 
essential for the welfare of all of the citizens of the State that the law 
should be enforced and under our system of electing judges every six years 
there is grave danger of political expediency interfering with law enforce- 
ment in some cases and I believe that the Act as passed is dangerous to the 
proper enforcement of law. 

If a person who has violated the law and is convicted therefor, is to be 
placed upon probation I believe that this should be done after he has served 
some portion of his sentence and should be done by parole officers, who 
carefully study all of the conditions and the record made by the Convict. 

I think that in the Survey of the State, which is to be made, that a care- 
ful study should be made of this question and recommendations made. 

This Act gives the right to place a convicted person on probation to a 
larger class of officials than it should be given to; it gives the right to place 
on probation for too grave offenses; it gives the right without any provision 
being made for the payment of cost and it gives the right without reference 
to whether the party convicted is a first offender or a repeater. 

For these reasons I cannot approve the Act.

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at the next 
general election, to-wit: 

ARTICLE XXB. The Senate of Alabama shall be composed 
of one Senator from each county, who shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors at the general election in 1934, and in every fourth year 
thereafter. 
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Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least eight successive weeks next preceding 
the day hereby appointed for such election on the amendment here- 
by proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State for their consideration together with the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Section 8. That at said election on the amendment proposed by 
this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration, to be held as herein provided, the qualified 
voters shall vote upon said amendment, and on the official ballots 
printed for such election there shall be printed the following, to-wit: 
“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama: 

ARTICLE XXB. The Senate of Alabama shall be composed 
of one senator from each county, who shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors at the general election in 1934, and in every fourth year 
thereafter.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE. 


To the President and Presiding Officer of the Senate: 

Your Committee of Conference heretofore appointed on the dis- 
agreement of the two Houses on the House Amendment to the Senate 
Bill No. 476, beg to recommend as follows: 

1. We recommend that the House recede from its amendment to 
said bill, Senate Bill No. 476 as heretofore adopted by the House. 

2. We recommend that the House and Senate adopt the following 
as an amendment to said bill: 

To amend Senate Bill No. 476 as follows: 

Amend the Title of said Act by striking therefrom the word 
“Gadsden” where it appears therein and substitute in lieu therefor the 
word “Eufaula” also by adding at the end of the Title of said Bill 
and as a part thereof the following words “the towns of Red Bay and 
Parish and the City of Talladega”. 

Amend Senate Bill No. 476 by striking therefrom Paragraph (a) 
where it appears in said Section I and by inserting in lieu thereof 
Paragraph (a) as follows: 
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(a) That the municipalities of the Cities of Eufaula and Talla- 
dega, through their respective governing bodies, in addition to the 
taxes which they are by any other provision of the Constitution, or 
any amendment thereto otherwise authorized to levy and collect, may 
each levy and collect from and after the adoption of this amendment, 
an additional tax of not exceeding one-half of one per centum per 
annum to be devoted to such purposes as may be designated by the 
governing body of the municipality, but before any such additional 
tax can be levied, it must be voted by a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the municipality, voting upon such proposition at an election 
called by the governing body of said municipality for such purpose; 
provided, that the total taxes levied for all purposes by said cities of 
Eufaula and Talladega shall not exceed one and one-half per centum 
in any one year on the property situated therein, based on the valua- 
tion of such property as assessed for state taxation. 

Amend Senate Bill No. 476 by inserting at the end of Paragraph 
(d) of Section 1, the following: 

(d-I) That the municipalities of the towns of Red Bay and 
Parish, through their respective governing bodies, in addition to the 
taxes which they are by any other provision of the Constitution, or 
any amendment thereto otherwise authorized to levy and collect, may 
each levy and collect from and after the adoption of this amendment, 
an additional tax of not exceeding one-half of one per centum per an- 
nume to be devoted to such purposes as may be designated by. the 
governing body of the municipality, but before any such additional 
tax can be levied, it must be voted by a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the municipality, voting upon such proposition at an election 
called by the governing body of said municipality for such purpose; 
provided, that the total taxes levied for all purposes by said towns of 
Red Bay and Parish shall not exceed one per centum in any one year 
on the property situated therein, based on the valuation of such property 
as assessed for state taxation.

‘To accomplish such purposes said 
commission may issue the bonds of the County, said bonds to be pay- 
able from any or all of the following revenues, which are hereby au- 
thorized and which revenues may also be used to pay such part of 
the cost of such improvements and legitimate expenses of said com- 
mission as are not paid from the proceeds of bonds; (1) such county

The Legislature may provide that for 
such period as it may direct the assessed valuation for purposes of 
general taxation of property so assessed shall not be increased by 
reason of the increased value of said property resulting from the im- 
provements herein authorized. (4) such other revenues as may for 
such purposes be allocated to said commission by the Legislature or 
by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County. 
To assure the payment of principal and interest of bonds issued here- 
under, a revolving fund sufficient for that purpose shall be created 
and maintained, to be established in the first instance from the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds assured, and replenished from time to time, if 
and when necessary, from the proceeds of a sufficient ad valorem tax 
to be levied for that purpose on the taxable property of the County by 
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the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners. If any excise taxes, 
license taxes, or other revenues are pledged for the payment of bonds 
hereunder, said excise taxes, license taxes, or other revenues shall be 
irrepealable and irrevocable until payment of such bonds in full, both 
principal and interest, has been assured..

tion, to punish improper conduct in connection with the elections and 
petitions hereunder; to prescribe limitations ‘and qualifications for of- 
ficers and employees and penalties for the violation of the provisions 
of this act, and to fix and prescribe the date that said Act shall be- 
come effective and be in force and effect; to fix and define the quali- 
fications of said commissioners. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created a Commission Form of 
Government for the City of Bessemer, in Jefferson County, Alabama. 
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Section 2. That upon the approval of this act by the Governor, or 
said act otherwise becoming a law, the offices of Mayor and Alder- 
men of the City of Bessemer be and they are hereby abolished and 
there is created in lieu thereof a commission form of government, which 
shall consist of a chairman and two associate commissioners, the asso- 
ciate commissioners being designated as associate commissioner num- 
ber one and associate commissioner number two. The first three 
commissioners provided for by this act shall be elected by the Senate 
of the State of Alabama, immediately following this act becoming a 
law. Associate commissioner number one, so elected by the Senate, 
shall hold office until the first Monday in October, 1932, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, and Associate commissioner num- 
ber two, so elected by the Senate, shall hold office until the first Mon- 
day in October, 1934, and until his successor is elected and qualified, 
and the chairman of said commission, so elected by the Senate, shall 
hold office until the first Monday in October, 1936, and until his. 
successor is elected and qualified. On the third Monday in September, 
1932, and on the third Monday in September each six years there- 
after, an election shall be held in said city for the election of associate 
commission number one.

If at any election hereinabove provided for a candi- 
date receives a majority of all the votes cast for such office in said 
election, he shall be declared elected to said office, but if, at any such 
election hereinabove provided for no candidate for such office shall 
receive a majority of all the votes cast for such office at such elec- 
tion, then an election shall be held in said city on the following Mon- 
day, at which election only two candidates who received the highest 
number of votes at the preceding election can be voted on, and the can- 
didate receiving the majority of the votes cast in such second election 
for said office shall be declared elected to such office. That in-any 
election provided for in this Act only the qualified voters of the City 
of Bessemer shall be permitted to vote. The general election laws of 
this State shall govern in such elections in all matters, except as in this 
Act is otherwise provided. That the term of office of Commissioners 
for said City shall be for a term of six years, except as herein other- 
wise provided. That any vacancy in said offices caused by the death, 
resignation or removal of a commissioner, or for any other cause, shall 
be filled by the remaining members of the Commission, and should 
they be unable to agree within a period of seven days, after said va- 
cancy is created, they shall certify the fact thereof to the Governor of 
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Alabama, who shall appoint a suitable person to fill said office for the 
unexpired term. 

Section 3, The territorial limits of the said City of Bessemer shall 
remain the same as under its former organization except that all divi- 
sions into wards of such municipality shall be abolished and all com- 
missioners shall be elected at large; provided, however, that this section 
shall not be construed to effect existing precinct lines or voting dis- 
tricts. 

Section 4. The Chairman and associate commissioners provided 
for in this act shall be known collectively as the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Bessemer, and shall have the powers as is pro- 
vided by this Act. The first commissioners under the provisions of 
this Act shall qualify for office in the manner prescribed by this Act, 
and shall take office within five days after their appointment or elec- 
tion, or as soon thereafter as they may have qualified, and as soon as 
they have qualified for office as commissioners of the City of Bes- 
semer, said City at that time and thereby becomes organized under the 
commission form of government provided for by this Act, and said 
commissioners shall forthwith take office and enter upon their duties 
and assume the duties of such office. Thereupon the Mayor, Alder- 
men and other officials of said City are hereby authorized, directed 
and required to forthwith turn over and deliver to said Commission- 
ers all the books, papers, records, documents, property and other things 
belonging to said City or in anywise connected with or pertaining to 
said City, and its business or affairs. 

Section 5. Such Board of Commissioners shall be municipal offi- 
cers only and shall have, possess and exercise the municipal powers, 
both legislative, executive and judicial, which now or may hereafter 
be conferred upon municipal powers and governing bodies thereof. All 
laws governing the City of Bessemer, and not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, shall apply to and govern said city after it be- 
comes organized under the commission form of government provided 
for in this Act. All laws, ordinances and resolutions, lawfully passed 
and in force in the city of Bessemer under its former organization, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, shall remain in force until 
altered or repealed according to the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. That the business and affairs of the City of Bessemer 
shall be governed and managed by the Board of Commissioners as here- 
in provided and each and every official and employee or other person 
whose compensation is paid in whole or in part from the funds of 
such City, shall be selected and employed by the Board of Commission- 
ers, and shall serve at its pleasure and all salaries and wages paid by 
said City, except as otherwise provided by the terms of this Act, 
shall be fixed by said Board of Commissioners. Where not other- 
wise provided in this Act the commissioners shall prescribe and may 
at any time change the powers, duties and titles of all subordinate of- 
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ficers and employees of said City, all of whom except herein other- 
wise specified shall hold office and be removable at the pleasure of 
the Board of Commissioners. Said Commission shall have the power 
to require any official or employee of said City to give bond in such 
amount as they deem proper for the faithful performance of his duties 
and the protection of the City. 

Section 7%. (a) The chairman of the Board shall have direct super- 
vision over the department of public affairs, public safety, public health, 
city buildings and property and shall be Chairman of all meetings of 
the Board and shall have general supervision over all matters pertaining 
to the government of the said City. 

(b) One associate member shall have supervision over the depart- 
ment of streets, parks, public improvements, and public utilities. 

(c) One associate member shall have supervision over the depart- 
ment of finance and taxation, accounts and accounting, budget and 
appropriations. 

The powers and duties pertaining to each of said departments shall 
be fixed by the Board of Commissioners and may be altered from time 
to time by them as they deem best, provided that the administration of 
each department shall be under the supervision and control of the 
Board of Commissioners as a whole and such board shall be respon- 
sible therefor. 

Section 8. The said Board shall hold at least two public meetings 
in each month on dates to be fixed by said Board of Commissioners 
and it may hold such adjourned, called and other meetings as may be 
necessary or convenient. The Chairman of the Board, when present, 
shall preside at all meetings, but shall have no veto power. A majority 
of the total members of said Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of any and every business to be done by said Board and 
have and exercise any and every power conferred upon it and the 
affirmative vote of a majority of the total number of members of said 
Board shall be necessary and sufficient for the passage of any reso- 
lution, by-law or ordinance or for the transaction of any business of 
any sort by said Board or the exercise of any of the powers con- 
ferred upon it by the terms of this Act, or that hereafter may be con- 
ferred upon it by law.

rant. 

Section 10. The salary of the Chairman of the Commissioners 
who is hereby required to give his entire time to the duties of the 
office, shall be $3,600.00 per annum, and the salary of the two associate 
commissioners shall be $1,800.00 each per annum, divided into twelve 
monthly payments, to be paid out of the general funds of the City of 
Bessemer on the first day of each month. The payment of all funds 
out of the treasury shall be by warrants signed by the City Clerk 
and countersigned by the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners, 
but no funds may be paid out for any purpose except by resolution 
or ordinance duly passed making such appropriations, the Chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners, unless otherwise provided by said 
Commissioners, shall act as recorder or municipal judge who shall try 
all cases arising from the violation of City Ordinances or other laws 
over which such courts may have jurisdiction. 

Section 11. At the end of each fiscal year the books and accounts

City of Bessemer and to persons who apply therefor. 

Section 12. That in the city of Bessemer the management and 
control of the public schools therein shall be vested in a Board of

provided by law, said Board of Education shall have the authority to 
elect its own president, secretary and treasurer. 

Section 138. That all sinking funds for the retirement of bonds or 
other securities shall be deposited separately and a separate account in 
the bank kept thereof and it shall be unlawful for said funds to be used 
for any purpose other than the retirement of the outstanding debt 
of the City and the interest thereon and any member of said commis- 
sion, who shall vote to devote any part of the sinking funds to any 
purpose other than as is herein provided shall be personally liable there- 
for and such an act shall constitute a cause for impeachment. 

Section 14. Any person desiring to become a candidate at any elec- 
tion for the office of chairman or associate commissioner of said city 
may become such candidate by filing in the office of the Judge of Pro- 
bate of Jefferson County, a statement in writing of such candidacy, 
accompanied by an affidavit taken and certified by such Judge of 
Probate or by a Notary Public, that such person is duly qualified to 
hold the office for which he desires to become a candidate, and that he 
is a qualified elector of said city, and a copy of said statement in writ- 
ing shall also be filed with the Board of Commissioners or the City 
Clerk of said City. Such statement shall be so filed at least twenty-one 
days before the day set for such election. 

Section 15. At every election provided for by this Act all ballots 
to be used by voters shall be printed and prepared by the Board of 
Commissioners of said City and at the expense of said City, and shall 
contain the names of all candidates placed in alphabetical order directly 
underneath the words “For Chairman of the Commission”, or “For 
Associate Commissioner Number One”, or “For Associate Commis- 
sioner Number Two”, as the case may be. No name shall appear upon 
said ballot as a candidate for election, except the names of such per- 
sons as have become candidates according to the provisions as above 
set forth; no ballot shall be used at any such election except the official 
ballot prepared by the Board of Commissioners of said City. 

Section 16. That the Chairman and Associate Commissioners pro- 
vided for by this Act shall each, before entering upon the duties of 
their respective offices, take and subscribe to and file with the Probate 
Judge of Jefferson County an oath of office in substance that he is 
eligible for said office and that he will faithfully, honestly and to the 
best of his knowledge and ability, discharge the duties of such office. 

Section 17. That no person shall be eligible to hold the office of 
Chairman of said Commission or the office of Associate Commissioner 
of said City unless he is at the time of his election or appointment, and 
during the term of his office, a qualified elector, residing in said City, 
and shall have been a resident of said City for at least one year next 
preceding his appointment or election. 
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Section 18. That if any section, clause or provision of this Act 
is for any reason held to be unconstitutional and void, it shall not effect 
any remaining section, clause or provision of this Act, which is not in 
itself unconstitutional and void. 

Section 19. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special or gen- 
eral in conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

joining county and which bridge forms a part of, or a connection be- 
tween, one or more portions of any State or Federal highway or high- 
ways, to fix, levy and require to be paid, an annual automotive vehicle 
license tax upon all automotive vehicles propelled or driven along, upon 
or across the public roads of any such county (when the license tax 
herein provided for is first approved by a majority vote of the quali- 
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fied electors of such county voting upon such proposition as herein 
provided); to provide for and regulate the holding of elections of 
the qualified voters thereof, with respect to the levying of such auto- 
motive vehicle license tax, and declaring the results of such elections; 
to provide the machinery necessary or proper for the collection of 
such automotive vehicle license tax; to provide for the expenses of 
collection of such license tax; to provide penalties for failure to pay 
such license tax; and to provide for the issuance of license tax tags 
and the transfer thereof; and to fix and provide for the compensation 
of probate judges for services required of them by this Act; and to 
provide for the use of the proceeds of such license tax; and authoriz- 
ing the governing bodies of such counties to piedge the net proceeds 
of such automotive vehicle license tax to the payment of the principal 
of and/or interest on any bonds issued to acquire any such toll bridge 
or bridges and/or to the payment of rentals on such toll bridges leased 
by any such county; and to repeal all laws or parts of laws, general or 
local, in conflict herewith. 

(2) Strike out the body of said Act, and substitute therefor the 
following : 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the governing body of each and every county 
in this State which now has or may hereafter have a population, ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal census, of not Jess than 
110,000 nor more than 400,000, and which has, or may hereafter ac- 
quire, own, operate or lease any toll bridge or bridges located wholly 
within any such county, or partly within such county and partly within 
an adjoining county and which bridge forms a part of, ora connec- 
tion between, one or more portions of any State or Federal highway or 
highways, is hereby authorized (when the levy of the license tax here- 
inafter provided for is first approved by the majority vote of the 
qualified electors of such county voting upon such proposition as here- 
inafter provided) to fix, levy and require to be paid an annual auto- 
motive vehicle license tax upon all automotive vehicles propelled or 
driven along, upon or across the public roads or any public road in 
any such county in this State as follows: (a) For each automotive 
pleasure car a license tax based on the horse power of such automotive 
pleasure car (b) for each automotive truck or automotive vehicle other 
than automotive pleasure cars, a tax based upon the capacity of each 
such automotive truck or automotive vehicle other than automotive 
pleasure cars. The amount of such tax as to each class of automotive 
vehicles aforesaid, shall be fixed by the governing bodies of such 
counties. 

This Act shall not apply to vehicles used exclusively in interstate 
or foreign commerce. 
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The automotive vehicle license tax herein authorized shall be in 
addition to all other taxes, licenses and excise taxes prescribed or au- 
thorized by law. 

Section 1 (a) The governing body of any county then having 
the population aforesaid may at any time prior to the acquisition or 
lease of any such bridge or bridges, and shall, within thirty days after 
the acquisition or lease of any such bridge or bridges, at a meeting of 
such governing body, adopt a resolution fixing the amount and scale 
of annual automotive vehicle license tax, which such governing body 
proposes to levy, (which automotive vehicle license tax shall not be- 
come effective until such bridge or bridges are acquired or leased) 
and calling an election of the qualified electors of such county to sub- 
mit the question as to whether such automotive vehicle license tax 
shall be levied. Such resolution shall state the amount of annual auto- 
motive vehicle license tax as to each class of automotive vehicle which 
such board proposes to levy, and any other matter which such governing 
body may decide to incorporate therein, and shall also fix the date of 
holding the election, which shall not be less than forty-five days nor 
more than sixty days from the date of the passage of such resolution. 
Notice of such election shall be given for thirty days by publication 
in a newspaper published in such county once a week for three suc- 
cessive weeks, which notice shall state the purpose and date of such 
election and place of holding same, and shall embody a copy of the 
resolution herein provided for, which notice shall be signed by the Pro- 
bate Judge of such County, or the Chairman of the Governing Body 
thereof, or some member thereof designated for that purpose by reso- 
lution of such Governing Body. 

Section 1 (b) The Ballot used at such election must be prepared 
under the direction of the Probate Judge of such County and shall be 
substantially in the following form:

Section 1 (c) The chairman of the governing body of such 
county, or some other member of such body designated for that 
purpose by resolution of said body, immediately after the passage 
by such body of the resolution calling such election, shall notify 
the probate judge of such county of the calling of such election. The 
probate judge, clerk of the circuit court of such county, and the 
sheriff of such county, within ten days after the receipt of such 
notice, shall appoint three managers, two clerks and one returning 
officer to conduct the election in each beat or polling place in such 
county ; and said managers shall all reside in the beats, wards or 
precincts where they are respectively appointed to serve, and shall 
be qualified electors at the date of said election. 

Section 1 (d) The sheriff shall notify the managers, clerks 
and returning officers of their appointments, and send out boxes 
and ballots to the several beats or polling precincts in the county. 

Section 1 (e) All expenses for holding such election shall be 
paid out of the treasury of such county; and the managers, clerks 
and returning officers shall be entitled to the same compensation as 
managers, clerks and returning officers of the general election. 

Section 1. (f) The clerk of the circuit. court, probate judge, 
and sheriff of such county shall constitute a board to canvass the 
returns and declare the results of such election. They shall meet 
at the court house of such county on the Saturday following the 
holding of said election and canvass the returns and declare the 
result of such election, and certify and return such results to the 
governing body of such county. In case either of the three should 
be absent, the remaining two shall act. 

Section 1. (g). The record of the result of such election, as re- 
turned by the board of canvassers, shall be recorded in the minutes 
of the governing body of such county, and, when so recorded, the 
record shall be conclusive evidence of the matters therein stated, 
and of the validity of such election, unless contested, as hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 1. (h) A contest of such election may be made by any 
qualified elector of such county by executing bond with sufficient 
surety, to be approved by the judge of probate of such county, for 
the payment of the costs of the contest. Notice of the contest shall 
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be served on the circuit solicitor of such county, and said solicitor 
shall respond in the name of the county and the county shall be 
contestee. In all courts, such contest shall be a preferred case. 

Section 1 (i) No action shall be commenced to test the valid- 
ity of any such election, unless the action be commenced within 
thirty days from the date of declaring the result of said election. 

Section 1 (j) Where no provisions are otherwise made in this 
Act, the general election laws of the state then in existence, with 
regard to all notices, qualification of voters, official acts, and things 
to be done in connection with ordering and holding elections, mak- 
ing returns, canvassing and certifying the same, shall govern; and 
all penalties fixed for wrongful acts and violations of the general 
election laws of the State shall apply to similar acts and violations 
in all elections held under this law. 

Section 1 (k) If at any election held under and according to 
the provisions of this act, a majority of the qualified voters of such 
county voting upon the proposition submitted at such election, vote 
in favor of approving the annual automotive vehicle license tax so 
submitted, then such annual automotive vehicle license tax shall 
become effective and remain in effect as in this act provided. 

Section 1 (1) Ifa majority of the qualified voters voting at any 
such election vote against the approval of the annual automotive 
vehicle license tax proposed by such governing body, such govern- 
ing body may at any time after sixty days from the date of such 
election adopt another resolution proposing an annual automotive 
vehicle license tax on the same or a different scale, or in the same 
or different amounts, and calling another election to submit same to 
the qualified voters of such county; provided however that not 

‘more than three such,elections shall be held in any one year. Lach 
such election shall be called, held and the results declared as in this 
act provided. 

Section 2. The automotive license tax herein authorized, when 
fixed, levied and approved as provided in this act, shall become ef- 
fective on the first day of October next succeeding the approval 
thereof as provided herein, and shall be due and payable on that 
day, and shall be paid by or for the owner or person having control 
of each automotive vehicle on or before that day. Thereafter such 
automotive vehicle license tax shall be due and payable on the first 
day of October of each subsequent year, and shall be paid by or for 
the owner or person having control of each automotive vehicle on or 
before that day. Such automotive vehicle license tax shall become . 
delinquent, for the first year in which it is effective, on the first day 
of November in such year, and for each subsequent year on the first 
day of November of each such subsequent year. If paid after be- 
coming delinquent, a penalty of 25% of the amount of such auto- 
motive vehicle license tax shall be assessed and collected by the 
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Probate Judge when such license tax is paid. Said license tax 
years shall begin on the first day of October of each year, and 
end on the thirtieth day of September of the following year. Said 
license tags must be taken out for an entire year; provided, that 
after the first day of May of each year the said license may be taken 
out for the half year, the amount to be paid for such half year to be 
half the amount to be paid for an entire year. 

Section 3. The license tax authorized by Section 1 hereof, 
shall be paid to and collected by the probate judge of such county 
in the same manner as the State and County license taxes are paid 
to and collected by him. The probate judge shall furnish tags to 
persons or corporations paying the license tax herein provided for, 
which such tags shall be attached to the front of each automotive 
vehicle for which such license is paid. The probate judge shall 
keep a record of each automotive vehicle for which such license is 
. paid, and the name of the owner and the amount of the license 
tax paid in respect of such vehicle. The cost of obtaining and fur- 
nishing such tags, and the printing of books or records pertaining 
to such automotive vehicle license tax shall be paid by such county 
out of the funds derived from the automotive vehicle license tax 
provided for herein. The probate judge shall, on or before the 
fifth day of each month, pay over to the county treasurer all pro-. 
ceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax (after deducting the 
cost of obtaining and furnishing tags, the printing of records per- 
taining thereto and his compensation hereinafter provided for) col- 
lected by him during the next preceding month. 

Section 4. The Probate Judge of each such county in which 
such annual vehicle license tax is so levied shall be entitled to re- 
ceive for all services required of him by this act, and shall receive 
and shall collect from each person, firm or corporation to which 
any such automotive vehicle license tax tag is issued, the sum of 
twenty-five cents, which sum shall be in addition to the annual 
automotive vehicle license tax so levied, and shall be collected by 
him annually as each such tag is issued by him. ; 

Section 5. The owners or operators of any automotive vehicle 
of any kind, for the operation of which a license tax is required 
under this Act, who shall fail or refuse to pay such license on or 
before the date hereinabove provided for, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
double the amount of the license herein provided for such vehicle. 
It shall be the duty of all officers of the county and of the incor- 
porated municipalities in such county, to report all violations of 
this automotive vehicle license tax law. 

Section 6. Where the license tax herein provided for has been 
paid on any such automotive vehicle and the same is thereafter sold, 
exchanged, swapped, or otherwise traded during the tax year, no 
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additional license shall be required of such vehicle during the tax 
year, and the tag shall be transferable to the owner of the automo- 
tive vehicle so sold, exchanged, swapped or otherwise traded. 

Section 7%. The net proceeds of such automotive vehicle license | 
tax shall be kept by the county treasurer in a separate fund and 
shall be paid out by him upon warrants drawn by the governing 
body of such county only and solely for the payment in whole or in 
part, of the expenses of maintenance and operation of any bridge 
now or hereafter acquired, owned or leased by such county and lo- 
cated wholly within such county or partly within such county and 
partly within an adjoining county, and which forms a part of or 
connection between one or more portions of any State or Federal 
Highway or Highways, and which, at the time of acquisition or 
lease thereof by such county is operated as a toll bridge; and/or to 
the payment of premiums of insurance upon any such bridge, and/or 
to the payment in whole or in part of the principal of, and/or to the 
payment in whole or in part of interest on, any bonds issued by 
such county for the purpose of acquiring any such bridge; and/or 
to the payment of any rentals agreed upon by such governing body 
in any lease by such county of any such bridge. The governing 
bodies of all such counties are authorized to pledge the net pro- 
ceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax to the payment, in 
whole or in part, of the principal of, and/or interest on any bonds 
issued by such county for the purpose of acquiring any such bridge; 
and/or to pledge the net proceeds of such automotive license tax 
to the payment, in whole or in part, of any rentals agreed upon by 
such governing body in any lease by any such county of any such 
bridge. If such pledge is made, such annual automotive license 
tax shall not be repealed, but shall remain in full force and effect, 
and shall be collected and paid annually, until the obligation for 
the payment of which such automotive vehicle license tax is so 
pledged, is fully paid and discharged. 

Section 8. If such automotive vehicle license tax is not pledged 
as in this act authorized, it may be repealed (effective at the begin- 
ning of the next succeeding license tax year) by resolution of said gov- 
erning body, proposing such repeal, if approved by the majority vote of 
the qualified electors of such county voting upon the proposition 
of such repeal, at a special election called and held as in this act pro- 
vided for approval or non-approval of the levying of such license 
tax. At such election respecting repeal of such license tax the 
ballot used at such election shall be substantially in the form pre- 
scribed in Section 1 (b) of this act, except that the words “repeal 
of” shall be substituted for the words “approval of the levying of” 
on the form of ballot. 

Section 9. The words “bridge” or “bridges” wherever used 
herein shall be construed as including a series of bridges, causeways

and roadways, if any, and all approaches used in connection with 
or as part of any such bridge; and the words “the governing body 
of any such county” wherever herein used shall include boards of 
revenue, road commissioners, courts of county commissioners and 
other like governing bodies of such counties, now existing or here- 
after created, having the powers of boards of revenue, road com- 
missioners.and courts of county commissioners. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

Section 11. Should any provision of this Act be declared un- 
constitutional it shall not affect the remaining portions of this Act. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws, general or local, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report 
that said Committee, in session, have compared the following en- 
rolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, and 
finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 

S. 253. To provide for a Board of Education for Winston Coun- 
ty, Alabama; to provide for dividing the county into two districts, 
defining the boundaries thereof; to provide for the manner in which 
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said Board is to be selected; to provide for the terms of office of the 
members thereof and for their compensation; and to provide for the 
duties and responsibilities of the members of said Board.

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama to authorize Mobile County, through a commission to be ap- 
pointed as shall be provided by the Legislature for that purpose, 
to purchase, build, or otherwise acquire and maintain and operate 
embankments, seawalls, and other protection against seas, waves, 
tides, storms and floods in the County of Mobile along or near the 
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shores of said County which border upon tidal waters, and to pur- 
chase, build or otherwise acquire and maintain and operate all ap- 
purtenances and improvements of whatsoever nature necessary or 
useful thereto, including jetties, wharves, roads, boulevards, parks, 
ornamental lighting systems, buildings, and recreation facilities; to 
authorize Mobile County to issue bonds for such purposes; to pro- 
vide for the payment of such bonds; to authorize a county excise 
license tax on the distribution of motor vehicle fuels and lubricating 
oils; to authorize said County to levy special assessments against 
property benefited by such improvements; to authorize the alloca- 
tion of State excise taxes on motor fuels and State license taxes on 
motor vehicles, tractors, busses, trailers, and trucks to Mobile 
County for such purposes; to authorize the creation of a revolving 
fund to assure the payment of such bonds and the levy of taxes for 
the replenishment of such fund; to authorize the Legislature to 
adopt local acts in furtherance of the purposes of said amendment ; 
to ratify certain acts adopted by the 1931 Alabama Legislature ; and 
to provide for the submission of said amendment to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama. 

And the House requests a committee of conference on the dis- 
agreement of the two Houses on the Senate amendment to said bill, 
and the Speaker of the House has named as Conferees on the Part 
of the House Messrs. Taylor, Sossaman and Beebe.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has passed the following Senate Bill and returns 
same herewith to the Senate: 

S. 447. A bill to be entitled an Act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama at the general election to be held 
next succeeding this session of the Legislature, for their considera- 
tion an amendment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama by 
amending Section 138 of Article 5, of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified elec- 
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tors of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, viz., 
that Section 138 of Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 138, of Article 5—A sheriff shall be elected in each 
county by the qualified electors thereof who shall hold office for a 
term of four years unless sooner removed, and he shall be eligible to 
such office as his own successor. Whenever any prisoner is taken 
from jail, or from the custody of any sheriff or his deputy, and put 
to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the neglect, 
connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such 
sheriff may be impeached under Section 174 of this Constitution. If 
the Sheriff be impeached and thereupon convicted, he shall not be 
eligible to hold any office in this State during the time for which he 
had been elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the state at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding 
the general election in November, 1932, of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the state for their consideration together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the general election in November 1932, an 
election shall be held by the qualified electors of the State upon 
the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election 
shall be printed the following: Amendment to the Constitution by 
amending Section 138 of Article 5 so as to read as follows: 

Section 1388 of Article 5A sheriff shall be elected in each 
county by the qualified electors thereof who. shall hold office for a 
term of four years unless sooner removed, and he shall be eligible 
to such office aS his own successor. Whenever any prisoner is 
taken from jail, or from the custody of any sheriff or his deputy, 
and put to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the 
neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, 
such sheriff may be impeached under Section 174 of this Constitu- 
tion. If the sheriff be impeached, and thereupon convicted, he shall 
not be eligible to hold any office in this State during the time for 
which he had been elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. 

Following the proposed amendment on a ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
‘poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing ‘general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tab- 
ulated, and the returns thereof made to the secretary of state, and 
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counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives to 
the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The 
result of such election shall be made known by proclamation of the 
Governor. 

Section 5. Provided that at such general election the Circuit 
Judge or Judges of each Circuit in each county or counties compris- 
ing their circuits, the county coroner and the circuit court clerk in 
each county or counties or a majority of them shall appoint at least 
one qualified elector and not more than two qualified electors to 
preserve order at each polling place, each such qualified elector to 
be vested with the power and authority of a Deputy Sheriff, such 
appointments to take the place and be in lieu of Deputy Sherifis 
provided by law for other elections.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

‘The House has amended as therein shown and as amended has 
passed: 

S. 525. A bill to be entitled an Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the State to locate, con- 
struct, improve, repair and maintain public roads, highways and 
bridges in the State of Alabama; and to that end, to authorize the 
State to appropriate funds, and for constructional purposes only to 
issue and sell negotiable interest bearing bonds in an amount not to 
exceed twenty-five million dollars ($25,000,000.00) in addition to 
the bonds authorized under the Act approved October 29th, 1921, 
proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama known and designated as Article XX, and in addition to the 
bonds authorized under the Act approved January 4, 1927, proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama known 
and designated as Article XX A; to provide revenue and funds for 
the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and interest on 
such bonds and for the retirement of such bonds; to regulate the 
apportionments and expenditure of such bond monies, to prescribe 
how and by whom said bonds shall be issued and sold, and to order 
an election by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon 
such proposed amendment to be held on the 2nd Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from and after the final adjournment of 
the present regular session of the Legislature. ; 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the 2nd Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment of the present regular session of the 
Legislature, at which this amendment is proposed. The proposed 
amendment is as follows: 

“Article XX-B. . Section 1. The State is authorized to engage 
in the construction, improvement, repair and maintenance of public 
roads, highways and bridges in the State of Alabama. To this end 
and for these purposes, the State is authorized to appropriate funds, 
and for constructional purposes only, the State is authorized also to 
issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold under Articles XX and XX A, as 
amendments to the Constitution of 1901, in an amount not to exceed 
the sum of twenty-five million dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be issued 
under such denominations, numbers and series, and, maturing at 
such times as may be provided by law, and all such bonds shall bear 
a rate of interest not greater than six per cent per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall be sold at a price not less than par value 
thereof.

Provided, that in counties which are divided into two or more 
judicial divisions in each of which regular terms of the circuit court 
are held, the places where said terms of court are held shall likewise 
be connected with each other. 

“Section 3. The proceeds of said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing or repairing of roads, and bridges, but not for maintenance 
or discharging of contract, debts, liability or obligations existing 
prior to the adoption of this amendment. 

“Section 4. Twenty Million One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($20,100,000.00) of the proceeds of said bonds shall be set aside by 
the Governor and apportioned in amounts of three hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($300,000.00) to each of the respective counties of the 
State to be expended by the State Highway Commission or High- 
way Department in each of said counties for construction, which 
shall include hard surfacing, of existing and also new public roads 
and bridges therein. The remaining proceeds of said bonds shall be 
used for the construction, which shall include hard surfacing, of 
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existing or new highways and bridges in the State, the hard surfac- 
ing of existing trunk roads to be first accomplished therewith. 

“Section 5. The State Highway Commission or Highway De- 
partment shall equitably apportion among the several counties of 
the State the expenditure of both the proceeds of such bonds and 
labor and the time or times of making such investment. 

“Section 6. In letting contracts for work, labor or material, to 
be paid out of the proceeds of such bonds or funds obtained with 
such proceeds, preference shall be given to persons, firms or cor- 
porations domiciled in the State of Alabama. 

“Section 7. The proceeds of such bonds shall be kept separate 
and apart from all other funds and no part of the same shall ever 
be used in honoring a warrant not legaliy drawn against such pro- 
ceeds. 

“Section 8. There is hereby levied and every distributor, retail 
dealer or storer shall pay an excise tax of one cent per gallon upon 
the selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage for any use 
gasoline, provided, however, that this excise tax is not levied upon 
the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce and provided further 
that where this excise tax shall have been paid by a distributor or 
by a retail dealer or storer such payment shall be sufficient, the 
intention being that this tax shall not be paid but once. The terms 
‘Distributor’, ‘retail dealer’, ‘storer’, ‘Selling’, ‘Distributing’, ‘with- 
drawing’, and ‘gasoline’ are used as the same are used in existing 
gasoline excise tax laws of the state and shall be so construed, and 
all rights, duties, liabilities, penalties, powers and methods pertain- 
ing to the collection of gasoline taxes under such existing laws of 
the State shall apply in the collection, payment and accounting for 
the within excise tax, provided the legislature may limit, extend or 
further define the same and shall pass all necessary laws to provide 
for its efficient collection. The excise tax of one cent herein levied 
shall be in addition to the excise gasoline taxes provided by existing 
laws of the State. 

“Section 9. The one cent excise tax hereinbefore levied shall be 
used first to create a sinking fund for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and the interest on the bonds herein author- 
ized, and, second by the State for the construction, improvement, 
repair and maintenance of public roads, highway and bridges in this 
State. 

“Section 10. The bonds herein authorized when issued shall be 
a direct obligation of the State, and for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and interest thereon the full faith and credit 
of the State is hereby irrevocably pledged and such bonds shall be 
exempt forever from taxes of every kind. 

“Section 11. The bonds herein authorized shall be issued and 
sold in the same manner by a Bond Commission as set forth, defined 
and prescribed in Article 5 of Chapter 32, Code of Alabama, 1923.” 
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Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation, 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each county in the State, for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3, At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article XX-B of the Constitution of Alabama? 

“Article XX-B. Section 1. The State is authorized to engage 
in the construction, improvement, repair and maintenance of public 
roads, highways and bridges in the State of Alabama. To this end 
and for these purposes, the State is authorized to appropriate funds

stitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives to 
the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known 
by a proclamation of the Governor.

HOUSE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Hildreth, the Senate non-concurred in the 
following amendment by the House to Senate Bill 525, the title of 
which is set out in the foregoing Message from the House, to-wit: 

Amend Senate Bill No. 525 as follows: 

1. In the title, line 4, strike the following: “for constructionai 
purposes only”. 

2. On page 2 at the end of line 5 and beginning of line 6, strike 
the following: “for constructional purposes only”. 

3. In Section 3, Page 2, line 21, insert the word “maintaining” 
between the word “construction” and the word “or” where they 
appear together in said line 21. 

4. In lines 22 and 23 in Section 3 of the Bill, strike everything 
after the word “bridges” leaving Section 3 so that it will read as 
follows: “The proceeds of said bonds shall be used for construct- 
ing, maintaining or repairing of roads and bridges”. 

5. Strike Section 4 in the Bill entirely. 

6. Add at the end of Section 5 the following: “Not less than 
one quarter of a million dollars of the proceeds of these bonds 
shall be set aside and expended by the State Highway Commission 
in each county of the State”. 

6-A. Strike Section 6 entirely from the Bill. 

%. Strike Section 8 entirely from the Bill. 
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8. Strike Section 9 entirely from the Bill and substitute therefor 
the following: “To create a sinking fund for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal and interest on these bonds and 
for the construction, maintenance and improvement of such public 
highways, roads and bridges, there shall be appropriated and used 
the one cent tax on gasoline levied by the Legislature of Alabama 
in 1931”. 

9. In lines 23 and 24, Page 4, strike out “for constructional pur- 
poses only”. 

10. In Section 3, Line 13, page 5, add the word “maintaining” 
between the word “constructing” and the word “or” and in Line 14, 
strike everything after the word “bridges” so that the section shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 3. The proceeds of said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing, maintaining or repairing of roads and bridges.” 

11. Strike Section 4 on Page 5 from the Bill entirely. 

12. At the end of Section 5 on Page 5 add: “Not less than one 
quarter of a million dollars of the proceeds of these bonds shall be 
set aside and expended by the State Highway Commission in each 
county in the State.” 

12-A. Strike Section 6 entirely from the Bill. 

13. Strike Section 8 on Page 6 entirely from the Bill. 

14. Strike Section 9 on Page 8 entirely from the Bill and sub- 
stitute therefor the following: 

“To create a sinking fund for the prompt and faithful payment 
of the principal and interest on these bonds and for the construction, 
maintenance and improvement of such public highways, roads and 
bridges. There shall be appropriated and used the one cent tax on 
gasoline levied by the Legislature of Alabama in 1931”. 

Also amend by adding the following: 

That House Bill 1204, by Mr. Tunstall, as amended by sub- 
stitute of Goode of Wilcox, which Substitute appears on the Journal 
of the House of Representatives, and being “A Bill to be Entitled 
an Act to Impose, for the use and purpose of supervising, preserv- 
ing, maintaining, constructing and regulating the use of Public 
Roads and Bridges in the State of Alabama, an excise tax on all 
persons, companies, agencies, corporations and associations who 
sell, distribute, store or draw from storage for any purpose what- 
soever, gasoline or any other liquid motor fuels or devices or any 
substitute therefor within the State of Alabama; Providing for the 
collection of such excise tax and the payment of same into the 
State Treasury; Providing for the enforcement of this Act and 
fixing a penalty for the violation of the provisions hereof; Pro- 
viding that the said excise tax so imposed shall be in addition to 
all other excise tax now imposed by law; And, Providing that 
freight agents or railroads and all agents of all transportation com- 
panies operating within the State of Alabama and who transport 
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motor fuels shall report to the State Tax Commission all shipments 
of gasoline or any substitute therefor, received at any of their sta- 
tions within the State’, be, and the same is hereby ratified, con-

That immediately upon this Act becoming effective, 
the Commissioner of every such city at the head of the Depart- 
ment of Public Improvements shall be an Associate Commissioner 
under this Act and his term of office shall expire on the first Mon- 
day in November, 1933; the Commissioner of every such city at 
the head of the Department of Public Safety shall be an Associate 
Commissioner under this Act and his term of office shall expire 
upon the first Monday in November, 1935; and the Commissioner 
of every such city holding the office of President of the Commis-

term of office shall expire upon the first Monday in November, 
1937. Such members of the Commission shall serve in their re- 
spective offices until the expiration of their respective terms of 
office and until their respective successors are elected and qualified, 
subject, however, to recall as now provided by law for such cities.

October, 1935, and on the second Monday in October every six 
years thereafter, an Associate Commissioner; and on the second 
Monday in October, 1937, and on the second Monday in October 
every six years thereafter, a President of the Commission. Each 
such Commissioner, including the President of the Commission, 
shall assume the duties of the office to which he has been elected 
on the first Monday in November following his election and shall 
serve therein until his successor has been elected and qualified, 
subject, however, to recall as now provided by law for such cities. 

Section 4.. Whenever any city shall hereafter come into the 
class described in Section 1 hereof, the Governor shall appoint an 
incumbent to each of the offices hereinbefore described, who shall 
serve in such office until the next election for such office as 
specified in Section 3 hereof and until his successor has been elected 
and qualified. : 

Section 5. At every election for President of the Commission, 
or for an Associate Commissioner, all ballots to be used by voters 
shall be printed and prepared by the Election Commission of such 
city and at the expense of said city, and shall contain the names 
of all candidates, placed in alphabeticat order, directly underneath 
the words “For President of the Commission”, or “For Associate 
Commissioner”, as the case may be. No name shall appear upon 
said ballot as a candidate for election, except the names of such 
persons as have become candidates according to the provisions of 
law applicable to such cities. No ballots shall be used by such 
cities except the official ballot prepared by the Election Commis- 
sion. 

Section 6. At any election for President of the Commission, or 
for an Associate Commissioner, the candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be elected to such office, provided such can- 
didate receives a majority of all votes cast’ for such office. If, at 
the first election, a majority is not received by any candidate then 
a second election shall be held on the same day one week later, 
when the names of the two candidates receiving the highest num-

Section 7. The Commissioners of each city falling within the

Mr. President: 

The House has passed the following Senate Bill and returns 
same herewith to the Senate: 

S. 477. A bill to be entitled an Act to propose, an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama for the purpose of authorizing the 
Legislature to form or provide for the formation of Forestry Dis- 
tricts for the promotion of reforestation and the development and 
protection of growing timber, and establishing and maintaining 
such Districts by levying an acreage tax of not to exceed five cents 
per acre; and to order an election by the qualified electors of the 
state upon such proposed amendment to be held on the First Tues- 
day in May, in the year 1932. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby ordered 
by the qualified voters of the state upon such proposed amendment 
to be held on the “First Tuesday in May, in the year 1932”. The 
proposed amendment is as follows: 

Article _.—The Legislature may form or provide for the forma- 
tion of Forestry Districts in Alabama for the promotion of re- 
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torestation and the development and protection of growing timber 
and, for the purpose of establishing and maintaining such Districts, 
may authorize and provide for the collection of an acreage tax not 
to exceed five cents per acre to be levied and collected on the lands 
comprising such Districts. This article shall be retroactive as to 
legislation in accordance with its provisions enacted by the Legis- 
lature of 1981. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each county in the state for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the date hereby appointed for such election. On 
the official ballot printed for such election shall be printed the 
proposed amendment immediately succeeding the words “Shall the 
following be adopted as Article _.. of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama?”’ Immediately succeeding the text of the proposed amend- 
ment shall be printed the following: “Yes_.____ No.2 
The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark made 
by him or under his direction opposite the word expressing his 
desire. 

Section 3. The officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same of- 
ficials as now provided by the election laws of the state for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold elections in this state, and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with this act, the law 
governing general elections and the constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to the Constitution. The votes cast in such 
election shall be canvassed, tabulated and returns thereon made to 
the Secretary of State, and counted in the same manner as in elec- 
tions for Representatives to the Legislature; and if it shall there- 
upon appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted in 
such election upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of same 
such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Alabama.

The House has amended as therein shown and as amendment 
has passed: 

S. 417. A bill to be entitled an Act to provide and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at the General Elec- 
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tion to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday of No- 
vember 1982, for their consideration an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, so as to fix the debt limitation of all cities, towns, 
villages, and other municipal corporations of the State of Alabama, 
having a population of not less than one nor more than six thousand 
and to set out the kinds of indebtedness not included in such 
limitations. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State is hereby ordered upon such proposed amend- 
ment and the day appointed for such election is the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday of November, 1932. The amendment pro- 
posed is as follows: 

(A) All cities, towns, villages: and other municipal corpora- 
tions having a population of not less than one'nor more than six 
thousand are hereby authorized to become indebted in an amount, 
including present indebtedness, not exceeding eight per centum of 
the assessed valuation of the property therein, as the same is as- 
sessed for State taxation. There shall not be included in the above 
limitation of indebtedness the following classes of indebtedness, 
to-wit: (a) temporary debts or loans for current expenses to be 
paid within one year, made in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current year, and not exceeding one-fourth of the 
general revenues for the preceding year; (b) indebtedness already 
or hereafter incurred for purchasing, acquiring, providing, con- 
structing, enlarging or improving water works, electric light and 
gas and sewage disposal plants either within or without the City 
Limits; (c) indebtedness already or hereafter incurred for sewer, 
street, sidewalk, and other improvements whether of a like or of 
any different kind, to the extent that the cost thereof has been or 
is proposed to be assessed against the property benefitted thereby; 
and (d) indebtedness incurred prior to September 1st, 1931, which, 
at the time it was incurred, was not included within the then exist- 
ing constitutional limitation, and any obligations to be ‘incurred in 
refunding such indebtedness. 

In ascertaining the amount of indebtedness subject to this lim- 
‘itation, there shall be deducted from the total amount of such in- 
debtedness, sinking funds on hand and applicable solely to the pay- 
ment of indebtedness subject to said limitation. Provided that 
this amendment shall not apply to municipalities located in Jack- 
son, Marshall, Etowah and St. Clair Counties. 

Section 2. That the notice of the election hereby ordered to- 
gether with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a 
proclamation of the Governor which shall be published in one news- 
paper once a week in each county in the State for at least eight 
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successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such 
election. 

Section 3. The expenses of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of the 
State Treasury in the same manner as the expenses of other elec- 
tions are paid.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I herewith return to the Senate, the body in which it orig- 
inated, Senate Bill No. 364, without my approval. 

This Act would add one additional clerk and one additional stenographer 
in the office of the Secretary of State. The Act provides that the clerk shall 
receive $1800.00 per annum and the stenographer $1200.00 per annum. The 
$1050 capone to the State from July 20, 1931, to January 20, 1935, would be 

0,500.00. 

You have recently passed an act which has been approved by me trans- 
ferring from the office of Secretary of State to the Tax Commission the is- 
suing of permits to Domestic and Foreign Corporations. This leaves the work 
in the office of Secretary of State just as it has been for many years, and ex- 
cept during the time the Legislature is in session and the Acts of the Legis- 
Jature are being prepared for printing, the clerical force in the office of the 
Secretary of State is sufficient, in my opinion. 

During the time the Legislature is in session and the Acts are being pre- 

* pared for publication extra clerks can be furnished under the provision of the 
Code of Alabama for extra clerical assistance. This law for giving temporary 
clerks when needed is to save the expense of clerks at the time when the work 
of the Department does not demand such clerks. By having extra clerks, as 
provided by law, each Department can get extra help when such help is 
needed. These clerks are available to the office of Secretary of State at any 


time they may be needed. 
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There has never been a time in the history of Alabama when there was 
more need for economy. The salary of the school teachers in many of the 
counties of the State for several months of last year is still unpaid. The war- 
rants of the State of Alabama cannot be cashed in the banks of the State or 
of the country. 

I cannot approve an act which adds a needless expense.

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act authorizing the governing body of each 
and every county in this State now or hereafter having a popula- 
tion of not less 110,000 nor more than 400,000, according to the last 
or any subsequent ‘federal census, and which ‘has, or may hereafter 
acquire, own, operate or lease, any toll bridge or bridges located 
wholly within any such county, or partly within such county and 
partly within an adjoining county and which bridge forms a part 
of, or a connection between, one or more portions of any State or 
Federal highway or highways, to fix, levy and require to be paid, 
an annual automotive vehicle license tax upon all automotive ve- 
hicles registered in such county, and all other automotive vehicles 
used for commercial or transportation purposes and propelled or 
driven, (other than occasionally) along, upon or across the public 
roads of such county; to provide the machinery necessary or proper 
for the collection of such automotive vehicle license tax; to pro- 
vide for the expenses of collection of such license tax; to provide 
penalties for failure to pay such license tax; and to provide for the 
issuance of license tax tags and the transfer thereof; and to fix and 
provide for the compensation of probate judges for services re- 
quired of them by this Act; and to provide for the use of the pro- 
ceeds of such license tax; to provide for the repeal of such tax; 
and authorizing the governing bodies of such counties to pledge 
the net proceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax to the pay- 
ment of the principal of and/or interest on any bonds issued to ac- 
quire any such toll bridge or bridges and/or to the payment of 
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rentals on such toll bridges leased by any such county; and to re- 
peal all laws or parts of laws, general or local, in conflict herewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the governing body of each and every county 
in this State which now has or may hereafter have a population, 
according to the last or any subsequent federal census, of not less 
than 110,000 nor more than 400,000, and which has, or may here- 
after acquire, own, operate or lease, any toll bridge or bridges lo- 
cated wholly within any such county, or partly within such county 
and partly within an adjoining county and which bridge forms a 
part of, or a connection between, one or more portions of any 
State or Federal highway or highways, is hereby authorized to fix, 
levy and require to be paid an annual automotive license tax upon 
all automotive vehicles, registered in such county, and upon all 
other automotive vehicles used or operated as common carriers be- 
tween fixed territories or over regular routes and propelled or 
driven (other than occasionally) along, upon or across the public 
roads or any public road in such county in this State as follows: 
(a) For each automotive pleasure car a license tax based on the 
horse power of such automotive pleasure car (b) for each auto- 
motive truck, bus, coach or automotive vehicle other than auto- 
motive pleasure cars, a tax based upon the capacity of each such 
automotive truck, bus, coach, or automotive vehicle other than 
automotive pleasure cars. The amount of such tax as to each class 
of automotive vehicles aforesaid, shall be fixed by the governing 
bodies of such counties. 

This Act shall not apply to vehicles used exclusively in inter- 
state or foreign commerce. 

The automotive vehicle license tax herein authorized shall be 
in addition to all other taxes, licenses and excise taxes prescribed 
or authorized by law. 

Such governing body may at any time prior to the acquisition or 
lease of any such bridge or bridges, and shall within thirty days 
after the acquisition of any such bridge or bridges, adopt, at a 
meeting of such governing body, a resolution levying such annual 
automotive vehicle license tax and fixing the scale thereof, and the 
amount of such annual automotive vehicle license tax applicable to 
each class of vehicle, which tax shall become effective on the first 
day of October next following the date of such resolution, and the 
acquisition or lease of such bridge or bridges, and shall remain in 
effect as hereinafter provided. Such resolution shall be published 
in a newspaper, published in such county once a week for three 
successive weeks, the’ cost of such publication shall be paid out of 
the general funds of such county. 

Section 2. The annual automotive vehicle license tax herein au- 
thorized, when fixed and levied by said governing body, shall be- 
come effective on the first day of October next succeeding such 
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levy thereof, as herein provided, (provided such county has thereto- 
fore acquired or leased any such bridge or bridges) and shall be 
‘due and payable on that date, and shall be paid by or for the 
owner or person having control. of each automotive vehicle on or 
before that day. Thereafter such automotive vehicle license tax 
shall be due and payable on the first day of October of each sub- 
sequent year, and shall be paid by or for the owner or person hav- 
ing control of each automotive vehicle on or before that day, Such 
automotive vehicle license tax shall become delinquent, for the 
first year in which it is effective, on the first day of November in 
such year, and for each subsequent year on the first day of No- 
vember of each such subsequent year. If paid after becoming de- 
linquent, a penalty of 25% of the amount of such automotive ve- 
hicle license tax shall be assessed and collected by the Probate 
Judge when such license tax is paid. Said license tax years shall 
begin on the first day of October of each year, and end on the 
thirtieth day of September of the following year. Said license tags 
must be taken out for an entire year; provided, that after the first 
day of May of each year the said license may be taken out for the 
half year, the amount to be paid for such half year to be half the 
amount to be paid for an entire year. 

_ Section 8. The license tax so levied under authority of this 
Act, shall be paid to and collected by the probate judge of such 
county in the same manner as the State and County license taxes 
are paid to and collected by him. The probate judge shall furnish 
tags to persons or corporations paying the license tax herein pro- 
vided for, which such tags shall be attached to the front of each 
automotive vehicle for which such license is paid. The probate 
judge shall keep a record of each automotive vehicle for which such 
license is paid, and the name of the owner and the amount of the 
license tax paid in respect of such vehicle. The cost of obtaining 
and furnishing such tags, and the printing of books or records per- 
taining to such automotive vehicle license tax shall be paid by such 
county out of the funds derived from the automotive vehicle license 
tax provided for herein. The probate judge shall, on or before the 
fifth day of each month, pay over to the county treasurer all pro- 
ceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax (after deducting the 
cost of obtaining and furnishing tags, the printing of records per- 
taining thereto and his compensation hereinafter provided for) 
collected by him during the next preceding month. 

Section 4. The Probate Judge of each such county in which 
such annual vehicle license tax is so levied shall be entitled to re- 
ceive for all services required of him by this-act, and shall receive 
and shall collect from each person, firm or corporation to which 
any such automotive vehicle license tax tag is issued, the sum of 
twenty-five cents, which sum shall be in addition to the annual 
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‘automotive vehicle license tax so levied, and shall be collected by 
him annually as each such tag is issued by him. 

Section 5. The owners or operators of any automotive vehicle 
of any kind, for the operation of which a license tax is required un- 
der this Act, who shall fail or refuse to pay such license on or be- 
fore the date hereinabove provided for, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
double the amount of the license herein provided for such vehicle. 
It shall be the duty of all officers of the County and of the incor- 
porated municipalities in such county, to report all violations of 
this automotive vehicle license tax law. 

Section 6. Where the license tax herein provided for has been 
paid on any such automotive vehicle and the same is thereafter 
sold, exchanged, swapped, or otherwise traded during the tax year, 
no additional license shall be required of such vehicle during the 
tax year, and the tag shall be transferable to the owner of the auto- 
motive vehicle so sold, exchanged, swapped or otherwise traded. 

Section 7. The net proceeds of such automotive vehicle license 
tax shall be kept by the county treasurer in a separate fund and 
shall be paid out by him upon warrants drawn by the governing 
body of such county only and solely for the payment in whole or 
in part, of the expenses of maintenance and operation of any bridge 
now or hereafter acquired, owned or leased by such county and 
located wholly within such county or partly within such county 
and partly within an adjoining county, and which forms a part of 
or connection between one or more portions of any State or Federal 
Highway or Highways, and which, at the time of acquisition or 
lease thereof by such county is operated as a toll bridge; and/or 
to the payment of premiums of insurance upon any such bridge, 
and/or to the payment in whole or in part of the principal of, and/or 
to the payment in whole or in part of interest on, any bonds issued 
by such county for the purpose of acquiring any such bridge; 
and/or to the payment of any rentals agreed upon by such govern- 
ing body in any lease by such county of any such bridge. The 
governing bodies of all such counties are authorized to pledge the 
net proceeds of such automotive vehicle license tax to the payment, 
in whole or in part, of the principal of, and/or interest on any 
bonds issued by such county for the purpose of acquiring any such 
bridge; and/or to pledge the net proceeds of such automotive li-. 
cense tax to the payment, in whole or in part, of any rentals 
agreed upon by such governing body in any lease by such county 
of any such bridge. If such pledge is made, such annual automo- 
tive license tax shall not be repealed, but shall remain in full force 
and effect, and shall be collected and paid annually, until the obliga- 
tion for the payment of which such automotive vehicle license tax 
is so pledged, is fully paid and discharged. 
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Section 8. Such annual automotive vehicle license tax may be 
repealed by resolution of such governing body at any time, (a) if 
the proceeds thereof have not theretofore been pledged as herein 
provided, or (b) when the obligation for which such proceeds have 
been pledged is fully paid and discharged. 

Section 9. The words “bridge” or “bridges” wherever used 
herein shall be construed as including a series of bridges, cause- 
ways and roadways, if any, and all approaches used in connection 
with or as a part of any such bridge; and the words “the govern- 
ing body of any such county” wherever herein used shall include 
boards of revenue, road commissioners, courts of county commis- 
sioners and other like governing bodies of such counties, now exist- 
ing or hereafter created, having the powers of boards of revenue, 
road commissioners and courts of county commissioners. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

Section 11. Should any provision of this Act be declared un- 
constitutional it shall not affect the remaining portions of this Act. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws, general or local, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

be, and they hereby are, appointed as a committee of the Senate of 
Alabama, to serve without compensation or allowance for expenses, 
until the next meeting of the Legislature of Alabama in either ex- 
traordinary or regular session, to investigate, determine and report 
as to the real condition of the finances of this State. Among other 
things they shall ascertain and report: 

1. The amount of any treasury deficit. 

2. The annual revenues of the general fund, and of any trust 
funds created by law, and the source thereof. 

3. The annual expenditures of the several departments, and 
the appropriations therefor. 

4. The financial relations between the highway department and 
the department having jurisdiction of convicts. 

5. Any and all other matters relating to the revenues and ex- 
penditures of the state, or any department thereof, or of any state 
activity that it may think proper. 

Such committee shall select its chairman and secretary, and 
any other officers it may desire, and shall meet from time to time 
at the call of the chairman. A majority of such committee shall 
constitute a quorum thereof, with power to act. Such committee 
may sit in the Senate Chamber at the Capitol, or elsewhere as it 
elects, and shall have power to summon, swear and examine wit- 
nesses and to require the production of books and any other docu- 
mentary evidence.

Such 
committee shall file any report that it may make, from time to 
time, in the office of the Secretary of State, and such report, so 
filed, shall be a public document. 

Said committee shall remain in existence, with all the powers 
given it herein, until the next meeting of the Legislature in extra- 
ordinary or regular session, and shall, on the convening of the 
Legislature, in extraordinary or regular session, file a copy of its 
report, or reports, with the Secretary of the Senate. 

And on motion of Mr. Hildreth, the rules were suspended, and 
the resolution adopted. 

Mr. Hildreth offered the following Senate Resolution: 

S. R. 136. Whereas, the members of the Senate Economy 
Group of the Senate of Alabama, having heretofore associated them- 
selves together for the purpose of protecting the People of the 
State of Alabama from governmental extravagance, and from ill- 
advised, oppressive and unnecessary taxation; and, 

Whereas, by co-operating with each other to that end they have 
been able to accomplish this most desirable purpose, a proper re- 
spect for the people of this state impels them to set forth upon the 
records of the Senate of Alabama, the reason which moved them to 
such action, and the results which have been thereby accomplished. 

In the primary election of 1930, in which the Governor of Ala- 
bama and the members of the Legislature were nominated, a def- 
inite and unequivocal promise was made, by them, to the people of 
this state, then carrying a burden of taxation that weighed heavily 
upon them, that the most rigid economy would be practiced in all 
state matters, to the end that they would not be subjected to further 
taxation. Such was the express pledge of all the candidates. Tax- 
ation was said to have reached the limit, and the people of this State 
‘had the right to feel a complete assurance that their selection of 
these candidates secured for them an absolute immunity from addi- 
tional taxation of any sort. It was then well known that a large 
deficit was said to exist, and these pledges were made in the light 
of that belief. 

After being in session for a few weeks the Legislature recessed. 
A joint committee of the House and Senate, known as the Com- 
mittee of Thirty-Three sat during the recess to consider the finan- 
cial affairs of the State. To this Committee the Governor’s 
financial program was revealed. It’s publication astounded the 
State. He proposed an amendment to the Constitution submitting 
to the people a road bond issue of $25,000,000.00. This was to be 
accompanied by an additional levy of two cents per gallon on gaso- 
line. In the event the bond issue was adopted, this additional levy 
was to be reduced to one cent per gallon; in the event it was not 
adopted the two cent levy was to be permanent. He also proposed 
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a bond issue of $20,000,000.00 to liquidate the deficit, the amount 
of which was not accurately known, though certainly much less 
than $20,000,000.00. He also proposed a Constitutional amendment 
empowering the Legislature to levy a tax on incomes (gross or 
net as it might elect) and with no limitation as to the rate. 

All of these proposed levies were to be united in one constitu- 
tional amendment. The Committee of Thirty-Three rejected the 
single amendment containing these propositions, to which was 
united another, namely, to authorize the Governor to borrow as 
much as Three Million Dollars instead of the $300,000.00 now per- 
mitted. 

On the same day on which the Committee of Thirty-Three re- 
jected this four in one proposal, a majority of it approved each of 
the points when separately submitted. 

It became at once apparent that notwithstanding the solemn 
pledges made to the people in the primary campaign, they stood 
in grave danger of having their financial burdens very materially 
increased. 

The members of the Senate, economy group, believed then, and 
believe now, that no such drastic program was necessary. They 
believe that if the revenues of the State were reduced by reason 
of the business depression through which the entire world is pass- 
ing, this condition should be met, not by increase taxation, but by 
reduced expenses; they believed then, and now, that a permanent 
revenue policy for the state should not be measured by the receipts 
from the present revenue bill during a wholly abnormal period. 
They were unwilling, and are still unwilling, to further increase the 
burdens of the people, to put a stop to the industrial development 
of the State, by drastic taxation which, when conditions become 
normal again, would produce more money than is needed, and 
induce still greater extravagance. 

They were willing to go as far as was necessary to pay the 
debts and preserve the credit of the State, and to provide for the 
maintenance of the Highway Department, and the other necessary 
activities of the State. 

They participated in the passage of bills requested by the Gov- 
ernor authorizing him to appoint fact finding commissions, and ap- 
propriating money to pay the expenses of such, in order that the 
true financial condition of the State, and its real needs might be 
definitely ascertained. None of these commissions have been ap- 
pointed, and the demands of the Governor for revenue have been 
based upon estimates and guesses in which each Department has 
placed its receipts at the minimum and its expenses at the maxi- 
mum. 

They have gone to the utmost limit of what was necessary to 
meet the demands of the Governor; they have initiated, and passed

the Garrett bill, submitting to the people an amendment to the Con- 
stitution authorizing the issuance of $25,000,000.00 of road bonds, 
accompanied by a one cent tax on gasoline; they have agreed to 
pass a bill imposing an additional one cent tax on gasoline to be 
effective until October 1, 1932; they have initiated and passed the 
Lapsley Bill, authorizing the Governor to borrow $3,000,000.00 in- 
stead of the $300,000.00 now authorized, and they have initiated and 
passed the Lapsley bill, submitting to the people a constitutional 
amendment authorizing the issuance of interest bearing warrants in 
the sum of fifteen million dollars, to liquidate any deficit that may 
exist. 

They feel assured that with the return of normal conditions, the 
present revenue bill will produce ample money, provided that the 
economy is practised which was promised, to support all the essen- 
tial activities of the State, especially in view of the fact that the 
capital expenditures of the last administration will not be necessary 
in this, and that the large expenditures for pensions, will, unfor- 
tunately be very greatly reduced during this administration. 

They believe that further taxes on gasoline than they have 
agreed to as set out above, further income, or other taxes are 
wholly unnecessary. 

Incomes are now taxed by the Federal Government and should 
not bear a further levy by the state except in case of absolute 
necessity. In North Carolina, in 1921, an income tax was adopted 
and the state ad valorem tax abolished. In less than ten years, the 
county ad valorem tax was twice what the state and county ad va- 
lorem tax was when the income tax was adopted, and in 1931, the 
Legislature of that state, restored the state ad valorem tax at a 
higher rate than prevailed when it was exchanged for the income 
tax, and increased the income tax. There is no reason to believe 
that a similar result would not follow here. 

The income tax proposed by the Governor, was not limited to 
net incomes. It authorized the Legislature to impose an unlimited 
rate on gross incomes. The proposed exemption of $1,500.00 from 
such tax, imposed on gross incomes, would embrace nearly all farm- 
ers, nearly all merchants, nearly all the people of this State who 
earn anything at all. The people of this state would have a sad 
awakening if they adopted such a tax in the belief that it would 
shift taxes from their shoulders to those of the wealthy. Such a 
tax would involve in its collection the pouring of a horde of new 
officers over this state, searching into the business of every citizen 
in it, and ascertaining, not only whether a taxable income has been 
earned, but incidentally whether other taxable property was as- 
sessed; it would involve the keeping of books for the most trivial 
business, in order to establish allowable deductions. It would 
remove the incentive for the development of this State by outside 
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capital which we so sorely need, now offered to it by the freedom 
of this state from an income tax. 

They have reduced appropriations by more than three hundred 
thousand dollars per year. 

The pledge which they made to the people was made in good 
faith, and so received. To repudiate it would be a breach of faith 
and an embezzlement of power. Their course in this Legislature 
has represented their best effort to redeem their campaign pledges, 
and to keep faith with the people whom they represent. 

Therefore, be it resolved: ; 

That this statement be spread upon the Journal of the Senate. 

Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 

The Rules Committee reported the following Senate Resolution: 

S. R. 137. Resolved by the Senate that the Secretary of the 
Senate, Assistant Secretary, Second Assistant Secretary, and Chief 
Clerk of the Senate, together with one typist, one Register Clerk 
and twelve journal clerks to be named by the Secretary of the 
Senate, be allowed six weeks within which to check, compare and 
deliver the Journals of the Senate to the Secretary of State. 

Resolved further that the Secretary of the Senate shall receive 
twelve dollars per day; that the Assistant and Second Assistant 
Secretary of the Senate shall each receive ten dollars per day, and 
the Chief Clerk shall receive eight dollars per day; the typist, the 
Register Clerk and Journal Clerks shall each receive four dollars 
per day. All of the per diem above named shall be paid in the same 
manner as they are now paid. 

Resolved further that the Secretary of the Senate, after complet- 
ing and delivering the Journals of the Senate to the Secretary of 
State, shall remain on duty and keep his office open during the time 
intervening between the adjournment of this regular session of the 
Legislature and any special session of the Legislature that may be 
called by the Governor and the next regular session of the Legisla- 
ture, and it shall be his duty during said time to furnish any of the 
members of the Senate and the general public with any information 
relative to the work of the Legislature that may be requested; also 
to secure from the State printer a sufficient number of all acts 
passed by the present session of the Legislature for distribution to 
the members of the Legislature; and to perform such other duties 
as may be required of him from time to time by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the President Pro-Tem of the Senate, or by any Com- 
mittees of the Senate. The Secretary of the Senate shall receive 
ten dollars per day during said time, to be paid in the same man- 
ner as he is now paid.

To amend paragraphs (f) and (g) of Section 9879 and 
Section 9880 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended by an Act 
entitled “An Act to amend sections 9879 and 9880 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1923” approved by the Governor, September 9th, 1927; 
also to amend Sections 9878, 9885, 9887, 9890, 9891, 9892, 9896, 9899 
and 5402 of the Code of Alabama, 1923; and to provide for the 
registration of securities, dealers in and salesmen of securities and 
the regulation, supervision, suspension, cancellation and revocation 
thereof ; and to fix penalties and to provide remedies for the viola- 
tion of this Act; and to provide for the protection of the public 
(purchasers and holders of securities) by injunction, receivership 
and other equitable remedies at the instance of the State of Ala- 
bama. 

For the preservation, conservation, development and 
improvement of the oyster reefs and beds in the waters of Ala- 
bama; for the preservation, conservation, development and im- 
provement of the Oyster Industry in the State of Alabama and the 
territorial waters thereof; to provide for the establishment of a 
Board of Commissioners to be known as “The Alabama Oyster 
Commission”; to fix its personnel; to prescribe its powers and 
duties ; to provide for the compensation of said Commissioners; to 
establish, locate and provide for the furnishing of its office; to reg- 
ulate the manner and time of taking and catching oysters from the 
public waters of the State; to prescribe and regulate the measure of 
oysters bought and sold in the shell; to prescribe license fees for

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. President: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report 
that said Committee, in session, have compared the following enrolled 
bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, and finds same 
correctly enrolled, to-wit : 

S. 142. To provide for the relief of Cora Spencer and to make an 
appropriation therefor. 

S. 251. To further regulate the law of libel. 

S. 319. For the preservation, conservation, development and im- 
provement of the oyster reefs and beds in the waters of Alabama; 
for the preservation, conservation, development and improvement of 
the Oyster Industry in the State of Alabama and the territorial waters 
thereof; to provide for the establishment of a Board of Commission- 
ers to be known as “The Alabama Oyster Commission”; to fix its 
personnel; to prescribe its powers and duties; to provide for the com- 
pensation of said Commissioners; to establish, locate and provide for 
the furnishing of its office; to regulate the manner and time of taking 
and catching oysters from the public waters of the State; to prescribe 
and regulate the measure of oysters bought and sold in the shell; to 
provide license fees for boats engaged in taking and catching oysters;

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to create a State Claims Commission; to de- 
fine its duties and powers; to provide for the filing and proof of cer- 
tain claims against the State therewith; to provide for the manner of 
hearing and proof of such claims; to authorize and provide for the 
payment of such claims as allowed by said Commission; to provide 
for the expenses of said Commission and to make an appropriation for 
the expenses of the Commission and for the payment of claims al- 
lowed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby constituted and established a 
State Claims Commission which shall be composed of three members 
as follows: The Attorney General, the State Auditor and the Secretary 
to the Governor; and the Attorney General shall be Chairman and the 
Secretary to the Governor shall be secretary, respectively of said com- 
mission, 

Section 2. Whenever any person, firm or corporation has‘a claim 
against the State of Alabama, or asserts such a claim upon any con- 
tract, expressed or implied, with the State of Alabama, or for dam- 
ages, liquidated or unliquidated, not sounding in damages only, in 
respect to which claims the party would be entitled to redress against 
the State of Alabama, either in a court of law or equity, if the State 
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of Alabama were suable, such person, firm or corporation shall file 
with the Commission a petition under oath setting out the facts relat- 
ing thereto and in support thereof. 

Section 3. That whenever any bill, except for a pension, is pend- 
ing in either House of the Legislature providing for the payment of a 
claim against the State of Alabama, legal or equitable, or for a grant, 
gift or bounty to any person, the House in which such bill is pending 
may, for the investigation and determination of facts, refer the same 
to the State Claims Commission, which shall proceed with the same in 
accordance with such rules as it may adopt and report to such House 
the facts in the case and the amount, which the same can be liquidated; 
including any facts bearing upon the question whether there has been 
delay or laches in presenting such claim or applying for such grant, 
gift or bounty, and any facts bearing upon the question whether the 
bar of any statute of limitation should be removed or which shall be 
claimed to excuse the claimant for not having resorted to any es- 
tablished legal remedy, together with such conclusions as shall be suf- 
ficient to inform the Legislature of the nature and character of the 
demand, either as a claim, legal or equitable, or as a gratuity against 
the State of Alabama, and the amount, if any, legally or equitably due 
from the State of Alabama to the claimant. 

Section 4. Upon receipt of such petition the Commission shall 
set a date for hearing of which notice shall be given at least five days 
prior thereto by registered mail, stating the time and date of such 
hearing. Upon such hearing the Commission shall hear all evidence 
in support thereof and shall have the right to summon witnesses, the 
service of which shall be made by any Sheriff of the State of Ala- 
bama or any other officer authorized to serve process. The commis- 
sion shall have the right to examine or have produced before it, all 
books, documents, expense bills or other evidence or data in or about 
or relating to such claim. 

Section 5. Every claim against the State of Alabama cognizable

minority, and of idiots, lunatics insane persons, and persons beyond 
the seas at the time the claim accrued, entitled to the claim, shall 
not be barred if the petition be filed with the Secretary of the Com- 
mission or transmitted, as aforesaid, within one year after the dis- 
ability has ceased; but no other disability than those enumerated shail 
prevent any claim from being barred, nor shall any of the said dis- 
abilities operate cumulatively. 
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Section 6. Upon a full and complete hearing, the Commission

any appropriation hereafter made for the payment thereof; but said 
Auditor shall not draw said warrant nor shall said State Treasurer

Section 8. The State Claims Commission shall be allowed to em- 
ploy such necessary clerical assistants as may be actually necessary 
and essential and shall be permitted to incur such actual necessary 
expenses for printing, stationery, and other incidentals; and the mem- 
bers of the Commission and its employees shall be allowed actual neces- 
sary traveling expenses while engaged upon the work of the Commis- 
sion, and such sums of money as from time to time may be actually 
necessary to meet the actual expenses of the Commission, are hereby 
appropriated from any money in the general funds of the State Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

Section 9. If any section, paragraph or sentence of this Act shall 
be held irivalid, the same shall not invalidate any other clause or Section 
but shall apply only to the sentence, paragraph or section so held in- 
valid.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has amended as therein shown and as amended has 
passed: 

S. 520. To propose the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to be known as Article XXI, namely:— “Article 
XXI. The state is authorized to issue and sell negotiable interest- 
bearing warrants in an amount not to exceed Fifteen Million 
($15,000,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying the past due in- 
debtedness of the State outstanding on September 30, 1931, other 
than any amount due to any department or trust fund of the State, 
said warrants shall be issued under such denominations, numbers 
and series, as may be designated or determined by the Governor, 
shall be payable twenty years from the date of issue, shall bear 
interest at not more than four and one-half (4%) per cent per 
annum, payable semi-annually, and shall be issued or sold at not 
less than the par value thereof. Said warrants when issued shall be 
a direct obligation of the State, and for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the principal and interest thereon the full faith and 
credit of the State is hereby irrevocably pleged and such warrants 
shall be forever exempt from taxes of every kind. Said warrants 
or the proceeds from the sale thereof shall be used only for the pur- 
pose of paying claims, accounts, warrants or indebtedness due by 
or outstanding against the State on September 30, 1931, which 
have been registered with the State Treasurer on or before Sep- 
tember 30, 1931, and which have been approved by the Governor, 
Attorney General and State Auditor, excluding, however, any 
amount due to any department or trust fund of the State. Said 
warrants shall be drawn by the State Auditor upon the State Treas- 
urer and the semi-annual interest thereon, as it becomes due, and 
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the principal, at maturity, shall be payable out of the general fund

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment of the present session of the Legis- 
lature. The proposed amendment is as follows: Article XXI. The 
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State is authorized to sell negotiable interest-bearing warrants in an 
amount not to exceed Fifteen Million Dollars ($15,000,000.00) for 
the purpose of paying the past due indebtedness of the State out- 
standing on September 30, 1931, other than any amount due to any 
Department or trust fund of the State, said warrants shall be issued 
under denominations, numbers and series as may be designated or 
determined by the Governor, and shall mature not later than Jan- 
uary 1, 1945, shall bear interest at not more than four and one-half 
(4%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall be is- 
sued and sold at not less than the par value thereof. The Governor 
of the State of Alabama is further authorized from time to time to 
negotiate temporary loans never to exceed Three Million Dollars 
($3,000,000.00) to meet any deficiencies in the treasury and until 
the same is paid no new loan shall be negotiated. For the payment 
of such loans and interest, the State is authorized to appropriate 
funds. Such warrants and loans shall be a direct obligation of the 
State and for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and 
interest thereon the full faith and credit of the State is hereby 
irrevocably pledged and such warrants and evidences of the loan 
shall be forever exempt from taxes of every kind.

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED.

H. 1204. To impose, for the use and purpose of supervising, 
preserving, maintaining, constructing and regulating the use, of 
public roads and bridges in the State of Alabama, and to maintain 
and supervise State Convicts while working upon such roads and 
bridges, an excise tax on all persons, companies, agencies, corpora- 
tions and associations who sell, distribute, store or draw from 
storage for any purpose whatsoever, gasoline or any other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or any substitute therefor within the State 
of Alabama; providing for the collection of such excise tax and the 
payment of same into the State treasury to the credit of the State 
‘Highway Department for the public road and bridge fund; provid-

the purposes set forth in this Act until October 1, 1932, after which 
time the same when collected shall be paid to the County Treasurer 
of the several counties in equal shares for a period of two years, to 
be used exclusively by said counties in constructing and mainte- 
nance of public roads and bridges within the several counties. Where 
the excise tax herein provided shall have been paid by a distributor 
or retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the in- 
tention being that the tax levied by this Act shall not be paid but 
once.

“Provided, however, that said excise tax which is herein directed 
to be divided equally among and paid to the proper authorities of 
the counties of the State shall be paid over when collected as pro- 
vided in Section 2 hereof.

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama authorizing the State to locate, construct, improve, repair and 
maintain public roads, highways and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama; and to that end, to authorize the State to appropriate funds, 
and for constructional purposes only to issue and sell negotiable 
interest bearing bonds in an amount not to exceed twenty-five 
million dollars ($25,000,000.00) in addition to the bonds authorized 
under the Act approved October 29th, 1921, proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama known and desig- 
nated as Article XX and in addition to the bonds authorized under 
the Act approved January 4, 1927, proposing an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama known and designated as 
Article XX A; to provide revenue and funds for the prompt and faith-

the Constitution of 1901, in an amount not to exceed the sum of twenty- 
five million dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be issued under such denomi- 
nations, numbers and series, and maturing at such times as now pro- 
vided by law, and all such bonds shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall 
be sold at a price not less than par value thereof. 

Section 2. The State Highway Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and maintain highways, bridges and State 
trunk roads so as to connect each county seat with the county seat 
of the adjoining county by the most direct or most feasible route by 
a permanent road, having due regard for the public welfare, and shall 
connect the county seats of the several border counties at or near the 
State line with a public highway in the border states. Provided, that 
in counties which are divided into two or more judicial divisions in each 
of which regular terms of the circuit court are held, the places where 
said terms are held shall likewise be connected with each other. 

Section 8. The proceeds of said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing and surfacing of roads, and, constructing and/or repairing 
bridges, but not for maintenance or discharging of contract debts, 
liability or obligations existing prior to the adoption of this amend- 
ment. 

Section 4. Eighteen Million Four Hundred Twenty-five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($18,425,000.00) of the proceeds of said bonds shall be 
set aside by the governor and apportioned in amounts of two hundred 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($275,000.00) to. each of the respective 
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counties of the State which must be expended by the State Highway 
Commission or Highway Department in each of said counties for con- 
struction, which shall include hard surfacing, of existing and also new 
public roads and bridges therein.

That House Bill No. 1204 by Mr. Tunstall, if and 
when passed by both Houses of the Legislature of Alabama of 1931 
and approved by the Governor, and being “A bill to be entitled an 
act to impose, for the use and purpose of supervising, preserving, 
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maintaining, constructing and regulating the use of public roads and 
bridges in the State of Alabama, an excise tax on all persons, com- 
panies, agencies, corporations and associations who, sell distribute, 
store or draw from storage for any purpose whatsoever, gasoline 
or any other liquid motor fuels or devices or any substitute therefor 
within the State of Alabama; providing for the collection of such ex- 
cise tax and the payment of same into the State Treasury; providing 
for the enforcement of this Act and fixing a penalty for the violation 
of the provisions hereof; providing that the said excise tax so im- 
posed shall be in addition to all other excise tax now imposed by 
law; and, providing that freight agents or railroads and all agents of 
all transportation companies operating within the State of Alabama 
and who transport motor fuels shall report to the State Tax Com- 
mission all shipments of gasoline or any substitute therefor, received 
at any of their stations within the State,” be and the same is hereby 
ratified, confirmed and validated and made constitutional as a law, 
and such ratification, confirmation, validation and constitutionality as 
a law, shall, according to the terms thereof when finally passed, in 
the manner aforesaid, take effect and be effective on the day of the 
passage of said bill by both Houses of the Legislature of Alabama of 
1931, and approved by the Governor, as fully as if said bill was set 
out in words and figures herein. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered together with the 
amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation of the 
Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a week in 
each county in the State, for at least eight successive weeks next 
preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall be — 
- printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as Article

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made 
by him or under his direction opposite the word expressing his desire. 
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Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be appointed in the 
same manner and by the same officials as now provided by the elec- 
tion laws of the State for the appointment of officers to hold elections 
in this State and the election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with this Act, the law governing general elections, and the Constitu- 
tional provisions concerning amendments to the Constitution.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying Message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and veto of the Bill: 

H. 966. To authorize the Board of Education of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, to refund out of the general school funds of Tus- 
caloosa County, Alabama, to James B. Sellers, former Superinten- 
dent of Education of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, the sum of Five. 
Hundred Sixty-six and 25/100 ($566.25) Dollars, which the said 
James B. Sellers, under compulsion, paid to the County Board of. 
Education of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections and veto of 
said Bill being in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 
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To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. : 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 966 without my approval. 

This is an act to authorize the Board of Education of Tuscaloosa Coun- 
ty to refund out of the General School Funds of the County to James B. 
Sellers, former Superintendent of Education of the County, the sum of $566.25, 
which he was compelled to pay the County Board of Education. 

The records of the Examiner of Accounts show that in October, 1929, 
the Examiner of Accounts, through one of his assistants, made an examina- 
tion of the books of James B. Sellers, County Superintendent of Education 
of Tuscaloosa County, and that certain items were charged against him as 
having been paid out illegally. He and his bondsmen contended that the pay- 
ments were not illegal and suit was filed by a representative of the office of 
the Attorney General. In this suit judgment was had in favor of the Board 
of Education for $566.25 and court cost $38.35. This judgment was paid by 
the National Surety Company on April 14, 1931, to the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Tuscaloosa. The net amount, after deducting the cost and expense 
of collecting the judgment, was paid to the Treasurer of School Funds of 
Tuscaloosa County. 

If the judgment had not been paid, the bill to remit or release the 
amount would have violated Section 100 of the Constitution. 

Section 94 of the Constitution prohibits the Legislature from authorizing 
any county to grant public money as a gift to any individual. 

Since the Superintendent of Education had his day in court and it was 
determined that he owed the money, the same should not now be given 
to him. :

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 


Mr. President: 

The House accedes to the request of the Senate for a committee 
of conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on the House 
amendment to the bill: 

To propose the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to be known as Article XXI, namely: “Article 
XXI. The state is authorized to issue and sell negotiable interest- 
bearing warrants in an amount not to exceed Fifteen Million ($15,- 
* 000,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying the past due indebted- 
ness of the State outstanding on September 30, 1931, other than any 
amount due to any department or trust fund of the State, said war- 
rants shall be issued under such denominations, numbers and series, 
as may be designated or determined, by the Governor, shall be payable 
twenty years from the date of issue, shall bear interest at not more 
than four and one-half (414) per cent per annum, payable semi-an- 
nually, and shall be issued or sold at not less than the par value 
thereof. Said warrants when issued shall be a direct obligation of 
the State, and for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal 
and interest thereon the full faith and credit of the State is hereby 
irrevocably pledged and such warrants shall be forever exempt 
from taxes of every kind. Said warrants or the proceeds from the 
sale thereof shall be used only for the purpose of paying claims, ac- 
counts, warrants or indebtedness due by or outstanding against the 
State on September 30, 1931, which have been registered with the 
State Treasurer on or before September 30, 1931, and which have 
been approved by the Governor, Attorney General and State Audi- 
tor, excluding, however, any amount due to any department or 
trust fund of the State.

RESIGNATION FROM CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Lapsley offered his resignation as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on 
the House amendment to the bill: 

S. 520. To propose the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to be known as Article XXI, namely: “Article 
XXI. The state is authorized to issue and sell negotiable interest- 
bearing warrants in an amount not to exceed Fifteen Million ($15,- 
000,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying the past due indebted- 
ness of the State outstanding on September 30, 1931, other than any 
amount due to any department or trust fund of the State, said war- 
rants shall be issued under such denominations, numbers and series, 
as may be designated or determined by the Governor, shall be pay- 
able twenty years from the date of issue, shall bear interest at not 
more than four and one-half (414) per cent per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall be issued or sold at not less than the par 
value thereof. Said warrants when issued shall be a direct obliga- 
tion of the State, and for the prompt and faithful payment of the 
principal and interest thereon the full faith and credit of the State 
is hereby irrevocably pledged and such warrants shall be forever 
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exempt from taxes of every kind. Said warrants or the proceeds 
from the sale thereof shall be used only for the purpose of paying 
claims, accounts, warrants or indebtedness due by or outstanding 
against the State on September 30, 1931, which have been regis- 
tered with the State Treasurer on or before September 30, 1931, 
and which have been approved by the Governor, Attorney General 
and State Auditor, excluding, however, any amount due to any de- 
partment or trust fund of the State. Said warrants shall be drawn 
by the State Auditor upon the State Treasurer and the semi-an- 
nual interest thereon, as it becomes due, and the principal, at ma- 
turity shall be payable out of the general fund of the State Treas- 
ury,” and to order an election by the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held’ on the first 
Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at which 
the amendment is proposed.

Said Governor’s Message containing his objections to and veto 
of said bill, House Bill No. 250, being in words and figures as fol- 
lows, to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 250 without my approval. 

This act appropriates $1,000.00 for the relief of Cora C. Wilson, widow 
of William C. Wilson. It alleges that William C. Wilson was killed in an 
eee wreck while he was employed in the Highway Department of 
the State. 

There is no way to determine whether the wreck was caused by his 
negligence or by the negligence of someone else, or whether the State was 
in any way, through its employee, responsible for it. 

The effect of the act is to make a gift to Mrs. Wilson, which is prohibited 
by the Constitution. 

The State had not adopted a policy for paying for injuries to employees 
or for the death of employees and if such a policy should be adopted it 
would be necessary to provide funds from some source to pay the claims. It 
is not just that the State should pay some claims and not pay others of the 
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same kind, and if all claims were paid without the provision of additional 
revenue, the State would have no funds with which to carry on the 
government. 

There are no funds available for the payment of this claim if it should 
be allowed.

We, your Conference Committee on House Bill No. 1204, beg leave 
to report as follows: We recommend:
